All  Classes  Are  Cordially 
Greeted  By  President. 

Extensive  Improvements 
Viewed  By  the  Public. 


A  HAPPY  NEW  YEAR  TO  ALL 


Washington,  Jan.  1— President  Roos-- 
veifs  New  Year's  reception  was  one  of 
the  most  brilliant  events  In  Washing- 
ton's recent  social  history.  All  callers 
were  afforded  the  opportunity  of  greet- 
ing the  president  and  Mrs.  Roosevelt, 
and  exchanging  with  thorn  the  com- 
plim.nts  of  the  New  Year.  No  distinc- 
Uons  were  made  except  such  as  were 
renui'red  necessary  in  preservation  of 
order,  and  the  greetings  extended  to 
ali— high  and  low,  rich  and  poor— were 
alike  cordial  and  sincere. 

Today  the  general  public,  for  the  lirst 
time,  had  an  opportunity  to  see  the 
widely-heralded  improvements  in  the 
White  House— improvements  whlrh, 
^vl'.fcn  completed,  will  have  cost  about 
J600.000.  In  addition  to  a  desire,  per- 
sonally, to  wish  the  president  and  Mrs. 
Roosevelt  a  happy  New  i-ear,  hundreds 
of  persons  were  attracted  to  the  recep- 
tion by  a  wish  to  see  the  White  House 
in  its  r!ev>-  handsome  interior  finish  ani 
furnishing.  To  many  who  were  famil- 
iar with  the  interior  of  the  man.-)ion  a.^ 
it  was  a  year  ago  the  changes  rnadp 
were  a  revelation.  While,  in  a  general 
way,  the  form  of  the  interior  has  been 


retained  in  beauty  and  effectiveness,  tt 
is  wholly  different.  Jast  102  years  ago 
today  President  John  Adams  and  his 
wife  opened  the  White  House  wiin  a 
New  Year's  reception  to  their  frlenUs 
and  to  the  public  generally.  The'da\vii 
of  the  first  fete  day  within  the  waiis 
since  become  historic  was  accompanied 
by  the  noise  of  saw  and  hammer  as 
was  this  day.  On  account  of  the  un- 
finished condition  of  the  lowt-r  tloor. 
President  and  Mrs.  Adams  receive  1 
iheir  guests  in  the  room  on  the  second 
llcior  now  occupied  by  President  Roose- 
velt "as  a  library.  While  the  improve- 
ments now  are  more  nearly  completer 
than  was  the  mansion  itself  at  thai 
time,  it  will  be  peveral  months  before 
the   Worltmen    will   have   finished    thei--

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A  BLUNDER  BY  CURZON 

Viceroy  o5  India  Gets  Himself  Disliked  By  Advising 

Maiarahs  Not  to  Purchase  Tottenham 

Court  Road  Furniture. 


London,  Jan.  1.— T^ord  Curzon  has 
brought  down  on  himself  the  wrath  of 
the  furniture  dealers  of  Great  Bri- 
tain by  a  disparaging  allusion  in  hid 
speech  at  the  opening  of  the  art  exhi- 
bition at  Delhi,  Dec.  20.  to  -Tottenham 
court  road  furniture,  its  cheap  Italian 
mosaics  and  H-iming  Brussels  carpet,  ' 
and  appealing  to  the  marajahs  to  fur- 
nish their  palaces  with  Indian  work 
rather    than   these   British   products. 


Sir  John  Blundell  Maplo.  M.  P..  who 
is  governor  of  a  large  firm  of  furniture 
dealers  of  the  Tottenham  court,  leads 
the  attack  on  the  viceroy  and  clinches 
his  Indicinient  with  showing  a  lett-^-r 
dated  from  the  viceregal  lodge  at  Cal- 
cutta ordering  carpets  for  Lord  Curzon 
himself  and  requesting  that  the  order 
be  duplicated  yearly.  Other  documents 
show  that  Lord  <'u»zon  quite  recently 
received  a  consignnient  of  Tottenham 
court  chairs  and  that  the  whole  of  the 
viceregal  lodge  at  Simla  Is  furnished 
from   the  same  source. 


ODELL  IS  INAUGURATED 


ChieJ  Executive  of  New  York  Takes  the  Chain   For 

Second  Term  In  Presence  of   Many 

Disting.uished  Persons. 


Remarkable  Spectacle  at 
the  Durbar  at  Delhi. 

Tens  of  Thousands  of  Peo- 
ple Gather  on  Plains. 


Delhi,  India,  Jan.  1.— Tens  of  thou- 
sands of  people  from  the  city  of  Delhi 
and  from  villages  far  and  near  began 
gathering  at  daybreak  this  morning  on 
the  great  plain  outside  the  city.  There 
they  waited  patiently  for  the  supreme 
announcement  of  the  Durbar  that  Kin^ 
Edward  was  emperor  of  India.  Soon  the 
great  plain  was  filled  with  crowding 
masses  of  people,  and  the  brightly  col- 
ored clothing  of  the  great  throng  cov- 
ered the  space  with  gorgeous  hues.  The 
crowd  on  the  plain  was  composed 
largely  of  the  common  people,  but 
among  it  could  be  seen  the  retainers  of 
.lie  various  rajahs  who  had  assembled 
for  the  function. 

The  attention  of  all  was  fixed  upon 
the  white  amphitheater  in  the  center  of 
the  plain,  where  the  announcement  was 
to  be  made.  The  amphitheaterr  was 
adorned  with  grilded  cupolas  and  sur- 
rounded by  batteries,  squadrons  and 
battalions  of  the  Indian  army.    Beyond 

the  amphitheater,  in  the  distance,  could 
be  seen  gieat  numbers  of  elephants, 
camels  and  horses.  So  vast  was  the 
multitude  that  the  troops  appeared  ab 
mere  splashe.3  of  color. 

The  arrival  at  the  amphitheater  of 
the  viceroy  of  India,  Lord  Curzon  of 
Kedleston  and  other  dignataries  and 
the  princes  was  one  of  the  brlUia;  t 
episodes  of  the  day.  The  princes  were 
clad  in  silks  and  adorncHl  with  jewel.-, 
and  their  horses  and  carriages  weri 
brilliant   with  trappings  of  bold. 

The  whole  ceremony  was  favored 
with  brilliant  sunshine. 

Lady  Curzon  was  dressed  in  pale  blue 
chiffon,  trimmed  with  passementerie. 
She  wore  a  tiower  hat.  Lord  Curzon 
was  in  full  political  uniform,  with 
cocked  hat.  The  Duke  of  Connaught 
had  on  a  field  marshal's  uniform,  and 
the  Duchess  of  Connaught  wore  a  co.=- 
tume  of  cream  lace  over  white  silk  with 
silver  trimmings  and  a  cream  toque. 

When   the   i^  urzons  reached   me   dais 
the  viceroy  and  the  Duke  of  Connaught 
saluted   each    other   and    Lady    Curzon 
courtesied  to  the      Duchess      of      Con 
naught. 

Lord  Curzon  spoke  for  thirty  minutes, 


standing  most  of  the  time  with  one  fool 
on  a  silver  footstool.  During  the  recep- 
tion of  the  prince  and  chiefs.  Lady  Cur- 
zon and  the  Duchess  of  Connaught 
stood  behind  their  husbands,  not  par- 
ticipating in  that  part  of  the  cere- 
mony, except  in  the  case  of  the  Begum 
of  Bhopal,  a  Mohammedan  princess, 
who  was  heavily  veiled. 

After  the  presentation  of  the  nota- 
bilities, the  viceroy  and  the  duke  of 
Connaught  stepped  forward  and  shook 
hands  with  Lady  Curzon. 

The  spectacle  within  the  arena  was 
most  striking  and  gorgeous.  Th<j 
pathan  chiefs  and  the  sirdars  were  re- 
splendent in  brilliant  raiment.  Sol- 
diers, civilians  and  visitors  from  far 
distant  countries  were  included  among 
those  within  the  amphitheater.  Upon 
the  entrance  of  the  veterans  of  the 
Indian  mutiny  there  was  tremendous 
enthusiasm,  and  as  the  arrivals  march- 
ed to  their  places  the  bands  played 
national  airs.  The  carriage  of  the 
duke  of  Connaught,  who  represented 
King  Edward,  was  escorted  by  a  de- 
tachment of  cavalry.  As  the  duke 
and  duchess  were  driven  around  the 
arena  the  assemblage  gave  them  an 
enthusiastic  welcome.  Amid  the  ac- 
clamations of  the  people  the  duke  took 
his  seat  at  the  left  of  the  throne,  while 
the  duchess  proceeded  to  a  place  be- 
hind   the   throne. 

When  the  great  amphitheater  was 
filled  and  the  hour  for  the  announce- 
ment drew  near,  the  multitude  within 
and  without  awaited  expectantly  the 
first  act  of  the  proclamation  cere- 
mony. 

Then  the  approach  of  the  viceroy 
was  heralded.  Preceded  by  members  of 
his  bodyguard  clad  in  white,  blue  and 
gold,  and  under  the  command  of  MaJ. 
Grimston,  Lord  Curzon  appeared  at 
the  entrance  of  the  arena  in  his  car- 
riage. The  postillions  wore  uniforms 
of  scarlet  and  gold,  and  the  carrage 
was  drawn  by  four  bay  horses.  The 
viceroy  was  escorted  by  Sir  Perthab 
Fingh.  Alighting  from  hi*  carria««. 
Lord  Curzon  mounted  the  dlas  to  the 
throne,  which  was  decorated  with 
eolden  linns  and  around  whicji  were 
placed  massive  silver  foctPtoote. 

The  throne  Itself  was  surniountHI  by 
a  canopy  of  white  and  gold.  AN  nen  the 
viceroy  reached  the  throne  the  national

a  menace  to  the  welfare  of  the  state. 
Referring  to  the  canal  question,  he 
maint.^ined  that  the  state  waterways 
should  receive  careful  and  immediate 
consideration  from  the  legislature  and 
only  such  measures  ad<M'ted  as  will  ac- 
complish the  result  desired  with  the 
least  po4<sible  expenditure  of  the  peo- 
ple's   money.

WIRELESS  TESTS  IN  CANADA 


TVinnipog.  M.an.,  Jan.  1.— Marconi  is 
preparing  to  install  a  wireless  trans- 
continental service  through  Canada. 
Two  of  his  experts  passed  througli 
Winnipeg  yesterday  on  their  way  West 
to  arrange  for  a  series  of  tests  In  the 
Kocky  mountains.  It  is  expected  by 
the  inventor  that  the  diverse  electrical 
currents  in  the  raritied  atmosphere  ot 
the  high  altitude.^  may  interfere  with 
the  successful  sending  of  his  messages, 
and  it  is  to  satisfy  his  mind  un  this 
account  that  the  te^^ts  are  made  in  the 


I  winter  time  when  the  conditions  would 
be  naturally  more  unfavorable.  The 
proceedings  are  being  carried  out  with 
the  utmost  secrecy. 

Winnipeg  is  to  be  the  half-way  houi^e 
of  the  systeTn.  It  is  understood  th:it 
the  station  will  be  located  at  Stony 
mountain,  an  emli^nce  twelve  mllts 
from  Winnipeg.  It  will  receive  East- 
ern messages  from  Mount  Royal  at 
Montreal,  and  it  is  the  work  of  these 
experts  to  locate  the  next  Western 
station  in  the  Rockies. 


A  LIVELY  TIME  IS  EXPECTED 


Kvan.-ston,  Wyo.,  Jan.  1.— The  com- 
ing of  the  new  year  promises  to  bring 
to  Uintah  county  scenes  of  excitement 
never  before  equalled  in  the  hisior"  of 
Wyoming.  Plans  have  been  mude  to 
gobble  up  every  foot  of  oil  land  which 
has  not  been  already  protected  b>-  the 
required  assessment  work.  Up  to  a 
few  davs  ago  it  was  believed  that  vrac- 
tlcally  all  the  land  would  be  thus  pro- 
tected, but  closer  investigation  shows 
that  at  least  one-third  of  the  oil  field. 
or  an  area  of  SOOO  square  miles,  Is  now 


1  open   for   re-filing.    It    is   evident    that 
I  the  intention  of  the  original  locators  is 
to   protect   thvdr  rights   by   the   use   of 
firearms,   if  occasion   requires. 

Evanston  has  been  practically  di- 
vested of  its  male  population  and  near- 
ly all  places  of  bu.«iness  have  been 
closed,  the  men  having  stationed  them- 
selves throughout  the  oil  belt  for  the 
purpose  of  driving  their  claim  stakes 
with  the  dawn  of  the  new  year.  All 
went  fully  armed  with  Winchesters 
and  shotguns  and  bloodshed  may  fol- 
low. 


EMBASSY  SECRETARY  HURT 


New  York,  Jan.  1.— In  a  double  circu- 
lar, one  to  the  stockholders  and  the 
other  to  the  officers  and  employes,  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation  i^n- 
nounces  Us  intention  to  install  a  system 
w  hereby  the  humblest  workman  on  Its 
rolls  may,  If  he  desires,  become  a  per- 
manent stockholder  and  share  In  the 
profits  of  the  corporation.  ■* 

The  scheme  is  the  result  of  months, 
of  preparation  by  the  finaixje  com- 
mittee of  the  corporation,  and  the  cir- 
culars are  signed  by  A.  George  W. 
Perkins,  chairman.  The  plan  is  said  to 
have  originated  with  Mr.  Perkins. 

The  circular  t<>  the  stockholders 
points  out  the  apparent  advantage  of 
the  plan,  which  was  devised  "with 
equal  fairness  to  every  man,  from  the 
president  of  the  steel  corporation  to 
the  man  with  pick  and  shovel  working 
for  one  of  the  subsidiary  companies." 
The  circular  goes  on  to  say  that  at  the 
same  time  there  are  55,000  stockholder.? 
who,  it  is  believ»-d,  would  feel  a  great 
sense  of  security  in  the  corporation's 
earning  power  if  they  knew  that  offi- 
cers and  managers  generally  were  will- 
ing to  eijttr  into  a  cont:act  by  which 
part  of  their  compensation  for  services 
rendered  will  be  paid  only  after  the 
realization  of  $80,000,000  of  profits. 
This  represents  inteiest  on  bonds,  divi- 
dends on  stock  and  reserve  for  sinking 

funds.  ^ 

The  plan  inviting  officers  and  em- 
ployes to  participate  is  divided  Into 
two  parts.  Part  1  prescribes  that  from 
the  earnings  of  the  corporation  during 
the  year  1902  there  will  have  been  set 
aside  at  least  $2.00o.OOO.  and  as  much 
more  as  is  needed  for  the  purchase  oi.

Soon  something  went  wrong  with  the 
machine,  and  the  two  men  got  down 
to  examine  it.  Miss  Lewis  held  a  hand 
bag,  which  contained  a  small  amount 
of  money.  On  the  fingers  of  Mi.ss  Mat- 
thews' left  hand  glittered  diamonds 
worth,  it  is  said,  fully  $1500. 

Suddenly  from  the  crowd  sprang  a 
young  man,  who  held  in  one  hand  a 
knife  with  a  long  and  exceedingly  keen 


blade  From  Miss  Lewis  he  grabbed 
the  bag  she  was  canying,  and  thei 
seizing  Miss  Matthews  by  the  fingers, 
he  drew  his  knife  across  her  knuckles, 
cutting  a  deep  gash.  The  young  woman 
shrieked  with  fright  and  pain,  and  her 
astailant,  without  waiting  to  make  an- 
other effort  to  sever  her  hand,  iiran- 
dlshed  his  knife  in  the  faces  of  those 
who  sprang  to  the  rescue,  and  da.<;hed 
west  along  Houston  street.  After  a 
long  chase  he  was  captured,  but  did 
not  surrender  until  beaten  Into  subjec- 
tion by  a  policeman.

ODELL  IS  INAUGURATED 


Chief  Executive  of  New  York  Takes  the  Chain   For 

Second  Term  In  Presence  oi   Many 

Distinguished  Persons. 


Remarkable  Spectacle  at 
the  Durbar  at  Delhi. 

Tens  of  Thousands  of  Peo- 
ple Gather  on  Plains. 


Delhi,  India,  Jan.  1.— Tens  of  thou- 
sands of  people  from  the  city  of  Delhi 
and  from  villages  far  and  near  began 
gathering  at  daybreak  this  morning  on 
the  great  plain  outside  the  city.  There 
they  waited  patiently  for  the  supreme 
announcement  of  the  Durbar  that  King 
Edward  was  emperor  of  India.  Soon  the 
gieat  plain  was  filled  with  crowding 
masses  of  people,  and  the  brightly  col- 
ored clothing  of  the  great  throng  cov- 
ered the  space  with  gorgeous  hues.  The 
i-rowd  on  the  plain  was  composed 
largely  of  the  common  people,  but 
\mong  it  could  be  seen  the  retainers  of 
he  various  rajahs  who  had  assembled 
lor  the  function. 

The  attention  of  all  was  fixed  upon 
the  white  amphitheater  in  the  center  of 
the  plain,  where  the  announcement  v.at, 
to  be  made.  The  amphitheattn-  was 
adorned  with  gilded  cupolas  and  sur- 
rounded by  batteries,  squadrons  and 
battalions  of  the  Indian  army.  Beyond 
the  amphitheater,  in  the  distance,  could 
be  seen  great  numbei-s  of  elephants, 
camels  and  horses.  So  vast  was  the 
multitude  that  the  troops  appeared  ab 
meie  si)lashe.5  of  color. 

The  arrival  at  the  amphitheater  of 
the  viceroy  of  India,  Lord  Ourzon  of 
Kedleston  and  other  dignataries  and 
tiie  princes  was  one  of  the  brilliant 
episodes  of  the  day.  The  princes  were 
clad  in  silks  and  adorne^l  with  jewel.-, 
and  tlieir  horses  and  carriages  weii 
brilliant   with  trappings  of  bold. 

The  whole  ceremony  was  favored 
with  brilliant  sunshine. 

Lady  Curzim  was  dressed  in  pale  blue 
chiffon,  trimmed  with  passementerie. 
She  wore  a  llower  hat.  Lord  Curzon 
was  in  full  political  uniform.  with 
coeked  hat.  The  Uuke  of  Connaught 
had  on  a  field  marshal's  uniform,  and 
the  Duchess  of  t'onnaught  wore  a  co.«- 
lume  of  cream  lace  over  white  .silk  with 
silver  trimmings  and  a  cream  toque. 

When   the   i  arsons  reached   me   dais 
the  viceroy  and  the  Duke  of  Connaught 
saluted    each    other   and    Lady    Curzon 
courlesied  to  the      Duchess      of      Con 
naught. 

Lord  Curzon  spoke  for  thirty  minutes. 


standing  most  of  the  time  with  one  fool 
on  a  silver  footstool.  During  the  recep- 
tion of  the  prince  and  chiefs.  Lady  Cur- 
zon and  the  Duchess  of  Connaught 
stood  behind  their  husbands,  not  par- 
ticipating in  that  part  of  the  cere- 
mony, except  in  the  case  of  the  F.egum 
of  Bhopal,  a  Mohammedan  piinceas, 
who  was  heavily  veiled. 

After  the  presentation  of  the  nota- 
bilities, the  viceroy  and  the  duke  of 
Connaught  stepped  forward  and  shook 
hands  with  Lady  Curzon. 

The  spectacle  within  the  arena  was 
most  striking  and  gorgeous.  Tlw 
pa  than  chiefs  and  the  sirdars  were  re- 
splendent in  brilliant  raiment.  Sol- 
diers, civilians  and  visitors  from  far 
distant  countries  were  included  amongr 
those  within  the  amphitheater.  Upon 
the  eiit ranee  of  the  veterans  of  the 
Indian  mutiny  there  was  tremendous 
enthusiasm,  and  as  the  arrivals  march- 
ed to  their  places  the  bands  played 
national  air.s.  The  carriage  of  the 
duke  of  Connaught,  who  represented 
King  Edward,  was  escorted  by  a  de- 
tachment of  cavalry.  As  the  duke 
and  duchess  were  driven  arour>3  the 
arena  the  assemblage  gave  them  an 
enthusiastic  welcome.  Amid  the  ac- 
clamations of  the  people  the  duke  took 
his  seat  at  the  left  of  the  throne,  while 
the  duchess  proceeded  to  a  place  be- 
hind   the    throne. 

When  the  great  amphitheater  was 
filled  and  the  hour  for  the  announce- 
ment drew  n*^ar,  the  multitude  within 
and  without  awaited  expectantly  the 
first  act  of  the  proclamation  cere- 
mony. 

Then  the  approach  of  the  viceroy 
was  heralded.  Preceded  by  members  of 
his  bodyguard  clad  in  white,  blue  and 
gold,  and  under  the  command  of  MaJ. 
Grimston,  Lord  Curzon  appeared  at 
the  entrance  of  the  arerna  in  his  car- 
riage. The  postillions  wore  uniformR 
of  scarlet  and  gold,  and  the  carrajre 
was  drawn  by  four  bay  horses.  The 
viceroy  was  escorted  by  Sir  Perthab 
Flngh.  Alighting  from  hi*  carriag*. 
Lord  Curzon  mounted  the  dlas  to  the 
thnme,  which  was  decorated  with 
eolden  lions  and  around  wjiida  were 
placed  m.'issive  silver   footstools. 

The  throrv  itself  was  surraountefl  by

Two  of  his  experts  passed  through 
Winnipeg  yesterday  oni  their  way  West 
to  arrange  for  a  series  of  tests  in  the 
Kocky  mountains.

It  will  receive  East- 
ern messages  from  Mount  Hoyal  at 
Montreal,  and  it  is  the  work  of  these 
experts  tt(  locate  the  next  Western 
station  in  the  Rockies.

Perkins,  chairman.  The  plan  is  said  to 
have  originated  with  Mr.  Perkins. 

The  circular  to  the  stockholders 
points  out  the  api)arent  advantage  of 
the  plan,  whii  h  was  devi.-ed  "with 
equal  fairness  to  every  man.  from  the 
president  of  the  steel  corporation  to 
the  man  with  pick  and  shovel  working 
for  one  of  the  suosidiary  companies."

Third— That  he  can  diaw  the  divi- 
dends de(  lared  on  the  sloek  while  it  is 
held  for  his  account  and  he  remains  m 
the  employ  of  the  corporation  or  of 
one  or  another  of  its  subsidiary  com- 
j  panies. 

Fourth— That     if     without     previous 

'  consent      voluntarily     he     shall     have 

i  quilted   the  service   of  the  corporation 

j  or  of  its  subsidiary  companies,  he  shall 

'  fforfeit  all  right   to  this  stock,   and  in 

such   case    it    will    be    held   in    a    fund 

which  at  the  end  of  five  years  will  oe 

divided  among  such  employes  as  shall 

have  complied  with  all  the  condition.^. 

Thus  25  per  cent  of  all  the  money  set 
aside  in  this  profit-sharing  plan  will  be 
held  fbr  five  years  and  will  be  given 
only  lo  them  who,  at  the  end  of  that 
period,  will  have  been  in  the  employ- 
ment of  the  corporation  or  of  one  or 
another  of  its  subsidiary  companies 
from  and  since  Jan.  1,  1903.

Philadelphia.  Dec,  28.— After  yeais  of 
diplomatic  effort  Mrs.  Joseph  Drexel, 
widow  of  the  former  partner  of  James 
Pierpont  Morgan,  has  at  last  succeed- 
ed in  securing  from  the  pope  the  fa- 
mous 8-foot  fans  of  the  Vatican  and 
has  brought  these  trophies  in  triumph 
to  America.  They  will  be  presented 
to  the  American  people  and  placed  on 
exhibition  in  the  museum  of  the  uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania. 

Visitors  to  the  Vatican  will  remem- 
ber these  gorgeous  emblems  of  imperial 
authority.  No  Papal  jirocession  was 
complete  without  them.  When  the 
pope  was  cnrried  Into  the  audience 
chamber  or  took  part  in  any  of  the 
festivities  of  the  church  the  fans  were 
always  in  evidence,  either  carrh-d  aloft 
by  two  favored  members  of  the  noble 
guard  or  allowed  to  rest  against  the 
Papal   throne. 

Years    ago    Mrs.    Drexel   saw       these 


fans  and  coveted  them.  Almost  any 
favor  asked  by  this  charitable  woman 
would  have  been  readily  granted  by 
the  pope,  but  the  fans  were  regarded 
as  too  closely  associated  with  the  his- 
tory of  the  church  to  be  allowed  to 
leave  the  Vatican.  They  had  been  fa- 
miliar features  of  Roman  Catholic  cele- 
brations since  the  days  of  Pius  IX, 
and  were  hallowed  by  too  many  mem- 
ories lightly  to  be  relinqished,  even  at 
the  request  of  so  good  a  friend  of  the 
church  as  Mrs.  Joseph  Drexel. 

Mrs.  Drexel  was  disaitpointed,  hut 
not  beaten.  Year  after  year.  when 
visiting  Europe,  she  had  audience  of 
the  pope  and  renewed  her  plea  for  the 
possession  of  the  fans,  and  at  last 
Leo  III  gave  a  reluctant  consent  for 
the  splendid  symbols  to  be  carried  off 
by  Mrs.  Drexel.  In  return  the  Vatican 
w-as  presented  with  another  pair  of 
fans  even  more  gorcgous  than  the  old 
ones,  although  lacking  the  historical 
interest    of    those   secured       by       Mrs. 


Drexel. 

The  fans  are  splendid  creations.  Th-? 
spread  is  formed  of  superb  ostrich 
plumes,  tipped  with  peacock  feathers. 
On  the  sticks,  or  what  would  be  the 
srlcks  in  an  ordinary  fan.  are  the  Papai 
arms,  worked  on  a  crimson  field  in 
heavy  gold,  the  crown  studded  with 
rubies  and  emeralds.  The  embos-st-d 
poles  that  support  the  great  fans  when 
carried  aloft  are  of  crimson  velvet.  At 
the  base  of  the  fans  an  inscription  in 
Latin  records  the  fact  that  the  pres- 
entation was  nia.de  in  conimenioratioii 
of  Pope  Pins  IX  having  ociuided  tho 
Papal  throne  for  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury. 

The  fans  are  at  prsent  in  the  cases  in 
which  they  were  shiipped  from  Rome. 
A  special  case  will  be  prenarel  for 
their  receptirm  in  the  museum  of  tho 
universiiy  of  Pennsylvani  i.  where  the.v 
v.ill  be  exhibited  side  by  side  with  the 
priceless  fan  made  by  the  <|Uoen  of 
Italy  and  presented  to  Mrs.  Drexel.

The  air-drawing  machine,  for  that  is 
the  name  of  the  device  that  is  sup- 
planting the  broom  and  the  feather 
duster  in  modern  business  blocks,  is 
not  such  a  complicated  affair.  Built 
low  with  a  cvlinder  at  either  end  and  a 
heavy  liywheel  on  one  side,  it  is  a  very 
commonnlace-looking  machine.  "Iho 
machine 'is  operated  by  steam  furnisaeJ 
from  the  plant  heating  the  building 
which  it  Is  installed,  and  the  cost 
running  it  is.  of  course,  small,  being 
only  the  expense  of  a  few  pounds  of 
steam  daily  in  the  few  hours  the  ma- 
chine is  in  operation.  There  is  .-teani 
in  one  of  the  cylinders  on  the  machine, 
air  in  the  other,  and  each  stroke  of  the 
Piston  draws  air  through  big  pipes 
from  the  tanks  with  which  it  is  con- 

The  operation  of  the  machine  causes 
a  tremendous  suction  through  the  T- 
s'raped  heads  attached  to  the  pipes  on 
the  floors  above,  and  by  this  force  the 
dirt  is  drawn  into  a  3-inch  smooth- 
jointed  pipe  running  the  entire  heignt 
of  the  building  and  called  a  riser.

Down  the  pipe  the  dirt  xs 


drawn  into  the  first  of  the  big  30-inch 
tanks  in  the  subcellar.  Inside  this 
tank  there  is  another  smaller  one.  the 
lop  of  which  is  ccmnected  by  a  big 
curving  pii)e  with  the  bottom  of  the 
other  big  au-inch  tank.  Thi.^  second 
tank  is  one-quarter  filled  with  watt^r, 
and  the  space  above  the  water  i-s  a 
vacuum.  As  the  dirt-laden  air  from 
the  lloors  above  comes  down  through 
the  pipe  it  is  sucked  into  the  first  of 
the  big  tanks,  which  is  known  as  the 
dry  separator.  There  the  heavy  par- 
ticles of  dirt  settle  to  the  boiioni  of 
the  big  tank,  while  the  smaller  aud 
lighter  particles  find  their  way  U.lo 
the  smaller  inside  tank,  thenee>  through 
the  pipe  to  the  second  big  tank,  where 
they  pass  into  the  water.  Thi:i  water 
ha.s  previously  been  treated  wiih  di.^- 
infectants  and  all  the  germs  arc- 
killed. 

After  the  cleaning,  traps  in  the  bot- 
toms of  both  tan'.is  are  opened  by  the 
operation  of  cranks  on  the  sides,  and 
Ihe  soiid  dirt  is  tanen  from  one.  while 
the  dirty  water  is  taken  from  the 
other.

Jan.  1.— Few  industrial  de- 
velopments in  the  decade  under  review 
in  the  last  census  are  of  more  interest 
than  the  revival  of  the  waterwheel  as  a 
primary  source  of  power,  to  be  conveyed 
and   dlstribut-d   by   eUetricity. 

"The  use  of  water  as  a  primary  source 
of  power,  "  recites  the  census  office  bul- 
letin, "has  undergone  a  complete  trans- 
formation during  the  last  decade."  Be- 
fore ISW  the  largest  use  of  waterpower 
was  in  its  direct  application  to  machinery 
at  the  immeoiate  point  of  oevelopment. 
'J  he  use  of  tlectricity  as  an  agency  for  the 
transformation  and  transmission  of  tne 
energy  developeil  by  falling  waters  has 
entiielv  changed  the  coiiultions  under 
which  "it  can  he  utiliz.  d  to  advantage. 
Mills  are  no  longer  built  immeaiately 
ever    waterpowers. 

The  develop:nent  of  electrical  power 
transmi^sion  at  .Magara  Falls  has  been 
in  many  respects  vyiiical.  There  are  now 
two  separate  enterprises  on  the  American 
side— one  above  and  the  other  below  the 
Horseshoe  Falls.  'Ihe  plant  below  the 
f;dls  has  the  water  of  the  Ni;ig.tra  river 
brought  to  It  by  a  long  canal,  which  taj-s 
th  ■  Ipper  Niagara  river,  runs  through 
the  city  of  Niagara  Falls,  and  tlun  ili.--- 
chargt  s  the  wast.-  water  at  the  jist  below 
the  first  suspension  bridge.

IN  ALASKA. 


Difficulties  Met  In  Keep- 
ing the   Telegraph 
Lines  Open. 

Taconria,  "Wash.,  Jan.  1. — A  proper 
appieciation  of  the  work  required  to 
keep   the   United   Stales   in  telegraphic 

communicaton  with  Alaska  can  only 
obtain  when  one  has  an  understanding 
of  the  difficulties  under  which  it  is 
maintained  between  the  niumhs  of 
October  and  April.  Six  year.s  ago  to 
have  even  suggested  the  possibLity  of 
telegraphic  comniunicalion  between 
Puget  sound  and  any  point  on  the 
American  or  British  Yukon  would 
have  seemed  a  wild  dream.  Now.  how- 
ever, under  favorable  conditlon.s  of 
WHuther,  Dawson  and  even  Valdes  are 
within  almo.st  in.stantaneou.s  reach  of 
thi.s  country.  As  the  wire  runs,  Daw- 
jjon  is  nearly  ITaO  and  Valdes  2.500  rnilc^ 
from  Puget  sound.  At  this  season  of 
the  year  telegraphic  communicaLion 
with  Ala.«»ka  is  frequently  suspended 
owing  to  wind  and  snow  storms  and 
generally  adverse  conditions  of  the 
elements. 

Ashcroft,  B.  C.  which  is  far  north  of 
A'ancouvtr,  is  the  point  of  begiiirjing  ol: 
the  telegraph  system  extending  to 
British  and  American  Yukon  points. 
From  Ashcroft  to  the  international 
boundary  at  Forty  Mile  i.«  a  distance 
of  is:;ti  miles.  Forty  Mile  is  the  British 
telegraph  terminus  and  Eagle  fity  the 
Americ^iD.  From  the  latter  point  the 
northland  telegraph  wires  extend  up 
the  Tanana  and  won  the  Copper  river 
valleys  to  Valdes.  a  distance  of  400 
miles  or  thereabouts.  Save  two,  this  u> 
the  only  telegraphic  seaboard  terminus 
on  Alaskan -.American  soil,  these  being 
at  Skagway  and  Juneau. 

The  ditTioulties  besettii^  telegraphic 
operation  in  Alaska  are  almost  innum- 
erable. Snow,  wind  and  falling  trees 
are  the  principal  ones.  Excessive  cold, 
too,  renders  i-epair  work  in  midwiniei 
almost  impossible.  Durng  the  dead  of 
•winter  the  worst  stretch  of  the  north- 
land  telegraph  line  to  keep  in  repair  is 
between  Hazleton  and  Telegiaph 
creek.  This  is  a  mountainous  country; 
not  only  mountainous,  but  heavily  tim- 
bered. The  line  runs  through  a  sec- 
tion of  the  country  probably  never  tra- 
ver.sed  before  until  surveyors  arsl  line- 
men some  three  years  ago  forced  their 
ivay  in  and  staked  the  route.  It  was 
impossible  for  them  to  do  more  than 
blaze  the  way. 

Wire.«<  were  strung  and  winter  winds 
and  snow  came,  felling  great  trees 
across  the  long  stretches  between  the 
poles.  A  brigade  of  linemen  coulil  ry)l 
keep  the  wires  in  repair.  In  the  moun- 
tainous regions  stations  and  relay 
caltins  were  established  every  fifteen 
or  twenty  miles,  but  the  winds  blew 
and  the  trees  fell.  So  it  has  been  dur- 
ing this  winter  thus  far.  In  summer 
there  is  far  less  interruption.  Repaii- 
•work  is  carried  on  with  little  difficulty. 
The  principal  stations  on  the  line  be- 
tv.een  .\shcj-oft  and  White  Horse,  at 
the  headwaters  of  the  British  Yukon, 
are  Quesnelle.  from  which  a  branch 
line  runs  into  the  famous  Caribou  di.s- 
trict,  Frazer  lake.  Hazletori,  Telegraph 
creek,  Atlin.  Tagish  and  Caribou  cross- 
ing. 

It  i?  from  White  Horse  that  the  line 


again  branches,  running  along  the 
AVhite  pass  and  Yukon  to  Skagway.  At 
the  latter  point  it  connects  with  the 
cable  between  Lynn  canal  m.tropulis 
and  Juneau,  a  <'ist  ince  of  more  t'nan  100 
miles.  Here  again  trouble  is  experi- 
enced, winter  and  summer  alike,  in 
keeping  the  cable  in  repair.  Very  lit- 
tle ditticulty,  however,  is  had  in  main- 
taining communication  along  the  Yu- 
kon between  White  Horse  and  Eagle 
City,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the 
Copper  river  line,  stretching  along  the 
Tanana  across  the  mountainous  divide 
between  that  great  stream  and  the 
chopper  and  through  the  valley  to  Val- 
des. on  the  seaboard.

Chicago,  Jan.  L— The  Railway  Age  says: 
Six   months   ago,    when    the   Railway   Age 
published  its  summary  of  railroad   build- 
ing for  the  first  half  of  1902,  it  appeared

A  plan  recently 
devised  and  put 
into  effect  by  the 
charities  commis- 
sioner of  New 
York  for  the  bein*- 
flt  of  the  aged  couples  in  the  almshouse 
of  that  city  is  to  be  warmly  commended 
by  those  who  desire  to  see  the  declining 
years  of  the  old  people  in  the  institution 
made  as  pleasant  as  possible.  A  cottage 
has  been  set  aside  on  Blackwell's  island 
for  the  old  couples  who  are  inmates  of 
the  alm.shou.>*e.  Here  husband  and  wife 
will  live  together,  each  pair  having  its 
own  private  room.  The  afjed  coujiles  will 
all  dine  together  at  a  large  table  in  the 
general  dining  room  of  the  cottage;  and 
then  they  may  retire,  each  hu.'sband  and 
wife  to  their  own  room,  to  sit  together 
unmolested,  as  they  wish.  In  a  great 
public  almshouse  there  are  hundreds,  of 
course,  who  are  at  best  undesirable  com- 
panions. There  are  scores  of  old  men  and 
women  whose  Intellects  have  faded  as 
their  year.s  have  lncrea.sed:  there  are 
many  others  whose  physical  infirmities 
have  made  them  fretful,  complaining, 
and  most  uncompanionable;  and  there 
are  others,  too,  who  have  wasted  the  best 
years  of  their  life,  who  have  been  low 
and  dis.solute  and  who  have  sunk  into  a 
degraded  old  age.  The  best  must  of 
necessity  be  herded  with  the  worst,  and 
in  this  is  another  source  of  unhapplness 
for  those  of  rtner  liber.  Among  the  24W 
poor  on  Blackwell's  island  are  twenty 
aged  men  and  women  who  are  happier 
becatise  of  the  new  plan  of  Commission- 
er Folk's,  for  tht-y  will  have  an  opportuni- 
ty now  to  retire  from  the  great  herd  of 
men  and  women  with  whom  they  have 
hitherto  been  forced  to  associate,  to  com- 
fort and  console  each  other  in  private. 
This  plan  is  unique  in  the  history  of 
public  institutions  and  there  Is  no  doubt 
of  its  great  appreciation  by  the  afflict- 
ed. It  will  greatly  promote  their  hai>pi- 
ness  and  to  do  tliat  is  one  of  the  pleas- 
ures of  the  humanely  inclined  of  the 
country.

And  so  at  this  time 
we  take  a  retrospective  glance  and  find  many  causes  of  sadness  and 
reasons  for  regret  in  the  events  and  doings  of  the  twelve  months  that 
have  passed,  while  at  the  same  lime  we  look  forward  with  pleasure  to 
the  new  year  with  its  bright  prospects  and  fair  opportunities  to  re- 
trieve the  mistakes  of  the  past.  It  is  time  for  "turning  over  a  new 
leaf,"  for  starting  fresh  in  the  reee  of  life.  It  is  a  time  for  thought, 
the  season  for  taking  stock  of  our  life,  its  pursuits,  its  aims  and  aspira- 
tions. The  example  is  set  by  nature  herself,  because  underneath  this 
outward  seeming  of  quiet,  she  has  a  deep  and  intense  life— a  conserva- 
tion of  all  her  forces,  a  planning  for  the  outburst  of  spring.

Many  of  tne  big 
manufacturers  of 
artificial  butter 

SI  em  to  have  come 
to  their  senses  in 
the    matter    of    the 

law  restricting  the  sale  of  bogus  butter 
as  the  real  article,  and  are  simply  ma\ing 
and  selling  uncolored  oUo  on  its  mi  rits. 
This  is  saving  th«  government  and  them- 
seves  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and  has  re- 
sulted in  placing  the  manufacturers  in  a 
much  better  light  before  the  public.  The 
investigations  and  reports,  and  all  the 
other  incliieulals  of  the  agitation  against 
"manufactured  dairy  products'  seem  to 
have  had  an  effect  nearly  or  t|uite  the  re. 
Verse  of  what  their  instigators  expected, 
and  convinced  the  bulk  of  the  butter- 
consiimiiig  pul>lic  that  there  was  nothing 
inherently  disgusting  in  the  proctsses  of 
oieo  making.  5so  a  great  many  persons 
who  at  first  revolted  at  the  thought  i>f 
eating  flavoretl  fat  under  the  name  have 
come  to  use  it  at  least  for  ordinary  cook- 
ing purposes,  and  some  have  gone  a  sit  p 
fa'-lher  and  placed  it  on  their  tables  to 
fill  the  place  of  butter  generally  or  to 
eke  out  the  supply.  The  big  oleo  makers 
areadv  mentioned  have  figured  that  in 
the  course  of  two  or  three  years  at  the 
outside  they  will  have  completed  the  edu- 
cation of  so  large  a  l>nrt  of  the  public 
as  to  assure  a  profitalilo  and  thencefor- 
ward growing-  market  for  tin  ir  pr<jiluct3 
without  disguise  of  any  sort  'IMiey  as- 
pert  that  mental  association  Is  the  all 
powerful  factor  in  the  problem;  that  Am- 
ericans have,  as  a  rule,  been  brought  up 
to  the  use  of  a  viand  of  a  certain  color 
or  range  of  colors,  and  with  the  name 
■•bvuter"  attached  to  it;  and  that,  when 
our  people  have  learned  to  spread  a  color- 
less compound  on  their  bread  and  find  it 
ai>petizing,  as  the  !■  rench  do  habitually, 
and  as  most  tourists  abroad  are  com- 
pelled to  while  traveling  where  it  is  done, 
they  will  i*>on  forget  their  concern  over 
a  mere  name,  and  settle  down  to  the  regu- 
lar consumption  of  so  much  oleo  as  a 
luxury.  Moreover,  they  say  that  the  ex- 
isting system  of  luxation  will  help  them 
in  this  edticational  enterprise.  The  law 
Imposes  upon  retail  dealers  who  handle 
artifically-colored  oleomargarine  a  special 
tax  of  $48  a  year,  but  upon  those  who 
handle  the  uncolored  article  only  %>'<  a  year 
Thousands  of  country  merchants,  there- 
fore, who  ct  uld  not  afford  to  take  the 
risk  of  an  investment  of  $4S  a  year  when 
trying  to  create  a  market  for  colored  oleo, 
will  not  balk  at  $•!,  but  will  become  active 
propagandists  of  the  oleomargarine  cult, 
and  push  the  uncolored  product  through 
all  the  channels  of  trade  open  to  them, 
to  the  equal  advantage  of  themselves  and 
the  manufacturers  and  Jobbers  of  whom 
they  buy.  The  big  oleomargarine  makers 
thus  far  seem  to  have  the  best  of  the 
situation  and  those  who  are  trying  to 
color  their  product  without  the  use  of 
artificial  means  are  getting  the  worst  of 
It  Let  the  products  be  sold  for  whit  they 
are  and  then  when  every  man  buys  ac- 
rordlngr  to  his  desires  there  will  be  no 
kick. 


a  LIBERAL  CORPORATION. 

The  plan  devised  by  the  United 
States  Steel  corporation  to  enable  its 
employes  to  become  permanent  stock- 
holders and  share  in  the  profits  of  the 
corporation  will  undoubtedly  be  taken 
advantage  of  by  many  of  the  thou- 
sands of  employes  of  that  great  in- 
dustrial combination,  who  will  be  glad 
of  the  opportunity  to  become  'person- 
ally interested  in  a  financial  way  in 
the  corporation  and  participate  in  the 
distribution  of  its  earnings. 

By  the  terms  of  the  offer  made  by 
the  corporation  the  humblest  workman 
in  its  employ  wiH  be  given  an  equal 
chance  with  its  high-salaried  offi- 
cials to  derive  an  additional  benefit 
from  his  labors  in  proportion  to  the 
wages  that  he  receives.  The  plan 
provides  that  only  those  voluntarily 
remaining  in  the  employ  of  tne  United 
States  Steel  corporation  or  its  sub- 
sidiary companies  for  five  years 
will  receive  the  stock  for 
which  they  subscribe,  and  the 
stock  of  those  who  quit  before  the 
end  of  that  time  will  be  turned  into 
a  common  fund  which  will  be  divided 
at  the  end  of  five  years  among  all 
those  who  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  the  offer.  This  is  a  very  attractive 
feature,  and  its  good  points  will  be  ap- 
preciated by  all.  It  wtll  prove  an  in- 
centive to  the  employes  of  the  cor- 
poration to  remain  in  its  service  and 
thus  secure  their  full  share  of  the  pro- 
fits, and  the  corporation  will  be  greatly 
benefited  by  thus  retaining  the  service 
of  emiiloyes  who  will  have  a  personal 
interest  in  conserving  its  interests  and 
inci  easing  its  profits.  The  feeling 
that  they  are  part  owners  of  the  great 
company  will  give  to  the  employes  a 
deeper  intertsL  in  their  work. 

This  or  a  similar  profit-sharing  plan, 
if  adopted  by  all  the  great  industrial 
combines,  will  do  much  to  solve  the 
trust  problem  and  to  remove  the  feel- 
ing that  individual  effort  is  re- 
stricted and  practically  annihilated  by 
their  existence.  The  directors  of  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation  have 
adopted  an  advanced  policy  that 
shows  the  management  of  this  great 
industrial  combine  is  in  the  hands  of 
broadminded  and  progressive  men  who 
realize  that  hearty  co-operation  and 
good  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
pany's employes  must  be  secured  in 
order  that  the  business  be  conducted  in 
the  most  efficient  mtinner.  The  people 
of  St.  Louis  county  learned  some 
time  ago  to  recognize  the  liberal  and 
broadminded  policy  of  the  corporation, 
in  marked  contrast  to  the  policy  which 
was  pursued  previous  tc  Its  lorniation, 
and  they  have  known  that  the  change 
in  attitude  in  regard  to  taxation  and 
other  matters  affecting  the  county 
was  due,  in  a  large  measure,  to  the 
ad\  ice  and  representations  of  the 
local  officials,  who  are  counted  among 
the  most  loyal  and  progressive  citizens 
of  Duluth.  Thej  will  note  with  plea- 
sure the  further  evidence  of  a  liberal 
and  broad-guaged  policy  on  the  part  of 
the  management  of  the  corporation, 
exemplified  in  this  proflt-sharlnf  plan. 
It  must  tend  to  further  increase  the 
popularity  of  the  Steel  corporation  in 
this  community,  and  will  Increase  the 
hope  that  in  the  not  distant  future 
the  development  of  the  progressive 
policy  which  distinguishes  the  man- 
agement will  result  in  the  establish- 
ment at  this  point  of  steel  manufac- 
turing on   a   large   scale. 

THE   YEZ^R'S  COMMERCE. 

For  many  years,  in  fact  always  up 
to  within  a  very  short  time,  statistics 
relating  to  commerce  and  the  commer- 
cial condition  of  the  United  States  have 
■been  considered  vei-y  dry  reading  by 
the  majority  of  the  people  of  the  Unites'. 
States,  and  only  of  interest  to  the  man- 
ufacturer, importer  and  exporter.  There 
has,  however,  been  a  marked  Increase 
in  public  interest  of  late  in  our  foreign 
relations  and  a  closer  study  of  com- 
parative figures  of  export  and  import. 
The  figures  of  tl"e  treasury  department, 
which  are  now  complete  for  eleven 
nionts  of  the  year,  form  a  sufRcieiu 
liasi."  for  a  reasonable  approximate  foi 
ihe  entire  past  year's  business,  and  the 
people  have  reason  to  congratulate 
themselves  on  the  results.    The  reports 


justify  the  statement  that  the  total 
exports  for  1902  will  amount  to  about 
$l,o40,000,000  and  the  imports  about 
$aoO,000,000.  In  view  of  the  great  re- 
duction of  the  corn  crop  of  last  year, 
due  to  drought,  this  total  of  exports  foi 
the  present  year  is  extremely  gratify- 
ing. Corn  and  the  other  classes  of 
products  of  which  it  is  the  basl.s,  now 
form  so  large  a  percentage  of  the  total 
exports  of  the  country  that  there  was 
reason  to  expect  a  much  greater  reduc- 
tion in  the  aggregate  of  exports  for  the 
year,  especially  because  of  the  unex- 
ampled home  demand  for  products  of 
the  farm  and  factory  which  have  re- 
sulted from  the  great  commercial  ac- 
tivity and  universal  employment.  The 
exports  of  the  eleven  months,  for  which 
the  figures  are  available,  fall  about 
$116,600,000  below  those  of  the  preceding 
year,  but  when  It  is  considered  that  the 
exportations  of  corn  are  only  10,000,000 
bushels  against  over  100,000,000  bushels 
for  the  corresponding  months  of  1901, 
and  that  the  shortage  in  corn  has 
nec(;ssarily  resulted  in  a  reduction  of 
the  surplus  meat  supplies,  of  which 
corn  forms  a  chief  basis,  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  the  total  exports  are  over 
$100,000,000  below  those  of  last  year. 

One  especially  gratifying  develop- 
ment of  1902  is  the  marked  increase  in 
the  exportation  of  manufacutures.  The 
figure  of  manufactures  show  a  gain  of 
$15,000,000  in  the  eleven  months  ending 
in  November,  compared  with  the  cor- 
responding months  of  the  preceding 
year,  the  total  being  $377,635,961,  making 
it  apparent  that  the  aggregate  of  ex- 
ports of  manufactures  for  the  full  yeai 
will  he  about  $410,000,000.  This  growth 
is  particularly  striking  in  view  of  th? 
exceptional  home  demand  for  iron  and 
steel  manufactures,  which  foim  by  fa» 
the  largest  item  in  the  exports  of  man- 
ufactures. Never  has  this  country 
witnessed  such  a  demand  for  manufac- 
tures of  iron  and  steel  as  during  th;' 
present  year.  The  pig  iron  production 
was,  according  to  the  best  estimates 
available.  17,500,0f)0  tons,  against  15,97S,- 
000  tons  in  1901,  and  the  home  demanc, 
has  been  such  that  even  with  this 
greatly  Increased  domestic  production 
large  importations  of  pig  iron  have 
been  necessary.  The  total  imports  of 
this  metal  for  tho  eleven  months  under 
consideration  were  57Ti.000.000  ton;>, 
against  39,000,000  tons  in  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year,  or  tnore 
tnan  twelve  times  as  much. 

It  was  expected  that  the  exports  of 
manufactures  of  iron  and  steel  would 
indicate  a  large  reduction.  The  figure? 
however,  show  that  the  total  exports  ff 
manufactures  of  iron  and  steel  amount- 
ed to  $90,126,124.  against  $94,091,167  in 
the  corresponding  period  of  last  year, 
and  $119,694,088  for  the  same  months  of 
1900.  In  view  of  this  reduction  in  the 
exports  of  manufactures  of  this  import 
ant  metal,  caused  by  the  exceptional 
activity  and  the  big  home  demand,  tjie 
increase  of  $13,0(K»,000  in  the  total  ex- 
ports of  manufactures  indicates  that 
there  has  been  a  marked  growth  In 
other  articles  than  iron  and  steel. 

On  the  whole,  with  all  conditions  con- 
sidered, it  may  be  said  that  the  figures 
for  the  year  are  quite  satisfactory. 


MARCONrS  SUCCESS. 

The  clo&lng  days  of  the  year  have 
witnessed  one  of  the  most  wonderful 
events  in  the  history  of  the  human 
race — something  that  but  a  few  years 
ago  would  have  been  pronounced  an 
impossibility,  while  the  one  who  ad- 
vanced the  idea  would  have  beers  set 
down  as  a  dreamer  and  a  fit  candidate 
for  the  insane  asylum.  But  the  world 
has  become  so  accustomed  in  recent 
years  to  wonderful  inventions  that  it 
has  ceased  to  be  surprised  and  accepts 
each  new-  thing,  no  matter  how  won- 
derful, in  a  matter-of-fact  way  and 
with  little  manifestation  of  even  extra 
interest. 

And  yet  the  demonstrations  b-  Signer 
Marconi  of  the  success  of  his  wireless 
telegraphic  system  are  wonderful  in 
the  extreme.  There  is  no  doubt  now 
that  he  has  set  wireless  telegraphy 
upon  a  sure  foundation,  and  that  the 
time  will  speedily  come  when  it  will  be 
in  use  all  over  the  world.    Of  course  the 


new  system  does  not  work  smoothly  yet 
—It  would  '  -  remarkable  If  it  did.  Tho 
great  difficulty  .th  sending  and  receiving 
the  first  trans-AtlMtic  messages,  and 
the  fact  that  the  ^tuning  "  of  the  in- 
struments used,  which  was  relied  upon 
to  secure  secrecy,  has  so  far  failed  to 
prove  successful,  show  that  the  Inven- 
tor has  much  to  do  before  his  triumph 
will  be  complete.  In  order  to  makf 
wireless  telegraphy  as  useful  as  the 
cable  it  must  be  made  as  reliable.  It 
will  not  do  to  plead  adverse  atmos- 
pheric or  electric  conditions  as  an  ex- 
cuse for  piling  up  urgent  messages  for 
hours  or  days.  Some  "trouble"  is,  of 
course,  permissible.  Cables  fail  at 
times.  But  the  wireless  message  must 
go  through,  on  the  average,  as  prompt- 
ly as  that  sent  by  cable,  or  the  two 
methods  cannot  compete.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  wireless  telegraph  has  a  dis- 
tinct advantage  over  the  cable,  in  the 
fact  that  all  the  apparatus  is  at  hand 
and  repairs  can  be  made  promptly  and 
certainly.  When  a  cable  breaks  it  is 
necessary  to  send  a  ship,  at  great  cost, 
and  delay,  to  pick  up  and  repair  It. 
There  will  be  none  of  this  trouble  with 
the  wireless  telegraph. 

It  is  now  claimed  that  some  of  these 
original  diflflculties  have  been  over- 
come and  that  it  has  been  shown  ilmt 
storms  at  sea  and  atmospheric  condi- 
tions do  not  interfere  with  the  trans- 
mission of  the  messages.  If  this  be 
true,  Marconi  has  nearly  reached  the 
perfection  to  which  his  invention  must 
be  brought  before  it  can  be  used  with 
as  much  certainty  as  the  cable.  In 
view  of  what  he  has  already  accom- 
plished, it  is  safe  to  predict  that  it  will 
not  be  a  very  l«mg  time  before  he  cat 
show  that  his  system  is  the  best  foi 
commercial  as  well  as  other  uses. 

The  "plea  for  operators'"  made  by  "One 
of  Them,"  in  a  letter  published  in  anoth- 
er column  touches  on  a  subject  of  much 
importance  to  the  traveling  public.  The 
recent  collision  on  the  Grand  Trunk  rail- 
road, in  which  many  people  lost  their 
lives,  was  due  to  i.i  mix-up  of  train  orders 
by  one  or  more  operators.  It  is  undoubt- 
edly true  that  these  men  frecjuently  have 
too  much  work  and  have  too  long  hour», 
and  are  poorly  paid.  Yet,  upon  these 
employes  depends  to  a  great  extent  the 
safety  of  trains.  Public  opinion  sih»>ulil 
manifest  itself  on  this  question  and  com- 
pel the  railroads  to  give  the  operators 
shorter    hours   and    less    work. 

An  inventive  Chicago  man  proposes  to 
trail  250  miles  of  a  steel  cable  out  be- 
hind the  flying  eairth,  to  act  as  a  con- 
ductor for  the  Inexhaustible  supply  of 
electricity  with  which  he  believes  tlie 
ether  is  filled.

Hearfless  Squeeze  of  the  Poor. 

Boston  Post:  Kerosene  oil  can  he 
bought  in  Boston  today  far  15  cents  a  gal- 
lon. Six  months  ago.  before  fuel  began 
to  be  scarce  because  of  the  coal  strike,  it 
was  sold  for  10  cents  a  gallon.  As  people 
began  to  use  it  more  generally  for  heat- 
ing purposes,  the  price  was  advanced,  a 
eent  at  a  time,  until  when  the  greatest 
distress  prevailed  it  was  put  up  to  14 
cents,  and  now.  in  view  of  a  continued 
fuel  famine,  it  is  made  15  cents.  What 
is  the  cause  of  this  increase  of  50  per 
cent  in  the  price  of  an  article  of  univer- 
sal necessity?  Crude  pretroleum.  from 
which  kerosene  is  made,  was  never  so 
cheap.  The  development  of  new  oil  ter- 
rltorv  has  hroujrht  down  the  price  of  the 
raw  material.  The  cost  of  manufacture  is 
the  same  as  before,  or  less.  In  a  time  of 
distress  among  the  poor,  kerosene  at  10 
cents  a  gallon  would  be  a  blessing  and 
would  save  lives  that  are  now  sacrificed 
to   insufficient   warmth. 

Does  the  Consumer  Senefif? 

Chicago  Record-Herald:  The  cost  of  beef 
to  the  retailer  is  now  from  4  to  6  cents 
cheaper  than  it  was  three  months  ago.  So 
sav  the  men  who  control  the  market.  Has 
this  welcome  reduction  been  noticeable  in 
the  price  to  the  consumer?  If  so  it  will 
leave  him  more  with  which  to  meet  his 
coal  bills.

To  begin  with,  it  is  seldom  well 
nourished  after  it  gets  well  started;  it 
becomes  hollow-cheeked  and  feeble  in  its 
movements,  and  after  a  little  while  it 
dies.  You  wouldn't  think  to  see  it  begin 
its  carreer,  robust,  liright-eyed  .and  full 
of  energy  and  vigor,  but  so  it  is.

If  he  cant 
bet"  the  last  dollar  like  the  first  he  has 
no  business  betting  at  all.  The  stingy 
winner  i.^  always  the  reckless  loser  In  the 
long  run."

EVENTS  OF  THE  YEAR 


Closs  of  the  'Boer-'Briti^h  tOar— China  Con-VuUed  "By  'Bo^er'Riot^-'Detayed 

Coronation  o_f  ¥Jng  Edtatard  and  Hi^  Escape  From  Death— Forfy  Uhous^ 

and  Teople  Buried  Vnder  Ashes  From  Mont  Telee— Other 

F-Vents  of  International  Interest. 


Momentous  events  develop  or  are 
rushed  lo  consuiiunaiion  in  supreme 
disregard  of  ihe  calendar.  Seasons 
may  aliect  them,  but  they  ignore  holi- 
days ana  neither  hurry  nor  lag  for  the 
convenience  of  the  chronicler  who 
would  like  to  group  and  classify  them 
regularly  in  jears,  quarters,  months 
and  days. 

It  was,  therefore,  only  natural  thai 
on  Jan.  1,  1W-.  the  world  found  on  its 
hand.s  a  considerable  accumulation  of 
untinished  busintss  that  the  preceding 
year  had  not  cleaned  up.  The  Chinese 
disturbances  had  been  settled,  but  in- 
ternational diplomacy  had  not  ttnished 
with  the  question.  In  fact,  all  Eur- 
ope seemed  .iroused  by  that  affair  into 
a  realization  of  the  necessity  for  more 
t-nduring  and  definite  alliances,  and  tne 
press  uispiitches  foretold  or  hinted  at 
••understandings."  many  of  which,  of 
course,  were  mere  rumurs.  Vjut  not  a 
few  crystaliixed  into  treaties  during 
the  last  twelvemonth. 

SOME  MOMENTOUS  QUESTIONS. 
Briton  and  Uoer  were  stiil  fighting 
out  the  fate  of  South  Africa,  the  cus- 
tomary unrest  prevailed  in  South 
America,  while  among  the  conditions 
that  aftecttu  the  United  States,  it 
may  l>e  mentioned  that  Miss  Sione  was 
still  in  the  cust.'dy  of  her  Bulgarian 
captors:  that,  though  the  Schley 
court  of  inquiry  had  reported  the  ap- 
peal to  the  president,  it  had  not  then 
been  answered;  that  ITncle  Sam,  as  is 
usual,  had  congress  on  his  hands  ani 
that  upon  that  congress  the  supreme 
court  had  by  its  decision  of  Dec.  l, 
1901,  that  the  Philippines  were  not 
foreign  territory,  thrust  the  necessity 
of  fonnulatini?  a  civil  government  for 
these  island.-?.  Nor  should  It  be  forgot- 
ten that  Uuba  had  not  then  taken  on 
herself  the  worries  of  a  national  ex- 
istence. 

With  this  rather  imposing  "overlay" 
the  year  11^02  began.  How  this  hold- 
over" business  has  been  disposed  of 
and  something  of  an  outline  of  the 
leading  events  of  the  year  is  given  in 
the  folloAving: 

CHINA.

within    the    Fot  bid-len    City,    arrange- 
ments were  made  for  the  payment  of 
the    indemniiies    to    the   powers   and    a 
•withdrawal   of   the  allied   soldiers   was 
dis  iis.s'd.       This    evacuation    was    de- 
la)  el  because  of  fear  created  V.y  Rus- 
sia's attitude  in  Manchuria.  The  diplo- 
mats of  the  other  allies  feare.d  her  in- 
tention   to    retain    possession    of    that 
province,    but    when    England    and    the 
I'nited   States   enteied   a   compact       to 
preserve   the  integrity  of  the  Celestial 
kingdom   and    England   and   J.ipan   al- 
lied themselves  to  maintain   the  ••open 
gale"   for  trade   the  fe.ir  passed       and 
hv  the   Manchuria n  convention   Russit 
iliscUnms   her   intention   to  annex    ter- 
ritory  and   limits  her   occupation   to   a 
military  force  suffii  lent   to  protect  her 
great    Vailroail.        This    and     the    gra- 
dual   reduction    of    the    allied       troops 
marks  the  c!o.se  of  the  very  one-sided 
Chinese    war.    True,    there   has   b^en   a 
slight  hitch  in  the  payment  of  the  in- 
demnities, t'hina  claiming  the  right  to 
settle  on  a  silver  basi.s.    the  allies  de- 
manding a   gold  standard.   Aside  front 
this    nothing   of    international    interest 
has  occurretl  in  China.       The  rebellion 
In     the    southern     provinces    was    en- 
tirely  a   Chinese  .nffair. 

MISS  STriNE. 
When     Miss     ElU-n     M.     Stone,     the 
American  missionary,  was  captured  by 
brigands  on  the  frontier  between  Tur- 
key anl  Bulgaria.  Sept.  3,  IWl,  her  cap- 
tors dcm.ande.l  $10J.i>oa  for  her  relea.-e 
before  Oct.  8.  or  their  victim,  with  h-:'r 
compaaifin.  Mme.  Tsitka.  would  be  pur 
to    death.        The    indignation    of      the 
barbaTous    proceeding     was     expr<>s.=se\l 
the  world  over,  but  no  pretext  could  be 
found  upon  which  to  demand  summary 
action    on    the    part    of    the    rulers    of 
either  country,  especially  the  sultan  of 
Turkey,    who    exercises      the      nomiivtl 
sovereignty  over  Bulgaria,  and  nothing 
was  left  but  to  raise  the  ransom.  Four 
times  the  brigands  extended   the   time 
for    pavment,     and     finally    agreel     to 
accept  $61.0u0.  all  that  could  be  raised 
by   poDular  subscription,   and   on   Feb. 
23,     liMVJ.     Miss     Stone    and     her    com- 
p.iiiion     were    released.      She    reported 
that    tee  brigands   had   treated  her   as 
well    as    they    could     in     their    rough 
way.     and    a     tinge    of    romance     was 
added  to  the  affair  by  the  birth  of  the 
child    of    Dr.    and    Mrs.    Tsilka    in    thj 
outlaw  camp. 

The  governments  made  no  attempt  to 
punish  the  robbers,  though  Dr.  T.silka 
was  arrested  on  the  charge  that  ho 
conspired  with  them  in  the  deed.  The 
charge  was  not  generally  creditel,  arnJ 
in  the  absence  of  evidence  he  wa.s  re- 
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leased.  Miss  Stone  returned  to  Amer- 
ica, and  is  telling  of  her  experience  ou 
the'  lecture  platform. 

THE  SCHLEY  C.\SE. 
After  dragging  a  weary  length  the 
court  of  inquiry  gave  its  decision  in  the 
famous  Schley  case  Dec.  13.  1901.  The 
details  of  the  decision  American  read- 
ers have  not  yet  forgotten,  and  need 
not  be  reviewed  here.  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  Admiral  Dewey  sustainel  him 
the  finding  was  a  disappointment  to 
Admiral  Schley,  who  asked  President 
Roosevelt  to  review  the  trial.  To  this 
appeal  the  president  replied,  on  Feb.  13, 
sustaining  the  court  ani  declining  to 
revise  its  findings. 

THE   BIDDLE-LOFFLE  AFFAIR. 
Undoubtedly    the    most    sensational 
event   of  January    was    the   attempted 
escape    and    the    death    of    John    and 
Edward    Biddle    at    Pittsburg.      These 
two  desperadoes  had  been  clearly  con- 
victed   of    murdering    a    grocer    whose 
establishment  they  had  tried  to  burg- 
larize, and,  after  a  legal  fight   to  s:ive 
them  from  punishment,  were  awaiting 
execution  in  the  Pittsburg  jail.     Here 
the  wife  of  the  ail  warden,  Mrs.  Kaie 
LolHe     met    them    and    in    some   unac- 
countable way  formed  a  desperate  in- 
fatuation     with      Edward,    the      more 
prepossessing    of    the     two    crlrnina  s, 
and   planned   for   their   escape.     Smug- 
gling guns  to  them  and  unlocking  the 
inner    doors    she    released    them    from 
their   cells,   and.   wounding     an     outer 
guard    they  escaped.     The  woman  tie  J 
with  them  in  a  sleigh  she  had  provided, 
i)ut   the   trio   were   easily   tracked   into 
the  open  country.

THE  CORON-VTION. 
What  was  expected  to  have  been  th" 
most  gorgeous      spectacle  of      modern 
times  was  the  coronation  of  King  E  i- 
ward  YII   of  England   at   Weslminstcr 
aiibey   on   June   2G.     In   anticipation   of 
the  event  the  British  empire  had  been 
preparing    before    1902    began    and    th? 
end   of   the   Boer   war   was   even   mar's 
welcome,  because  it  enabled  Edward  to 
don    his    cro-.vn    in    a    time    of    perfect 
peace.      .\s    the    day.s    drew    near    tlie 
ambassadors    from    the    farthest    end-: 
of  the  earth  came  to  London,  already 
overcrowded       by   visitors       from       al! 
lands.        The      ceremonies,      retaining 


nearly  all  the  mediaeval  formalities, 
were  carefully  planned  and  minutely 
rehearsed,  while  the  public  rushCvi 
eagerly  to  buy  seats  erected  along  the 
line  of  march  and  the  nobility  of  Ih*; 
realm  concerned  themselves  with  th'* 
ceremony  in  the  abbey.  The  king  cam  j 
up  .  ijondon  in  very  ill  health.  On  the 
24th  o.  June  he  took  to  his  bed,  and  on 
the  following  day  a  coterie  of  the 
mt.st  eminent  physicians  and  surgeon^ 
of  the  realm  determined  that  an  opera- 
tion was  necessary  to  .save  him  from 
death  of  an  ailment  closely  resembl- 
ing appendicitis.  On  the  25th  Sir  Fred- 
erick Treves  performed  the  operation, 
and  for  many  days  the  king 
hovered  between  life  and  death.  Coro- 
nation gayety  gave  place  to  gloom, 
thousands  of  visitors,  including  some 
of  the  ambassadors,  returned  home. 
Hundreds  of  tradesmen,  who  had  an- 
ticipated large  profits,  found  tliem- 
selves  impoverished,  and  an  exrectant 
sadness  prevailed  throughout  the  em- 
pire. Slowly,  however,  the  king  be 
gan  to  improve,  and  on  Aug.  9  the 
ceremony  took  place.  It  was  a  gor- 
geous affair  and  one  that  would  long 
have  been  remembered  as  having 
eclipsed  all  former  jubilees  had  it  not 
been  for  the  unfortunate  postponement 
and  the  serious  illness  of  the  kiug. 

Apropos  of  the  coronation  it  may  be 
remembered  that  at  the  supreme  mo- 
ment, when  the  archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury reacheJ  to  place  the  crown  upon 
the  "king's  head  he  was  overcome  bi 
the  stiiiin  of  the  occasion,  and  tot- 
tered on  his  feet  so  helplessly  that  for 
a  moment  he  seem  about  to  fall.  Th-J 
king  steadied  him  in  his  place,  and  a 
moment  later  he  recovered  sufficient 
strength  to  continue  the  ceiemonies 
Thl.''  venerable  prelate,  the  foremost 
dignitary  of  the  establistied  Church  of 
England,   has  just   died. 

On  July   11    Lord   Salisbury   resigned 
the   premiership   of   Great    Britain  and 
was    succeeded    the    following    day    by 
his    nephew.     Arthur    James     Balfour. 
Two    days    later    Sir    Michael    Hicks- 
Beach    resigned    as    chancellor    of    the 
exchequer,    but    since    'hat    there    has 
been   no   change   of   importance   in   the 
new  premier's  cabinet.

Cubans,    to   whom   such   improvements 
were    impossible.        The    business    of 
the   island  had  been  systematized  and 
set    to    work,    a        constitution        was 
framed    aud    an    mlministration     se- 
1  lecled    by   a   series   of   elections   in    the 
I  latter    months   of    1901,    culminating   In 
December    by    the    practically    unani- 
mous  election   of       Thomas       Estrada 
Palma    as    first    president    of    the    new 
Republican.        The    choice    was    cspe- 
ciallv  fortunate.  Palma  had  served  the 
Cuban  cause  long  and  devotedly,  suf- 
fering   imprisonment,    exile    and        the 
loss   of    fortune.    He    had    lived    In    the 
United  States  several  years  before  the 
last  rebellion  against  Spain,  and  when 
that   came   he   was   made   the  head   of 
the  junta  here.    He   was   a   resident  of 
Central    Valley,    N.    Y.,    when    elected, 
and  probably  no  Cuban  is  as  well  fit- 
ted  to  promote  good   feeling  and   har- 
mony   between    this    country    and    the 
island    just    beginning   a    national    life.

The   crowning   calamity  of   the   year 
was    the    destrurtion    of   St.    Pierre    by 
the  volcanic  eruption  of  Mount  Pelee, 
on    the    island    of    Martinique,    in    the 
French   West    Indies,   on    May  8,   when 
the   supposedly   extinct    volcano,    after 
three  days'  emission  of  ashes  and  dust, 
burst    forth    in    violent    eruption,    de- 
luging   the    town    with    fire    and    vol- 
canic mud.      The  city,  the  suburb.=?  and 
the    ships    in     the    harbor     were     de- 
stroved   and    more   than   40,000   persons 
metan  awful  death.  On  the  following 
day  an  eruption  of  th»  volcano  of  La 
Soiifreire.   on   the   British  Island  of  St. 
Vincent,  killed  fully  .=iO0  inhabitants  of 
Kingston,  the  seat  of  government,  ani 
on  May  29  a  second  eruption  of  Pelee 
created  terror,  though  it  did  not  great- 
ly harm  the  few  survivors  or  the  first 
disaster. 

Besides    the    great    loss        of        life 
great       suffering       prevailed       among 
the        survivors,  whose         homes, 

shelter  and   food     supply      were      de- 
stroyed, while  people  on  the  neighbor- 
ing islands  who  could  .secure  ship  pass- 
age   fied    and    were    landed    homeless 
refugees   on     safer     but     strange   and 
sometimes  unwelcome  shores. 
I      Of  course,  the  civilized  world  rushed 
I  relief    to    the   stricken    cities,    and,    of 
i  course,    scientists    began    a    study    of 
'  volcanic    eru;  tions.    but    neither    could 
I  recall   the  calamity.     During  M?iy  sev- 
I  eral  volcanes  in  the  West  Indies,  Ce»- 
j  t:al  America  and  Mexico — to  say  noth- 
1  ing  of  the  smoking  hill  In  Nebraska- 
showed  alarming  signs  of  activity. 
CONGRESS. 
The  first  session  of  the  Fifty-seventh 
congress   closed   on    July    1,   after   pro- 
longed   discussions    upon   some    of    the 
most   important  problems   the  national 
legislature    has    struggled    with    in    re- 
cent years.    Among  the  laws  it  enacted 
were: 

A  law  establishing  civil  government 
in  the  Philippines. 

A  law  authorizing  the  construction  of 
an  isthmian  canal  and  appropriating 
$184,000,000    for   its   construction. 

The  re-enactment  of  the  Chinese  ex- 
clusion law. 

The  establishment  of  a  permanent 
census  bureau,  a  large  reduction  of 
the  war  taxes,  liberal  appropriationj 
for  irrigating  arid  lands,  the  extension 
of  the  nntional  bank  cliarters  and  other 
legislation  far-reaching  in  its  effects. 

Besides  this  actual  work  completed 
and  done,  several  measures  passed  one 
branch  ani  await  the  consideration  of 
the  other  at  the  present  session.  These 
are  the  ship  subsidy  bill,  the  Cuban  re- 
ciprocity bills,  the  adml.^sion  of  Ari- 
zona. New  Mexico  and  Oklahoma  to 
statehood  and  the  estabUshment  of  a 
department  of  commerce.  Thes?,  with 
new  bills  presented  at  the  beginning  of 
the  season,  bid  fair  to  make  this  con- 
gress memorable  as  a  hard-working 
body  of  statesmen. 

THE  CO.\L  STRIKE. 
The  story  of  the  strike  in  the  anth- 
racite coal  fields  of  Pennsylvania  must 
be  familiar  to  every  reader.  It  began 
on  May  12,  and  for  over  five  months 
the  battle  waged,  not  always  without 
violence,  but  in  the  midst  of  it  all  the 
miners  generally     were     peaceful  and 


obeyed  their  leader.  President  John 
Mitchell  of  the  United  Mine  Workers 
of  America.  The  miners  demanded 
more  pay  and  fairer  treatment,  insist- 
ing that  the  difference  between  the 
warring  factions  be  left  to  an  Impartial 
arbitration.  Conference  followed  con- 
ference to  adjust  the  matter  until 
finally  the  operators  were  compelled  to 
submit  to  an  arbitration.  This  came 
about  as  the  result  of  a  conference 
between  President  Roosevelt  and  J. 
Pierpont  Morgan  on  Oct.  13.  1902,  and 
the  board  of  commissioners  was  ap- 
pointed to  investigate.  That  commis- 
sion Is  still  considering  the  question, 
and  it  is  more  than  probable  that 
their  final  decision  will  go  over  until 
next  year.  Work  has  been  resumed, 
and  the  militia  has  been  withdrawn 
from  the  fif-lds.  Whether  the  strikers 
have  won  or  lost  will  not  be  known 
until  the  commission  reports.

"We  stand  as  a  eoclety  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  home  against  the  li(|Uor 
traffic,  in  which  business  vou  are  at 
present  engaged.  We  appeal  to  you  to 
help  us  try  to  riise  the  standard  of  morals 
In  this  community  the  coming  year.  We 
recognize  the  fact  that  your  business  I3 
a  lawful  one,  when  lawfully  conducted, 
but  restrictions  have  been  jdaced  on  it. 
which  you  Ignore,  with,  we  are  glad  to 
say.  some  exceptions. 

"We  have  no  per.sonal  animosity  against 
you.  but  your  Iniquitous  burliness  we  de- 
spise, because  we  know  as  well  as  you, 
that  the  .itmosphere  of  the  saloon  Is 
charged  with  poison.  It  demoralizes  the 
keeper,  seiuUi  thtkse  who  frecjuent  it  to 
deeds  of  crime  and  brings  misery  to  inno- 
cent  wives   and    helphss   children. 

"W'e  therefore  request  you,  on  and  after 
Dec.  31,  to  obey  the  law"  in  letter  and  in 
spirit.  You  cannot  plead  ignorance  of  it, 
and  .Judge  Stone  says  If  you  break  the 
law  and  complaint  is  made,  the  officers 
will  do  their  duty.

Many  eye.s 
will  be  upon  you,  and  we  hope  a  word  to 
the    wise    is   sufficient."

Fina.ly, 
by  dodging  about  a  tiee,  Bucknain 
managed  to  gain  time  enough  to  get 
his  knife  out,  and  ir>  the  next  clinch  he 
cut  the  deer's  throat.  When  the  light 
was  over  the  hunter's  clothes  were  in 
ribbons,  and  his  face,  arm.-  and  boay 
covered  with  cv  ts  and  bruises  from  thv> 
bucks  sharp  hoofs,  which  are  most 
effective  weapons. 

Old  hunters  and  guides  regard  a 
wounded  deer  as  a  dangerous  animal, 
especially  if  it  happens  to  be  a  buck, 
and  their  advice  is  always  to  let  the 
ar.iimal  alone  at  close  range.  A  veteran 
guide  says: 

I  was  huntirrj  along  Eagle  I..aka 
thoroughfare  last  fall  in  a  canoe  with 
a  man  from  New  Y'ork.  when  a  big  d<e 
jumped  up  from  the  grass  on  the  shore 
where  she  had  been  sleeping.  It  was 
a  shot  that  n^j  man  ought  to  miss,  but 
my  man  was  rattled,  and  the  best  be 
could  do  out  of  five  shots  at  cloa-^ 
range  was  to  break  a  hind  leg.  The 
deer  put  for  the  woods  and  we  for  the 
.^ihore. 

It  was  easy  following  the  bloo  I 
tracks,  and  soon  we  came  up  to  tho 
doe,  lying  down  at  the  foot  of  a  trtre. 
We  had  left  the  riile.s  in  the  canoe,  but 
my  man  had  a  44-caliber  revolver,  and 
with  this  he  begarj  to  blaze  away.  Hvi 
was  a  good  hand  with  the  pistol,  and 
made  three  shots  out  of  five  tell,  at 
v.hich  the  doe  started  off  again  on 
three  legs.  When  we  lame  ui)  to  her 
again  she  was  lying  on  her  side  ii*  .1 
little  clearing,  biealhiiiig  hard  and  noi. 
ab'.e  to  get  up.  it  seemed.  1  s:iv.  tlia:: 
she  was  done  for,  so  far  as  running  was 
lonecjiied.  attd  told  the  feliow  to  let 
her  alone,  as  we  had  no  more  ammuni- 
tion and  I  bad  no  knife.  But  the 
"s|>ort"  jiulled  a  knife  a  foot  Ion:?  out 
of  his  belt  and  started  to  cut  the  deer  a 
throat. 

He  took  hold  of  the  ear.s.  and.  pulling 
the  head  back,  made  a  jab  for  where 
he  thought  the  jugular  vein  was,  but 
the  knife  had  just  a  store  edge  and 
glanced  off  the  hair.  The  deer,  how- 
ever, did  not  like  /he  feeling  of  the 
steel,  aivl  jumped  to  her  feet,  brln.gin.? 
Iho  "sport"  along  with  her.  He  was 
game — 1  give  him  <  redit  for  that— and. 
putting  his  arm  around  the  doe's  neck, 
stuck  the  knife  into  the  breast  some- 
where. The  blade  went  home  that  tiniL\ 
I  judged,  by  the  deer's  way  of  cutting 
loose.  Hhe  forgot  all  about  dying  then, 
and  gathering  herself  togclher  gave  a 
jump  that  sent  the  ".spoil"  on  his  bac'.c 
right  under  her  forward  hoofs.  He 
iwer  let  go  his  hold  on  her  neck, 
though,  and  that  brought  her  down  on 
top  of  him. 

And  there  they  had  It  hot  and  heavy, 
the  deer  trying  to  get  up  and  away, 
and  the  "sport  "  clinging  to  her  neck  to 
hold  her  down.  I  hollered  for  him  lv> 
let  go  and  get  a  fresh  hold,  but  he 
wouldn't.  It  was  no  use  for  me  to  mix 
in.  so  I  just  stood  by  and  wateb.ed  it 
out.  If  that  doe  had  been  a  buck,  with 
good  horns,  it  would  have  been  all  day 
with  that  young  man.  .\f  is  was.  he 
got  a  terrible  siraping  from  h.r  hoofa. 
He  was  underneath  most  of  the  timer, 
for  every  time  the  deer  would  got  up 
he  would  climb  on  her  baek.  and  then 
she  would  slat  him  around  and  he 
would  pull  her  down  tigain. 

Finally,  he  got  a  .good  seat  on  her 
neck,  so  she  couldn't  jump  up,  an  I  f 
hunted  up  the  knife  and  ended  the 
contest.  The  "sport"  was  a  sight.  Hcs 
was  covered  all  over  with  his  owr»  and 
the  deer's  blood,  and  there  wasn't  a 
whole  stitch  of  clothing  on  him.  He 
looked  worse  than  the  deer,  and  I'll  bst 
ho  felt  worse.  He  thought  he'd  «lone  a 
jiretty  clever  thing,  liut  I  told  him  it 
wasn't  a  .safe  job  to  tackle,  and  th.at 
the  next  time  he  mightn't  get  off  ;;o 
easy.  Take  my  advice  and  don't  b  dh-r 
a  deer  or  any  other  animal  wher»  its 
down.

The  ani- 
mal was  not  so  badly  wounded  a.s 
Bucknam   had   supposed,   aod   charged

"go  we  laid  low  and  waited  for  the 
man's  arrival.  He  came  as  smiling  as 
a  basket  of  chips,  and  we  nailed  him. 
He  declared  he  knew  nothing  about 
jewels;  said  he  hadn't  one  in  his  lug- 
gage; we  could  search  it  if  we  pleased. 
But  we  didn't  please;  wo  took  him  into 
a  state  room  and  told  him  to  undress.

PRESIDENT'S  HOUSE  SOLD. 
Nearly  every  visitor  to  Washington 
has  seen  the  Octagon  house,  at  the 
corner  of  New  York  avenue  and 
Eighteenth  street,  whU-fi  is  pointed 
out  as  the  home  of  President  Madison, 
pending  the  rebuilding  of  the  Whita 
House  after  it  was  burned  by  thd 
British  in  1814,  says  the  Brooklyn 
Eagle.

summate  art  and  effectivene.'»s.  Tower- 
ing palms  of  rare  varieties  were  placed 
in  ni<  hes  about  the  vestibule,  main  cor- 
ridor and  staircases.  Two  great  .-square 
masses  of  American  and  Kngiisa  holly 
were  arranged  between  the  vesiitoile 
and  main  corridor,  affording  a  brilliant 
and  effective  background  for  the  haird- 
some  scarlet  unifoims  of  the  Marine 
band,  sixty  pieces  strong,  which  occu- 
pied tiers  of  seats  in  the  vestibule.  In 
tne  led,  blue  and  green  rooms,  and  in 
the  splendid  east  room,  were  disposed 
a  fev;  vases  containing  cut  tiowers, 
principally  large  white  lilies  and  lilies 
of  the  valley.  Here  and  there  orange 
blossoms  were  displayed,  it  was  nolico- 
able,  however,  that  the  iloral  decora- 
tions had  been  subordinated  to  the  new 
furnishings  an  dtlnishing  of  the  rooms. 

It  was  a  merry  day  for  the  Roosevelt 
children.  Prior  to  the  re(  eption  the:* 
had  a  Jolly  time  in  the  lower  part  oi 
the  house.  They  manifested  the  liveli- 
est interest  In  all  the  arrangements. 

Shortly  before  U  oclock.  the  hour  at 
•which  the  reception  began,  the  dijilo- 
matic  corps  began  to  assemble  in  the 
red  room.  The  members  of  the  co-ps 
entered  the  mansion  from  the  south 
side,  as  u.sual.  in  order  to  avoid  the 
crush  of  the  throng  already  gathered 
about  the  main  entrance  on  the  north 
side.  I'nder  the  glare  of  the  electric 
chandeliers  the  spectacle  presented  by 
this  cosmopolitan  gathering,  attired  In 
magnificent  court  uniforms,  sparkling 
epaulettes  and  glistening  swords  show- 
ing resplendent  against  the  red  velvet 
walls  and  ivory  woodwork  was  gor- 
geous. 

Promptly  at  11  o'clock,  the  trumpet- 
ers of  the  Marine  band  sounded  a  fan- 
fare, announcing  the  approach  of  the 
jiresldent  and  Mrs.  Roosevelt  and  the 
linmedlatQ  receiving  party.  President 
Roosevelt,  with  Mrs.  Roosevelt  on  hia 
arm.  descended  the  main  staircase  and 
^a.'^slng  across  the  main  corridor  and 
through  the  green  room,  entered  the 
blue  room,  where  the  guests  were  re- 
ceived. Following  them  came  the 
members  of  the  cabinet  and  their  ac- 
companying ladies.  The  receiving 
party  was  arranged  in  the  arc  of  a 
circle  in  the  bow  window  of  the  blue 
loom.  Facing  them  were  the  ladies 
Invited  to  a.ssl.^t  at  the  reception.  Pe- 
tween  the  two  sections  of  the  receiving 
party  a  lane  was  formed  by  cordons 
of  old   gold  velvet. 

Through  this  lane  the  r.illers  pnpced 
from  tI;o  red  room,  proceeding  through 
the  grf^en  room  into  the  east  room  and 
thence  down  the  staircase  into  the  east 
terrace  and  passing  into  the  street  op- 
posite the  west  entrance  of  the  trea- 
sury. 

The  president  was  in  excellent  spirits 
and  Mrs.  Roosevelt  never  seemed  bap- 


pier  or  more  gracious.  The  president 
was  attired  in  a  frock  suit  and  tho 
only  dash  of  color  about  his  attire  was 
a  tie  of  grayish  tint. 

Shortly  after  the  receiving  party  as- 
sembled in  the  blue  room  the  re^^ep- 
tion  proper  began.  The  mtroductions 
were  made  by  Col.  Theo.  A.  Bingham, 
the  president's  niilUary  aide,  assisted 
by  Maj.  Charles  McCawley.  ('apt.  John 
R.  Proctor.  Jr.,  and  Lieut.  Frank  Mc- 
Coy. The  officers  were  in  full  dress 
uniform. 

The  membets  of  the  diplomatic  corps 
were  received  first.  As  dean  of  the 
corps.  Heir  Von  Holleben,  the  German 
ambassador,  occupied  the  post  of 
honor  at  the  head  of  the  line. 

All  of  the  ambassadors  and  minis- 
ters weie  accompanied  by  their  entire 
suites,  their  uniforms  weighted  with 
a  weiilth  of  gold  lace  and  rich  orna- 
mentation and  decorations.  The  Chi- 
nese legation  was  i  epresented  by  Mr. 
Shen  Tung,  the  charge  d'affaires,  and 
h.s  suite,  all  attiied  in  gorgeous 
Oriental  silks  and  satins. 

Following  the  German  ambassador 
and  suite  came  Count  Cassini,  the  Rus- 
sian ambassador  and  staff;  Senor  As- 
pirez,  the  Mexican  ambassador  and 
staff;  Senor  Mayor  Des  Planches,  the 
Italian  ambassador  and  staff,  and  Sir 
Michael  Herbert,  the  Pritish  ambas- 
sador and  suite.  After  the  French 
rei)resentatives  and  last  in  the  line  of 
ambassadors  was  Baron  Hengelmuller. 
the  Austria-Hungarian  ambassador, 
but  recently  raised  to  the  higher  dipln- 
matic  rank.  Constantin  I?run  was  the 
first  of  the  ministers  to  be  received,  he 
having  the  distinction  of  being  the 
senior   minister. 

Cuba  was  represented  today  for  tho 
first  tme,  Senor  Gonzales  De  Que^ada 
having  the  honor  of  extending  tho 
fust  greetings  of  a  New  Year  to  the 
president  on  the  behalf  of  the  new  is- 
land republic.  In  all  thirty-five  em- 
bassies and  legatiofxs  uere  lepresenteJ 
at  the  reception.  Soon  after  the  dip- 
lomatic corps  had  been  received.  Sec- 
retary of  State  and  Mrs.  Hay  left  the 
receiving  line  and  repaired  to  their 
residence  at  Sixteenth  street  and  L.a- 
fayett-i  square,  where  at  noon  they  re- 
cived  and  entertained  at  luncheon  the 
foreign  diplomatic  representatives  in 
the  city. 

After  the  diplomats.  President  and 
Mrs.  Roosevelt  reecived  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States,  headed  uy 
thief  Justice  Fuller.  All  of  the  jus- 
tices were  accomjianled  by  the  ladles 
of  their  household.  Then  followed  the 
judges  of  the  I'nlted  States  court  of 
claims,  of  the  district  court  oi'  appeals 
and  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  ex-cabinet  memb'^rs 
iXVil  e.x-ministers  of  the  irnited  States. 

At  11:30  o'clock  the  reception  of  sen- 
ators, representatives  and  delegates  in 
congress  began.  Seemingly  there  were 
fewer  than  in  som  former  years,  owing 
largely  to  the  fact  that  a  majority  i;f 
the  congre.-^smen  have  not  returned  to 
the  city  from  their  hoUday  vacation. 

Foll<twiri:<  the  congressional  came  the 
military  contiugont.  composed  of  otli- 
cers  of  the  I'nited  States  army  and 
navy  and  marine  corps,  together  with 
the  general  and  staff  of  the  militia  of 
the  District  of  Columbia.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  Gen.  Miles,  who  is  in  China, 
and  Admiral  Dev.ey.  who  is  with  the 
llcets  at  Culebra  islarid.  Ma.  Gen. 
Young,  next  in  nink  to  Gen.  Miles,  ac- 
companied by  Maj.  Gen.  Corbin.  adju- 
tant general  of  the  army,  led  the  line 
of  riimy  ofTlcers.  Next  came  Rear  Ad- 
mirals Remey  and  Metville,  preceding 
the  naval  ofTlcers.  Gen.  Haywood, 
commandarit  of  the  marine  corps,  with 
hs  detachment,  preceded  the  District 
militia. 

The  army  ofRcers  appeared  for  the 
first  time  as  a  body  in  their  new  dress 
uniforms.  Now  and  then  an  ollicer 
has  been  seen  attired  in  the  new  regu- 
lation unifrm  recently  prescribed  by 
the  department,  but  today  the  full 
effect  of  the  cfiange  was  to  be  seen. 
The  new  cap  with  daring  top  is  a  di.s- 
tinctlve  feature  of  the  change.  Tho 
frocks  are  elaborately  ornam;  ated, 
thus  producing  a  more  showy  effect. 

The  gold  bedecked  full  dress  of  ihi 
army  oinceis.  the  bullion  laden  garb  of 
the  naval  oHicers  and  the  gorgeous  at- 
tire of  the  marine  ollicer.s,  the  last  more 
conspicuous  for  color  than  golden  em- 
bellishments, presented  a  sp.'ctucle  no 
vxhit  le.-s  brllllunt  than  that  of  the  dip- 
l.iir.atic  corps. 

With  precise  steps  and  swoi\ls  clank- 
ing at  their  side.;,  the  military  proces- 
sion starieil  from  the  otfices  of  tlu] 
secretary  of  war  and  the  secretary  ol' 
the  navy,  and  inarched  to  the  White 
Hou.se,  reaching  there  at  11:45  o'clock, 
the  appointed  hour. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  feature  of 
the  reception  the  assistant  secreiaricj 
of  departments,  as.^istant  attorney^, 
general,  assistant  postmaster  general 
and  various  heads  of  bureaus  and  de- 
partm.ent  chiefs  in  the  government  ser- 
vice, were  received.  In  this  secti-m. 
Vice  Governor  Luke  Wright  of  the 
Philippines  was  a  notable  llgure.  Th 
president  gave  him  a  most  coidial 
gieeting.  Then  were  received  the  so- 
cietay  of  the  Cincinnati,  the  associated 
veterans  of  the  war  of  l5>4t)-47,  the  mili- 
tary order  of  the  Loyal  Legion,  the 
tlrand  Army  of  the  Republic,  the  Cnioii 
Veteran  legion,  the  Union  Veterans 
uniim,  Spani-sh  war  veterans,  and  the 
members  of  the  Oldest  Inhabitants"  as- 
sociation of  the  District  of  t.'olumbia. 

At  1  o'clock  the  reception  to  ciiiztus 
geneiall  began.  For  hours  hundreds  of 
people  of  all  ages,  colors,  sexes  and 
conditions  had  been  waiting  in  line  to 
exchange  greetings  with  the  presii'ent. 
The  line  passed  slowly  through  the 
main  entrance  of  the  White  Kou:5\ 
across  the  corridor  Into  the  red  room, 
and  thence  past  the  president  and  party 
in  the  o!ue  room.

EMPEROR  OF  ALL  ixNDIA.

of  trumpets  from  the  heralds  and  Maj. 
ilaxweii,  at  the  command  of  the  vice- 
roy, read  the  proclamation  opeiV.ng  the 
durbar.  The  royal  standard  was  then 
raised  on  high  and  the  imperial  salute 
was  fired.  The  ma.^sed  bam^s  marched 
by  playing,  bonfires  were  started  by  tho 
troops  outside,  and  it  was  announced 
that  King  Edward  was  emperor  of 
India. 

There  was  a  flourish  of  trumpets  and 
Lord  Curzon  arose  and  stood  for  a 
moment  impassive.  Then  in  impressive 
tones  he  delivered  a  speech  and  read 
the  message  from  King  Edward.  In 
his  address  the  viceroy  announced  the 
coronation  of  the  king.  He  extolled  the 
loyal  Indian  people  and  prophesied 
prosperity  for  the  Indian  empire.  He 
said  also  that  it  had  been  decided  noi 
to  exact  interest  for  three  years  on 
all  loans  made  or  guaranteed  by  the 
government  of  India  to  the  native 
states  in  conection  with  the  recent 
famine.  The  vlieroy  announced  also 
the  abolition  of  the  Indian  staff  corps, 
which  has  long  been  an  army  sine- 
cure. 

In  the  king's  message,  which  was 
then  read  by  Lord  Curzon,  his  majesty 
said  that  the  prince  and  princess  of 
Wales  would  shortly  visit  India.  He 
regretted  his  absence  from  the  durbar 
and  sent  his  greetings  to  his  Indian 
people.  In  conclusion  King  Edward 
said: 

"I  renew  the  assurances  of  my  regard 
for  the  liberties  of  the  Indian  people, 
of  my  respect  for  their  dignities  and 
rights,  of  my  Interest  in  their  advance- 
ment and  of  my  devotion  to  their  wel- 
fare. These  are  he  supreme  alms  anl 
objects  of  my  rule  which,  under  the 
blessing  of  Almighty  God,  will  lead  to 
the  Increasing  prosperity  of  my  Indian 


VENEZUELA'S  TROUBLES 

Said  to   Be   Largely   Due   to 
"Presidentomania." 

New  York.  Jan.  1.— There  lives  in 
New  York  the  man  who  effected  the 
settlemeiit  of  the  acute  Venezuelan 
dilficulty  of  December,  1895,  Which  oc- 
casioned President  Cleveland's  noted 
mes.sage  to  England  to  keep  hands  off 
Venezuelan  territory.  He  is  Julius  D. 
Ichenhauser,  known  to  his  friends  as  a 
placid  and  affable  exemplar  of  epicur- 
ean tranquility,  and  incidentally  as  a 
dealer  in  the  fine  arts. 

Mr.  Ichenhauser  had  long  been  in- 
terested in  arbitration,  and  his  presence 
in  Washington  in  December,  1S95.   was 

opportune  for  the  furtherance  of  the 
cause  he  had  at  heart  and  the  wishes 
of  Americans,  Englishmen  and  Ven- 
ezuelans. He  made  a  hurried  trip  to 
England,  had  an  interview  with  2dr. 
Chamberlain,  returned  to  Amei  lea,  and 
after  several  interviews  with  Minister 
Andrade  of  Venezuoia,  wtnt  back  to 
England  in  May  and  there  received  an 
important  letter  frem  Mr.  Andrade 
which  aroused  greai  public  interest 
when  published  in  th  '  British  press. 

Mr.  Ichenhauser  has  met  many  Ven- 
ezuelans and  he  likes  them,  but  he  iias 
maiiy  decided  views  regarding  the 
present  situation.  lorn  in  Germany, 
becoming  a  nadopted  Briton  and  hav- 
ing been  for  a  decade  a  resident  of  tlie 
United  Stales  while  lemaining  a  Brit- 
ish sui)ject,  he  takes  a  cosmopolitan 
vew  of  the  tri  partite  embroglio  on 
the  South  American  (ontinent.  liut  he 
is  totally  unable  to  see  in  the  action  of 
the  British  and  German  Heets  a  "peace- 
ful blockade." 

"There  is  no  such  thing  &p  'peaceful 
block.idM*  when  the  commerce  of  neul^ald 
is   interfered   with. 

"Oermanv  does  not  want  South  Amer- 
ican terriiorv  and  shi  knows  well  that 
aiiv  tttf-mpt"  in  that  direction  would  be 
resisted  by  the  United  States  to  the  fullest 
degree,  so  that  it  would  be  impossible. 
lUit  she  do4s  want  to  extend  her  influ- 
ence and   m»'rcantile   interests. 

"One  of  Ven' zuela'.-  chief  troubles  is 
what  I  should  like  to  c.ill  •presidentoman- 
ia.'  Too  many  )>t  rsons  want  to  beciinie 
Ijr.-sidint  there;  there  must  be  something 
in   it."

A  CARD    SHARP 

For  forty  years  a  professional  gam- 
bler and,  though  he  has  quit  the  cards 
for  good,  unashamed.  That  is  the  rec- 
ord of  George  H.  Devol,  one  of  the  few 
remaining  pictures(4ue  figures  of  the 
"river"  crowd  in  the  times  "befoa  the 
woa,"  says  the  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  corre- 
spondent of  the  New  York  World. 

Devol  is  entirely  frank  about  his 
checkered  past  .  He  tells  of  nis  many 
and  varied  exploits  with  a  freedom  and 
a  cheerfulness  that  are  bewildering  to 
the  ordinary  person. 

But  the  life  of  this  self-confessed 
card  sharper  is  intensely  interesting 
His  career  is  full  of  incident,  and  he 
relates  it  with  a  breezy  relish  thai  is  at 
least  picturesque. 

Devol  is  visiting  St.  Joseph  after 
many  years  of  absence.  He  once  ran  a 
gambling  house  here,  and  he  has,  or 
had.  many  friends.  He  returned  to  find 
nu.uy  of  the  old-timers  who  had  been 
cronies  of  his  dead  and  i^uried.  A  par- 
ticular chum  was  Elisha  Gladden,  and 
his  visit  was  especially  to  see  him.  He 
was  met  at  the  station  with  the  news 
that  Gladden  had  been  buried  less  than 
a  fortnight  before. 

The  old  gambler  finds  it  the  same 
evry where.  The  old  river  men  whom 
he  Knew  before  the  war  and  in  the  best 
days  of  the  steamboat  trade  are  rap- 
idl>  disappearing. 

More  freely  than  he  ever  discussed 
it  bifore,  Mr.  Devol  talked  to  the  corre- 
spon  lent  of  the  World's  Sun<iay  Maga- 
zine obout  his  experience  today. 

You  want  to  know  how  I  happened 
to  become  a  gambler?  "  he  aksed.  .  "I 
don't  know  that  I  can  tell.  I  think  it 
was  natural  to  me.  I  was  inclined  to- 
ward games  of  chance  when  a  boy. 

"I  was  born  at  Marietta,  Ohio,  in 
August,  1S29,  where  my  father  was  a 
ship  carpenter  and  built  boats  for  the 
river  trafiic.  1  will  have  to  admit  that 
I  was  a  bad  boy.  People  u.se<l  to  say 
that  I  would  be  hanged  if  I  lived  to  be 
21  vears  old. 

"in  18.'59  I  shipped  on  the  Wacousta 
as  a  cabin  boy  at  $4  a  month.  After 
that  I  shipped  on  the  Walnut  Hiil  and 
the  <^'icero  and  several  other  lioats,  and 
when  the  Mexican  war  broke  out  1  wa.s 
almost  a  man.  I  was  at  Pittsburg  at 
the  time,  but  went  on  a  boat  bound  for 
the  South. 

"On  the  way  down  a  man,  whose 
name  I  do  not  know,  taught  me  to 
"stack  the  cards,"  so  that  1  could  deal 
him  a  good  hand.  By  the  time  wi; 
reached  New  Orleans  I  was  a  gambler, 
and  I  have  been  at  it  e».-r  sini  <-.  I 
went  with  fhe  boat  to  the  Rio  Gran.la 
and  played  cards  there  with  the  sol- 
diers until  I  tired  of  it;  but  when  I 
returned  to  New  Orleans  I  had  ao<:uc 
$27mt.  and  I  was  not  finite  17  years  old. 
I  decided  to  go  home,  and  went  up  oa 
the  old  boat  Montgomery  as  far  as 
Cincinnati.  There  I  bought  about  $400 
worth  of  goods  and  took  them  hom.e. 

•"I  remained  at  hombe  a  year  and  de- 
cided that  I  would  never  gamble  again. 
I  went  to  Cincinnati  again,  where  my 
brother  Paul  was  working  at  calking 
steamboats.  I  remained  with  him  and 
learned  the  trade,  and  we  u.sed  to  make 
$4  each  a  day.  I  was  i)laying  faro  all 
the  time,  and  when  Monday  morning 
came  I  never  had  any  money.  That 
game  has  always  had  a  peculiar  fas- 
cination for  me.  If  it  had  not  been  for 
faro  I  would  be  rich  now,  but  I  always 
lost  all  I  could  make  at  it. 

"One  day  I  kicked  my  tools  into  the 
river  and  told  my  brother  I  would  never 
work  another  hour  as  long  as  I  lived. 
I  went  to  a  gambling  house  and  ran 
the  game  of  'rondo.'  In  six  months  we 
were  taking  in  $fJ00  a  day  and  I  was 
taken  in  as  a  partner.  It  was  a  great 
deal  of  money,  my  share  of  it,  for  a 
boy.  The  fines  became  so  heavy  that 
we  were  copelled  to  quit.  I  then  went 
on  the  river  as  a  gambler  and  followed 
it  many  years. 

"A  few  months  later  I  landed  in  St. 
Louis  with  only  $40  left.  I  went  to  a 
faro  bank  and  invested  the  whole  of  it 
in  chips,  and  with  them  won  $780  in  a 
little  while.  Then  I  took  pa.ssage  on  a 
steamer  for  St.  Paul  and  won  $1300  on 
some  of  the  tricks  I  had  learned  at 
cards, 

•When  I  landed  in  St.  Paul  I  had 
about  $2000,  and  Avent  into  a  game 
with  two  old  gamblers,  who  soon  re- 
lieved me  of  it.  One  of  them  was  Cole 
Martin,  well  known  at  that  time 
among  gamblers,  and  he  afterward 
loaned  me  $300  of  the  money  he  had 
won  from  me  to  buy  a  keno  outfit.  He 
even  helped  me  to  .start  the  gnme 
and  the  first  night  my  receipts 
amounted  to  SI.IOO.  Martin  fitted  up  a 
room  for  me  and  we  formed  a  partner- 
ship. During  the  next  eight  months 
my  part  of  the  receipts  amounted  to 
$33,000,  and  it  was  easy  money,  too. 

■"I  came  to  St  Joseph  and  settled 
down  at  dealing  faro,  remaining  a  year. 
Then  I  went  to  St.  Louis  and  remained 
several  months.  I  went  back  to  New 
Orleans  in  1853. 

"The  best  game  I  ever  had  in  all  the 
vears  I  have  been  a  gambler,  is  three- 


failed  to  turn  the  right  card.  We 
on  until  he  lost  $1000  and  his  fine 
watch,  presented  to  him  by  his 
gregation. 

"The  next  morning  I  went  to  his 
room  and  found  him  on  his  knees.  He 
said  he  had  been  praying  for  me.  I 
suggested  that  he  pray  for  himself 
too,  and  he  said  he  had  prayed  for 
himself  most  of  the  night.  I  gave  hiia 
back  his  watch  and  $100  in  gold. 

Another  time  I  left  New  Orleans 
with  a  partner  named  Canada  Bill  on 
a  Red  river  packet,  and  there  was  an- 
other gambler  on  board  with  a  faro 
outfit.  He  did  not  know  us.  but  we 
heard  him  s.ay  he  was  going  to  open 
out  after  supper.  I  told  my  partner  t" 
entertain  him  awhile  and  I  went  to 
his  room.  I  opened  his  valise  and 
marked  al  the  cards.  When  he  opened 
the  game  I  stood  alongside  of  him, 
where  I  could  look  down  into  the  deck, 
and  when  I  saw  the  white  show  I 
would  copper  on  the  big  square.  My 
partner  would  play  the  other  end  and 
middle  open — for  when  the  white 
showed  It  would  be  an  ace  or  deuce. 
He  changed  decks  every  deal,  but  had 
the  same  bad  luck.  We  broke"  him  fin- 
ally, and  then  I  opened  up  the  three- 
card  monte  game.  We  won  $2400  that 
tri.i,  and  gave  the  other  gambler  back 
his  faro  outfit  and  $.')0." 


A  WONDERFUL  SCHEME. 
The  impractical  man  with  the 
dreamy  look  became  suddenly  en- 
thusiastic, but  this  was  not  unusual, 
says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  Every  now 
and  then  some  great  .scheme  dawned 
upon  hrni  and  he  found  himself  in 
imagination  on  the  high  road  to  wealth. 
Once  he  had  an  airship,  and  he  tested 
it  by  sending  up  a  dog.  He  lost  the 
dog.  Another  time  he  had  a  submarine 
boat  idea,  and  the  only  thing  that 
stood  between  him  and  wealth  on  that 
occasion  was  his  inability  to  get 
enough  money  to  test  it  at  all.  On 
still  another  occasion  he  had  a  patent 
.«eat  that  would  collapse  and  sink 
through  the  floor  when  it  was  desired 
to  empty  the  theater  in  a  hurry,  and 
this  would  have  been  all  right  if  he  had 
been  able  to  convince  the  manager  that 
the  audience  would  not  go  through  the 
fioor  also.

"I  refu.se  ateolutely  to  stand  tor  the 
shortcomings  oi  a  rat,"  said  Mr.  Uuchan- 
an.  ""1  am  icquainted  with  th'-  aiilni.i^ 
L  .t  thafs  no  reason  why  my  ludghlKira 
should  call  me  names.  The  ral  Isn't 
much  of  a  looker,  but  he's  a  corker  on 
the  forage.  He's  been  around  here  about 
six  n  uiihfl,  I  think,  and  maybe  thos* 
six  nioiilhs  haven't  been  a  period  of  pal- 
p.iatiug,  pulsating  life  for  this  usually 
quiet  section.  Whore  he  came  from  no 
one  out  here  can  even  make  a  guess. 
Of  coursi'.  before  he  came  we  h:id  what 
we  thousjht  were  some  pretty  slick  rata 
in  the  barns  hereabouts.  These  original 
settlers  could  do  abf.ut  all  thai  wa.s  nec- 
i-cssarv  in  the  gnawins  line.  But,  blesa 
you,  "their  efforts  and  « ffects  were  as 
mild  as  a  troop  of  tin  soldiers  in  com- 
parison with  his.  He  is  a  whole  armjr 
corps  of  engineers,  with  its  full  comple- 
ment of  miners  and  sappers,  and  more. 
"He  can  bite  his  wav  through  anything, 
if  you  believe  the  stories  mv  neighbors 
tell  about  him.  One  woman  brouRht  a 
copper  kettle  to  me  and  ciliowed  me  a  big 
hole  gnawed  in  the  bottom  of  it.  Sh« 
insisted  that  the  rat  had  done  it  to  get 
at  some  .=oft  soap  she  had  slowed  away 
for  this  winter's  use. 

"Y«3,  of  course,  that  Is  pretty  tough; 
but  he  is  .i  pretty  tough  rat;  and  while 
1  don't  say  that  he  did  it,  I  am  not  willing 
to  go  to  the  length  of  .saying  he  didn't. 
I  know  that  he  Is  an  adept  at  eating 
glass,  iiecau<!e  I've  pounded  at  least  a 
bush.d  basket  of  it  for  him  myself,  and 
it   didn't   even   make    him   sneeze. 

"He"s  omniverous— eats  anything,  from 
rose  trees  to  tennis  racquets,  and  every- 
thing b«tr.va»n.  One  night  hell  tunnel  into 
the  grocer's  barn,  tackle  a  set  of  Itfrneaa 
and  make  way  with  It  all  except  the 
buckles.  The  next  night,  maybe,  his  ap- 
petite will  crave  something  delicate,  like 
soap— he's  great  on  soap.  Then  there 
are  certain  times  when  he  won"t  eat  any- 
thing but  goldfi.^h  or  chickens.  1  furnish 
most  of  the  chickens  and  a  neighbor'a 
aquarium   furnishes  the  fi.sli." 

The  manner  ir  which  the  rat  depleted 
that  Buchanan  Minorca  crop  was  artistic, 
to  say  the  least.  Eiirly  in  the  spring  Mr. 
Buchanan  Kot  the  usual  fever  that  af- 
flict.? dwellers  in  the  suburbs,  and  felt 
that  he  needed  something  of  a  relaxing 
n  I  tore  to  ea.se  up  the  routine  of  business. 
Naturally  he  turned  to  chickens  as  being 
about  the  i»roper  thing  as  a  relaxer.  So 
he  furnislnd  up  his  hennery  and  installed 
therein  a   lot  of  prize  poultry. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  he  already  ha.l 
the  rat  on  his  premises  the  Mlnoroaa 
set  med  to  be  a  trifle  superfluous  to  his 
friends.  There  were  14  eggs  in  tho  nest, 
and  one  egg  that  wasn't  much  of  an  egiC 
at  all.  but  had  been  a  good  doorknob 
once.  They  all  went  the  same  way;  tho 
knoll  last.  How  the  hen  and  nest  escaped 
tne  late  of  the  poultrv  plant  is  considered 
little  short  of  marvelous  by  the  people 
who    know    tho    lat. 

""1  didn't  mind  the  loss  of  the  chickcna 
so  much,"'  cKiitinued  Mr.  Buchanan.  "Ifs 
nifu-o  than  lik>dy  that  if  they  had  es- 
caped the  rat  they  would  ha\e  caught  the 
■pill"  or  "gags'  and  died  away.  That,  you 
kaow,  is  thc^  usual  fate  of  suburban 
stockstock.  At  any  rate,  1  thought.  I  still 
havf  the  hen,  and  maybe,  if  I  institute 
an  active  eami)aign  Hgainst  the  rat  1  can 
manage   to  do  him   this   winter. 

"The  cami>iiiKii  wms  instituted  forth- 
with, and  as  .a  result  1  still  have  the  rat 
and   th'^  hen   is  dead. 

"'The  first  thing  I  did  In  my  final  dis- 
astrous oii.slaufjht  on  the  rat  was  to  mix 
together  all  the  rat  rcmedb  s  I  had  ac- 
cumulated; then  I  carefully  kneailed  the 
mi.Hs  up  with  .a  lot  of  flouv  and  put  It  In 
th:>  oven  .and  baked  It  to  a  turn.  After 
It  was  done  I  .■-liced  It  uji  into  various 
shaiies  ao'l  hii'd  myself  to  the  rafrt  front 
door  .and  out  the  whole  business  down  the 
hi'le,  raniminj*  it  home  with  a  pole.

Gibraltar,  Jan.  2.— The  dispatch  of 
Spanish  reinforcements  to  Morocco  has 
been  countermanded.

Tangier,  Morocco,  Jan.  2. — The  P'e- 
tender  has  is.sued  a  proclamation  an- 
nouncing that  he  is  not  fighting  for  the 
throne  for  himself,  but  for  the  .sultan  s 
imprisoned  brother,  Mulai  Mohammed, 
surnamed  the  "One-Kyed."  It  is  now 
confirmed  that  the  sultan  has  order'>d 
his  brother's  release  and  that  the  hon- 


ors of  his  rank  be  paid  to  him. 

The  governor,  at  a  recent  conference 
with  the  Kabyle  chiefs,  pointed  out 
to  them  that  they  are  responsible  for 
the  .safety  of  the  roads  running  through 
their  territory.

Boats   of  the  International  Mercantile  Marine  Com* 
pany  Cancel    Insurance,   Causing   Much   Specu- 
lation at  Lloyds  as  to  Their  Future  Intentions.

WhiU-  the  removal 
of  such  a  large  amo^nit  of  busliitss  from 
tJi»;  mark<*t  at  one  sweep  aroused  much 
comment  the  brokers  who  were  off>>ring 
the  insurance  of  the   linos  mentioned   re- 


ceived the  news  with  equanimity,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  for  more  than  a  year  past 
ul!  these  contracts  netted  a  loss  to  the 
underwriters. 

There  was  much  speculation  as  to  how 
the  International  Mercantile  Marine  com- 
l)an.v  intends  to  meet  future  losses.  The 
general  opinion  Is  that  it  will  be  done 
through  the  establishment  of  an  emer- 
Kency  fund.  It  was  pointed  out.  however, 
that  the  Peninsular  and  Oriental  Steam 
Navigation  company,  had,  for  a  number 
of  years,  ncKlected  the  insurance  factor 
entirely,  payiiiK  its  losses  out  of  the 
current  revenue.

RIGHTS  OF  ROGUES  GALLERY 


Honolulu,  Jan.  2.— (By  Pacific  cable.) 
—The  laying  of  the  first  section  of  the 
Pacific  cable,  which  will  connect  the 
Untted  States  with  its  insular  posses- 
sions, was  completed  at  8:40  last  night, 
when  the  two  ends  were  brought  to- 
gether in  Molokai  channel,  near  the 
point  of  landing  at  the  beautiful  pri- 
vate park  of  Sans  Souci  beach,  five 
miles  east  of  the  city  of  Honolulu. 
With  the  shoi'e  end  landed  there  still 
remained  a  span  of  almost  two  score 
of  miles  to  be  closed  between  the 
buoyed  deep  sea  end  in  Molokai  chan- 
nel and  the  heavy  beach  line  laid  a 
half  mile  oui  from  shore.  The  closing 
of  this  gap  proved  a  task  that  taxed 
the  patience  as  well  as  the  ingenuity 
of  the  Silvertown's  staff.  Five  dayd 
elapse«l,  the  most  of  which  was  spent 
in  awaiting  the  favor  of  the  \vind  and 
sea  before  their  labors  were  com- 
pleted and  the  first  signal  Hashed  along 
the  entire  lengtli  of  2000  and  more 
miles. 

Honolulu,  Jan.  2.— (By  Pacific  Cable.) 
— -Having  buoyed  the  deep  sea-end  of 
the  cable  in  the  turbulent  Molokai 
channel  at  5:20  o'clock  on  the  morning 
of  Friday,  Doc.  26,  after  much  difii- 
culty  and  great  risk,  the  Silvertoa 
came  on  to  Honolulu,  docking  at  the 
naval  wharf  at  noon.  The  big  ship  was 
met  by  tugs  and  excursion  boats  carry- 
ing welcoming  delegations  with  bands 
of  music  and  escorted  to  the  wharf 
where  a  great  crowd  awaited.  It  was 
the  intention  of  the  engineer  in  charge 
to  take  on  board  10(K)  tons  of  coal  a^ 
ballast  and  await  favorable  weather 
to  return,  pick  up  the  sea-end  and 
bring  it  close  in  shore  and  buoy  it  The 
shore-end  of  the  cable  was  then  to  bf- 
laid  out  and  the  final  connection  made 
at  that  point.  Sunday  brought  no  im- 
provement in  weather  conditions.  The 
wind  blew  great  guns  from  the  nortii- 
east,  and  craft  arriving  through  th-.' 
channel  reported  the  sea  stirred  inter  a 
maelstrom.  The  captain  decided  to 
make  no  move  ihat  day,  but  to  delay 
until  Sunday,  Deo.  28,  when  a  start 
was  made.  The  vessel  had  not  pro- 
ceeded one  mile  from  the  dock  when  the 
full  force  of  a  gale  from  behind  tiie 
high  hills  struck  her. 

The  skipper  at  once  decided  not  to  go 
outside.  It  was  then  determined  to  lay 
the  shore-end  while  the  conditions  were 
favorable  on  that  side  of  the  island. 
The  Silvertown  was  taken  inshore 
within  half  a  mile  of  the  coral  reef,  ana 
preparations  were  made  to  haul  a  line 
ashore.  The  character  of  the  bottom, 
which  is  rock,  with  a  narrow  opening 
through  the  coral  reef,  rendered  great 
caie  necessary  in  placing  the  extremely 
heavy  type  of  cable.  Throughout  the 
day  erowds  ashore  watched  the  steam 
launehos  runnin  in  and  out  and  await- 
eil  patiently  the  actual  landing  of  the 
long  expected  submarine  telegraph.  At 
4:45  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  end  of 
the  cable  left  the  Silvertown's  bov.-, 
with  balloon  buoys  attached,  at  inter- 
vals of  fifty  feet.  A  half  mile  of  heavy 
line  was  hauled  ashore  by  steam  power 
without  hitch  or  halt. 

One  hour  and  five  minutes  from  the 
time  the  line     left  the     Silvertown     tht 


cable  was  hauled  upon  the  soil  of  plc- 
tures<iue  San^.  SouCi  Park,  amid  the 
shouts  of  thousands  and  the  crash  of  a 
band  of  music  playing  a  cable  march 
dedicated  to  President  Mackay.  Just 
as  the  cable  touched  the  shore  a  heavy 
shower  of  rain  fell  upon  the  gaily  at- 
tired multitude,  but  danger  of  a  wet- 
ting was  ignored  in  the  eagerness  to 
catch  a  glimpse  of  J  lie  magic  line  thai 
is  to  connect  them  with  the  rest  of  the 
world.  There  was  no  official  ceremony 
at  the  time,  further  than  the  laying  of 
a  lei,  or  native  wrlfath.  upon  the  end 
of  the  cable  by  Mt^s.  Hawes,  who  re- 
peated the  customary  native  greeting, 
"Aloha." 

The  Silverton  remained  at  anchor, 
holding  to  the  line  until  near  nOon  Mon- 
day, Doc.  29,  when  she  moved  out  upon 
the  course  prescribed  by  the  chart  in 
payin;;  out  the  cable,  six  miles  wei^. 
laid  to  a  point  off  K'>ko  Head.  At  this 
point  rough  seas  i\eie  encountered  and 
the  line  was  buoyed.  A. start  was  im- 
mediately made  for  Molokai  channel  to 
investigate  whether  or  not  the  buoy 
had  weathered  the  buffeting  to  which 
it  had  been  subjected  for  nearly  three 
days.  Some  anxiety  was  experienced 
lest  it  had  been  overwhelmed  and  al- 
lowed the  line  attached  to  the  end  of 
the  2000-mile  stfand  to  carry  away. 
Fortunately,  however,  no  such  disaster 
had  occurred.  The  'buoy  was  riding  in 
safety,  but  the  marked  buoy,  which  had 
been  dropped  neaf  it  on  Friday,  Dec.  2b, 
had  disappeared.  Tie  seas  were  run- 
ning even  higher  than  three  days  pre- 
vious. The  wind  continued  to  blow 
half  a  gale  from  the  northeast.  No  boat 
necessary  in  picking  up  the  buoy  could 
have  survived,  an*  no  thought  wad 
given  to  makinir  the  attempt  at  this 
time.  Another  r»i'rk  buoy  was  put 
down  some  distan'^f  away,  and  the  Sil- 
vertown returned  to  Honolulu  harbor 
and  anchored  off  shore.  It  was  agreed 
no  further  work  would  be  tried  until 
the  wind  abated  and  the  seas  calmed. 
P'rom  Tuesday  until  Thursday  nothing 
was  done. 

On  the  first  day  of  the  new  year 
scarcely  a  breeze  stirred  the  waters  of 
the  harbor,  and  advice  came  to  ll.e 
ship  from  Diamor>d  Head  lighthouse 
that  the  channel  was  quite  calm,  with 
only  a  moderate  swell  running.  Shortly 
after  4  o'clock  in  the  mf)rning  tha 
Silvertown  heaved  anchor  and  made  a 
start  down  the  bay. 

At  daylight  she  arrived  off  Koko 
Head,  where  the  shore  end  had  been 
buoyed  since  Mor»flay.  With  little  diffi- 
culty the  line  from  the  bottom  was 
spliced  upon  deck  and  passed  over  the 
stern  sheaves,  and  a  start  was  made 
for  the  outer  buoy.  The  cable  was 
paid  out  at  the  rate  of  seven  knots  an 
hour.  Shortly  after  1  o'clock  in  th*? 
afternoon  the  Silvertown  reached  the 
point  where  the  San  Frahclsco  enl 
was  buoyed.  The  sea  was  not  rough, 
but  the  swell  rolled  the  vessel  consider- 
ably. Great  care  was  taken  in  handling 
her  while  taking  up  the  buoy.  It  w..s 
finally  accomplished  at  3:44  o'clock. 
The  connection  with  the  testing  room 
was  quickly  made  and  Sar»  Francisco 
responded  promptly  to  the  call.  Con- 
gratulations and  compliments  of  the 
season  passed  between  the  ship  and 
San  Francisco,  and  the  shore  connec- 
tion was  then  made  at  4:40.

The  Silvertown,  just  before  splicing 
the  ends,  some  thirty  miles  off  shore 
from  Honolulu,  telegraphed  both  ways 
for  the  land  stations  to  wait  until  11:10 
o'clock,  San  Francisco  time,  i)efore  try- 
ing the  cable.  That  time  was  desired 
to  insure  the  perfect  burdening  of  the 
gulta  percha  in  the  splice  after  the 
joint  had  ijeen  lowered  overboard  from 
the  ship  In  about  2500  feet  of  water. 

Operators  sat  anxiously  and  eagerly 
about  the  instruments  in  King  street, 
at  Honolulu,  and  in  the  cable  office  on 
Market  street,  in  San  Francisco,  wait- 
ing for  the  time  limit  to  expire.  San 
Francisco  was  watching  for  Honolulu 
to  signal  first. 

A  few   minutes  after  11  o'clock,  be-

fore  the  time  limit  was  up,  a  signal 
went  from  this  end  to  Honolulu. 

The  first  little  resi)onse  from  Hono- 
lulu came  into  San  Francisco  at  ex- 
actly 11:03  o'clock.  It  was  exactly  8:41 
o'clock  in  Honolulu,  the  time  differ- 
ence being  two  hours  and  twenty-two 
minutes  and  a  few  seconds. 

The  first  message  received  was  frcm 
Governor  Dole  to  President  Roosevelt. 
It  was  merely  a  formal  greeting  and 
congratulation  from  the  Hawaiian  peo- 
ple to  the  people  of  the  United  States 
from  one  chief  executive  to  the  other. 
The  message  was  transmitted  at  the 
Market  street  office  to  a  wire  leading 
dii"ectly  to  the  executive  mansion  at 
Washington,  and  receipt  was  acknowl- 
edged at  11:25  o'clock. 

When  the  message  reached  the  White 
HoUse.  President  Roosevelt  was  asleep 
and  the  operator  refused  to  awaken 
him. 

Right  after  the  Dole  signature  in  the 
first  message,  a  second  came  through 
from   Honolulu.   It   was  greeting   from 


the  people  of  Hawaii  to  Clarence  R. 
Mackay,  president  of  the  cable  com- 
pany, congratulating  him  upon  the 
completion  of  the  cable  and  expresB- 
ing  sorrow  that  John  W.  Mackay  had 
not  survived  to  see  the  instantaneous 
bonds  between  the  islands  and  tho 
American  continent.  This  message 
was  signed  Henry  E.  Cooper,  secretary 
of  the  tvfrritory  of  Hawaii.  Then  came 
a  message  from  the  Associated  Preaa 
correspondent  on  the  Silvertown.  tell- 
ing of  the  successful  laying  of  thu 
cable  and  of  the  celebration  o?  tl»e 
event  in  Honolulu.  The  paper  ribbon 
containing  the  record  of  the  flr«<  ex- 
perimental work  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  HonolQlu  waa  cut  Into  llttl* 
sections  of  a  few  phraaes  each  and 
divided  among  the  score  of  spectators 
who  were  assembled  amout  the  insira- 
ments  when  San  Fi^anclsco  and  Hono- 
lulu first  spoke  to  each  other  under 
the   Pacific  ocean.

Park's   negative    opinion    in   regard    to 
the   efficacy   of    the   at  id   as  a   typhoid 
prophylatic    was       corroborated,       for 
after  the  bacilli   had   been  acted   upon 
by  a  5  jier  cent  solution  of  the  acid  for 
thirty  ininutcfi  it  was  found  that  all  of 
them  had  not  been  destroyed.

Commissioner  Patterson 

Makes  an  Important 

Suggestion. 


Would    Have  Inspection 

of   Township    arl 

School  Districts. 


No  One  Can    Tell    Now 

How   Money   Is 

Spent. 


County  Commissioner  E.  M.  Patterson 
Is  the  originator  of  an  idea  that  seems 
to  be  a  good  one,  and  which  he  believes 
should  be  taiien  up  by  the  Duluth  dele- 
gation in  the  legislature  and  made  into 
a  law. 

"I  believe,"  he  said  yesterday,  "that 
there  ought  to  be  a  provision  made 
for  a  sort  of  traveling  auditor  or  local 
public  examiner  in  this  county  to  look 

over  the  accounts  of  the  various 
school  districts  and  townships.  I  be- 
lieve it  would  result  in  saving  a  large 
amount  of  money  for  the  settlers  of 
the  county,  who  in  many  cases  are  now 
called  upon  to  pay  much  more  than 
they  should  for  township  and  school 
purposes  because  of  slipsiiod  and  care- 
less methods  that  prevail  in  many  dis- 
tricts. 

"At  present  there  is  absolutely  no 
check  upon  the  officers  of  the  school 
districts  and  townships.  They  levy 
taxes  and  they  issue  bonds  and  nobouy 
outside  of  their  territory  ever  hears 
mbuch  about  it  unless  there  is  some 
little  s(iuabble  that  brings  the  matter 
into  court. 

"Now  I  don't  want  to  be  understood 
as  intimating  that  all  of  the  school  and 
town  oflkers  are  negligent  or  corrupt, 
or,  indeed,  that  any  of  them  are  cor- 
rupt. But  the  system  is  too  lax;  there 
is  too  much  opportunity  for  earless 
work  and  even  for  dishonest  work. 
The  county  has  all  of  its  affairs  scru'^- 
inized  closely.  Its  financial  statemenUs 
are  published  where  everybody  can  see 
them,  and  they  are  scanned  by  many 
who  would  be  heard  from  if  they  found 
anytliing  wrong.  Besides  that,  the  state 
examiner  sends  men  up  every  little 
while  to  look  thi-ough  the  county  ac- 
counts of  whatever  nature,  and  report 
on  them. 

"But  in  the  school  districts  and 
towns  there  is  no  check,  no  responsi- 
bility. I  know  positively  of  cases 
where  money  has  been  wasted,  on  ac- 
counts that  can  hardly  be  figured  out, 
and  of  instances  where  it  would  be  very 
interesting  to  know  how  so  mucn 
money  is  spent.  One  district  that  I 
kiiuw  of  collected  this  year  $1200  for 
school       purposes,   and   it      has  eleven 

I)UpilS. 

"1  would  have  a  traveling  auditor  or 
examiner — call  him  what  you  will — pro- 
vide lor  by  law.  Let  him  be  appointed 
by  the  county  board,  but  let  his  duties 
be  as.sociated  with  those  of  the  county 
auditor.  In  fact,  give  the  county  au- 
ditor some  duties  in  the  premises,  and 
make  him  jointly  responsible  for  the 
proper  care  of  his  work. 

'•This  could  be  done  to  apply  only 
to  St.  Louis  county  very  nicely.  The 
law  could  be  so  framed  as  to  apply  to 
a  county  of  a  certain  area,  and  as  St. 
Louis  is  the  largest  county  In  the  state, 
it  could  apply  to  this  county  alone 
without  being  special  legislation.  And 
only  a  large  county  would  need  such  a 
measure." 

<'ounty  Auditor  Halden  was  asked 
what  he  thought  of  the  plan,  and  lie 
gave  it  his  untiuaiified  approval. 

"I  is  an  excellent  idea,"  he  said.  "It 
is  needed,  it  Is  practiiable,  and  I  agree 
that  the  system  ought  to  be  put  into 
effect."

Anoka,  Minn.,  Jan.  2.— Miss  Hazel 
Campbell,  a  prominent  and  iiopular  your.g 
lady  of  this  place,  received  a  box  of 
candy  as  a  holiday  present.  The  cenfec- 
tionery  bore  evidence  of  having  been  tam- 
pered with  and  Mr.  Campbell  would  al- 
low none  of  it  to  be  eaten.  Some  of  it 
was  fed  to  the  house  cat,  which  died  in 
agony  as  tliough   it  had  been  poisoned. 

Members  of  llie  family  believe  that  the 
sender  of  the  package  had  design.s  on 
the  life  of  Miss  Campbell  and  that  a 
poisonoua  substance  of  some  character 
was  scattered  over  the  candy.  It  was 
not  known  that  she  had  an  enemy  in 
the  world  and  the  affidr  is  altoK.ther 
shrouded  in  mystery.  Miss  Campbell  is 
about  2i>  years   of  age.

His  friends  are  advising  him  to  take 
possession  of  the  county  jail,  oy  force, 
if  necessary,  and  hold  it  till  the  courts 
determine  whether  the  county  com- 
missioners can  lease  the  sheriff's  resi- 
dence to  another  and  av.ard  the  con- 
tract for  boaiding  prisonei-s  elsewhere. 
Victor  Dash  has  alieady  moved  in. 

Mr.  15utchart  has  not  given  the 
slightest  intimation  that  he  will  act  on 
the  advice  thus  freely  given.  All  he 
will  say  is  that  he  has  the  assurance 
of  good  attorneys  that  the  action  of 
the  commissioners  was  not  legal  and 
that  he  will  eventually  get  possession 
of  the  jail. 

"Here  1  am,  responsible  for  prison- 
ers over  whom  I  practically  have  no 
control,"  asys  the  sheriff-elect. 

"There  are  two  condemned  murderers 
in  the  county  jail  that  are  to  soon  pay 
tho  penalty  of  death  for  their  crimes.

— the  prisoner  that  shot  Frank  Magie. 
A  revolver  was  slipped  in  to  him  in  his 
laundry — and  this  jiraciice  of  slipping 
things  to  prisoners  is  so  common  that 
I  believe  it  dangerous  to  have  access 
to  the  jail  available  from  two  separate 
sources."

In  Commerce  at  the  Port   of 
New  York. 

New  York,  Jan.  2.— The  official  re- 
turns of  the  commerce  of  the  port  of 
New  Y'ork  for  1902  show  a  material 
gain  in  the  aggregate  volume  of  busi- 
ness as  compared  with  1901.  Some  idea 
of  the  increase  may  be  had  from  the 
fact  that  nearly  $18,000,000  more  in 
duties  was  collected  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  Imports  of  merchandise, 
exclusively,  were  larger  by  about  $2S,- 
000,000,  but  domestic  merchandise  ex- 
ports declined  to  the  extent  of  $24,000,- 
000  approximately.  The  imports  of  gold 
and  silver  in  1902  was  about  $9,000,000 
less  than  in  1901.  The  exports  of  for- 
eign gold  and  silver  were  somewhat 
greater  in  1902  than  dusing  the  previous 
year,  while  exports  of  domestic  gold 
and  silver  were  in  round  numbers  $36,- 
000,000  less.

St.  Petersburg,  Tuesday,  Dec.  16.— 
(Correspondence  of  the  Associated 
Press.)— The  house  that  Ambassador 
McCormick  has  leased  here  is  offered 
for  sale  at  one-lifth  the  cost  price  of 
the  building,  without  reckoning  the 
site,  which  extends  from  the  English 
quay,  with  a  frontage  of  nearly  100 
feet,  to  the  Galernays,  the  depth  bein.g 
fully  200  feet.  The  house  is  virtually 
new,  having  been  built  le.ss  than  a 
dozen  years  ago,  and  has  scarcolj  been 
occupied  at  all.  The  owner.  Von  Bervio, 
encountered  first  domestic  and  thtii 
financial  misfortunes.  His  40,uOO,(i0u 
rouble  estate  became  entangled  in  mis- 
calculated speculations,  and  the  admin- 
istrators are  now  tr.ving  to  save  a  lithe 
of  it.  Owing  to  the  bad  state  of  affair^ 
here,  no  offers  for  the  house  have  been 
received,  and  the  administrators  have 
finally  agreed  to  lease  it  to  Mr.  McCor- 
mick. They  had  refused  Ainba.ssador 
Tower's  offer,  whhich  was  about  the 
same  as  Mr.  McCormick's,  on  the 
ground  that  intending  to  sell,  they  coui  I 
not  bind  themselves  with  a  lease.  The 
house  is  admirably  adajited  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  T^nited  States  em- 
bassy. There  are,  on  the  Galernays 
front,  three  apartments,  which  are  nov,- 
separately  let.  In  one  of  them  the  am- 
bassadors ottices  will  be  suitably  ac- 
commodated, while  the  others  will  b'.» 
available  as  lodgings  for  the  secre- 
taries. It  is  understood  the  property 
can  be  had  for  $300,000. 

The  projected  amendment  of  the  ot. 
Petersburg  municipal  statute  is  ex- 
pected to  reach  the  council  of  the  em- 
pire in  the  spring.  Contrary  to  the 
earlier  proposition's  of  tiie  ministry  of 
the  interior,  the  office  of  mayor  will 
remain  electve.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
administrative  commissions,  which 
have  more  actual  power  than  the 
mayor,  are  no  longer  to  bo  controlled 
by  the  douma,  or  municipal  council. 
The  aim  of  the  changes  appears  to  be 
to  conform  the  city  governiinent  to  the 
general  model  of  the  zemstvos.  or  pro- 
vincial self-government  organizations. 

The  douma  will,  if  these  changes  re- 
ceive the  czar's  sancvtion,  retain  little 
more  than  advisory  powers.  The  real 
government    of    the    capital    will    pa.sd 


into  the  hands  of  the  prefect  of  police. 
This  office,  under  the  direction  of 
Lieut.  Gen.  Kliegeals,  has  already  ac- 
quired many  of  the  sanctions  previously 
entrusted  exclusively  to  the  douma  and 
its  ouprava,  or  general  executive  coun- 
cil. Gen.  Kliegels  has  been  engaged 
for  several  years  in  a  feud  with  the 
city  government,  and  the  proposed  re- 
form is  manifestly  designed  to 
strengthen  the  power  of  his  office. 

The  senate  of  Finland  has,  undeP 
pressure  from  Governor  General 
l>obrikoff,  issued  an  order  forbidding 
the  summoning  of  any  persor*  of  ortho- 
dox confession  before  a  Finnish  court 
on  an  orthodox  church  holiday.  The 
Finns  regard  this  as  an  extreme  con- 
cession to  a  small  minority  of  the  pop- 
ulation, numbering  in  1899  only  49,000 
in  a  total  of  2,673,000.  It  is  feared  that 
the  new  measure  will  greatly  facilitate 
dilatory  practices  in  the  courts  and 
interfere  with  their  work. 

OUTRAN   TREIGHT  TRAIN. 


Horse  Kept  Ahead  of  It   For 
a  Mile. 

Richmond,  Va.,  Jan.  2.— Henry  Sack- 
elt,  president  of  the  Lynchburg  Horse 
Show  association,  had  a  remarkable 
escape  from  death  while  fox  huntinjj 
and  his  hunter.  Torch  Light,  a  prize 
winner  at  the  recent  show,  beat  a 
freight  train  in  a  clear  race  of  nearly 
a  mile. 

While  following  the  hounds  on  a 
steep  bank  ahmg  the  Southern  railway 
track  Mr.  Sackett  turned  to  find  a 
fast  running  freight  train  within  fifty 
feet  of  him. 

Without  a  moment's  hesitation  ho 
threw  himself  fiom  the  saddle  down 
the  bank.  He  held  to  the  bridle,  with 
a  view  of  pulling  the  horse  to  safety 
also.  The  horse  broke  away,  however, 
and  ran  at  record-breaking  sjieed 
ahead  of  the  train.

And  .suddenly  there  was  a  great 
earthquake,  fo  that  the  foundations  of 
the  prison-house  were  broken;  and  im- 
mediately all  the  doors  were  opened, 
and  every  ones  hands  were  1  »osed. 

•'And  the  jailer  being  aroused  out  of 
sleep,  and  seeing  the  prison  dcois  open, 
drevv  his  sword,  and  was  about  to  kill 
himself,  supposing  that  the  prisoners 
had  escaped.  But  Paul  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  saying.  Do  thyseli'  no  harm; 
for  we  are  all  here.  And  he  called  for 
lights,  and  sprang  in.  and,  trembling 
for  fear,  fell  down  before  Paul  and 
Silas,  and  brought  them  out,  and  said. 
'Sirs,  what  must  I  do  to  be  saved?'  And 
they  said.  Believe  on  the  l..ord  Jesus, 
and  thou  shalt  be  saved,  thou  and  thy 
house.  And  ihey  spake  the  word  of  tn;^ 
Lord  unto  him,  with  all  that  were  in  his 
house. 

"And  he  took  them  the  same  hour  of 
the  night,  and  washed  thuir  sLripes,  and 
was  baptized,  he  and  all  his,  immedi- 
ately.

INTRODrCTORY. 

After  six  months'  study  of  the  early 
history  of  the  Hebrew  people,  we  comt: 
back  to  study  the  adolesient  ^^lowth  of 
the  most  spiritual  product  of  Judaism — 
the  Christian  chun  h. 

During  the  lirst  half  of  the  year  190J 
we  followed  the  story  of  the  planting 
of  the  church  in  Palestine,  Syria  and 
Asia  Minor,  and  now  the  thiejd  of  the 
narrative  is  taken  up  at  the  poin: 
where  the  great  apostle  to  the  Gentiles 
crossed  from  the  classic  shores  of  Troao 
to  touch  the  continent  of  Europe  on  au 
evangelizing  con<iuost  at  the  roint  from 
which  Alexander  the  Great  had  gon^i 
out  to  conquer  the  world. 

Following  the  native  bent  of  his  own 
personal  piety.  Paul  as.sociaLed  himself 
with  the  .Jewish  worshippers  of  the  city 
as  soon  as  he  arrived  in  Philippi.  As  in 
other  cities,  the  Jews  had  a  place  where 
they  were  wont  to  resort  for  prayer. 
This  place  was  by  the  river  side,  per- 
haps as  a  matter  of  convenience  in 
their  ceremonial  washings.  It  lias  been 
suggested  that  probably  Psalm  137:1: 
"Hy  the  rivers  of  Babylon  we  sat 
down,"  refers  to  the  practive  of  the 
-Jews  in  captivity  of  resorting  to  the 
river  side  for  religious  ceremonies  and 
worship.  The  first  convert  Paul  won  to 
the  gospel  in  Philippi  was  a  Jewish 
woman  of  Thyatira,  a  city  of  Lydia,  in 
Asia  Minor.  She  was  a  merchant  wo- 
man, who  dealt  in  purple  fabrics,  and 
was  doubtless  a  person  of  .^ome  finan- 
cial ability.  She  insisted  that  the  little 
company  of  misslonarie.s — for  Paul  was 
not  alone — take  up  their  home  in  her 
house  during  their  sojourn  in  the  city. 
The  offer  of  hospitality  was  accepted 
and  the  efforts  under  Paul's  directions 
to  spread  the  gospel  In  the  city  were 
continued  with  unabated  zeal. 

Now  Paul  was  much  troubled  from 
day  to  day,  as  he  prosecuted  his  work, 
by  a  young  woman,  who  seems  to  have 
been  a  sort  of  mentally  deran.ged  ven- 
triloquist. She  followed  Paul  and  his 
companions  about  and  cried  after  them. 
"These  men  are  the  servants  of  th^? 
most  high  God.  which  show  unlo  us  the 
way  of  salvation."  Just  as  Jesus  turned 
and  rebuked  the  demon  in  tiie  man  who 
cried  after  Him,  so  Paul,  trusting  hi 
the  power  of  Jesus,  called  upon  th? 
spirit  of  derangement  to  come  out  of 
the  girl,  that  she  might  become  sani 
and  tractable.  The  power  Inat  Jesus 
had  exercised  was  manifest  in  the  re- 
sponse to  the  call  upon  His  name,  anu 
the  girl  was  healed. 

GOSPEL  TROFBLE. 
Unscrupulous  men  had  made  use  of 
the  girl's  misfortune,  exploiting  htr 
afllictions  for  their  own  personal  g^ii'*. 
These  men  probably  turned  upon  her 
In  anger  when  they  saw  that  she  was 
no  longer  capable  of  filling  their  pock- 
ets with  gold.  Rut  they  were  fairly 
furious  against  Paul  and  Silas,  whom 
they  held  primarily  responsible  for 
what  they  deemed  their  misfortune. 
They  seized  them  with  some  violence 
and  hurried  them  to  the  general  meet- 
ing   place   of     the   people,    where     the 
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magistrates  hastily  heard  the  charge 
egainst  them,  but  listened  to  no  ue- 
fense,  and  at  once  committed  them  to 
prison  with  a  preliminary  beating  wuh 
rods.  This  is  i)robably  one  of  the  in« 
stances  referred  to  by  Paul  In  II  Cor- 
inthians 11:25.  where  he  says,  *'Thric«i 
was  I  beaten  with  rods." 

Thus  does  the  fulfillment  of  plain 
duty  and  the  following  of  new  and 
higher  ideals  often  evoke  antagonism 
on  the  part  of  those  whose  seifish  in- 
terests are  thereby  affected.  Let  a 
man  but  suggest  to  his  employer,  or 
any  person  who  has  the  shadow  oi  a 
right  to  command  his  time,  that  the 
things  required  of  him  are  inconsistent 
with  his  devotion  to  Christian  prin- 
ciples, and,  except  in  rarest  cases,  he 
will  quickly  get  an  opinion  not  veiy 
complimentary  to  his  princii>les,  for 
there  are  a  great  many  moral  principi-s 
which  all  people  accept  theoretical. y, 
whose  validity  will  receive  practical 
and  emphatic  denial  the  moment  that 
their  enforcement  curtails  revenue  or 
thwarts  personal  comfort  and  ambition. 
Yes,  the  acceptance  of  the  gospel  as  a 
practical  rule  of  life  will  often  brmg 
trouble  to  the  believer  by  forcing  upon 
his  attention  the  many  inconsistencies 
between  the  practices  and  the  pro- 
fessions of  his  life. 

But  suppose  the  duty  is  done  an  1 
opposition  threatens  one,  as  it  did 
Paul?  Shall  the  believer  retrtat  t)  a 
vantage  pont  of  worldly  safety  by  a 
renunciation  of  his  principles,  or  by 
bravely  facing  the  foe  declare  that 
high  principles  and  noble  eft'ort  to  live 
up  to  them  are  of  more  value  than  all 
the  gain  that  truculence  to  the  sordid 
spirit  of  unspiritual  times  can  pour 
into  ones  bank  account?  If  the  reli- 
gious and  moral  heroism  of  Paul  get 
any  response  in  the  believer's  breast, 
this  question  will  not  be  hard  to  an- 
swer. 

GOSPEL   JOY. 

A  jail  is  not  the  best  place  In  the 
world  t<)  induce  a  praise  meeting.  This 
is  especially  true  if  a  man  is  unjustly 
thrown  into  that  jail  by  a  power  that 
may  further  vent  its  displeasure  by  im- 
posing  suffering   and   even   death. 

But  Paul  and  Silas  knew  a  joy  tiiat 
was  capable  of  surviving  any  Inftic- 
discomfort  and  even 
death  itself.  This  is 
they  did  not  feel  the 
imprisonment  and 
was  one  of  the  most 
but  he  and  his  cf>m- 
;ht  the  spirit  of  Christ 
so  perfectly  that  they  felt  their  pres- 
ent momentary  afflictions  to  be  as 
nothing  in  comparison  with  the  eternal 
weight  of  glory  which  devotion  to 
Christian  faith  and  duty  would  bring 
them  and  those  whom  they  persuaded 
to   follow   Christ. 

They  believed  that  God  would  make 
all  their  vicissitudes  work  oat  for  His 
own  honor  and  glory,  and  I'aey  were 
seeking  to  glorify  God  in  their  Uves  and 
spirits,  which  they  had  given  to  Him. 
They  could,  therefore,  sing  the  praises 
of  God  in  the  depths  of  a  U(  man  pri- 
son, just  as  suffering  thousands  hav-^ 
praised  God  in  the  moments  v\  nen  they 
have  been  persecuted  for  Iii3  name's 
sake.  It  was  their  good  chtcr  which 
fitted  tht-m  so  well  to  be  ministers  ot 
grace  to  men  in  prison.  The  servant 
of  Christ  disqualifies  himself  for  duty 
as  soon  as  he  begins  to  complain  of 
the  inconveniences  Incident  to  hia  ser- 
vice. 

Affliction  has  often  added  e.vtra  qual- 
ity to  the  efficiency  of  Christians  by 
virtue  of  the  fortitude  and  good  cheer 
with  which  it  was  borne.  Whatever  bo- 
tide,  sing  with  joy  in  your  lijart,  is  a 
good  rule  for  the  Christian  who  aspires 
to  usefulness. 

FE.\R    AND    FAITH. 

This  Is  an  age  in  which  Christianity 

makes  its  aim  appeal  to  the  motives  of 

love  and   rationality.     But  it  Is  a  mls- 

!  taken   notion   of  spiritual    pro^iriety    to 

;  eliminate    entirely    the    appeal    to    fear. 

I  Men  must  stand  in  awe  of  God  and  of 

1  His  laws  as  a  part  of  the  guarantee  of 

i  their  good      conduct.     We      sometimos 

I  boast  that   we  have  passed  b'^yond  the 

!  cbilhood   stage   of   the    race,    and    that. 

i  therefore,    vvc   do   not    need    the   child- 

]  hood    discipline    to    bring    us    to    moral 

I  discretion.    But  the  race  still  gives  evi- 

!  dence  that  a  wholesome   fear  of  God's 

law   and   power  is  still   nedcd   to   deter 

the  children  of  the  Kingdom  Irom  their 

deeds   of   evil   and    to   encourage    their 

di.-»cipline   in    righteousness. 

The  Philippian  jailer  was  led  by  his 
fear  of  the  unseen  power  that  had 
wrought  his  possible  undoing  to  put 
himself  in  a  proper  attitude  lo  receive 
profitably  the  words  of  Paul.  Fear  is 
not  essentially  a  bad  motive  of  action, 
even  though  it  is  not  the  highest.  But 
all  j)ersons  are  not  ideal  hu.nan  beings, 
and  cannot  ije  expected  to  rtct  at  every 
moment  from  the  very  highe-.t  motives. 
Children,  and  men,  too,  hold  the  law  of 
gravitation  in  high  regard,  not  because 
they  have  learned  the  ill  co!is.e(iuences 
that  follow  the  infraction  of  that  great 
natural  'aw.  Mr.  Jacol)  Riis  has  testi- 
fied many  times  over  that  great  things 
have  been  accomplished  in  the  reform 
of  the  New  York  slums  by  the  fear  of 
laws  that  have  embodied  and  been 
backed  by  strong  public  senliiuent. 

So,  too,  men  need  to  feel  that  back  ol 
all  moral  and  spiritual  law  and  gospel 
are  the  sanctions  of  the  eternal  Father, 
whose  anger  is  terrible  as  an  army 
with  banners,  and  whose  power  aspires 
awe  which  easily  transforms  itself  into 
reverence. 

But  perhaps  some  one  says  that  the 
essence  of  Christianity  is  love,  and  th? 
gentle  graces  that  will  not  break  the 
bruised  reed  or  quench  the  smoking 
wick.  True!  but  Christ  Himself  said 
that  He  came  not  to  send  peace,  but  a 
sword — the  sword  of  discord  between 
all  evil  anii  God's  justice.  Call  it  retri- 
bution if  you  wish  to  use  theological 
terms;  but.  in  simple  language.  It  is  the 
divine  displeasure  that  han.^s  like  the 
sword  of  Damocles  over  the  head  of  all 
evil  doers. 

Happy  Is  the  day  when  that  displea- 
sure leads  every  one  to  cry  out,  "Sirs, 
what  must  I  do  to  be  saved?" 

And  thrice  beneflcient  is  the  moment 
of  fear,  if  its  cry  is  answered  with  an 
effective  admonition  to  trust  in  Christ, 
and  with  earnest  and  plain  instruction 
in  the  way  of  life.  Fear  some  Ttmo 
causes  a  startle  that  becomes  the  first 
step  in  the  pathway  that  leads  to 
heaven.

Shells  In  Time  of 

War. 


System  By  Which   Time 
Will  Be  Almost  Oblit- 
erated. 


No    Danger    of   Courier 

Falling    Into   Hands 

of  Foe. 


Washington,  Jan  2. — One  of  the  mo.^t 
Interesting  suggestions  recently  sub- 
mitted to  the  military  authorities  is 
that  made  by  Capt.  Hardin  Beverly 
Littlepage,  at  present  employed  in  the 
division  of  naval  war  records  in  the 
navy  department.  It  is  a  new  method 
in  the  forwarding  of  dispatches  in  thci 
time  of  war,  a  system  by  which  time 
will  be  no  danger  of  the  courier  falling 

into  the  hands  of  the  foe. 

The  means  is  an  ordinary  cannon, 
from  which  a  "dispatch  boom"  can  b'? 
fired  to  Phe  distance  to  which  a  shell 
Is  sent.  The  projection  Is  a  cylinder  or 
sphere  so  constructed  as  to  insure  its 
fiight,  its  explosion  at  the  proper  time, 
its  i)reaking  into  harmless  fragments 
and  at  the  .same  time  unfolding  a 
trailing  streamer  of  any  color  preferred 
containing  the  message. 

A  dispatch  at  night  could  be  made  of 
luminous  ribbon,  so  as  to  be  readily 
found  in  the  darkness,  while  the  shell 
itself  would  be  so  pyrotechnic  In  char- 
acter that  it  would  plainly  indicate  its 
course  while  in  the  sky  and  be  easily 
seen  at  its  explosion.  The  shell,  which 
can  be  timed  so  as  to  explode  at  any 
point  desired,  is  so  arranged  that  when 
explosion  takes  place  the  sides  of  the 
projectile  will  fall  apart,  releasing  the 
ribbon  on  which  the  message  is  wrltteii 
and  allowing  it  to  train  on  the  ground. 

This  method  will  obviate  the  dlflH- 
culty  which  so  hampered  both  armies 
during  the  civil  war.  Captured  couri- 
ers have  been  the  reason  of  one  branch 
of  the  army  being  delayed  or  routed 
through  their  ignorance  of  order.s 
uhich  were  intercepted,  while  the  bad 
results  of  such  orders  falling  into  the 
hanils  of  the  enemy  cannot  be  overesti- 
mateu. 

Had  the  French  during  the  siege  of 
Paris  by  the  German  army  employed 
such  methods  they  could  have  sent 
nies.-iages  over  the  heads  of  the  enemy 
right  into  the  hands  of  friends.  The 
Confederates  could  have  signaled  over 
the  Union  lines  in  the  civil  war  on 
Fort  Fisher,  while  at  the  invesiinen: 
of  Fort  Morgan,  after  Farragut's  fieot 
had  passed  inside  and  the  fort  was 
entirely  cut  off  from  the  Confederates, 
the  latter  could  have  sent  dispatch 
booms  over  the  federal  lines  without  a 
single  message  being  intercepted. 

At  present  the  navy  is  experimenting 
with  wireless  telegraphy,  which,  of 
course,  can  be  used  as  a  means  of 
communication  even  with  an  enemy 
intervening,  but  there  are  many  points 
about  the  bomb  which  render  it  effica- 
cious in  places  where  the  telegraph 
could  not  be  conveniently  utilized. 

Capt.  Littlepage  is  a  Virginian  by 
birth,  a  graduate  of  the  naval  acad- 
emy at  Annapolis  and  was  In  the  ser- 
vice of  the  government  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  civil  war,  when  he  re- 
signed his  commission  to  cast  his  lot 
with  his  native  state.  He  was  one  of 
the  crew  of  the  famous  Merrimac,  the 
building  of  which  ho  graphically  de- 
scribes. 

He  also  says  that  the  statement  so 
often  made  in  histories  and  univer- 
sally believed— that  the  Monitor  de- 
feated the  Merrimac— is  absolutel> 
without  a  vestige  of  truth,  and  that  the 
Merrimac  not  only  whipped  the  Cum- 
berland, Congress,  Minnesota.  St. 
Lawrence  and  Roanoke,  but  that  she 
gave  the  "little  cheese  box"  such  a 
shelling  that  the  latter  was  glad  to 
run  into  shallow  water,  into  which  she 
could  not  be  followed  by  the  Merrimac. 
On  being  invited  to  battle  the  next 
day  by  the  proud  victor,  the  Monitor 
drew    away,    declining    to    accept    the 

gaRe 
The  idea  of  armoring  the  Merrimac. 

he  also  states,  was  not  the  result  of  on? 
man's  thoughts,  but  the  gradual  out- 
growth of  the  suggestions  of  several 
naval  officers.  Railroad  iions.were  firs: 
used  in  their  original  state,  but  later 
on  were  taken  to  the  Tredegar  works 
In  Richmond,  where  they  were  rolled 
out.  In  this  way  they  were  fastened 
in  overlapping  style,  both  on  the  sidej 
and  top,  while  ship's  grease  was  liber- 
ally rubbed  over  all  to  facilitate  the 
glancing   of   the   balls. 

"That  the  Merrimac  was  not  de- 
feated by  the  Monitor,  but  that  the 
latter  declined  to  renew  the  contest," 
savs  Capt.  Littlepage.  "I  can  prove  by 
the  reports  of  the  captains  of  several 
of  the  federal  ships,  as  well  as  by  dis- 
patches sent  to  home  governments  by 
foreign  ships  in  our  waters." 

The  flag  of  the  Merrimac  was  brought 
home  by  Capt.  Littlepage.  but  Is  now 
owned  by  C.  F.  Gunther.  of  Chicago, 
the  famous  relic  collector,  who  re- 
moved Libby  prison  frdm  Richmond. 
Capt.  Littlepage  is  a  warm  friend  and 
classmate  of  Marmaduke.  now  in  com- 
mand of  the  Bogota,  which  is  fighi...., 
the  insurgents  in  the  interests  of  the 
Colombian  government.  The  official.^ 
of  the  Colombian  government  flr-^t 
offered  the  commission  in  their  navy 
to  Littlepage.  but  as  he  was  married. 
he  was  unable  to  accept  and  turned  it 
over  to  Marmaduke.  who.  a  bachelor, 
was  free  to  seek  his  fortune  in  any  part 
of  the  world.

0!  Issuing  Train   Orders  on 
Grand  Trunk. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald; 

The  recent  terrible  wreck  on  the 
Grand  Trunk  railway,  with  such 
shocking  lesults  to  human  life,  should 

not  be  lightly  passed  over  by  an  inllu- 
eiitial  press.  As  a  former  employe 
of  the  Grand  Trunk  railway  in  Can- 
ada, the  writer  is  prepared  to  posi- 
tively a.«sert  that  the  system  of  is-suing 
train  orders  on  the  (Jrand  Trunk  i ail- 
way  is  the  •'luosest'  of  any  railroad 
on  the  American  continent.  It  is  what 
Is  known  as  the  single  order  system 
and  li;is  long  since  been  al>olished  by 
every  railroad  of  any  prominence  in 
this  country.  With  the  double  order 
system  that  is  in  vogue  on  American 
railways,  the  Wanstead  calamity 
could  not  have  occurreil.  The  single 
order  system  i)laces  the  full  respon.sl- 
bility  on  the  operator,  who  is  often 
young  and  inexperienced,  as  well  as 
overworktxl  and  underi>aid.  The  double 
order  system,  as  used  by  ne>arly  every 
American  railway,  places  the  respon- 
sibility upon  the  conductor  and  engi- 
neer of  fach  train  interested,  as  well 
as  upon  the  operator  at  the  meeting 
point.  This  insures  the  maximum  of 
safety  to  the  traveling  public,  and  any 
road  that  does  nut  employ  this  s^'Steni 

Is  certainly  criminal  in  its  negli- 
gence. 

The  Canadian  authorities  should 
Wake  to  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  company  is  lax  in  Its  methods 
of  moving  trains,  anci  insist  that 
proper  ;ind  safe  methods  he  ado]>te  I 
before  another  Wanstead  disaster  hor- 
rifies the  world.  Public  interest  de- 
mands that  the  responsibility  for  such 
frightful  accidents  should  be  properly 
placed,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
writer  that  the  management  of  the 
Orand  Trunk  railway  is  more  respon- 
sible for  the  Wanstead  disaster  than  is 
Dispatcher  Kerr  or  Operator  Carson.

S.  F.   Fullerton   Believes 
Game  Laws  Need  Radi- 
cal Amendment. 

According  to  the  statement  of  S.  F. 
Fullerton,  state  game  warden,  who  was 
in  Duluth  yesterday,  the  movement  of 
the  Duluth  Gun  club  an<l  ItK-al  sports- 
ment  to  secure  more  leg\siatlon  on  the 
matter  of  Minnesota  game  laws,  is  in 
line  with  a  general  movement  in  which 
sportsmen  all  over  the  state  ai'e  en- 
gaging. 

Mr.  Fullerton  gives  his  support  to 
the  project.  One  of  the  most  needed 
reforms,  he  says,  is  the  appropriation 
of  a  geralor  sum  for  the  maintenance 
of  lish  hatcheries  and  \ne  hiring  of  a 
greater  number  of  deputy  game  war- 
dens. There  are  fourteen  game  war- 
dens in  the  state  now  and  they  are  all 
scattered  over  the  state  in  all  diren- 
tions  and  as  a  general  thing  ha^'«s 
more  territory  than  they  can  cover 
well. 

At  least  two  more  wardens  should 
be  placed  in  St.  Louis  county,  the 
largest  and  greatest  hunting  county  in 
the  state,  he  says. 

According  to  Mr.  Fulferton's  idea  the 
old  game  laws  should  be  worked  o\er 
entirely.  They  have  been  patche<.l  uu 
by  amendments  so  oftei.  that  they  are 
cumbersome  and  nothing  else.  Very 
extensive  legislation  on  this  subject  is 
demaded  for  the  best  preservation  of 
game. 

In  comparison  of  the  .system  of  .game 
preservation  in  this  state  and  in  Wis- 
consin. Mr.  Fullerton  believes  that 
Wisconsin  has  by  far  the  be.st  of  It.  He 
favors  the  coupon  system  now  used  in 
some  states  instead  oi  the  absolute  la\t 
that  no  game  can  be  shipped  out  of 
the  state  by  outside  hunters.  Under 
this  system  coupons  are  issued  with 
the  licenses  to  hunt  and  each  of  these 
coupons  will  allow  the  hunter,  If  he 
comes  from  a  different  state,  to  ship 
one  deer   to   his   home. 

He  belie\es  this  is  no  more  than 
fair  to  the  hunters  who  come,  some  of 
them  fiom  the  far  East  to  hunt.  After 
they  have  bagged  an  animal  or  two 
they  are  unable  to  take  them  home  to 
their  friends,  even  after  they  have  jjaid 
a  considerable  sum  to  be  allowed  to 
hunt. 

The  state  warden  is  entirely  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  action  of  Minnesotn 
sportsmen  in  desiring  to  affect  legis- 
lation on  the  points  which  concern 
them  most.  It  is  expected  that  the 
local  sportsmen,  who  intend  to  draw 
ui>  resolutions  which  they  will  request 
the  warden  to  emluxly  in  his  report  to 
the  legislature,  will  find  a  hearty  co- 
operator  in  the  waiden  himself.

Will  Reach  Andrew  Carn- 
egie's Home  In  Forty 
Years. 


New  York,  Jan.  2.— The  town  was 
shaken  up  last  week,  but  it  was  neither 
by  dynamite  explo.sk)n,  tunnel  blast 
nor  earthquake.  Fifth  avenue  was  the 
scene  of  the  trouble.  The  social 
scene  shifted  itself,  by  great  effort, 
another  block  northward,  and  now  the 
corner  of  Fifth  avenue  and  Fifty-sec- 
ond street,  socially  speaking,  is  the 
center  of  New  York. 

Who  dwells  there.  In  the  big,  gray, 
chateau-looking  home  that  is  one  of 
the  avenue's  best-known  landmarks? 
W.  K.  Vanderbilt,  Sr.  In  a  word,  Mr. 
Vanderbilt  has  less  traveling  to  do 
than  any  other  member  of  the  smart 
set  in  New  York  to  reach  any  place  of 
social  entertainment  In  New  Yurk.  His 
house  is  the  social  center. 

This  compliment  has  been  paid  Mr. 
Vanderbilt  by  the  Social  Register,  the 
arbiter  of  all  that  is  fashionable.  More 
than  two  decade.s  ago,  when  the  house 
was  built,  Mr.  Vanderbilt,  geograph- 
ically speaking,  was  beyond  the  pale, 
because  the  social  center  was  then  at 
Thirty-fourth  street,  and  he  was  eigh- 
teen blocks  away. 

"The  social  center  of  New  York's 
prominent  families  advances  uptown 
at  the  rate  of  one  block  per  annum," 
says  the  cojnpiler  of  the  Social  Regis- 
ter, and  his  word  is  law. 

Next  year  Mr.  Vanderbilt  will  be  a 
block  south  of  that  eminently  de- 
sirable point.  Last  year  he  was  a 
block  to  the  north.  The  center  was 
then  at  Fifty-first  street,  in  the  house 
of  George  Vanderbilt.  his  younger 
brother.  In  19iX>  It  was  at  Fiftieth 
street.  In  1898  it  was  between  Forty- 
fourth  and  Forty-fifth  streets:  In  1S96 
it  was  between  Forty-fourth  a.'d 
Forty-third  streets,  which  located  the 
social  center  in  the  home  of  R.  T. 
AVilson,  whose  daughter  was  married 
that  year  to  Cornelius  Vanderbilt. 

In  1S91,  according  to  the  same  statis- 
tician, the  social  center  was  at  Thirty- 
seventh  street.  In  1880  it  was  at  Thir- 
ty-fourth street.  In  1876  at  Madison 
square,  in  1870  at  Twenty-third  street. 
In  1866  at  at  Fourteenth  street,  in  1856 
at  Washington  place,  and  in  the  '40s  at 
Bond  street. 

Before  that  there  were  other  social 
centers— Chambers  street.  State  street. 


Battery  place.  The  Battery  was  the 
Central  park  of  those  days,  and  to 
live  above  W^all  street  was  to  admit 
one's  self  no  Kmckerbocker. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  rate  of  ad- 
vancement is  kept  up,  the  social  centei 
will  soon  be  above  Central  park.  In 
twenty  years  it  will  reach  Seventy- 
second  street.  In  forty  years  Andrew 
Carnegie's  superb  mansion  will  be  New 
York's  .so(  iai  center,  just  about  the 
time  that  his  little  daughter,  who  owns 
the  great  himie,  will  be  intrudu<ing 
daughters  of  her  own.  In  scventy-tive 
years  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth 
street  will  take  Fifth  avenue's  place, 
and  when  the  next  century  dawns  so- 
ciety will  find  itself  in  the  borough  of 
the  Bronx. 

The  two  institutions  that  have  evei 
marched  northward  with  the  social 
center  are  the  Union  club  and  Delmon- 
ico's.  The  I'nion  club  is  the  most  ex- 
clusive organization  of  the  kind  in  tlie 
country;    Delmonicu's   is  unique. 

When  the  Battery  was  New  York's 
park,  Del's  was  at  South  William  an  1 
Hanover  streets.  There  the  famous 
Frenchman  who  gave  the  place  ts 
name  started  in  business.  When  the 
town  moved  north,  along  went  Del's  to 
Chambers  street,  alon,:?  went  the  men 
who  wore  stocks,  insufferably  high  col-

W^ashlngton 
square,  of  all  the  old  centers,  holds 
desperately  to  its  place  and  has  beate" 
the  '20s,  once  the  pride  of  New  York.

Noyos  in  the  current  numlier  of 
the  Forum.  After  alluding  to  the  agree- 
able owners,  he  directs  attention  to  four 
other  facts  that  stand  out  In  sharp  relief. 
The  exploitation  of  Industry  by  American 
capital  has,  for  the  time  at  least,  been 
greatly  overdone.  The  banks  have  had 
to  be  publicly  warned,  by  the  highest  of- 
ficers in  the  government's  linandal  ad- 
ministnition.  that  tliey  were  going  too 
fast  in  etxending  facilities  of  credit.  E.x- 
Istence  of  very  substantial  blocks  of  new 
secutitles,  as  yet  unsold  by  their  under- 
writers, has  been  proved  by  various  Inci- 
dents on  the  farket.  Finally,  the  returns 
of  foreign  trade  have  shown  that,  to  some 
extent  at  least,  our  high  level  of  prices 
has  put  our  marKcts  out  of  joint  with 
markets  of  the  outside  world,  and  has 
impeded  the  normal  action  of  internation- 
al exchange.  A  glance  at  these  four  un- 
favorable points  in  the  situation  will, 
Mr.  Noyes  contends,  show  that  they  may 
may  be  corrected  by  all  but  automatic 
processes.  The  proposed  change  of  the 
basis  of  bank  note  issues  from  govern- 
ment bonds  to  the  assets  of  the  banks 
would  undoubtedly  remove  some  trou- 
ble!»ome  factors  in  the  situation.  It  would 
hardly  remove,  however,  the  factors  just 
recited.  Excessive  demands  on  capital; 
too  rapid  Increase  in  extension  of  credit 
facilities  to  other  quarters  than  normal 
trade;  too  large  a  reliance  on  the  im- 
mediate absorbing  "ower  of  Am-erlcan 
Investors;  and  too  stubborn  a  mainten- 
ance of  high  prices  IJor  commodities. 
when  prices  In  the  outside  world  have 
been  lowered— these  obstacles  to  tlnan- 
Iclal  equilibrium,  if  they  really  exist, 
must  he  removed  by  other  agencies  than 
legislation.  They  have  already  been  re- 
moved, in  part,  by  the  action  of  the 
m.irkets.  Consequently,  the  financial  out- 
look must  be  regarded  as  much  better 
than  it  appears  at   the  first  glance. 

The  coming  con- 
test over  the  con-  Warship 
etruction  of  two  BuHding  Con- 
warships,  one  by  ^^^^^ 
the  government  at 
the  Brooklj-n  navy- 
yard  and  the  other  by  the  Newport  News 
Shipbuilding  compaiiy,  to  which  refer- 
ence was  made  recently  by  The  Herald' s 
Washington  correspondent,  will  be  more 
than  one  of  cost  of  building.  It  will  be  a 
thorough  test  of  the  8-hour  spstem  of  the 
government  and  the  longer  day  prevailing 
In  private  shipyards.  It  will  prove  in 
reality  a  contest  between  labor  and  cap- 
ital. The  private  contractors  declare  that 
they  can  construct  better  ships  at  less 
cost  In  a  10-hour  day  than  the  eovernraent 
working  on  an  8-hour  basis  and  handi- 
capped as  they  are  by  the  many  restric- 
tions which  labor  organizations  have 
thrown  about  such  work.  The  labor 
leaders  argue  tliat  eight  hours  Is  a  prop- 
er day's  work,  and  men  whose  daily  toil 
Is  limited  to  that  time  can  accomplish 
more  than  equally  as  good  workmen  who 
are  required  to  labor  ten  hours  per  delm. 
To  determine  the  valuo  of  these  argu- 
ments by  labor  leader."!,  congress  during 
the  last  session  authorized  the  navy  de- 
"  --^tmcnt  to  build  one  of  the  baltledbipa 


provided  for  in  the  laat  naval  appropri- 
ation bill  in  a  government  navy  yard, 
and  allowed  to  the  secretary  of  the  navy 
the  sum  of  $175,000  to  equip  the  yards  for 
the  construction  of  the  vesseL  The  act 
requires  the  secretary  of  the  na\Tr  to  keep 
an  accurate  account  In  every  respect  of 
the  cost  of  these  vessels  whether  built  in 
government  yards  or  by  contract,  and 
upon  completion  of  them  to  furnish  a  full 
and  detailed  statement  showing  the  rela- 
tive cost  of  the  vessels  built  in  govern- 
ment yards  and  those  constructed  by  pri- 
vate contract.  In  spite  of  the  contidence 
of  the  naval  people  they  will  have  an  ex- 
ceedingly hard  job  on  their  hands  to  make 
an  eqpal  showing  with  the  private  con- 
tractors. In  constructing  ships  it  Is  cus- 
tomary to  take  advantage  of  the  long 
hours  of  daylight  in  summer  to  make  up 
for  deficiency  in  that  respect  during  the 
winter,  a  custom  which  prevails  in  all 
private  shipyards,  but  which  the  naN-y 
department  prevented  f^om  following. 
Under  such  circumstances  it  will  be  al- 
most an  impossibility  for  the  navy  yard 
to  complete  the  Connecticut  by  the  time 
the  Louisiana  is  finished.  In  addition, 
it  must  be  considered  that  the  fifteen 
days'  annual  leave  with  pay.  which  Is 
granted  to  every  employe  in  government 
navy  yards  will  be  charged  in  the  ex- 
penses in  constructing  the  vessel  and  will 
further  tend  to  delay  its  comi>letion. 
Whatever  the  result  the  contest  will  be 
pretty  likely  to  furnish  some  valuable  in- 
formation on  several  disputed  points. 

THE  PRIMARY  LAW. 

It  is  generallly  understood  that  .sev- 
eral amendments  to  the  primary  elec- 
tion law  will  be  proposed  at  the 
coining  session  of  congress  and  that 
its  opponents  will  try  to  secure  its  re- 
peal. It  is  hardly  likely  that  the 
attempt  to  repeal  the  law  will  prove 
successful,  in  view  of  the  strong  pub- 
lic sentiment  in  favor  of  the*  system 
of  direct  nominations  in  preference  to 
the  old  caucus  and  convention  svstem. 
It  is  probable,  however,  that  the  law 
will  be  amended  in  several  respects, 
with  a  view  of  improving  it.  The 
statute  revision  commission  will,  it  is 
announced,  report  the  primary  elec- 
tion law  back  to  the  legislature  with 
a  recommendation  that  all  tickets  be 
printed  on  a  blanket  ballot— the  cen- 
tral idea  of  this  being  to  preserve  the 
secrecy  of  the  ballot,  as  no  voter  will 
be  required  to  declare  his  political  af- 
filiations. Many  men  now  refuse  to 
take  part  in  the  primary  election  be- 
cause they  are  averse  to  declaring 
their  party  political  predilections. 
Whether  their  objections  to  this  fea- 
ture of  the  law  as  it  now  stands  are 
sound,  and  whether  the  system  would 
be  improved  by  making  the  change 
they  desire,'  is  a  debatable  question.  It 
is  undoubtedly  true  that  when  a  man 
is  required  to  state  for  which  political 
party  he  voted  at  the  previous  elec- 
tion, the  secrecy  of  the  ballot  is  en- 
tirely destroyed.  For  this  reason  the 
blanket  ballot  will  be  a  good  idea. 

Other  amendments  are  proposed 
which  are  not  so  good.  For  instance, 
the  St.  Paul  Globe  urges  an  amend- 
ment requiring  "that  the  candidate 
receiving  the  nomination  must  in  all 
cases  secure  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  of  ail  the  candidates  for  the  par- 
ticular ofTice."  This  is  an  absurd 
amendment  on  its  face,  because  it 
would  take  two  primary  elections  on 
nearly  every  otHce.  If  there  were 
three  candidates  and  neither  one  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast, 
a  second  election  would  be  necessary. 
Tiiere  are  too  many  elections  now,  arr" 
the  people  would  object  to  this  pro- 
posed increase  in  the  number.  There 
would  be  no  benefit  derived  from  such 
a  provision.  A  plurality  of  votes  elects 
to  an  office;  why  should  not  plurality 
be  sufficient  to  nominate? 

Equally  nonsensical  is  the  sug- 
gestion by  the  same  paper  that  the  fil- 
ing fee  be  increased  from  $10  to  a 
minimum  of  $50.  It  contends  that  by 
raising  the  fee.  the  e\il  would  be 
avoided  "of  a  host  of  candidates  pos- 
sessing no  recognized  fitness  for  the 
position  they  aspire  to,  and  who  are 
induced  to  enter  tlie  contest  chiefly 
on  account  of  the  lowness  of  the  fee 
charged."  A  greater  evil  would  be 
produced— that  of  limiting  the  con- 
test to  those  able  to  pay  the  higher 
lee,  tlius  sliutting  out  many  poor  but 
worthy  men.  In  some  sections  of  the 
state  complaint  is  made  now  that  tlie 
$10  fee  is  too  high,  and  it  has  been 
proposed  to  cut  it  down  to  $5.  This 
would  be  a  more  sensible  procedure 
tlian  to  increase  it  to  $50  or  even  $20. 

The  Herald  believes  that  the  prin- 
ciple of  direct  nominations  has  come 
to  say  and  it  would  be  sorry  to  see  the 
law  amended  in  any  way  that  would 
restrict  the  number  of  candidates  or 
destroy  any  of  its  excellent  provisions 
which  enable  the  people  to  say  who 
shall  be  the  party  candidates. 


from  the  assay  offlcea  to  the  mints, 
besides  all  the  other  losses  of  the  pur- 
chasi  :  agency  system.  These  agencies 
are  situated  at  Deadwood,  St.  Louis, 
Helena,  Seattle,  Boise.  Carson  and 
Charlotte.  The  last-named  assay  office 
took  in  last  year  about  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars'  worth  of  gold,  mostlj- 
from  Georgia,  which  could  have  been 
expressed  to  Philadelphia  for  only  a 
trifiing  amount  more  than  it  cost  to 
send  it  to  Charlotte.  The  expenses  of 
keeping  up  the  establishment,  with  its 
corps  of  officers,  formed  an  unnecessary 
percentage  of  the  amount  of  coin  which 
it  transhipped. 

The  New  Orleans  mint  has  held 
about  the  same  relation  to  the  minting 
system  that  the  assay  offices  have  to 
our  general  needs.  It  cost  last  year 
$2.59,000  to  run  it,  besides  the  express 
charge  on  the  bullion  shipped  to  it  for 
coinage  from  the  vaults  of  the  Phila- 
delphia mint.  The  New  Orleans  peo- 
ple, as  a  matter  of  local  pride,  have 
been  very  insistent  that  this  mint 
should  be  retained,  and  had  it  been  a 
Republican  city  in  a  Republican  state 
they  would  probably  have  had  intluence 
enough  to  accomplish  this  purpose. 
They  almost  succeeded  as  it  was.  The 
house  committee,  instead  of  throwing 
out  the  appropriation  altogether,  reach- 
ed an  understanding  with  the  Louisi- 
ana members  that  they  would  not  ask 
for  its  continuance  If  by  the  end  of 
another  year  the  situation  showed  no 
improvement,  and  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury  .still  recommended  its  aboli- 
tion. Whether  they  can  do  better  with 
the  senate  remains  to  be  seen.  The 
plan  is  to  convert  it  into  an  assay 
office,  which,  though  unnecessary, 
would  entail  much  less  expense.  If 
this  change  is  carried  Into  effect  it 
will  be  a  most  notable  triumph  of 
legislation.  To  cut  off  a  third  of  a 
million  dollars  of  useless  expense  is 
about  equivalent  as  a  legislative  task 
to  the  increase  of  ten  millions  a  year  in 
legitimate  expenses.  There  are  hun- 
dreds of  useless  expenditures  of  the 
government,  and  a  reformation  of  the 
whole  thing  would   be  a  blessing. 


USELESS  OFFICES. 

An  excellent  illustration  of  how  well 
the  members  of  congress  look  out  for 
their  own  districts  is  found  in  tlie  case 
of  the  New  Orleans  mint,  which 
seems  at  last  to  be  in  a  fair  way  Lo 
be  abolished.  The  conditions  surround- 
ing this  case  show  the  inertia  of  con- 
gress and  the  habit  of  letting  things  in 
tliat  line  alone  until  public  clamor 
against  them  becomes  too  strong.  For 
sixty  years  the  New  Orleans  mint  has 
been  relatively  useless.  An  attempt 
to  abolish  the  assay  offices,  most  of 
which  are  a  distinct  waste  of  public 
money,  has  not  succeeded,  tlieir  friends 
being  too  strong  at  present. 

With  three  mints  in  operation  at 
such  convenient  points  as  San  Fran- 
cisco, on  the  Pacific  coast;  Denver,  in 
the  mountain  region,  and  Philadelphia, 
on  the  Atlantic  coast,  there  is  no  need 
whatever  of  the  United  States  govern- 
ment's supporting  agencies  for  the 
purchase  of  bullion  in  different  parts  of 
the  country.  With  the  exception  of 
the  one  in  New  York,  which  answers 
a  real  use  because  of  the  importance 
of  the  gold  movements  there,  the  assay 
offices  are  unnecessary.  Bullion  is 
coined  free  of  charge,  and  there  is  no 
good  reason  why  the  persons  present- 
ing It  for  that  purpose  should  not 
ship  it  to  the  mint;  their  expenses  in 
doing  so  would  be  only  a  trifle  more 
than  shipping  to  the  assay  offices,  and 
yet  the  government  pad  $75,000  last  year 
In  express  charges  in  carrying  bullion 


a  VALUABLE    EDUCATOR. 

Professor  W.  H.  Lynch,  principal  of 
the  Mountain  Grove,  Mo.,  schools,  has 
been  telling  why  newspapers  should  ba 
read  in  schools.  He  subscribes  to  sev- 
enty newspapers,  and  every  Friday 
morning  the  pupils  in  liis  schools  read 
from  them  and  are  retiuired  to  tell  the 
news  they  have  been  reading.  Profe.ssor 
Lynch  says: 

"This  plan  is  as  useful  as  others  In 
promoting  mental  discipline,  and  the 
pupil  comes  into  contact  with  ths 
world.  The  ob.servant  instructor  will 
quickly  discern  the  bent  of  mind  of  his 
charges  by  this  means.  It  also  keeps 
them  in  touch  with  progress,  for  what 
IS  more  progressive  than  the  news- 
paper? The  newspaper  is  the  most 
valuable  agent  for  prosperity  and  prog- 
ress in  the  community.  It  is  a  boon 
to  civilization,  a  promoter  of  education 
and  the  motive  power  of  enterprise  and 
progress.  Take  the  newspapers,  pay 
for  them  and  read  them.  Our  motto 
should  be:  'The  newspapers  and  the 
public  schools  are  the  universities  oC 
the  people.'  " 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  young  peopie 
educate*^  by  these  methods  should  grow 
up  to  be  practical,  successful,  moral 
men  and  women,  well  equipped  to  fight 
life's  battle.  Tlie  boy  or  girl  debarred 
from  reading  newspapers  will  grow  up 
with  a  narrow  and  false  view  of  life. 
No  education  is  complete  without  a 
course  of  newspaper  reading,  and  the 
Missouri  principal's  method  could  be 
adopted  with  benefit  in  every  school  in 
the  country.

The  delegation  also  informed  the 
mayor  that  If  the  order  against  the 
machines  would  be  revoked,  they 
'Would  see  that  a  regulation      against 


playing    by    minors    was 
forced. 

The  mayor  heard  their 
and  assured  thu  delegation  that  he 
would  give  the  mutter  full  consider- 
ation— making  an  invtstigation  of  the 
slot  machine  business  in  all  its  phases, 
before  giving  his  answer. 

The  playing  of  slot  machines  by 
mlnois  di<l  more  than  anything  else  to 
bring  about  the  order  for  their  sup- 
pression, though  at  the  time  the  order 
went  out  there  was  a  general  uprising 
against  all   minor  forms   of   gambling. 

It  was  contended  by  church  people 
and  people  that  were  not  church  goers 
that  the  machines  instilled  a  ganibling 
spirit  in  young  boys  and  was  an  incen- 
tive to  teach  them  to  smoke  and  ac- 
quire other  habits  more  vicious. 

The  administration  considered  these 
points  well  taken  and  Chief  Troyer 
succeeded  in  suj)pressing  every  ma- 
chine in  the  city  within  forty-flve 
minutes. 

The  cigar  dealers  saw  right  away 
tha  there  was  going  to  be  a  falling  off 
in  business,  but  tt>ok  it  as  a  matter  of 
course  and  made  no  protest. 

They  had  no  idea,  however,  that 
their  business  would  fall  off  to  the  ex- 
tent that  it  has. 

One  of  the  delegation  appearing  be- 
fore the  mayor  said  that  the  merchants 
did  not  ask  for  an  unrestricted  slot 
machine  trade,  but  were  willing  to 
abide  by  strict  regulations  which  would 
bar  out  minors  and  remove  the  prin- 
cipal objection  that  was  raised  at  the 
time  of  their  suppression.

Reports  From  Philippines 

Regarding  War  on 

the  Friars. 

Washington,  Jan.  2.— A  Washington 
speciai  to  the  Tribune  says:  Detailed 
reports  just  received  at  the  war  de- 
partment from  Governor  Taft  indicate 
that  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  more 
particularly  the  island  of  Luzon,  will 
soon  be  the  scene  of  an  extraordinary 
religious  warfare.  It  has  been  a  care- 
fully guarded  secret  at  the  war  depart- 
ment for  some  time  that  the  diiTeronces 
of  opinion  over  the  Spanish  friars  must 
sooner  or  later  become  acute. 

According  to  the  advices  r*jw  in  hand, 
the  most  serious  results  are  feared. 
There  is  impending  a  general  rebellion, 
not  at  all  against  the  power  of  the 
United  States,  but  for  the  purpose  of 
driving  out  the  Spanish  friars  without 
much  regard  for  law.  There  has  been 
organized  recently  in  the  island  of 
Luzon  a  separate  church,  which  iri 
some  ways  is  modeled  after  the  Church 
of  England.  The  members  of  the  new 
organization  are  now  entirely  loyal  to 
the  I'nited  States.  How  long  they 
will  remain  so  is  another  matter.  They 
have  taken  the  ground  that  the  parish 
churches  of  the  island  were  built  by 
the  people  themselves,  and  are  their 
property  rather  than  that  of  the  Cath- 
olic church  or  of  the  various  orders  of 
friars  who  have  represented  the  church 
in  the  island. 

In  many  of  the  villages  the  new  or- 
ganization, which  calls  itself  the  Na- 
tional Filipino  church,  has  seized  upon 
the  parish  buildings,  and  Is  conducting 
religious  services  in  them  to  the  com- 
plete exclusion  of  the  friars.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  new  organization,  headed 
by  Senor  Buencamlno,  have  appealed 
to  Governor  Taft  and  have  demanded 
that  the  United  States  shall  fortify 
them  in  their  possession  of  the  parlsli 
churches. 
The  new  organization  Is  now  headed 


by  an  excommunicated  Catholic  priest. 
Father  Aglipay,  who  formerly  served 
with  the  insurgents  and  who  has  been 
proclaimed  archbishop.  He  has  Lssued 
a  manifesto,  which  has  had  an  extra- 
ordinary effect  throughout  the  country, 
and  the  reports  received  here  seem  to 
show  that  the  new  church  has  caught 
the  fancy  of  the  natives. 

The  seizure  of  the  parLsh  churchco 
does  not  directly  concern  the  questifii 
of  the  agricultural  lands  which  form- 
erly belonged,  or  were  claimed  to  be- 
long, to  the  friars.  That  matter  is  now 
being  negotiated  between  Governor 
Taft  and  the  Catholic  authorities.  The 
nev.-  church  organization  is  seeking  to 
control  the  historic  church  edilice.-i 
only,  and  from  present  appearances  it 
will  take  a  military  guard  in  front  of 
every  church  to  prevent  their  doing 
this. 

The  regular  Catholic  archbishop  of 
Manila  has  also  appealed  to  Governor 
Taft,  and  has  demanded  that  the 
United  States  forces  should  drive  out 
the  rebellious  priests  from  eveiy 
parish  church.  Neither  side  to  this  bit- 
ter religious  dispute  seems  to  have  tiie 
slightest  idea  as  yet  of  the  actual  neu- 
trality of  the  United  States  governmen: 
in  all  religious  matters.  They  persist 
in  believing  that  Governor  Taft  will 
sooner  or  later  establish  one  church  or 
the  other  and  back  it  up  with  bayonets. 
He  has  told  both  parties  to  the  disput-. 
that  they  must  appeal  to  the  ccourta 
and  abide  by  the  decisions  of  the  civil 
tribunal.  In  this  action  he  has  been 
upheld  by  the  war  department. 

Secretary  Root  has  informed  the  gov- 
ernor that  his  position  of  absolute  neu- 
trality between  the  warring  factions  U 
cordially  approved.  Nevertheless,  the 
latest  reports  show  that  serious  dis- 
turbces  and  po.ssibly  fatal  riots  are 
likely  to  ensue  at  almost  any  minute. 
Thus  far  the  anti-friar  element,  which 
is  practically  the  same  as  the  old  in- 
surgents, professes  the  most  profound 
loyalty  to  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  and  declares  that  Its 
opposition  to  the  friars  arises  chiefly 
from  the  fact  that  the  religious  orders 
always  have  been  and  always  will  be 
opposed  to  progress  and  education  in 
the  Philippine  islands. 

The  situation  is  causing  a  great  dfeal 
of   anxiety   here,    because   it   Is   feared 


that  one  party  or  the  other  will  l>ecoTno 
embroiled  with  the  government  of  the 
United  States  in  some  way.  It  is  rec- 
ognized that  a  bitter  religious  warfare, 
coming  just  at  this  time,  will  neces- 
sarily prove  fatal  to  the  many  schemes 
of  good  government,  and  will  at  leaht 
delay  the  political  regeneration  of  the 
islands,  even  if  it  does  not  result  iu 
armed  conflict  once  more.

Taken  Up  In  Quiet 

Way. 


May     Not     Be     Sprung 

For  Some  Littie 

Time. 


The  new  year  opens  with  the  possi- 
fiility  that  its  closing  will  see  a  new 
niuniipal  and  county  building  under 
way. 

Overcrowded  offices  and  scarcity  of 
vault  room  has  started  what  appears 
to  be  a  deternriried  move  for  bettor 
conditions. 

It  is  urged  that  the  city  and  county 
together  could  erect  a  building,  located 
conveniently,  that  would  be  able  to 
take  care  of  the  business  of  county 
and  city  oHices  for  the  next  fifty  yeans. 

The  project  has  been  discussed  in  a 
quiet  way  at  seveial  gatherings  re- 
cently, but  as  yet  those  ir»ierested 
have  not  taken  the  public  into  their 
confidence. 

One  of  the  promoters  says  that  it 
may  be  several  months  before  the  com- 
plete innns  are  leudy  for  general  pub- 
lic consideration,  but  from  the  talks 
he  has  had  with  business  men  and  tax- 
payers th'-ie  should  be  littie  opjiosition 
to  the  scheme,  providiiig  the  building 
and  property  can  be  secured  at  a  rea- 
sonable price. 

Up  to  the  present  stage,  tho.se  in- 
terest(-d  have  no  idea  of  the  cost  of 
such  a  building.  An  entire  block  of 
property  is  desired,  and  First  street  or 
Second  street-  locations  are  talked  of 
in  a  scattering  way.  but  there  is  noth- 
ing more  defiDite  in  regard  to  the  lo,  a- 
tion  than  there  is  to  the  plans  of  the 
structure. 

One  puldic  officer  says  that  the  at- 
torneys and  business  men  complain  of 
the  distanee  of  both  the  court  house 
and  city  hall  from  the  businet-s  center, 
and  desire  the  public  oHiccs  to  be 
grouped  in  one  building  within  a  few 
minutes"  walk  of  their  otfices. 

The  city  hall  is  so  overcrowded  that 
from  time  to  time  the  city  otllc  rs  have 
been  talking  of  building  an  additional 
story  to  the  present  building. 

Building  experts  that  have  been  con- 
sulted say  that  such  a  plan  would  be 
dangerous,  though  the  present  building 
was  constructed  originally  with  th; 
idea  of  adding  two  more  floors  when 
the  growth  of  the  city  should  demand 
it. 

The  court  house  is  said  to  be  all 
right  except  for  about  two  thou>-and 
and  sixty-eight  things,  and  it  is  po.-s- 
sibie  that  from  now  on  the  efforts  to 
get  motley  for  a  new  court  house  will 
be  merged  with  an  effort  to  get  an 
appro},!  i.' lion  from  the  city. 

The  icunty  has  ;i  levy  of  $.")0.000  this 
year  as  a  starrer  for  the  court  house 
fund,  and  on  that  basis  might  easily 
float  a  $3(Kj,(HtO  short- iime  bond  issue.

Later,  when  she  returned  to 
I'ari.^  he  seized  her  trunk  at  the  Motel 
Chatham,  whidi,  before  she  d'p:irt*.d  for 
Clierliiin-g,  she  ordered  to  be  taken  to 
Cook's  stofjigi'  di  pot.

Built   By   Germans    and 

English  In  Venezuela 

Were  Costly. 

New  York.  Jan.  2.— The  Germarw  and 
English   built   Venezuela's  railways. 

The  first  project  was  for  a  railroad 
from  Puerto  Cabeilo  to  San  Felipe  and 
Baniuisimeto,  up  the  valley  of  the 
Yaracuy.  The  projectors  of  this,  after 
the  engineers  had  examined  the  pre- 
liminary belt  of  swamp  land  and  river 
district,  found  it  necessary  to  capital- 
ize at  111,000.000.  This  was  too  steep 
even  for  Venezuela,  where  $50,000  a 
mile  is  not  thought  to  be  an  excessive 
capitalization  for  a  railroad,  but  to 
be  rather  an  evider>ce  of  financial  abil- 
ity on  the  part  of  the  projectors. 
Therefore,  this  project  and  a  second 
one.  with  the  same  object,  failed.  The 
next  Was  the  railroad  from  La  Guayra 
to  Caracas,  which  is  regarded  as  a 
great  engineering  work  in  Venezuela, 
and  is  really  within  the  limits  of  Eng- 
lish knowledge,  an  achievement.  Then 
followed  the  English  road  from  Puerto 
Cabeilo  to  Valencia,  and  then  a  moifu- 
nieni  of  engineering  ability  and  finan- 
cial stupidity,  the  German  road  from 
Valecia  to  Caracas.  These  three  roads 
are  the  principal  roads,  arid  the  only  | 
ones  except  three  small  affairs.  They  I 
are  less  than  200  miles  long  and  are  i 
capitalized  at  a  little  more  than  $20,000. 
This  capitalization,  applied  under 
American  direction,  would  have  given 
Venezuela  at  least  600  miles  of  road, 
a  uniform  system  opening  up  splendid 
tracts,  DOW  untouched,  and  perhaps 
have  completed  an  interior  line  back 
of  the  coast  mountains  to  the  Orinoco. 

These  roads  are  not  only  constructed 
on  European  lines,  with  splendid  and 
unnecessary  rock-ballasted  roadbeds, 
but  they  are  equipped  and  managed  in 
the  same  way. 

On  the  great  German  road  the  air- 
brake has  been  adopted,  and  an  at- 
tempt at  American  trucks.  But  on  no 
one  of  these  roads  is  the  American 
theory  of  a  railroad  understood  a:id 
applied.  The  result  in  a  financial  way 
is  striking.  The  La  Guayra-Caracas 
road  pays,  but  not  more  than  half  what 


it    should.      The    German    road    barely 
pay.s    expenses. 

The  Puerto  Cabeilo- Valencia  road 
relies  on  a  government  guarantee  tJ 
pay  divil.nrs  on  its  stock,  and  when 
it  does  noi  get  it.  it  does  not  pay  this, 
although  the  freight  rates  are  enor- 
mously high  and  first-class  passengers 
pay  10  cents  a  mile.

MYSTERIOUS 


Man  of  Los  Angeles  May 
Be  Guyon,  a  Coun- 
terfeiter. 

Dayton,   Ohio,   Jan.   2.— Charles   Hill, 

alias  "Salem  Charles,"  the  old  man  who 

died  some  months  a^  in  Los  Angeles, 

Cal.,     without    any    known    heirs    to 

claim  the  $143,000  in  cash  left  by  him, 
is  believed  to  have  been  Jim  Gujon, 
a  famous  counterfeiter  of  nearly  llf- 
leen  years  ago.  Local  authorities  ac- 
quainted with  the  history  of  Guyon  are 
inclined  to  think  tluit  Hill  and  Guyon 
were  one  and  the  same  man.  The 
alleged  will,  which  was  presented  m 
the  Los  Angeles  courts  by  Airs.  Gert- 
rude Delggs.  in  which  she  laid  claim 
to  Hill's  fortune,  sii^^nglheins  this  be- 
lief. 

Jim  Guyon  wa.9  one  of  the  most 
famous  counterfeiters  ever  known  in 
this  country.  His  operations  were 
confined  principally  tu  the  Slates  of 
Ohio.  Indiana  and  Illinois.  He  dis- 
appeared from  the  ken  of  the  United 
States  authorities  on  July  19,  1889,  after 
a  sensational  battle  with  United  States 
se<  ret  service  offlcei-s. 

Nelson  Deigg«,  the  woman's  hus- 
band, came  to  Dayton  four  years  after 
he  had  been  released  from  the  Joiiet 
(111.)  pentiientiary,  where  he  had 
served  fourteen  years.  He  built  a 
road  house,  which  he  called  the  United 
States  hotel.  This  was  located  near 
the  National  Soldiers'  home. 

The  old  man  married  a  young  girl. 
She  was  pretty  and  was  sharp  and 
quick-wittetl.  Bad  money  became 
plentiful  in  that  vicinity  and  John  S. 
Bell,  then  chief  of  the  .<;ecret  service 
bureau  of  the  United  States,  went  to 
Dayton.  Deiggs  being  under  suspicion. 
Bell  spent  almost  three  months  at  the 
Deiggs  house  and  finally  made  a  deal 
with  Deiggs  for  bad  money.  Mrs. 
Deiggs  showed  him  how  the  bad 
money  was  made.  Deiggs  had  only  $10,- 
000  worth  of  bad  money  on  hand,  and 
Bell  wanted  more.  Deiggs  then  brought 


Jim  (Juyon  into  the  deal  in  order  to 
furnish  more  money  for  Hell,  who  had 
agreed  to  pay  33  cents  on  the  dollar 
for  it.  The  money  was  in  the  shape 
of  $10  bills. 

On  the  night  of  July  18  Bell  trapped 
Deiggs  and  made  him  prisoner  In  hl.s 
own  hou!-e.  Detectives  guarded,  the 
house  all  night  and  early  the  next 
morning  started  to  close  in  on  it. 
Guyon  was  heavily  armed  and  made  a 
break  for  liberty.  The  first  man  he 
met  was  Detective  Denello.  Both  drew 
guns  at  the  same  time,  but  Guyon's 
aim  was  the  better.  Der.ello  fell,  badly 
wounded.  The  other  detectives  im- 
me<ii.'teiy  ran  to  htB  rescue,  but  de- 
spite scores  of  buiiei.s  sent  after  him, 
Guyon  escaped  to  the  woods  back  of 
Deiggs'  place.  He  hid  there  all  d;iy 
and  then  escaped,  no  trace  of  him 
ever    being    found. 

Guyon  owned  the  plates  with  which 
the  counterfeit  money  Deiggs  tried 
to  dispose  of  were  made.  He  was 
known  under  the  alias  of  Jim  Hank 
and   Jim   Hamilton. 

Deiggs,  at  the  lime  of  his  arrest,  was 
30  years  old.  He  died  soon  afterward. 
The  witnes.=es  to  the  will  his  wife 
now  presents  in  claiming  Hill's  for- 
tune were  George  Manning  and  Nel- 
son Deiggs.  Like  Deiggs.  Manning 
was  Guyon's  friend,  anil  it  is  now  be- 
lieved that  the  will  which  Gertrude 
Deiggs  has  presented  as  her  claim  for 
Hill's  fortune  was  made  In  Nelson 
Deiggs'  road  house  near  Dayton.

A  Vienna  pi'Ofo.'?sor  of  criminal  law, 
r»r.  Hans  Gro.ss,  ha.s  puhlish»-'d  a  valu- 
tible  book,  "The  Kesearth  of  the  Ileal 
Farts  in  Criminal  Offenses."  one  of 
the  most  interesting  chapters  in  which 
is  devoted  to  the  part  superstition 
l>lays  in  the  lives  of  criminaL^  and  in 
the  course  of  justice,  writes  the  cor- 
respondent of  the  Ww  York  World. 

Dr.  Gross  proves  his  assert  inns  by 
facts.  He  saw  a  maid  almost  sen- 
tenced to  several  years'  imprisonment 
because  her  account  of  the  way  in 
wliich  she  came  to  possess  a  valuable 
©pal  ring  that  she  tried  to  sell  was 
rot  believed.  She  said  a  lady  whom 
she  did  not  know  and  had  never  seen 
bftore  in  her  life  gave  her  the  ring  in 
the  street.  One  of  her  judges  chanced 
to  remember  that  opals  were  consid- 
ered unlucky  by  women,  and  the  af- 
fair was  well  looke'i  into  with  the  re- 
sult that  the  girl's  story  was  proved 
true. 

The  woman  had  inherited  the  ring 
tind  wa.<4  told  she  could  got  rid  of  the 
lU  luck  it  would  bring  if  she  gave  it  to 
the  first  person  she  met  on  going  out. 
A  very  frequent  proceeding  in  Aus- 
tria is  for  those  who  have  been  robbed 
to  accuse  innocent  persons  on  the  un- 
substantial testimony  of  fortune  tell- 
ers, who  claim  to  be  able  to  tell  from 
the  cards  where  to  seek  a  thief. 

(Jrimes  are  still  committed  V>ecause 
the  old  magicians'  books  are  believed 
In.  The  belief  that  to  drink  warm 
human  blood,  obtained  by  a  crime, 
cures  epilepsy,  is  still  very  general. 
Other  fits,  according  to  superstition, 
«re  cured  by  chewing  wood  from  an 
Old  coffin. 

Not  MUite  two  years  ago  two  Ger- 
rian  soldiers  found  an  old  book  which 
gave  the  magic  form  by  which  it  was 
asserted,  that  a  man's  head  could 
te  cut  off  and  put  on  again  without 
hurting  him.  The  promise  was  made 
that  a  man  so  treated  could  find  trea- 
sures wherevt-r  he  sought  them.  One 
of  the  soldiers  actually  had  his  head 
cut  off. 

The  things  which  criminals  car'-y  on 
their  person  are  often  a  clew  to  their 
l>ursuits  and  character.  Thus  all 
jeachers  carry  the  roots  of  a  fern, 
•uhich  resemble  small  hands  and  are 
c.illed  the  hands  of  St.  John.  , 

The  mandragora  root  is  supposed  to 
help  one  to  open  locks  besides  being 
an  aid  to  lovers  and  Ramblers.  The 
latter,  who  hope  to  use  false  cards 
•^v'ithout  being  detected,  carry  the 
<1ried  heart  of  a  bat  in  their  waistcoat 
pockets.  There  are  innumerable  su- 
perstitions according  to  which  a  man 
may  swear  a  false  oath  and  not  be 
the  worse  for  it. 

Some  criminals  put  the  left  hand  in 
their  pocket.*?  and  make  a  fist,  or  they 
twist  a  button  off  their  trousers,  or 
spit  three  times,  or  put  small  stones 
tinder  their  tongue.  Some  always  have 
the  leaves  of  mistletoe  In  their  shoes 
to  be  prepared  for  a  false  oath  at  any 
time.  liut  the  most  frequent  way  is 
called  "conducting  it  through  the 
body."      M'hlle  the  right  hand  is  raised 


the  left  is  held  down  and  the  fingers 
of  the  left  are  held  in  the  same  posi- 
tion as  those  of  the  right  hand.  In 
this  way  the  oath  "passes  through" 
and  does  not  signify. 


SALTED  THE  BloLE. 


But  the  beat  story  of  a  "salted"  mine 
I  ever  heard  had  quite  another  ending. 
This  time  it  was  the  rial,  geiuiiiiu  niiii- 
erii  who  did  tlie  work,  aad  the  gamt-  was 
playt-d  not  on  the  "Ijig  four"— Alai'kay, 
Flood,  I'air  and  O'Brien— but  on  a  mine 
owner  named  Julien.  shrewd  Irishman, 
who  rartly  got  the  worst  of  it,  e\  en  in 
the  swiftest  company,  says  the  Chicago 
Tribune. 

Julien  had  throe  trust<  d  miners  who 
ran  the  tlianiontl  drill  with  which  he  did 
j>ro.=5pecting  for  stock  3(»bbing  purposes. 
j;ut  thise  ihre"  miiK-rs  got  infected  with 
the  stock  si»eulation  \-irus.  On  one  oc- 
casion, when  tht'v  were  holding  a  con- 
8ideral>le  tpiantity  of  .-tock  for  a  big  rise, 
the  tliree  put  their  heads  together  and 
•■palled  the  liore  in  lh>-ir  drill  witli  a  lot 
of  gold  bearing  dirt.  Julien  had  it  ass.-.y- 
ed,  looked  at  the  reaidt  with  a  chuckle, 
and  sent  out  to  buy  all  the  stock  offerfcd. 
.As  a  result  his  own  ndners  unloaded  on 
him  at  a  big  profit.  Then  when  the  drift 
was  run  no  pocket  of  pay  dirt  was  founil, 
and.  conse<|uently.  Julien  lost  a  consider- 
able sum  of  money.  At  once  he  snullod 
a  rat.  and,  without  delay,  he  sent  for 
the  tliree  nu-n  who  ran  the  diamond  tirili. 
First  he  had  the  suspected  three  into  his 
private  office  and  examined  them  one  by 
one.  Eai'h  of  them  swore  that  he  was 
Innocent  even  of  anv  remote  intention  of 
deceiving  his  employer.  They  had  had 
no  hand  in  •salting'  the  bore,  and  it  it 
hrsd  betn  done  It  was  without  their  con- 
sent or  knowledge. 

Not  oven  then  was  Julien  satisfied.  He 
called  them  all  in  together  and  declared 
that  he  was  going  to  put  them  imder  oath 
Kaeh  of  the  three  men  was  a  good  Irish 
Oatholic.  as  was  Julten.  and  he  proceeded 
to  ai)peal  to  them  from  that  standpoint. 

The  three  professed  themselve«i  re;'.Jy 
to  take  any  oath  Julien  demanded. 

A  Hiblo  was  produced,  and,  one  aftor 
the  other,  the  three  men  put  their  left 
hands  on  the  book,  and,  with  right  hands 
upraised,  declared  themselves  absolutely 
innocent  of  'salting"  the  bore  or  having 
anything  to  do  with  it.  Their  declaration 
was  bound  by  all  the  most  solemn  oaths 
which  are  sacred  to  men  who  believe  as 

they   do. 

Finally  Julien  told  them  he  was  ready 
to  take  their  statements  and  dismissed 
them. 

"I  believe  those  men."  he  said,  after 
they  had  gone  out.  "Thev  all  believe  as 
I  d»"i.  and  I'm  sure  not  one  of  them  would 
dare  to  put  his  hand  on  the  Holy  Bible 
and  t.ike  too  oaths  they  have  taken  if  hs 
was  lying.  I  can't  help  believing  every 
Word  th-'v  have  said.  ' 

Then  .Mr.  Julien  Rot  up  from  his  chair 
and  attempttd  to  lift  the  v>.g  Bible  on 
which  the  oaths  had  been  taken  for  the 
purpose  of  replacing  it  on  its  proper  shelf. 
As  he  did  so  the  cover  came  off.  and  the 
whole  inside  of  the  book  dropped  down 
on  the  floor.  Julien  stooped  down  for  it 
and  picked  it  up.  As  he  did  so  his  eyes 
fell  on  the  title  page.  It  read:  "Web- 
ster's   Tnabridged    Dictionary." 

"i.ook  at  this:"  he  cried,  as  he  held  it 
up  in  sight  of  everybody  in  the  room. 
"Look  at  this!  Those  viliians  have  "salt- 
ed"  the   Bible." 

Julien  did  nothing  more  about  It.  Only 
he  changed  the  gang  In  charge  of  the 
diamond  drill  in  a  few  days  and  put  the 
foxy  three  at  work  in  a  drift  whers  they 
would  have  no  further  chance  to  tamper 
with  the  stock  market.

A  second  challenge  was  today  re-

"We're  not  bothered  with  men  who 
come  around  wanting  to  be  placed  on 
the  juries  any  more  as  we  used  to  be 
years  ago  during  the  hard  times,"  re- 
marked a  court  house  attache  this 
morning. 

"There  was  a  time  when  work  was 
scarce  and  it  was  almost  impossible  to 
get  a  job,  when  men  worried  the  life 
out  of  us  for  places  on  the  juries  where 
they  could  earn  $2  per  day  at  the  easy 
job  of  sitting  in  a  comfortable  chai." 
and  listening  to  testimony. 

"Crowds  used  to  hang  around  the 
court  when  they  didn't  have  anything 
else  to  do,  some  because  they  were 
merely  curious  and  thought  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  court  a  pastime  for  an 
afternoon  of  leisure;  others  to  try  and 
get  on  the  juries. 

""After  doing  their  very  best  to  se- 
cure a  place  on  the  regular  panel,  they 
would  come  around  day  after  day  seek- 
ing a  place  as  talesman. 

"'The  list  of  names  set  aside  by  th? 
judge  of  the  district  court,  clerk  and 
probate  judge  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  frequently  ran  out  and  the  em- 
ployes of  the  sheriff's  office  were  wor- 
ried to  death  by  men  who  wanted  to  be 
called  on  a  special  venire. 

"This  became  so  great  a  nuisance 
that  four  or  five  years  ago  the  legis- 
lature was  forced  to  pass  a  law  making 
it  a  criminal  offense  for  anyone  to  aak 
for  or  seek  in  any  way  a  position  on  a 
jury.

•l-pon  analvsis  of  the  regulation  bear 
storv  which  is  told  over  and  over  again, 
sometimes  to  the  extent  of  several  col- 
umns, all  are  alike  in  the  essential  fea- 
tures of  exhibiting  the  brave  hunter  s  ti- 
tanic prowess,  the  unusual  size  and  phen- 
omenal fierceness  or  the  animal,  and  In 
the  final  victory  of  the  Kallant  but  mod- 
est hunter  over  poor  bruin.  They  seldom 
deviate,  except  as  tj  such  minor  details 
that  while  one  hunter  chased  his  bear 
eiKhtv-three  and  one-third  miies  around 
,  a  high  mountain  upon  a  dead  run  from 
I  start  to  finiSii,  the  next  hunter  has  his 
I  3450  pound  grizzlv  face  to  face  upon  a 
narrow  leuge  overlooking  a  precipice  ^  th 
a  sheer  descent  of  lO.OOO  ree^,  and  hurled 
the  wretched  grizzly  in.o  the  dark  aepths 
below  with  one  blow  from  his  powerfu 
fist.  Some  hunters  vary  the  formula  by 
swearing  that  they  used  their  bowie 
knives,  while  still  others  are  weak  enough 
to  hint  that  they  may  have  shot  the 
bear  with  an  explosive  ...ullet  from  a  high- 


power  rifle  at  a  good  safe  range. 

"However,  1  will  tell  you  a  bear  story 
which  will  have  the  novelty  of  truth,  not 
that  we  would  for  a  moment  dotibt  the 
stories  of  groat  deeds  with  b'ars  of  the 
other  fellows.

By  far  the 
largest  part  of  this  movement  was  re- 
ported by  the  sub-treasury,  and  checks 
representing  receipts  and  ])ayments  of 
most  of  it  went  through  the  clearing 
house.  Pa.\ments  for  customs,  howevi'r, 
are  requirrd  to  be  made  in  cash  at  tlie 
Bub-treasur.v.

States. 


More    Than    Doub'c  In 

Value  Those  of  Last 

Year. 


Due  to  Inability  of  Home 
Manufacturers  to  Sup- 
ply Demand.

Washinyfon  Bureau 

■^^''ashington,  Jan.  2.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  unexampled  demand  in 
the  United  States  for  manufactures  of 
iron  and  steel,  to  which  allusie)n  has 
freeiuently  been  made  of  late,  is  illus- 
trated by  the  statistics  of  the  impor- 
tation of  iron  and  steel  manufactures 
just  issued  by  the  treasury  bureau  of 
statistics;  these  figures  cover  eleven 
months  of  the  year  1902  and  show  that 
the  importations  during  that  time  are 

more  than  de)uble  in  value  tho.sie  of 
the  corresponding  month.s  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  indicate  that  for  the 
full  calendar  year  1902  the  total  value 
of  item  and  steel  imports  will  be  fully 
$40,000,000,  or  more  than  in  any  year  m 
a  full  decade. 

The  item  and  steel  manufacturers  of 
the  United  States  have  prided  them- 
selves upon  their  ability  tei  fully  sup- 
ply the  hoine  market  and  produce  a 
considerable  surplus  for  exportation. 
That  the  ywerc  making  great  gains  in 
this  direction  until  the  exceptional  de- 
mand of  recent  years  is  evidenced  from 
the  fact  that  imports  of  iron  and  steel 
manufactures.  which  amounted  to 
$67,000,000  in  1882,  and  $53,000,000  in  1891, 
had  steadily  fallen  since  the  latter 
date,  until  they  were  only  $12,000,000  in 
1899.  In  1900,  however,  there  was  r 
slight  increa.se.  but  the  figures  of  1902, 
as  already  indicated,  will  exceed  thos? 
of  any  year  since  1^91.  The  increase  i.-> 
the  more  remarkable  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  pig  iron  pre)duclion  and 
the  iron  and  steel  proeluction  generally 
in  the  United  States  was  far  greater  in 
year    1902    than    in    any    jireceding 


the 


year,  the  total  production  of  pig  iron 
being  estimated  at  fully  17, ,"(00,000  tons,, 
against  ].-,.S78,000  in  1901,  which  waa 
the  highest  figure  ever  recorded  prior 
to>  1902. 

The  increase  in  imports  occurs  in 
practically  all  elasses  of  iron  aneJ 
.steel  manufactures.  Pig  iron  In- 
ci eased  from  $1,500,000  to  nearly  $9,000,- 
000  in  value;  ingots,  blooms  and  bars 
from  a  little  over  $1,000,000  te)  over  $7.- 
Ooo.poo,  and  machinery  fre)ni  $2,718,000  to 
$;},831,000.  In  a  single  item,  tin  plates, 
there  is  a  reduction:  the  value  of  tin 
plate  imported  in  the  eleven  months 
being  $3,603,426,  against  $4,rt94,7Na.  and 
the  quanlity  120,000,000  pounds  in  1902, 
against  150,000,000  in  the  same  months 
of  1901.

STEEL  SHIPS 

For    the    Lakes    Valued 

at  $13,491,500  Under 

Contract. 

Cleveland,  Jan.  2.— The  Marine  Review 
says:  The  value  of  sixiy-two  vessels, 
building  or  under  order  in  shipyards  of 
the  great  lakes  for  elelivery  duri:ig  the 
coming  season  of  navigation,  most  of 
them  before  July  next,  is  $13,491,500.  All 
but  one,  a  tow  barge  bulleling  at  Bay 
City,  Mich.,  are  steel,  steam  vessels.  The 
orders  of  the  American  Ship  Building 
company  (combination)  are  thirty-nine  in 
number,  of  186.750  gross  tons  carrying 
capacity,  and  valued  at  $9,5(x>,00lt,  while 
yards  outside  of  the  combination  have  or- 
ders for  twenty-three  vessels,  valued  at 
$3.926,5(.iO,  and  the  freighters  in  this  list 
of  twenty-three  are  of  44,200  gross  tons 
carrying  capacity.  With  few  exceptions, 
the  list  is  made  up  of  the  largest  type 
of  ore,  coal  and  grain  carriers.  In  a  sea- 
son admitting  twenty  trips,  running  up 
the  lakes  without  cargo  and  bringing 
down  iron  ore  or  grain,  which  is  a  com- 
mon practice,  the  new  freighters,  capable 
of  carrying  in  ojie  trip  230,95(>  gross  tons, 
would  move  4,619,000  gross  tons.  For  fif- 
teen years  past,  since  steel  vessels  began 
to  replace  the  smaller  wooden  craft  on 
the  lakes,  the  end  has  been  looked  for— 
ships  tied  to  the  docks  with  nothing  to 
do— but  the  movement  of  Iron  ore  and 
other  bulk  freight,  to  which  these  great 
hulls  are  so  well  adapted,  keeps  on  In- 
creasing at  such  a  high  rate  that  all  rec- 
ords of  the  past  seem  very  small  when 
compared  with  the  present  volume  of  or- 
ders for  new  vessels. 

The  array  of  big  freighters  In  the  Am- 
erican Shipbuilding  company's  thirty-nine 
orders,  footing  up  $9,565,000,  is  certainly 
wonderful.  One  car  ferry  and  a  passen- 
ger steamer  do  not  eo  far  towards  reliev- 
ing the  monotony  of  the  list.  As  an  ex- 
ample of  similarity  of  construction, 
which  Is  one  of  the  specializing  features 
that  has  led  to  success  in  the  lake  trade. 
It  Is  noted  that  one  order,  that  of  J.  C. 
Gilchrist,  of  Cleveland,  Is  for  eight 
steamers  of  6200  gross  tons  capacity 
each,  that  are  exact  duplicates  in  every 
way.  Mr.  Gilchrist  gotes  further  and 
duplicates  this  same  type  of  vessel  In 
two  others,  to  be  built  by  the  Columbia 
Iron  Works,  of  Port  Huron.  A.  B.  Wol- 
vin,    general    manager   on    the    lakes    for 


the  United  States  Steel  corporation,  ap- 
pears as  the  owner  of  thirteen  of  the  new 
vessels.  Ten  of  these  are  of  Canadian 
canal  dimensions,  and  are  for  the  great 
lakes  and  St.  I^awrence  transportation 
enterprise  recently  promlted  by  Mr.  Wol- 
vln.  The  other  three  are  very  large  lake 
carriers,  building  for  Mr.  Wolvin  and  as- 
sociates, who  have  profited  by  bringing 
out  new  vessels  every  .vear  for  some 
time  past.  In  the  line  of  big  orders.  W. 
W.  Brown,  of  Cleveland.  ce)mes  next  wlfh 
six  modern  steamers,  and  G.  A.  Tomlln- 
son.  of  Duluth,  follows  with  three.  Twen- 
ty-two of  the  steamers  are  to  have  Bills 
Ac  K'lves  draft  anel  two  Howden  draft. 
Seven  will  have  Babcock  &  Wilcox  water- 
tube  boilers. 


CHEATED  FOR  tOURTH. 

Marvelous  Luck  of  Player  In 
Game  Changed. 

John  Bradfe>rd  was  winning  at  poker- 
was  meeting  with  the  most  e.xtraordinary 
run  ot  luck,  says  the  New  Ve.rk  Tele- 
graph.

OFFICIAL  PLAT  FILED. 

Lake    County    Town    to    Be 
Opened  February  18. 

The  official  plat  of  .-^urvey  of  town- 
ship 57,  range  8  west,  has  been  re- 
ceived at  the  Duluth  land  office,  and 
the  land  will  be  opened  for  settlemen: 
Feb.  18.  The  township  is  situated  in 
the  central  part  of  Lake  county,  and 
contains  the  usual  amount  of  available 
land,  about  23,000  acres. 

From  6000  to  8000  acres  are  covered 
by  forest  scrip,  which  was  filed  before 
the  act  of  Oct.  1,  prohibiting  the  filing 
of  scrip  on  unsurveyed  land.  Two 
thousand  eight  hundred  acres  go  to  the 
state  under  the  swamp  land  act,  and 
the  usual  two  sections  for  school  pur 
poses.  The  remainder  will  be  opened 
for  settlement. 

But  few  squatters  have  taken  up 
their  abode  on  the  newly  opened  land, 
and  although  the  scrij)  covers  most  of 
the  valuable  timber,  mui-h  of  the  avail- 
able land  will  prove  valuable  to  set- 
tlers.

Suddenly  Reared  Up  In  Front 
of  Horse. 

The  most  satisfactory  way,  from  a  seLT- 
preeervalion  point,  to  shoot  a  bear  is  to 
first  find  a  comfortable  seat  on  a  limb  of 
a  well  developed  tree,"  remarked  "Vic" 
Smith  yesterday  when  asked  regarding 
the  proper  method  to  pursue  when  hunt- 
ing Bruin,  savs  the  Anaconda  Standard. 
"1  find  that  when  the  hunter  is  up  a 
tree  and  has  sighted  a  good-sizcd  betir 
all  conditions  prove  more  satisfac.ory 
for  the  man  behind  the  gun.  Of  course, 
the  rt-ai  clever  hunter  is  not  frightened 
to  death  when  he  spots  a  bt-ar,  but  the 
bears  vou  are  likely  10  encounter  o\er  in 
the  Big  Hole  country  are  big  fellows  and 
they  have  an  unusual  amount  of  stn-iigth 
and  vitality.  Why,  you  can  plug  one  of 
those  fellows  s<iuare  in  the  heart  aii(» 
hell  run  fully  'ZW  feet  before  dropping. 
I've  known  them  to  do  this  even  after 
their  heart  had  been  literally  torn  to 
pieces.  When  the  hunter  is  sure  the  bear 
will  come  his  way  soon  he  knows  that  If 
he  remains  on  the  ground  the  brutj 
will  scent  him  a  long  distance  away.  It 
he  is  up  a  tree  the  wind  blows  over 
Bruin's   head  and    he  gets   no   clew." 

Montana's  unique  t>cout,  Indian  fighter 
and  hunter  knows  whereof  he  syoaks,  for 
he  hao  hunted  buffalo,  bear  anu  the  o'her 
large  g.ime  of  the  West  for  many  vears. 
He  climbed  over  the  mountau:ou«j  peaks 
of  th':'  Big  Hole  range  before  a  piece  of 
ground  was  broken  by  the  footi>rin:s  of 
man  or  domestic  animal.  He  knows  the 
cliffs,  the  ravines,  the  valleys  and  the 
gorges  oi  the  mountains  for  lA)  miles  alout 
this  country,  like  a  book.  "Vic"  S'l.ith 
Is  not  a  hunter  who  iikes  to  tell  of  his 
experienoeY?  or  of  the  big  game  he  nus 
brought  down  in  his  time.  His  manner 
when  speaking  of  the  many  thrilling 
adventures  in  which  he  has  taken  an  ac- 
tive part  Is  more  the.  style  of  the  modest 
country  8choolbi:)y.  He  delights  to  hunt, 
but  he  doesn't  consider  thai  he  has  moved 
the  world  In  \te  position  when  his  gun 
brings  down  a  fine  antlered  deer,  a  moun- 
tain  sheep   or  a  savage   silver-tip   bear. 

So  it  was  yesterda.v,  when  relating  to 
the  Standard  representative  the  exiier 
ience  he  had  during  last  week  in  whicn 
Burin  got  the  drop  on  the  hunter  atiJ 
not  onK-  killed  his  horse,  but  brought 
about  tne  fall  fnjrn  a  cliff  which  nearly 
cost  Mr.  Smith  his  life. 
In  relating  the  story,  Mr.  Smith  sa'd: 
"I  went  out  Thursday  a  week  ago.  .My 
puri)Ose  for  making  a  trip  Into  the  iiiOun- 
tains  was  to  bring  down  a  big  bear  which 
had  been  killing  off  the  cattle  at  the 
Walker  ranch  in  the  Big  Hole  country. 
A  good  reward  had  been  offered  for  the 
brute's  death,  and  I  concluded  to  try 
my  luck.  On  the  first  of  the  month  I 
campel  on  Fish  Trap  Creek,  alK>ut  ."?5 
miles  south  from  Anaconda,  on  the  Big 
Hole  river.  On  that  day  It  occurred  to 
me  to  go  after  game  and  I  climbed  to 
Goat's  Peak,  some  distance  above  timber 
line.  That  particular  lo(^ality  is  not  at 
all  an  inviting  place,  for  It  is  infrequently 
visited  by  man  and  consequently  the  wiid 
game  abounds  there.  The  point  vi»itfcJ 
by  me  Is  the  summit  of  the  Rockies 
and  affords  considerable  sport  for  the 
hunter.  I  managed  to  kill  three  mountain 
goats  and  two  deer,  and  returned  to  t^amp 
well  pleased  with  my  trip  into  the  peaks. 
On  the  following  morning  I  took  saddle 
and  pack  animal  and  st.irted  again  to  the 
mountains,  expecting  to  bring  my  game 
to  camp.  I  had  reached  a  high  altitude 
and  was  walking  leisurely  along  leading 
my  saddle  horse  with  the  pack  animal 
following,  when  I  noticed  exceptionally 
large  bear  tracks  on  the  ground  ahead. 
Securing  my  rifle  from  the  pack  saddle  i 
continiied  on  my  way.  Shortly  our  path 
led  over  the  top  of  a  ragged  peak.  The 
path  was  about  four  feet  wide  and  con- 
tinued to  wind  around  the  mountain  top. 
On  my  left  were  innumerable  natural 
caves  here  and  there  In  the  mountainous 
wall. 

"When  I  had  proceeded  some  50  feet 
along  this  treacherous  pathway  my  sao-.e 
horse  snorted  and  pulled  hard  on  the  rein 
fastened  over  my  shoulder.  I  quicklv 
turned  my  head  and  saw  standing  erect 
on  his  haunches,  with  outstretched  paws, 
a  big  silver  tip  bear.  The  anima!  was  in 
the  act  of  striking  the  horse,  whil..  nay 
pack  anim;il  turned  and  ran  bacRT  Bruin'j> 
paw  struck  the  saddle,  and  as  the  horse 
winced  the  claws  of  the  savage  brute 
scratched  along  the  seat  of  the  saddle. 
The  blow,  however,  was  sufficient  to 
knock  the  horse  from  his  footing,  and 
he  tumbled  over  the  If-dge.  pulling  me 
with  him.  My  gun  went  spinning  down 
the  mountain,  and  horse  and  man  fell  j 
in  a  conglomerate  mas«  some  ffi  feet  be- 
low. The  animal  struck  on  my  right  leg 
and  severely  bruised  it.  Besides  this  in- 
jury my  left  hand  and  arm  sustained 
bruises  and  cute.  I  managed  to  secure  a 
hold  on  a  projecting  rock,  after  I  had 
Kone  some  5<)  feet  further  in  sliding  rock. 
The  horse  found  Itself  unable  to  stop, 
and  soon  was  bounding  and  bumping, 
like  a  bowlder,  down  the  steep  Incline.  At 
times  the  horse  shot  Into  the  air  50  or  7o 
feet,  and  then  it.  would  strike  against 
a  rock  and  go  on  further  down,  bumping 
and  rolling.  Strange  to  sav.  the  animal 
could  not  straighten  out,  or  it  might  have 
been  saved  considerable  of  the  fall.  When 
It  went  over  the  cliff  It  struck  head  first, 
and  that's  the  way  it  continued  down  the 
mountain  for  fully  ha'If  a  mile. 

"I  looked  up  as  soon  as  1  saw  mat 
there  could  be  nothing  done  to  save  ray 
horse,  and  there  was  the  bear  calmly 
looking  over  the  ledge.  I  had  neither 
gun  nor  knife,  as  both  found  their  way 
from  my  grasp  and  tumbled  to  the  depths 
below.  Bruin  looked  savage  enough  to 
jump  from  the  cliff  after  me,  but  soon  he 
pulled  his  head  back  and  was  gone.  I 
concluded  to  save  the  pack  horse  at  any 
rate,  and  after  no  little  difficulty  got 
back  to  the  path  by  a  circuitous  route. 
My  horse  was  standing  about  I'JO  yards 
distant,  and,  securing  him,  I  continued 
on  to  where  I  had  left  mv  sheep  and 
deer  the  day  before.  The  sight  that  met 
my  eyes  demonstrated  why  the  bear  had 
not  made  a  greater  effort  to  kill  one  ot 
the  horses  or  me.  Both  deer  had  been 
attacked  by  the  brute,  while  one  of  the 
goats  was  partially  eaten.  Bruin  had 
feasted  on  my  game  and  was  doubtless 
in  his  cave  asleep  when  I  passed  along 
the  path  with  the  horses.  Thanks  to  the 
deer  and  goats,  I  was  saved  a  fierce 
struggle  with  the  bear  single-handed  and 
I  unarmed. 

"1  managed  to  get  back  to  camp  by 
I  riding  the  pack  animal,  and  later  1  was 
j  overtaken  by  Councilman  Luxton  and  hi3

—The  voyage  of  the  Silvertown  in  lay- 
ing the  Pacific  cable  was  eventful  and 
at  times  unpleasantly  exciting.  Twelve 
hours  out  from  San  Francisco  the  cable 
ship  was  beset  by  bad  weather,  which 
continued  with  the  exception  of  one  day 
to  the  end  of  the  voyage.  Variable 
•winds  that  at  times  approached  thJ 
velocity  of  gales;  heavy  seas  that  buf- 
feted her  about,  retarded  the  passage 
S.K  well  as  endangered  the  safety  of  the 
cable:  in  fact,  every  adverse  condition 
that  is  usually  encountered  in  the  lay- 
ing of  a  cable  was  met  with  and  at 
limes  made  the  task  a  most  hazardous 
one. 

A  more  perfect  day  could  hardly  be 
imagined  than  Sunday,  Dec.  14,  when 
the  shore-end  was  landed  near  the  Clilf 
house,  off  San  Francisco.  The  line  of 
the  shore-end  was  brought  on  board  th-^ 
steamer  at  5:30  in  the  evening,  and  the 
Btart  was  made  at  12:o0  on  Monday 
morning.  The  favorable  conditions  con- 
tinued until  11  o'clock  on  the  morninr? 
of  that  date,  when  the  vessel  ran  into  a 
Miuall  of  wind  and  rain  that  came  oul 
of  the  west.  Steering  through  a  south- 
Avc-.sterly  course  the  Silvertown  offerea 
a  broad  beam  to  the  storm.  Soon  the 
f^eas  were  whipped  into  confusion,  roll- 
ing the  vessel  in  a  manner  most  dan- 
.t;t'n)us  to  the  cable.  The  velocity  of  the 
Avind  increased  and  early  in  the  after- 
noon great  green  seas  horded  the  star- 
lioaid  bow  and  swept  along  the  de  k 
and  escaped  into  the  sea  through  the 
pfirt  scupper.s.  Toward  evening  rope:; 
were  strapped  about  the  deck  and 
everything  was  made  fast.  The  rain 
cea.sed  but  the  storm  continued  with 
unabated  force  throughout  the  nighi. 
The.'^e  were  anxious  hours  for  those  in 
charge  c>f  the  safety  of  the  cable. 

Two  courses  were  open  to  them— 
either  keep  on  the  true  course.  f>r  cut 
and  buoy  the  linr"".  Both  were  fraught 
with  great  danger.  A  deviation  from 
tiie  course  was  obviously  out  of  the 
«luestion,  as  much  for  the  reason  that 
such  action  would  not  have  lessened 
the  strain  upon  the  cable  as  the  more 
Important  consideration  of  the  waste  of 
time  and  danger  of  getting  into  un- 
knitwn  depths.  To  cut  and  buoy  the 
cable  would  have  been  equally  danger- 
ous. Evt-n  one  of  the  great  buoys,  car- 
ried for  just  such  emergencies,  couUl 
Kiarcely  have  weathered  the  storm  with 
L'.VH)  fathoms  of  cable  weighing  five  tons 
tugging  at  it.  All  chances  were  care- 
fully weighed,  and  the  vessel's  bow  was 
k«-pl  to  the  southwest.  Tuesday,  the 
l.")th.  brought  no  improvement  in  the 
weather  conditions.  The  wind  con- 
tinued to  blow  great  blasts  from  the 
t^outhwest,  and  the  seas  constantly 
bombarded  the  big  ship's  starboard 
beam. 

One  particularly  heavy  sea  boarded 
the  starboard  bow  and  swept  the  deck 
from  fore  to  aft,  smashetl  the  scullery 
light  and  broke  the  gangway  ladder. 
The  chart  rooms  on  the  hurricane  deck 
Avere  Hooded  and  the  bridge  itself  was 
invade<l  at  times  by  the  turbulent  seas. 
Tiiose  at  work  in  the  paying  out  room 
on  the  main  deck  and  about  the  cable 
machinery,  waded  in  water  to  the 
knees.  The  companionways  were  bat- 
tened down  in  order  to  prevent  the 
flooding  of  the  saloon.  One  of  the 
cooks  of  the  gtilley  was  scalded  badly 
by  a  cauldron  of  spilled  soup.  The  sa- 
loon steward  was  hurled  against  a 
door  and  severely  bruised  and  injured. 
At  times  the  ship  rolled  terribly  and  it 
seemed  that  the  gerat  strain  would 
prove  disiistrous  to  the  cable.  Under 
ordinary  conditions  the  line  Is  paid 
out  7  per  cent  faster  than  the  speed  of 
the  vessel.  This  was  increased  dur- 
ing the  storm  to  10  per  cent.  Evt^n  w!tn 
thos  concession  the  strain  was  terriflc. 
Ak  the  shin  lifted  and  lurched  the 
great  drum  around  which  the  strand 
"Was  passing  would  almost  cease  to  re- 
volve oen  moment,  only  to  resume 
with   a  rush   the   next,    rendering   tlie 
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life  of  the  men  in  the  tanks  a  prob- 
able,, if  not  a  real  hazard.  The  dyna- 
mometer regulating  the  speed  of  and 
the  strain  on  the  line  at  such  times 
fluctuated  wildly,  rushing  from  an  in- 
dicated strain  of  two  tons  or  less  up  to 
four  and  even  five  tons.  When  it  is 
understood  that  the  breaking  strain  is 
eight  and  three-quarter  tons,  it  must 
be  apparent  that  failure  to  relieve  the 
strain  promptly  meant  disa.ster  to  the 
previous  line  and  its  loss  In  2.")00 
fathoms  would  have  meant  a  li^ng  and 
serious  delay  in  the  completion  of  the 
work  of  laying  the  cable,  as  well  as  be- 
ing a  most  expensive  happening  to  the 
contracting  company.  Rare  good  judg- 
ment in  the  handling  of  both  the  ship 
an  dthe  cable  at  these  crucial  times 
averted  an  accident. 

The  wind  abated  at  noon  on  Tues- 
day, but  the  seas  continued  with  a 
heavy  swell  that  ran  counter  to  the 
snip's  course.  On  Wedneday  the  wea- 
ther improved  and  everything  ran 
smcx)thly  and  fair  progress  was  re- 
corded. On  Thursday  favorable  condi- 
tions prevailed  and  in  spite  of  a  strong 
southwesterly  breeze,  200  knots  were 
paid  out,  which  was  the  best  day's  run 
up  to  this  time.  On  Friday  the  end  of 
the  first  section  of  the  cable,  measur- 
ing it2ii  nautical  miles,  was  reached  and 
the  vessel  was  stopped  at  S  o'clock  on 
Friday  night  to  make  the  change  to 
the  tank  containing  the  second  sec- 
tion. This  ojteration  was  carried  out 
in  a  little  more  than  an  hour  and  pro- 
gress was  resumed.  As  the  vessel  grew 
lighter  the  rolling  increased.  The 
character  of  the  cargo  and  the  pon- 
derous deck  machinery  made  her  par- 
ticularly susceptible  to  the  onslaught 
of  the  seas. 

Saturday.  Dec.  2t\  was  much  like  the 
prcctding  day.  save  that  the  rolling  mo- 
tion was  accentuated  by  southwesleriy 
winds,  and  the  day  ended  with  oniy  1S7 
knots  reeled  off.  For  twenty-four  hours, 
cnidng  at  noon  Sunday.  217  knots  of  cable 
were  laid.  The  wind  blew  from  the  soufh- 
v.est  with  moderate  force,  but  on  the 
whole  the  day  was  pleasant  ai.d  gooil 
progress  made.  During  the  nit-rht,  how- 
ever, there  was  a  considerable  si-a  and  one 
of  th  cable  men  in  th  tank  was  c.iught  in 
the  swirling  lino  and  suffered  a  dislocated 
shoulder.  The  day  was  notab'.e  for  two 
things— the"  crossing  of  the  Vancouvcr- 
Auiftralian  cable  at  4  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ii.g.  and  the  receipt  of  the  first  news  from 
San  Fr.'incisco.  This  news  consisted  of 
brief  bulletins  of  President  iloosevelt's 
appointment  as  arbitrator  in  the  Ven- 
ezuelan diffieuity.  the  disastiuus  train 
wreck  at  Bvron.  Cal..  the  capture  of  the 
Humberts  in  .M.itlrid.  .Marconi's  latest 
feat  in  wireless  telegraphy  and  some 
minor  news. 

The  news  from  shore  was  received  with 
delight  bv  those  on  board  the  Silvertown. 
Tuesday,  Deo.  23,  op.nea  with  stormy 
weather.  Flurries  of  rain  and  heavy  seas 
again  brought  danger  to  the  crew.  Oae 
ot  them  was  caught  by  the  Hying  line  anJ 
was  thrown  against  the  wall. 

From  Tuesday  noon  to  Wednesday 
night  the  deepest  water,  averaging  3mH» 
fathoms,  wa.^  crossed.  Christmas  day 
was  not  a  pleasant  one  to  the  people  on 
the  Silverti)wn  and  the  English  custom  of 
celebrating  the  d^iy  was  postponed  to  a 
more  propitious  time.  The  wind  veered 
around  to  the  northwest  and  increased  to 
a  velocitv  greater  than  that  experienced 
on  Monday  and  Tuesday.  Just  before 
miilnight  a  final  change  of  tanks  was 
made,  the  after  tank  b.ing  emptied  of  its 
9<itl  miles  of  cab  e  and  the  b  ght  iraisferrel 
to  the  forward  tank.  The  change  was 
made  extremely  hazardous  owing  to  tne 
tossing  of  the  now  almost  empty  vessel. 

Throughout  the  day  a  gale  blew  with 
the  end  of  the  cable  In  sight  and  with  it 
the  neces.sity  of  cutting  or  buoying  the 
end.  An  anxious  night  was  passed  by  all 
t  on  hoard.  No  one  attempted  to  sleep.  Tht3 
wind  blew  a  line  rain  with  great  force 
during  the  night,  which,  with  the  tre- 
mendous seas,  rendered  conditions  on  deck 
uncomfortable.  Many  of  the  officers  fa- 
miliar with  the  ways  of  the  seas  were 
to.^.sed  about  and  thrown  upon  the  deck. 
.\fter  8  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  Silver- 
towns  speed  was  reduced  in  order  to 
bring  her  to  a  suitable  buoying  idaee  tow- 
ard daylight.  Between  2  and  3  o'clock 
three  soundings  were  taken  ami  prepara- 
ations  were  made  to  buoy  the  sea  end. 

The    operation    proved    a   most    difficult 
one,    owing   to   the    motion    of   the   vessel,

MAN  KILLER  WILL  BE  HANGED 


Washington,  Jan.  3.— Senator  Hoar 
has  completed  and  made  public  the 
anti-trust  bill,  which  he  asked  leave 
before  the  senate  adjourned  for  the 
holidays  to  introduce.  The  bill  goes  to 
the  committee  on  judiciary,  of  which 
Senator  Hoar  is  chairman.     Following 

is  the  full  te.\t  of  the  measure: 

Pe  it  enacted,  etc.,  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statute  of  Feb.  4,  1887, 
chapter  104,  entitled  "An  Act  to  Pro- 
tect Trade  and  Commerce  Against  Un- 
lawful Itestrains  and  Monopolies,"  sha»l 
continue  in  force,  and  shall  in  no  wise 
be  Iteid  to  be  limited,  restrained  or  re- 
pealed by  this  act. 

Section  2.  That  the  attorney  genera', 
is  authorized  to  employ  any  personal  or 
other  assistance  which  may  be  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  to  prosecute 
oUenses  un<ier  this  act,  or  under  th.- 
acts  hereinbefore  mentioned,  to  whidi 
this  is  an  addition,  or  to  make  investi- 
gation into  the  same:  and  for  that  i)U.- 
pose  the  sum  of  ^00,000,  or  so  mucii 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  is  hereby 
appropriated  oul  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  nut  otherwise  appiopiialed. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  alter  the 
30th  day  of  June,  in  the  year  rj04,  no 
corporation,  joinst  stock  company  or 
other  association  whose  stockholders 
are  not  personally  liable  for  their  debts, 
created  by  any  state  or  territory,  shall 
engage  In  commerce  with  foreign  na- 
tions or  among  the  several  states,  oi 
continue  to  carry  on  such  commerce 
unless  it  shall  comply  with  the  follow- 
ing conditions: 

First — It  shall  file  a  statement  In  the 
ofhce  of  the  interstate  commerce  com- 
mission, signed  and  sworn  to  by  its 
president,  its  treasurer,  its  general 
manager  an  da  majority  of  its  direct- 
ors, or  by  the  persons  exercisin.g  the 
powers  usually  exercised  by  such  offi- 
cers and  directors  of  such  corporation:!, 
joint  stock  companies  and  other  associ- 
ation, on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, in  the  year  1904,  and  shall,  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  September  in 
each  year  thereafter,  file  a  like  state- 
ment for  the  year  ending  with  the  30t;i 
day  of  June,  in  said  years  respectively, 
showing: 

Second— The  amount  of  its  capital 
stock. 
Third— The  market  value  of  the  same. 
Fourth— How  luuch  of  the  same  has 
been  paid  in  in  full  in  cash:  or.  if  the 
same  has  not  b^en  jiaid  in  full  in  cash, 
what  has  been  received  by  said  cor- 
poration, joint  stock  company  or  other 
association,  in  lieu  thereof,  and  the 
value  of  whatever  shall  have  been  so 
received  by  it. 

Fifth— The  names  of  all  the  ofTiceio 
and  directors  of  said  corporation,  joint 
stock  company  or  other  association, 
and  all  agents  trusted  with  the  man- 
agement of  its  affairs. 

Si.Kth- The  amount  it  has  paid  In  div- 
idends during  said  period,  the  rate  of 
percentage  of  such  dividends  and  timed 
of  paying  the  same. 

Se\enth— A  statement  of  all  the  stock 
owned  by  it  of  any  other  corporation, 
joint  stock  company,  or  other  associ- 
ation, specifying  the  conK>ration,  joint 
stock  company,  or  other  association 
and  the  number  and  value  of  shares  in 
each;  the  amount  of  its  own  stock 
held  by  other  corporations,  joint  stocK 
companies  or  other  associations,  and 
the  value  thereof;  and  the  amount  of 
stock  in  other  corporations,  joint  stock 
companies  or  other  association  held  in 
trust  for  it,  or  in  which  it  has  any  in- 
terest, directly  or  indirectly,  absolute 
or  conditional,  legal  or  equitable,  spe- 
cifying the  corporations,  joint  stock 
companies  or  other  associations. 

Eighth — An  undertaking  signed  by 
said  oflicers,  general  managers  and  di- 
rectors, that  they  will  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  and  all  other  laws  of 
the  I'nlted  States  in  the  management 
of  the  affairs  of  said  corporations, 
joint  stock  companies  or  other  associ- 
ations; and  that  they  accept  the  pro- 
visions and  liabilities  of  this  act  and 
the  obligations  imposed  by  it  so  long 
as  they  shall  continue  to  hold  or  exer- 
cise said  offices'  authority.

Miss  Barrett  is  under  ar- 
rest. 

Miss  Palmer,  known  on  the  stage  as 
Mile.  Asita,  is  quoted  as  saying  that  Miss 
Barrett,  having  returned  home  at  2:30 
a.  m.  to  the  Hat  they  occupied  together, 
noticed  in  the  parlor  a  prominent  phy.sl- 
cla.n,  who.  Miss  I'almer  said,  had  been 
treating  her.  Miss  Barrett  upbraided  the 
actress  for  "having  such  late  company," 
and  Miss  Palmer  resi)onded  sharply.  Then, 
Miss  Palmer  .savs.  Miss  Barrett  shot  her, 
the  bullet  severing   the  Jugular   vein. 

"We  kept  the  revolver  under  the  pil- 
lows," said  Miss  Barrett  today.  "In  shift- 
ing it  from  one  side  to  the  other  it  was 
aceidentallv    discharged." 

The  phvsician  is  not  connected  by  the 
police   with  the   shooting. 

EVILS  or  BETTING 

Shown  In  Report  to  House  of 
Lords. 

London,  Jan.  3.— The  rapid  Increase  In 
betting  on  horse  racing  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  especially  among  workingmcn 
and  the  evils  arising  therefrom  are  fully 
acknowledged  in  the  report  of  the  select 
ccnmiittee  of  the  house  of  lords.  Issued 
today,  but,  the  remedies  recommended 
arc  not  far  reaching.  The  -committee 
finds  that  betting  Is  greatly  facilitated 
bv  the  universal  practice  of  the  news- 
papers In  publishing  starting  prices,  but 
the  committee  Is  not  prepartd  to  recom- 
mend Its  prohibition,  as  it  would  tend 
to  encourage  dishonesty  on  the  part  ot 
bookmakers.  It  recommends  that  all  ad- 
vertisements and  eirculars  of  sporting

Aledo,  111.,  Jan.  3.— Miss  Tona  Dunlap, 
on  trial  for  the  murder  of  AUie  Dool, 
was  acquitted  by  the  jury  shortly  be- 
fore noon  today.  The  case,  which  has 
been  on  trial  for  several  weeks,  is  an 
outgrowth  of  a  tragedy  that  has  excited 
the  people  of  this  community  since 
early  last  summer. 

Allie  Dool,  clerk  in  a  general  store 
here,  died  suddenly  after  eating  choco- 
late candy  that  had  been  given  her  by 
Tona  Dunlap.  It  was  proved  that  she 
died  of  strychnine  poisoning,  and 
cliarges  were  made  that  the  poison  was 
administered  by  Tona  Dunlap.  A  cor- 
oner's jury,  however,  exonerated  Miss 
Dunlap,  and  thus  the  matter  was  al- 
lov.ed  to  rest  until  late  in  the  fall,  when 
a  grand  jury  indictment  was  returned 
against  Tona  Dunlap.  Her  trial  fol- 
lowed. 

The  only  motive  alleged  by  the  pros- 
ecution for  the  crime  charged  was  that 
Tona    Dunlap    hoped    to    succeed    Allie 


Dool  in  the  store  clerkship,  a  position 
paying  only  $5  a  week.  It  was  proved 
that  Tona  Dunlap  had  purchased 
strychnine  from  a  druggist,  but  the 
young  woman  testified,  and  in  this  was 
corroborated  by  her  mother,  sister  aud 
brother,  but  that  she  had  bought  the 
poison  and  used  it  as  a  corn  remedy. 

The  prosecution  proved  that  chocolato 
candy  contained  poison  and  that  Miss 
Dunlap  gave  them  to  Miss  Dool  was 
aAmltted.  The  testimony  also  devel- 
oped that  Tona  Dunlap  and  other  young 
women  had  eaten  candies  taken  from 
the  same  paper  bag,  and  that  neither 
suffered  Injury.  Miss  Dunlap  had 
stoutly  maintained  her  innocence,  and 
her  lawyers  have  tried  to  eslabli.sh  ^ 
theory  of  accidental  poisoning.  For  two 
days  rumors  had  been  current  con- 
cerning statements  alleged  to  have  been 
made  by  a  juror  prior  to  his  acceptance, 
but  nothing  of  an  authentic  nature  can 
be  learned.

As 
the  Conservatives  at  the  previous  elec- 
tion had  a  majority  of  upwards  1000, 
Mr.  Roses  vistory  is  notable.  The 
contest  in  the  great  sporting  center 
was  fought  with  remarkable  vigor. 
Horise  owners,  trainers  and  jockeys 
joined  with  the  politicians  In  canvass- 
ing the  constituency  and  motor  cars 
were  so  numerously  requisitioned  in 
working  the  division  that  the  local  sup- 
ply of  »dl  temporarily  gave  out.  During 
yesterday's  polling  no  less  than  fifty 
motors  were  utilized  in  bringing  voters 
to  and  from  the  polls.  Mr.  Rose,  yester- 
day, in  a  pelting  rain,  covered  over  100 


miles  in  his  final  election  tour  of  the 
constituency.  Mis.  Ro.se,  In  a  luxurious 
motor,  also  made  a  tour  of  the  divi- 
sion  in   another   direction. 

Mr.  Rose  was  born  In  Montreal.  He 
is  a  son  of  Sir  John  Rosr,  long  promin- 
ently Identified  ^^l^th  the  English  turf 
and  other  sports.  In  1896  he  challenged 
for  the  America's  cup  with  the  Distant 
Shore,  but  was  eompelled  by  pressure 
on  the  part  of  the  then  prince  of 
Wales,  now  King  Edward,  and  Lord 
Dunraven's  friends  to  withdraw,  owing 
to  fear  that  a  fresh  challenge  at  that 
time  might  have  been  taken  as  an  en- 
doraement  of  tho  American  attitude  In 
regard  to  the  "Dunraven  incident." 
otherwise  the  allegations  made  by  Lord 
Dunraven  as  a  result  of  the  defeat  of 
his  yacht,  Valkyrie  III,  by  the  De- 
fender. In  spite  of  Mr.  Rose's  popu- 
larity few  people  expected  yesterday's 
victory.  The  Anglo-German  alliance 
against  Venezuela  played  a  prominent 
part  in  the  campaign,  Mr.  Rose  vigor- 
ously opposing  the  alliance.

With  a  force  C  millions  of  volts,  the 
largest  voltage  ev<  r  yet  obtained  in  an 
electrical  current,  says  a  dispatch  from 
South  Wellfleet.  Mass..  to  the  Times,  the 
above  message  wil'  bo  flashed  through  the 
air  to  King  Victor  Emmanuel,  of  Italy 
from  the  new  Marconi  station  here  next 


week,  possibly  Tuesday  or  Wednesday. 
Marconi  himself  will  be  present  and  will 
pt-rsonallv  ply  the  tapper.  This  message 
will  mark  the  formal  opening  of  the  firtit 
wireless  telegraph  station  on  the  soil  of 
the  I'nlted  Stales.  The  plant  has  been 
tested  and  found  all  right.  Power  i.?  sup- 
plied to  it  bv  a  75-horse-power  dynamo, 
and  the  apparatus  throws  h  spark  as  big 
art  a  mans  fist  and  a  foot  long.  The 
sending  of  a  message  sounds  like  the  dis- 
charge of  a  rapid-lire  gun.

Safety  of  Life  and  Cable 
In  Constant  Peril. 


Honolulu,  Jan.  3.— (By  Pacific  Cable.) 
•^The  voyage  of  the  Silvertown  in  lay- 
ing the  Pacific  cable  was  eventful  and 
at  times  anpleas=antly  exciting.  Twelve 
hours  out  from  San  Francisco  the  cable 
ship  was  beset  by  bad  weather,  which 
continued  with  the  exception  of  one  day 
to  lilt-  end  of  the  voyage.  Variabit 
■winds  that  at  times  approached  thi 
velocity  of  gales;  heavy  seas  that  buf- 
feted her  about,  retarded  the  passage 
sjs  well  as  endangered  the  safety  of  the 
cable:  in  fact,  every  adverse  condition 
that  is  usually  encountered  in  the  lay- 
ing of  a  cable  was  met  with  and  at 
Times  made  the  task  a  most  hazardous 
one. 

A  mure  perfct  day  could  hardly  be 
imagined  than  Sunday,  Dec.  14,  when 
the  shore-end  was  landed  near  the  Cliff 
J.ouse,  off  San  Francisco.  The  line  of 
the  shore-end  w  as  brought  on  board  th- 
steamer  at  5:30  in  the  evening,  and  the 
Ktart  was  made  at  Vl/M  on  Monday 
morning.  The  favorable  conditions  con- 
tinued until  11  o'clock  on  the  mornin-r 
of  that  date,  when  the  ves.sel  ran  into  a 
^.<iuall  of  wind  nnd  rain  that  came  ouL 
of  ih»=  west.  Steering  through  a  south- 
westerly course  the  Silvertown  offeici 
a  broad  beam  to  the  storm.  Soon  tht- 
seas  were  whipped  into  i  onfusi  m,  rolU 
jTig  the  vessel  in  a  mannt^r  most  dan- 
t;i:'rous  to  the  cable.  The  velocity  of  the 
wind  increased  and  early  in  the  aftcr- 
iKion  great  green  seas  horded  the  star- 
iHtard  bow  and  swept  along  the  de  k 
and  escaped  into  the  sea  through  the 
I'oit  scuppers.  Toward  evening  rope; 
were  snapped  about  the  deck  and 
everything  was  made  fa.st.  The  rain 
<eased  but  the  storm  continued  with 
una!)ated  force  throughout  the  night. 
These  were  anxious  hours  for  those  in 
charge  of  the  safety  of  the  cable.

Important  consideration  of  the  waste  of 
time  and  danger  of  getting  into  un- 
known depths.  To  cut  and  buoy  the 
cable  would  have  been  eciually  d.inger- 
ous.  Kven  one  of  the  great  buoys,  c:ar- 
ried  for  just  such  emergencies,  cou'.d 
scarcely  have  weathered  the  storm  with 
2.')00  fathoms  of  cable  weighing  five  tons 
tugging  at  it.  All  c-hanc-es  weie  care- 
fully weighed,  and  the  vessel's  bow  was 
kept  to  the  southwest.  Tuesday,  the 
l."ith.  brought  no  impro\*'ment  in  the 
weather  condition:^.

MAN  KILLER  WILL  BE  HANGED 


Washington,  Jan.  3.— Senator  Hoar 
has  completed  and  ma.de  public  the 
anti-trust  bill,  which  he  asked  leave 
before  the  senate  adjourned  for  the 
holidays  to  introduce.  The  bill  goes  to 
the  committee  on  judiciary,  of  which 
Senator  Hoar  is  chairman.  Following 
is  the  full  text  of  the  measure: 

He  it  enacted,  etc.,  that  the  \n'0- 
vision."*  of  the  statute  of  Feb.  4,  1S87, 
chapler  104,  entitled  "An  Act  to  Pro- 
tect Trade  and  t'lunmerce  Against  Ln- 
hivvful  Uestrains  and  Monopolies,'  shail 
continue  in  force,  and  shall  in  no  wise 
be  held  to  be  limited,  leslrained  or  re- 
pealed by  this  act. 

Section  2.  That  the  attorney  genera: 
is  authorized  to  employ  any  personal  or 
other  assistance  which  may  be  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  to  prosecute 
olfenses  under  this  act,  or  under  th.^ 
acts  liereinbi  fore  mentioned,  to  whicli 
this  is  an  addition,  or  to  make  investi- 
gation into  the  same:  and  for  thai  pUi - 
pose  the  sum  of  $500,000,  or  so  mucii 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  is  hereby 
appropriiued  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  ai>piopiialed. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the 
30th  day  of  June,  in  the  year  rj04,  no 
corporation,  joinst  stock  company  or 
other  association  whose  stockholders 
are  not  jiersonally  liable  for  their  debts, 
created  by  any  state  or  teriiiory,  shall 
engage  in  commerce  with  foreign  na- 
tions or  among  the  several  states,  oi 
continue  to  carry  on  such  commen  t 
unless  it  shall  comply  with  the  follow- 
ing conditions: 

First— It  shall  file  a  statement  in  the 
ofhce  of  the  interstate  commerce  com- 
mission, signed  and  sworn  to  by  its 
president,  its  treasurer,  its  general 
manager  an  da  majority  of  its  direct- 
ors, or  by  the  persons  exercising  th.^ 
powers  usually  exercised  by  such  otti- 
ceis  and  directors  of  such  corporation;!, 
joint  stock  companies  and  other  assoti- 
aiion.  tin  or  before  the  l.'.ili  day  of  Sep- 
tember, in  the  year  i;t04.  and  shall,  on 
or  betoie  the  loth  day  of  September  in 
each  year  thereafter,  file  a  like  state- 
ment for  the  year  ending  with  the  30i;i 
day  of  June,  in  said  years  respectively, 
showing: 

Second — The  amount  of  its  capital

Third— The  market  value  of  the  same. 
Fourth— How  much  of  the  same  has 
been  paid  in  in  full  in  cash;  or,  if  the 
same  has  not  b-en  paid  in  full  in  cash, 
what  has  been  received  by  said  cor- 
poration, joint  stock  company  or  other 
association,  in  lieu  theieof,  and  the 
value  of  whatever  shall  have  been  so 
received  by  it.

EVILS  OF  BETTING 

Shown  In  Report  to  House  of 
Lords. 

London,  Jan.  3.— The  rapid  increa.se  in

Aledo,  111.,  Jan.  3.— Miss  Tona  Dunlap, 
on  trial  for  the  murder  of  Allie  Dool, 
was  actiuitted  by  the  jury  shortly  be- 
fore noon  today.  The  case,  which  has 
been  on  trial  for  several  weeks,  is  an 
outgrov.th  of  a  tragedy  that  has  excited 
the  people  of  this  community  since 
early  last  summer. 

Allie  Dool,  clerk  in  a  general  storp 
here,  died  suddenly  after  eating  choco- 
late candy  that  had  been  given  her  by 

Tona  Dunlap.  It  was  proved  that  she 
died  of  strychnine  poisoning,  and 
cliarges  were  made  that  the  pcdson  was 
administered  by  Tona  Dunlap.  A  cor- 
oner's jury,  however,  exonerated  Miss 
Dunlap,  and  thus  the  matter  was  al- 
lov.ed  to  rest  until  late  in  the  fall,  when 
a  grand  jury  indictment  was  returneu 
against  Tona  Dunlap.  Her  trial  fol- 
lowed. 

The  only  motive  alleged  by  the  pros- 
ecution for  the  crime  charged  was  that 


Dool  in  the  store  clerkship,  a  position 
paying  only  $5  a  week.  It  was  proved 
that  Tona  Dunlap  had  purchased 
strychnine  from  a  druggist,  but  the 
young  woman  testified,  and  in  this  was 
corroborated  by  her  mother,  sister  and 
brother,  but  that  she  had  bought  the 
poi.son  and  used  it  as  a  corn  remedy. 

The  prosecution  proved  that  chocolato 
candy  contained  poison  and  that  Miss 
Dunlap  gave  them  to  Miss  Dool  was 
a/lmitted.  The  testimony  also  devel- 
oped that  Tona  Dunlap  and  other  young 
women  liad  eaten  candies  taken  from 
the  same  paper  bag.  and  that  neither 
suffered  injury.  Miss  Dunlap  had 
stoutly  maintained  her  innocence,  and 
her  lawyers  have  tried  to  establish  <i 
theory  of  accidental  poisoning.  For  two 
days  rumors  had  been  current  con- 
cerning statements  alleged  to  have  been 
made  by  a  juror  prior  to  his  acceptance, 
but  nothing  of  an  authentic  nature  can 
be  learned.  The  juror  in  question  wad 
said  to  have  told  a  frienci  he  "wouui

Horse  owners,  trainers  and  jockeys 
joined  with  the  politicians  In  canvass- 
ing the  constituency  and  motor  cars 
were  so  numerously  reciulsitioned  in 
working  the  division  that  the  local  sup- 
ply of  oil  temiKuarily  gave  out.  During 
yesterday's  polling  no  less  than  fifty 
motors  were  utilized  in  bringing  voters 
to  and  from  the  polls.  Mr.  Hose,  yester- 
day, in  a  pelting  rain,  covered  over  100 


miles  in  his  final  election  tour  of  the 
constituency.  Mis.  Rose,  in  a  luxurioua 
motor,  also  made  a  tour  of  the  divi- 
sion  in   another   dlrciction. 

Mr.  Roso  was  born  in  Montreal.  H» 
is  a  son  of  Sir  John  Itosr,  long  promin- 
ently identified  with  the  English  turf 
and  other  sports.

"Concrete  Is  ruining  our  business,"  said 
a  well-known  quarry  man  the  other  day. 
has  take  •  place  during  the  la^t  year  or 
"A  great  decrease  in  the  sales  of  stone 
two,  cjince  the  use  of  concrete  ha.s  be- 
come so  common  for  the  purposes  for 
which  stone   was   formerly   used. 

"In  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  is  so 
much  more  building  now  than  there  wds 
.«ome  time  ago  the  demand  for  building 
stone  decreases.  The  use  of  concrete  is 
becoming  more  common  every  yeai',  and 
if  affair-s  continue  a.s  they  have  been  there 
will  be  no  call  for  stone  except  in  the  light- 
er ornamental  work  alujut  the  buildings. 
"Formerly  all  of  the  abutments  lor 
bridges  were  of  stone.  Now  they  are  of 
concrete  with  a  cap  of  stone  only  un  the 
top.  At  the  St.  Louis  exposition  there 
is  to  be  a  building  miule  entirely  of  con- 
crete from  top  to  bottom,  just"  to  show 
what  can  be  accomplished  by  the  use  ol 
cement,  gravel  and  water,  instead  of  the 
old  and  more  expensive  method  of  using 
stone. 

"The  foundations  of  all  of  the  large 
buildings  in  which  enormous  amounts  of 
stone  were  formerly  used  are  now  almost 
entirely  of  concrete.  Most  of  them  aro 
supported  by  great  concrete  piers  set 
down  in   the  ground. 

"Quarrynien  are  not  the  only  sufferers 
by  the  introduction  of  the  concrete  to  such 
a  lirge  extent.  Stone  ma.sons  are  nipldlv 
losing  their  trade.  1  know  munv  who 
have  already  been  forced  to  (luit  the 
old  business  which  formerly  gave  them 
the  best  of  supijort,  and  begin  something 
new. 

"Of  course,  as  a  u.sual  thing,  it  does  not 
interfere  with  bricklayers  to  any  grtat 
extent,  but  I  know  of  one  case  in  which 
it  aoted  very  conspicuouslv  t<  bring  about 
the  end  of  a  bricklayers'"  strike  in  favor 
uf    the   employers. 

W\  was  down  at  the  Soo  some  time  ago 
,  A  Philailelphia  firm  was  donig  some  work 
there  which,  as  originally  phuin.d  was 
to  be  of  brick.  It  had  been  but  fairlv 
started  before  the  men  took  it  into  their 
heads  that  they  wantea  higher  wages, 
or  shorter  hours  or  something— I  don't 
remember  just  what  the  complaint  was 
now— and  they  went  on  a  strike. 

"Instead  of  taking  them  back  and  al- 
lowing their  demands,  the  company  mere- 
ly announced  that  they  would  do  the  work 
with  concrete.  Thev  started  getting  their 
foruis  up,  but  the  men  did  not  allow  that 
to  go  on  long  before  they  came  buck  and 
resumed   work   on    the   old    terms. 

"Resides  being  cheap  as  a  material,  an- 
other great  point  in  favor  of  concrete  is 
that  it  is  easy  to  handle  and  that  all  the 
work  can  be  done  by  ordinary  unskilled 
labor— wages  such  as  the  old  stone  masons 
got  are  never  paid. 

"Cement  companies  who  contracted  to 
furnish  cement  for  the  concrete  work 
around  this  part  of  the  country  found 
they  had  more  than  they  could  do  last 
summer  when  they  had  almost  always 
more  orders  on  hand  than  i-ouid  be  filled. 
"This  unusual  use  of  concrete  over  stone 
has  only  devt^loped  during  the  last  two 
or  three  years,  but  if  it  continues  long,  I 
think  that  the  ruination  of  the  stone  bus- 
iness for  heavy  building  purposes  is  In 
sight."

An     innocent-looking    personal    this, 

■which  appeared  in  the  local  papers  re-

as  lurious  a   romance  and  as  clever  a  \ 
piece  of  detective  work  as  has  recently 
been  publishe<l. 

It  relates  brieily  the  beginning  of  the 
end  of  a  strange  sequence  of  events 
calculated  to  put  a  former  prominent 
Duluth  man  in  the  criminal  court.s  and 
terminate  his  dual  life. 

The  man  is  VV.  A.  Hayden,  who  left. 
Duluth  and  his  family  about  six  ytars 
ago  to  join  the  Klondike  rush  for  for- 
tune. 

He  struck  gold  in  rich  deposits,  and 
gk  ir.j  his  fnitune  he  started  back  to 
Dulutli  to  join  his  fumiiy.  He  met  a 
Avonian  in  Seattle  with  whom  Iw  Le- 
came  infatuated,  and  since  then  they 
have  bt-en  liviny;  together  in  one  of 
Seattle's    most    tashionable 

htl     MiS. 

To  hi.s  Duluth  wife  he 
vas  sv.  allowed  up  by  the  euith,  but 
Mrs.  Hayden  kept  up  a  peryisttni 
fcean  h.  aiiJ  only  a  few- 
lea:  ned  of  his  address  and  domestic 
conditions  in  Seattle.  She  left  for  that 
city  soon  afterward,  and,  arriving 
there,  she  h;ul  no  dilflculty  in  securing 
a  warrant  for  her  husband's  arrest. 

A  Seattle  paper  published  the  follow- 
ing story  in  conr^sction  with  her  visit 
to  that  city: 

"For  more  than  five  years  Mrs.  W.  A. 
Hayden.  of  Duluth,  Minn.,  has  beer>  fol- 
lowing her  husband.  Struggling  be- 
tween her  love  for  the  man  who  liad 
left  her  and  her  burning  desire  for  re- 
venge, siie  continued  her  tiieless 
search,  which  ended  in  Seattle  this  af- 
It  rno()n,  when  a  complaint  was  issued 
in  Judge  Cann's  court  for  the  ariest  of 
Ler  husband. 

"Five  years  ago  Henry  Hayden  bade 
Lis  wife  good-bye  and  departed  for  the 
Klondike.  At  that  time  the  far-away 
frozen  regions  held  out  the  most  giit- 
tei  ing»  promises  in  the  shape  of  yellow 
metal.  Prior  to  thf  gold  discovery 
in  the  Klondike  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hayden 
were  happy.  They  lived  well,  although 
their  means  were  not  such  as  to  en- 
able them  to  gratify  all  their  w  i.she.^ 
For  that  reason  Hayden  decided  to  bid 
farewell  to  his  pntty  home  and  his 
^vife  and  set  out  for  Dawson. 

"In  due  time  he  arrived  in  Seattle. 
He  was  among  the  tirst  to  land  ii> 
Dawson,  going  <'Ver  the  Chilkofit  pass. 
For  a  time  all  went  well  with  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hayden.  Letters  as  full  of  ten- 
deine.ss  and  love  as  were  the  l)illet3 
doux  that  pas.sed  between  them  during 
their  early  courtship  went  to  and  from 
Dawson.  Of  a  sudden,  however.  Hay- 
deii  disappeared.  The  frantic  wife  made 
anxious  inquiries  by  mail  and  wirt.  b;ith 
to  the  authorities  in  Dawson  and  in 
Seattle. 

"Months  passed  and  no  trace  of 
Hayden.  It  was  then  that  the  realiz- 
ation that  she  had  btvn  deserted  gra- 
duallv  forced  itself  uptvn  her.  And  then 
the  search  started.  Two.  three,  four 
and  even  live  years  passed  away,  how- 
ever, before  she  had  the  slightest  clue 
to  work  urion.  When  it  diil  come,  it 
came  through  Hayden  himself,  al- 
thotigh  in  a  way  he  little  thought  of. 
"In  the  meantime  Hayden  had 
struck  It  rich  in  the  Klondike.  For  the 
first  time  in  years  money  began  to 
come  his  way.  He  struck  the  frozen

Office  Expenses.

A  committee  was  nppointfd  to  take  the 
prison-made  broom  nuestion  up  with  the 
retail  prooers'  as«o.  iution,  and  the  resolii- 
ti'tns  adopted  will  be  presented  to  the 
Duluth  Commeriia:  club,  with  a  request 
that  it  endorse  the  stand  of  the  West  Knd 
buslnesis  men  and  urge  the  wholesalers 
to  patronize  broonm  made  in  Duluth. 

The  annual  elecii<'n  of  the  West  End 
commtreial  organization  will  be  held  in 
the   club   rooms   ii'  xt   Friday   evening. 


Rough  figures  compiled  in  Auditor  Hal- 
den's  office  show  the  saving  to  the  county 
through  the  placing  of  ■  .e  sheriff's  office 
on  a  salary  basis  to  range  from  $6000  to 
%lb.<M  per  year. 

The  average  taken  In  by  the  sheriff 
from  fees  and  the  boarding  of  prisoners, 
etc.,  formerly  came  ne-ar  to  $25.0Uy  per 
year.  Considerable  of  this  large  amount 
now  accrues  to  the  county. 

Last  year  the  numbev  lof  lA-lsorters 
handled  by  the  county  authorities  was 
unusuallv  small  and  for  that  reason  the 
saving  as  shown  by  the  result  of  that 
year,  the  lirsl  in  which  the  office  was 
on  a  salary   basis,   is  only   about  $<KwO. 

The  vear  before  that,  however,  was  a 
busy  oiie  for  the  sheriff"  and  the  compari- 
son of  that  year  with  "»r2  shows  that  the 
couiiiv  wou.  I  cave  been  more  than  $15.- 
000  ahead  had  the  cba.ijio  m  system  been 
in  effect  then.  These  tigures  are  all  con- 
servatively   made. 

Hv  letting  the  contract  for  the  board- 
ing" of  prisoners  at  a  lower  rate  and  by 
carrying  out  the  retrenchments  in  the 
matter  of  the  number  of  sheriff's  depu- 
ties which  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners now  has  in  mind,  a  still  greater 
saving  will  be  attainted— probably  reduc- 
ing the  former  expense  of  the  office  near- 
ly   one    half. 

The  county  commissioners  meet  Mon- 
day to  finish  the  meeting  which  was  ad- 
journed to  that  time  at  this  week's  ses- 
sion. They  will  then  take  up  the  matter 
of  the  number  of  deinitles  which  will  be 
allowed  Sheriff  Butchart  during  the  com- 
ing vear.  and  may  possibly  take  some  new 
action  on  salaries  of  assistants  in  ac- 
cordance with  their  general  policy  of  ju- 
dicious  economy.

St.  Louis  county  is  continually  getting 
richer. 

According  to  records  in  the  treasurer's 
office  much  more  money  has  come  in  on 
tax  piyments  this  year  than  last.  Up  to 
the  last  of  November,  only  eleven  months 
of  this  year,  some  $42,000  more  than  all 
of    last    year's    receipts    was    paid    in. 

This  is  not  because  of  any  raise  In  the 
rate  of  assessment,  but  because  of  the 
continual  increase  in  the  amount  of  tax- 
able kind  in  the  county  and  the  increase 
in  the  amount  of  personal  property  as  the 
county  becomes  more  settled  and  tht; 
towns  are  built  up. 

About  9:;  per  cent  of  the  liKK)  taxes  were 
paid  up  before  the  last  of  1901.  Of  the 
lyoi  taxes  the  proportion  will  be  found 
to  be  about  the  same,  or  perhaps  a  frac- 
tion of  a  per  cent  less,  when  the  figures 
are    made    up.  . ,    ^   , 

Most  of  the  taxes  are  ixiid  before  the 
end  of  the  year.  At  the  November  reck- 
oning about  W  per  cent  of  the  entire 
taxes  of  the  county  had  been  paid  and 
at  that  time  •12.<»00  more  had  been  ia*' 
ceived  than  during  the  entire  year  o.' 
1901.  December  receipts  will  add  several 
thousand  dollars  more  to  that  amount. 

'1  his  rtmark-ible  increase — more  than  has 
been  recorded  in  any  one  year  of  late— io 
due  principally  to  the  fact  that  the 
government  lands  are  being  eo  rapidly 
taken    up. 

The  government,  of  course,  pays  no 
taxes  on  its  iands.  but  as  soon  as  they 
are  secured  to  private  individuals  by 
homesleading  or  other  means,  they  be- 
come taxable  property  and  as  such  the 
revenue  comes   in   to   the   county. 

So  much  of  this  sort  of  land  has  been 
added  to  the  tax  lists  during  the  last 
yeiir  that  four  new  duplicate  books  such 
as  are  used  in  the  treasurers  office,  have 
been  added  to  the  former  number  to  re- 
cord  the  new  land  in.

on  Dairies. 


Not    One    "Very    Poor 

Is  Found  In  the 

List. 


Twenty-Two  Dairies  Feed 

Brewery  Mash  to 

Cows. 


The  health  department  has  a  new  milk 
bulletin. 

It  shows  a  most  remarkable  Improve- 
ment In  stable,  stock  and  sanitary  con. 
dltlons  since  the  famous  "yellow"  bulle- 
tin of  last  November. 

Wlhen  Health  Commissioner  RoJ>inaon 
be^n   his   campalKQ   for   pure   milk    but 


three  dairies   were   rated   excellent.   Now 
there  are   twenty- two. 

The  bulletin  is  entirely  free  from 
"poor"  and  "bud"  ratings  so  numerous 
on    its    yellow    predecessor. 

In  a  brief  summary  the  seventy-flve 
dairies  inspected  are  classed  us  fol- 
lows: 

Kxcellent    23 

Good    3!J 

Fair    15 

Total    75 

Tn  this  inspection  ver>'  strict  attention 
was  paid  to  tho  feeding  of  cattle,  and 
the  following  indicates  what  the  various 
dairies  use: 

Mill    feed     53 

Brewery    mash    22 

In  all  1119  cattle  were  Inspected  and  the 
improvement  in  the  care  of  the  stock 
and  stables  was  more  than  had  been  an- 
ticipated. 

The  new  bulletin  gives  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  each  dairyman,  the  number  of 
cows,  condition  of  cows,  condition  of 
barn  and  class  of  feed. 

Those  that  achieved  excellent  ratings 
have  their  cattle  cleaned  every  day  and 
all  failing  In  this  fell  down  to  the  rat- 
ing of  good. 

On  tho  bulletin  the  excellent  ratings 
are  designated  by  an  X.  and  mill  feed  is 
designated  with  an  M.  while  brewery 
mash   is  designated   with   a   B. 

The  largest  dairyman  in  the  city  has 
sixty-nine  cows  and  all  are  cleaned  every 
day.  His  barn  is  kept  In  the  best  of  con- 
dition,  and   he  feeds  onlv   mill    food. 

The  Inspection  shows  an  improvement 
In  method  of  inspecting  ns  well  as  rat- 
ings, the  mark  of  excellence  being  more 
difficult  to  attain  now  than  on  the  prev- 
ious occasion,  all  of  which  goes  to  make 
the  result  more  satisfactory  to  those  that 
are  interested  in  securing  pure  milk. 

Health  Onmmissloner  Robinson  advises 
all  Duluthians  to  use  milk  made  In  Du- 
hith. Milk  from  the  outsicT?,  he  savs.  can- 
not be  regulated  by  the  local  health  au- 
thorities. 

Tho  next  inspection  will  be  an  Improve- 
ment over  the  present  as  the  health  au- 
thorities are  nreparing  appartns  to  make 
scientific  analysis  of  milk.  It  is  expected 
that  under  this  arrangement  It  will  be 
possible  to  determine  Just  what  is  the  ef- 
fect of  brewery   mash  on   milk. 


Many  of  the  dairymen  are  anxious  to 
use  brewery  mash  on  account  of  its 
cheapness  and  a  local  brewery  claims  to 
have  a  letter  from  the  state  board  of 
dairy  and  food  commissioners  saying  that 
while  there  is  a  state  law  against  the 
feeding  of  brewery  mash,  the  state  board 
does  not  enforce  it  and  considers  the  law 
unjust. 

Health  Commissioner  Robinson  will 
also  urge  the  city  to  adopt  a  certificate 
plan  with  regard  to  the  milk  dealers.  The 
idea  is  to  have  all  cattle  tested  for  tul>er- 
colosis  or  other  disease,  and  when  the 
stock  is  found  to  be  in  first  class  condi- 
tion, issue  a  certificate  to  that  effect.

000  Mark. 

The  land  office  report  for  the  month  of 
Dtcembtr  shows  a  very  active  condition 
in  the  buslne.'-s  of  that  department.  The 
cash  sales  yielded  the  sum  of  $35,81Z.j2 
and  disposed  of  ltj.794  acres  of  land.  The 
fees  and  commissions  yieldetl  $3"/i'9.98  and 
the  amount  of  land  disposed  of  in  this 
way  was  ^.StW  acres,  malting  the  total 
cash  receipts  for  the  month  $;i9,(i92.50  and 
the  total  amount  of  land  disposed  of  44.154 
acres. 

December  completts  ine  quarter  and 
the  quarterly  report  has  also  been  pre- 
pared. It  shows  that  47,.olij  acres  of  land 
have  been  disposed  ot  by  cash  .sabs 
bringing  the  sum  of  $1«M,41M;.21  and  that 
95,149  acres  were  filed  for  bringing  $11,- 
19().0S  in  fees  and  commissions.  iJepreda- 
tiona  on  government  land  yielded  the 
sum  of  $2313  to  the  department,  making 
the  total  cash  receipts  for  the  quarter 
$117,909.29. 

'I'hIs  amotmt  is  an  enormous  increase 
over  that  of  any  other  three  months  in 
the  history  of  the  local  land  office.  Th© 
quarter  preceding  this  one  broke  tho 
record  for  cash  receipts  with  the  sum  of 
$8S  31S.2t;  or  iS.hSH.Wi  less  than  the  quarter 
just  completed. 

The  total  recpints  for  the  quarter  end- 
ing December  KO.  1901  were  $40,810.05  or 
barely  one-third  of  the  total  for  tha 
qinrter   just    ended.

The  figured 
covering  lt>02,  whiie  not  set  forth  as 
final  or  ab.solutely  accurate,  approxi- 
mate the  uuth  with  sufficient  accuracy 
for  prjictioal  purposes. 

The  year  1{'02  doseJ  with  better  pros- 
pects than  it  began.  The  feeling  of 
hopeles.snes.s  on  the  part  of  many  con- 
sumers lias  given  way  to  renewed 
hope.  While  a  return  to  17-cent  cop- 
per cannot  be  expected,  unless  commg 
through  manipulation  that  will  u  li- 
niately  react  to  the  injuiy  of  the  trade, 
aij  edvanc'  of  a  cent  or  two  per  pound 
w  ould  be  a  wonderful  aid  to  many  pi  o- 
ducers.  and  would  not  place  too  high  a 
tax  on  consumers.  Copper  at  13  or 
even  14  cent.s  per  pound  is  reasonibit , 
but  a  higher  price  is  not  warranted 
under  the  present  conlitions  of  the 
trade,  or  conditions  likely  to  arise 
within  the  next  two  or  three  years. 

The  market  for  copper  has  been  dom- 
inated for  several  years  by  the  Amal- 
gamated Cojiper  company.  Thai  cor- 
jcjratlon  maintained  prices  at  an  arti- 
ficially high  level  in  1900  ai>i  during 
the  greater  part  of  1901,  and  late  in 
the  latter  year  created  havoc  in  tlie 
trade  by  making  enormou.s  sales  at  any 
j>rice  obtainable.  There  is  renf-on  to 
think  that  this  company  is  now  weil 
sold  up,  and  therefore  in  no  position  to 
long  maintain  prices  at  a  lower  le\el 
than  warranted  by  the  laws  of  trad, 
though  it  could  again  make  piices  un- 
naturally high  by  withholding  pro  iuv- 
tion.  havinig  facilities  for  marketing 
or  withholding  from  market  a  large 
amount  of  copper  in  addition  to  that 
made  from  mines  that  it  owns  outiight, 
or  controls  through  ownership  of  a 
majority  of  issued  shares.  "What  the 
policy  of  the  Amalgamated  company  is 
and  will  be  is  known  (mly  to  its  ma.^- 
agement.  The  many  columns  of  matter 
piinied  regarding  the  plans  of  this  cor- 
poration are  pure  speculations,  as  tlie 
Amalgamated  company  does  not  give 
its  plains  to  the  press  before  carrying 
them  into  execution.  There  is  some 
prospect  that  the  protracted  and  ex- 
pensive litigation  between  the  Amalga- 
mated Copper  ctjmpany  and  the  United 
Copper  company  may  be  settled  out  of 
court.  This  litigation  has  been  a  great 
handicap  to  the  copper  miniisg  industry 
of  Montana. 

The  four  principal  copper  producing 
Interests  of  the  world  are  the  Amalga- 
mated Copper  company;  the  Uotht.- 
childs'  interest,  controlling  the  lUo

The 
Amalgamated  has  made  prices  and  the 
others  have  marketed  their  production 
at  current  figures. 

The  market  price  of  the  metal,  since 
the  early  weeks  of  1902,  has  lluetuated 
•within  narrow  limits,  mostly  on  the 
basis  of  1114  to  12  cents  per  pouixl  for 
lake  copper,  with  English  and  con- 
tinental prices  closely  corresponding. 
Owing  to  the  unexampled  prosperity 
now  prevailing  in  the  United  States,  a 
markei  price  of  IIV4  cents  per  paund 
is  about  equivalent  to  the  low  record 
price  of  9  cents  per  pound  made  In 
1894,  this  increase  in  cost  of  production 
being  caused  by  higher  wages  paid  to 
labor  and  the  greatly  enhanied  cost  if 
all  machinery,  fuel  and  supplies,  as 
compared  with  1S94,  when  an  era  of 
industrial  depression  enabled  the  mines 
to  produce  copper  for  about  four-fifths 
of  the  present  average  cost.  The  divi- 
dend disbursements  by  American  mines 
■were  smaller  in  1902  than  for  many 
years  past.  The  dividends  paid  by  the 
Amalgamated  Copper  company  at  the 
rate  of  only  2  per  cent  in  1902  are  not 
properly  addable  to  the  dividends  of 
American  copper  mining  companie.«:,  for 
the  rea.«?on  that  the  Amalgamated  is 
merely  a  securities-holding  corporation, 
and  any  dividends  paid  by  it  are  simply 
redivisions  of  dividends  previously  paid 
by  constituent  companies,  some  of 
which,  as  the  Boston  &  Montana,  are 
owned  outright  by  the  Amalgamated, 
•while  others,  like  the  Anaconla,  have 
a  large  number  of  shares  held  by  m- 
dependent  owners. 

The  low  price  of  copper  -  -.^  led  to 
the  closing  of  hundred.*  of  mines  in  tho 
United  States  and  in  all  other  parts  of 
the  globe,  yet  not  a  single  producer  of 
the  first,  second  or  third  rank  has  been 
forced  to  stop  work.  The  Montana 
mines  have  worked  under  check  in  1902, 
but  at  the  close  of  the  year  were  work- 
ing fairly  full  forces.  The  UniteJ  Verde 
in  Arizona  has  been  closed  because  of 


fire,  and  the  Mountain,  in  California,  is 
idle  because  of  a  strike.  Several  new 
producers  of  importance  have  made 
their  debut  in  1902,  much  the  largest 
of  these  being  the  Greene  Con-oUdate  l, 
of  Mexico,  a  mine  of  the  first  magni- 
tude and  of  great  promise.  Few  of  the 
new  mines  have  been  able  to  make  as 
much  copper  as  anticipated.  Nearly  a  1 
have  had  to  expend  more  money  than 
was  planned.  Some  have  come  to 
grief  financially,  and  others  are  in  poor 
condition  from  lack  of  funds  and  in- 
ability to  secure  adequate  cash  ad- 
vances.

T'p  to  this  point  the  statistical  tables 
presented  are  reliable  and  their  apprbx- 
imation  to  the  truth  is  not  likely  to  be 
seriously  disputed,  with  the  next  table  the 
matter  is  different.  We  now  come  to  the 
matter  of  consumption  of  stocks  on  hand. 
It  is  over  these  points  that  battles  royal 
are  waged  on  Vaper,  and  it  Is  these  points 
that  trouble  both  producers  and  consum- 
ers, for  if  the  absolute  facts  can  be  de- 
termined, the  trend  of  the  market  for  the 
metal  may  be  accurately  forecast,  always 
with  the  reservation  that  the  mardpulaiive 
tactics  of  the  past  three  years  are  not 
brought  l:ito  play  agiiin— but  even  in  such 
cases,  the  logic  of  supply  and  demand  is 
liK)  strong  tor  a  y  trade  combination 
eventually,  and  the  ultimate  price  of  the 
metal  will  hinge,  as  it  always  has,  ex- 
cept in  brief  periods,  upon  the  two  Issues 
of  production  and  eonsump:ion  from  1n90 
to  18tt8,  inclusive.  The  figures  of  i)roduc- 
tion  may  be  relied  on,  while  those  of  con- 
sumption are  not  entirely  above  suspicion, 
but  are  as  near  the  facts  as  can  be  se- 
cured, and  in  the  main,  are  probably  not 
far  from   the   truth:

In  th 
light  of  the  foregohig  fibres  it  does  not 
seem  excessive  to  place  an  estimate  of 
50,000.00  pounds  per  month  on  American 
consumption,  or  at  least  on  American 
consumptive  purchases,  for  the  year 
1902.  This  would  ;ake  a  lilLle  more 
than  the  domestic  production  of  the 
year,  but  the  surplus  of  300,000.000 
pounds  remained  "to  be  diavvn  from. 
The  American  supply  of  refined  copper 
for  1902,  adding  Imi  jrts  and  deducting 
exports,  has  been  1  laced  at  431,130,000 
pounds,  in  a  preceding  estimate,  whic;, 
js  a  fair  approxim;ition  of  the  actual 
figuies  to  be  made  known  a  little  later. 
This  would  give  a  U'  t  reduction  of  ap- 
proximately 170,000.00)  pounds  in  Amer- 
ican stocks  for  the  year,  leaving  on 
hand  at  the  close  o  1902  a  little  less 
than  130,000.000  poun  Is,  or  a  slock  of 
58,000  tons,  to  begin  :he  year  1903.  The 
present  rate  on  An  erican  production 
may  be  set  down  at  about  50,000, 00<J 
pounds  per  month,  which  has  also  been 
the  rale  of  consumpuon,  or  at  least  of 
consumptive  buying,  in  the  year  just 
closed.  Not  le.ss  thai;  six  weeks  suppiy 
shou'd  be  considered  as  inactive,  be- 
cause of  time  requir.  d  for  transporta 
lion  and  refining,  an  i  this  would  take 
some  40,000  tons,  letving  about  20,000 
tons  of  free  stock  :or  spot  delivery. 
This  is  a  rather  nan ow  margin,  and  1 
perhaps  explanatory  of  the  decided 
stiffening  In  prices  of  the  metal  noted 
just  at  the  close  of  l:ie  year. 

The  future  course  >t  the  metal  mar- 
ket is  contingent  up'  n  so  many  differ- 
ent factors  that  pred;ctions  are  danger- 
ous. The  deciles  of  the  Amalgamated 
company  will  have  a  potent  effect,  and 
the  size  of  stocks  cairied  by  manufac- 
turers is  important.  .\s  near  as  can  be 
ascertained  the  consumers  are  carrying 
a  consideraltly  larger  stock  than  before 
the  break  in  prices  fifteen  months  ago, 
but  not  of  suflRcient:  size  to  enable 
them  to  stand  a  long  siege. 
That  a  somewha;  higher  price 
for  the  metal  is  wan  anted  by  the  ac- 
tual situation  seems  reasonably  well 
assured,  but  an  advance  of  more  than 
a  cent  or  two  woud  probably  leed 
to  disaster  to  the  pro  lucers  In  the  end. 
The  Amalagamatetl  people  are  not 
pushing  cop|>er  copper  sales,  and  have 
allowed  some  of  theii  leading  compe- 
titors to  lo-ad  up  wit  1  long-time  con- 
tracts, hence  it  is  i  os^sible  that  the 
Amalgamated  is  hoping  to  catch  the 
independents  in  precis  ly  tha  manner  it 
was  itself  caught  in  lie  "late  unpkios- 
antness." 

The  prospects  before  the  copper 
trade  are  good — not  oseate  with  the 
likelihood  of  a  robbers  price  for  their 
product,  but  promlsin:<-  Something  bel- 
tei*  and  less  heirt-moking  than  the 
just  parsed  through,  rhe  20  or  25  per 
cent,  incrense  in  coppe  production  now 
being  predicted  b;^  tl  -^  pessimists  for 
1903  will  not  materia  ize.  The  same 
thing  has  been  predi  .ted  every  year 
for  many  years,  and  it  never  come?. 
The  present  rate  of  8  per  cent  annual 
increase  requires  new  iiroductive  capa- 
city equal  to  an  Anac  >nda,  a  Calumet 
&  Hecla  or  a  Itio  Tim  »,  every  twelve- 
month. Such  mines  a  e  no  more  made 
In  a  day,  or  a  year,  th  ,n  a  giant  oak 
grows  from  an  acojn  in  a  single  season. 
None  of  the  prodi^ce:>  of  the  first  or 
second  rank  are  ^ntii  Ay  new  mines. 
Tbe  Greene  Con.solidtit.  d  is  the  nearest 
to  being  such,  but  it  las  been  an  ex- 
tensive producer  for  1  lany  years  un- 
der another  name,  thoi.gh  marvelously 
Increased  in  capacity  by  the  present 
management.  There  ai  »  several  prop- 
erties of  exceptional  promise  now 
being  developed  in  A  izona  and  So- 
nera, but  it  will  requ  e  years  of  de- 
velopment to  bring  th  ni  to  their  full 
prcKluctive  capacity.  There  are  also 
good  mines  opening  in  i'lah,  California 
and  Michigan,  and  the  latter  state  will 
score  a  largely  Increa.'-ed  production  in 
1903,  but  it  will  be  from  mine*  that 
have  been  developing  for  four  to  five 
years.  Alaska  lem  lins  a  country  of 
wonderful  promlsej  and  scant  realiz- 
aliors.  It  probabiy  has  the  makings 
of  fine  copper  mine-i,  but  none  of  them 
will  be  producing  e  '.ough  copper  to  af- 
fect the  international  copper  situation 
for  some  years  to  come,  despite  gor- 
geous promises  In  the  financial  adver- 
tising columns  of  the  newspai  eis.  Peru 
has  some  good  min^s  with  scant  de- 
velopment, including  the  famous., <^erro 
de  Pasco,  but  thai  jnoperty  will  not 
be  a  producer  upon  any  large  scale  for 
sever  1 1  years.  Chile  has  4000  copp-er 
mines,  but  it  not  developing  any  prop- 
erties of  the  first  rank.  The  Inguaran, 
in  Mexico,  from  which  a  production  of 
two  score  million  pounds  was  pre- 
dicted   for    1901.    stiirts    1903    by    begin- 


per  pond  to  send  its  ripples  against  the 
shore.  There  are  a  few  dlstI^cts  that 
can  show  material  increases  in  pro- 
duction in  1903.  The  Lake  Superior  dis- 
trict should  increas?  the  output  20,000 
to  25,000  tons  this  year.  Arizona  should 
show  a  good  Increase,  and  Mexico  a 
larger.  Utah  and  Canada  will  also 
make  good  gains  in  all  likelihood  and 
there  will  be  a  ccmslderable  Increasa 
in  the  output  from  Atlantic  seaboard 
mines.  The  copper  measures  of  Vir- 
ginia, North  Carolina  and  Tennessee 
are  of  more  Impoitance  and  promise 
than  is  generally  understood.

From  the  beginning  of  1898  strong 
manipulative  forces  were  at  work  in 
the  copper  market,  and  the  que-stion  of 
consumption  and  sttM-ks  for  the  next 
four  years  is  a  raiely  complicated  one. 
Taking  the  generally  accepted  figures 
of  consumption  in  Europe  and  America 
for  the  years  1S99  and  1900,  there  is  a 
further  reduction  of  stocks  of  3838 
tons,  leaving  stocks  of  56,838  tons  on 
Jan.  1,  1901,  and  as  the  Euiopean  visibly 
supply  uas  24,825  tons  on  this  dale,  the 
American  supply  would  have  been  32,011 
tons.  However,  produceis  of  almost 
exactly  two-thirds  of  the  American 
production  of  1900  reported  to  the 
United  States  geological  survey  thai 
they  had  stocks  on  hand  aggregating 
151,1'*3,9S2  pounds  on  Jan.  1,  I'JOl.  If  is 
not  probable  that  the  remaining  thliu 
had  stocks  of  half  the  amount,  but  it  is 
safe  to  assume  that  the  total  American 
slocks  on  this  date  ranged  between 
173,000,000  and  200,000,000  pounds.  As- 
suming the  mean  of  these  figures,  there 
is  a  discrepancy  of  almost  exactly  100,- 
00i),000  pounds  between  the  I'nited 
Stales  government  report  and  the 
ostensible  American  supply.  As  the 
government  figures  are  undoubtedly  far 
more  reliable  than  the  estimates  se- 
cured under  the  embana.'^sing  condi- 
tions of  1899  and  1900.  it  is  safer  to 
start  with  the  figure  of  200.0oO,0oo 
pounds  as  the  American  supply  on  Jan. 
1.  1901.  This  is  probably  a  little  higher 
than  the  actual  stock.  Accepting  tlie 
European  figures  of  an  actual  con- 
sumplion  of  approximately  507,000  tons 
for  1901.  there  is  left  a  surplus  over 
production  of  only  8609  tons,  whici; 
practically  offsets  a  gain  of  7028  tons 
in  the  European  visible  supply,  leaving 
American  stocks  stationary.  Unfortu- 
nately for  these  figures  the  surplus  on 
hand  in  the  United  Stales  on  Jan.  1, 
1902,  was  almost  exactly  300,000.000 
pounds,  a  gain  of  100,000,000  pounds  that 
the  figures  do  not  explam  in  anywise,. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  part  of  this  mys- 
terious increase  is  doubtless  due  to  old 
copper,  which  is  always  unearthed  in 
surprising  tiuantities  in  a  time  of  hign 
prices,  but  it  is  also  obvous  that  the 
consumption  of  1901  has  been  generally 
overrated  in  the  accepted  figiires.  In- 
asmuch as  the  European  statistics  of 
consumption  are  fairly  reliable,  the 
natural  inference  is  that  .American  con- 
sumption, figured  at  220,000  tons  in  1901, 
was  overestimated  by  25,000  to  40,000 
tons,  leaving  an  actual  consumptive  de- 
mand of  181,000  to  196,000  ions,  or  from 
400.000,000  to  440,000,000  pounds,  which  Is 
at  the  rate  of  33,333.0000  to  36,660,000 
pounds  per  month.  Business  has  been 
fully  as  good  in  every  line  in  1902  as  In 


New  York,  According  to  a  report 
compiled  by  the  New  York  metal  ex- 
change, there  has  been  an  Increase  in 
the  production  of  copper  for  the  year 
just  closed.  The  figures  for  the  pro- 
duction in  1902  are  293,830  tons  as  com- 
pared with  266,716  tons  in  1901.  Adding 
the  net  importations  of  foreign  copper 
the  total  for  1902  is  368.757  tons,  as 
compared  with  328,002  in  1901.  The 
exportations,  however,  have  been 
nearly  doubled. 

In  1902  the  total  exports  of  copper 
were  168,435  tons  against  98,941  In  1901. 
Consumption  also  Increased,  probably 
on  account  of  low  prices  and  It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  country  consumed  203,- 
000  tons  last  ye%r,  compared  with  165,000 
in    1901. 

Summing  up  the  results  of  the  year, 
the  statement  shows  that  the  stocks 
at  the  mines,  on  transportation,  at  re- 
fineries and  in  warehouses  are  esti- 
mated to  be  133.813  tons  at  the  end  of 
the  year.

If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  attorney 
general  such  corporation,  joint  stock 
company  or  other  association  against 
which  any  civil  proceeding.s  may  be  in- 
stituted be  one  on  wliich  the  public  is 
so  depending  that  the  interruption  of 
its  business  will  cause  serious  public 
loss  or  Inconvenience,  he  may,  lr»  his 
discretion,  refrain  from  proceeding  to 
obtain  a  decree  which  will  absolutely 
prevent  the  continuance  of  such  busi- 
ness and  may  apply  for  a  limited  or 
conditional  decree,  or  oi>e  to  take  effect 
at  some  future  day.  as  the  public  in- 
terests shall  seem  to  require.  And  if, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  court  befor*; 
which  such  proceeding  may  be  pending, 
the  interruption  of  the  business  of  the 
defendant,  defendant  corporation, 
joint  stock  company  or  other  associa- 
tion will  cau.se  such  public  inconven- 
ience, the  court  may  decline  to  enter 
an  absolute  decree  enjoinin.g  it  against 
proceeding  with  Its  busine-^s,  and  may 
enter  a  modified  or  conditional  decree, 
or  such  decree  to  take  effect  at  a  future 
time  as  justice  shall  require.

"The  wholesale  price  o*  beef  may  be 
lower  than  It  was  two  months  ago,"  said 
Mr.  Young,  local  manager  of  the  Cudahy 
Packing  company  today,  when  asked 
whether  there  wafi  any  foundation  for  the 
reports  that  the  butchers  are  keeping  up 
the  price  of  beef,  "but  the  quality  \&  poor- 
er. The  butcher  is  making  no  more  out 
of  the  beef  now  than  he  was.  He  may 
pay  only  six  cents  now,  where  he  paid 
eight  two  months  ago,  but  he  loses  that 
amount   in    the  cutting   up. 

"An  Incident  which  illustrates  what  I 
mean  came  under  my  notice  last  week 
in  Hibldng.  I  was  talking  with  a  dairy- 
man who  said  he  had  a  cow  which  he 
intended  to  kill  and  sell.  Beef  was  bring- 
ing 15  cents  per  pound  and  he  fi.-^ired 
that  he  could  sell  his  cow  at  14  ctnts, 
make  a  large  profit  himself  and  do  a  fav- 
or to  his  customers.  He  did  not  realize 
that  if  he  attempted  to  sell  all  parts  of 
the  cow  for  H  cents  per  pound  he  might 
lose  more  of  his  customers  than  he  would 
please. 

"What  fixes  the  price  of  beef  Is  not 
so  much  the  wholesale  price  per  pouxiJ. 
us  the  quality  of  the  animal  and  how 
much  of  It  is  saleable  after  It  has  been 
cut  \\p  by  the  butchtrt?.  Often  the  beef 
which  we  sell  to  the  butchers  at  10  cents 
per  pound  is  ciieaper  to  them  in  the  end 
than    that   which   we  sell  at  ti  cent.s. 

"Th«  animals  which  are  coming  in  now 
are  not  of  a  good  quality,  for  they  are 
chiefly  grass  fed.  and  grass  is  not  very 
good  feed  at  this  time  of  the  year.  A 
short  time  ago  we  were  receiving  corn- 
fed  animals,  which  make  much  better 
beef,  and  the  same  will  be  the  case  again 
In  a  few  weeks,  when  the  farmers  are 
compelled  to  take  their  cattle  off  tho 
grass  and   feed   them." 

The  trade  In  meats  has  been  brisk  this 
week.  The  logg«rs  are  buying  in  large 
qujntltles  and  the  Christmas  business  was 
hi'avy. 

The  stock  of  fresh  poultry  In  the  city 
is  very  small.  Tho  holidav  trade  follow- 
ing clofie  upon  a  heavy  Thanksgiving  de- 
mand, combined  with  a  shortage  in  tur- 
key supply,  has  cleaned  out  the  stocks  of

DECEMBER  WEATHER. 


Mean  Temperature  Two  De- 
grees Below  the  Normal. 

The  regular  monthly  weather  report  for 
the  month  of  December  shows  some  Inter- 
esting features  although  no  records  are 
broken. 

The  mean  temi>erature  for  the  month 
was  16  degrees  or  two  degrees  below  the 
average  for  the  past  thirty-two  years. 
The  lowest  mean  temperature  for  the 
month  of  December  .since  1871  was  6  de- 
grees above  zero,  recorded  in  1ST2.  The 
highest  was  34,  in  1S77. 

The  lowest  point  reached  bv  the  mer- 
cury last  month  was  17  degrees  below  on 
the  26th,  and  the  highest  37.  on  the  18th 

The  prevailing  winds  w<'re  from  the 
southwest  and  the  highest  velocity  was 
66  miles  per  hour  from  the  northwest,  re- 
corded on  Dec.  24. 

The  precipitation  was  2.03  Inches,  as 
compared  with  the  average  of  1.27  for 
thirty-two  years  and  .68  of  an  Inch  for 
Deceml>er  of  last  year. 

Sunshine  and  cloudiness  were  evenly 
distributed,  there  being  10  clear  days  10 
partly  cloudy  and  11  on  which  Old  Sol  did 
not  show  his  face.

Kevveenau 
county  has  one  large  producer,  the  Mo- 
hawk,   and   a   smaller   mine,    the    Phoe- 
nix,   which    will   begin   production   on  a 
SI. .all    scale    within   a   short    time.     On- 
tonagon      county   has       two   producing 
mines,    the   Ma.ss   and   Adventure,    with 
two   others   in    the   development   stage. 
The  balance  of  the  active  mines  are  in 
Houghton  county,  of  which  the  produc- 
ing districts  are  the  Calumet,    Portage 
Lake    and    South    Range,    the    latter    a 
new  held,  first  opened  in  1SS7,  and  giv- 
ing  promise   of  a   production    that   wiU 
rival    Calurnet    within    the    next      few 
years. 

The  appended  table  gives  actual  pro- 
duction for  IWt.  these  being  the  first 
accurate  detailed  figures  yet  given, 
with  estimates  of  output  for  1D02.  The 
latter  are  necessarily  estimates  only, 
but  are  very  close  and  may  be  depend- 
ed on  as  a  close  approximation  to  the 
full  official  returns,  whith  will  not  be 
available  for  nearly  eight  months:

A  notable  fact  brought  forth  by  the 
flgui-s  of  the  1902  production  is  the 
decline  of  the  Calumet  &  Hecla  in  rel- 
ative though  not  in  actual  importance 
as  a  producer.  Opened  in  1866.  thia 
great  property  speedily  outstripped  all 
competitors,  and  in  1870  made  more 
than  half  the  total  output  of  the  dis- 
trict. Since  that  time,  with  the  sole 
exception  of  1802,  when  product  lou 
dropped  below  normal,  the  Ca'umet  & 
Hecla  has  made  more  than  half  of  the 
copper  produced  by  lake  mines,  uritil 
1902.  when  the  Calumet  &  Hecla  pro- 
portion was  a  trifle  less  than  one-half. 
It  is  possible,  though  n<»t  probable,  that 
revised  figures  may  show  that  this 
great  mine  made  more  than  a  moiety 
of  the  lake  output  in  1902,  but  in  any 
case  the  figures  for  the  current  year 
will  show  that  the  great  Calumet  & 
Hecla,  while  still  standing  head  and 
shoulders  above  all  competitors,  no 
longer  makes  more  than  half  of  the 
lake  copper,  and  for  the  future  its  rel- 
ative importance  will  continue  to  grow 
less  for  at  least  several  years  to  come, 
even  though  the  production  continues 
undiminished. 

The  dividend  payments  by  all  lake 
copper  producers  to  the  clo.'^e  of  1902 
are  showin  by  the  following  table,  in 
which  the  dividends  disbursed  by  the 
Hecla  anl  CaluQiet  mines  before  their 
con.solidatlon  are  credited  to  the  Calu- 
met &   Hecla:

Predinions     of     output     for  1903     are 
necessarily  ultra-hazardous,  for  several 
reasons.     None  of  the  new  mines  have 
been  able  to  begin  production  within  a 
year  or  two  of  the  date  first  set.  Thcie 
have  been  many  long  delays  In  the  fiH- 
in   of  machlneryg  orders,   and   most   of 
the  new  mines  have  found  It  necessary, 
or    at    least    expedient,     to    secure    far 
greater   underground  openings   than   a*, 
first  planned.     A  modern,  steam  stamp, 
with  a  daily  capacity  of  350  to  550  tons 
of  rock,  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
material        crushed,        requires    a    vast 
amount  of  opening  ahead  of  the  mill,  in 
order   to  permit   the  judicious  selection 
of  mlU-rock  that   is  neces.sary  in  even 
the  richest  mines  of  the  district,  owing 
to  the  great  fluctuations  In  copper  con- 
tent of  the  lode-rock  at  various  points. 
Taking    everything    into    consideration. 
It  seems   probable   that    the   lake   mines 
will      almost      certainly      make     morj 
than  two    hundred     million     pounds  ol 
refined  copper  in  1903.  and  the  produc- 
tjcm  for  the  year  will  probably  be  210,- 
000,000  pounds,  and  possibly  as  much  as 
225,000.000    pounds.      Much    higher    esti- 
mates   have    been   printed,    but    taking 
eveiything  into  consideration,   they  arc 
scarcely   warranted   by   the  facts.     Th-^ 
lake  district  Is  like  every  other  copper 
field    of    the    world    ir>  one    respect — it 
never  makes  as  large  a  production  in 
any   year  as  enthusiasts  predict.     The 
big    increase    in    production    next    yrar 
will    come    from    the    Mohawk,    Baltic, 
Triiiiounlain  and   t'hampion   mines,   all 
of   which  are  certain    to  vastly   exceed 
their    totals    for    the   year    just    closed. 
The  Osceola  can  also  increase  its  out- 
put enormously,   if  such   be   the  desire 
of   the   management.       The     Wolverine 
will  also   show    a   substantial    increa.sc, 
owing    to    the    doubling    of    its    milling 
facilities  In  the  latter  part  of  1902,  and 
sundry    other     mines     should    Incxease 
output.     It  is  not  likely  that  the  Calu- 
met   &    Hecla,    Tamarack    and    Quirs  y. 
the   three   largest   producers,  will  show 
any    marked    increase    in    output,    al- 
though   the   Calumet   &    Hecla   Is    in   a 
position  to  make  about  15,000,000  pounds 
of    copper    yearly    from    its.   mine    on 
the    Osceola    lode,    if    such    production 
should    .seem    desirable,    which    it    does 
not  at  the  present  time.     The  Osceola, 
which    had    fourth    place    among    lak  • 
producers  in  1902,  can  take  second  place 
iii  1903  If  it  is  pushed,  w  hile  if  the  rate 
of   production   remains   as   small   as   at 
present,     the    Osceol.i     will     be    passed 
during  the  current  year  by  the  I5altic. 
Tiimountain    and    Champl<m.    and    will 
be  hard  pressed  by  the  Wolverine.

table.  The  first  of  these  Is  that  the 
lake  district,  notwithstanding  its  age, 
is  increasing  its  output  largely,  with  a 
certalntv  of  further  great  increa.se.

Despite  the  severe  cut  In  the  mar- 
ket price  price  of  the  metal  there  has 
been  no  reduction  in  wages.  Not  only 
are  more  men  employed,  but  the  aver- 
afee  of  wages  paid  Is  the  highest  for 
nearly  thirty  years. 

The  growth  of  the  district  in  popu- 
lation, wealth  and  all  that  makes  for 
the  comforts  and  luxuries  of  life  has 
been  trulv  marvelous  and  bids  fair  to 
continue  unL-becked  for  some  years  to 
come  even  should  the  number  of  men 
employed  by  the  mines  grow  no  larger. 
There  have  been  considerable  reduc- 
tions of  forces  during  1902  by  the  Calu- 
met &  Hecla.  Cs:e<jla,  Tamarack  and 
Isle  Royale,  but  these  have  been  more 
than  made  good  by  the  Increased 
forces  emploved  at  the  Mohawk.  Wol- 
verine Phoenix.  Baltic.  Trlmountaln, 
Champion  and  Adventure  mines. 
Taken  all  In  all,  the  outlook  for  1903  is 
a  satlsfactorv  one  for  both  owners  and 
employes,  and  in  marked  contrast  to 
the  genural  gloom  prevailing  one  year 

The  present  status  and  pospects  of 
the  various  active  mines  of  the  dis- 
trict are  set  forth  in  the  following 
paragraphs,  taking  the  mines  and 
prospects  from  north  to  south,  along 
the    range: 

The  Phoenix  is  now  employing  200 
men  and  has  Its  new  one-stamp  mill 
enclosed.  The  mine  should  begin  pro- 
duction in  the  spring  and  bids  fal:-  to 
prove  a  profitable,  although  a  small 
mine.  . 

The  Mohawk  is  milling  with  a 
single  stamp,  but  will  have  the  second 
stamp  running  soon,  and  a  third  be- 
fore the  cloFe  of  the  year.  The  mine 
is  making  good  its  early  promises  of 
becoming  another  and  larger  Wolver- 
ine. It  will  secure  a  large  production 
and  earn  gixxl  profits  this  year,  regard- 
less of  the  price  of  copier. 

The  V/olverlne  has  made  a  unique 
and  trulv  remarkable  record  within 
the  past  decade.  Starting  under  the 
present  management  some  ten  year.s 
ago  as  an  abandoned  and  thoroughly 
discredited  property,  without  friends  or 
resources  outside  of  ius  management, 
the  production  has  been  largely  In- 
creased, and  Is  now  at  the  rate  of  about 
10,00.000  pounds  yearly.  Dividend  rate.-^ 
have  been  maintained  and  a  fine  new 
mill  paid  for  out  of  surplus  earnings. 
The  mine  has  recently  almost  doubled 
its  rtete  of  production  and  Is  .sef^uring 
more  copper,  per  pound  of  rock  milled, 
than  ever  before.  The  inina  has  now 
attained  its  full  stature,  but  should 
maintain  the  present  rate  of  produc- 
tion for  two  or  three  decades  to  come. 
It  is  a  beautiful  object  lesson  in  cap- 
able, honest  and  economical  mine  man- 
agement. 

The  Ahneek  tract  is  being  ex- 
plored for  the  Kearsarge  lode, 
and  gives  promise  of  proving  valuable. 
At  the  Allouez  matters  are  in  status 
quo.  The  Old  Colony  and  Mayfiower 
properties  are  continuing  exploratory 
work,  without  having  found  anything 
of  great   piximise. 

The  Centennial  Is  now  nearly  a  half 
mile  deep  on  the  Kearsarge  lode  and 
its  north  drifts  are  in  fine  ground. 
There  is  no  quet»tion  that  the  stopes 
to  the  north  will  affwd  a  payable 
mine. 

The  Calumet  &  Hecla  has  effected 
great  economies  within  the  past  two 
vears  and  Is  making  copper  at  a  good 
profit.  The  present  dividend  rate  of 
$2,000,000  per  annum  represents  about 
half  of  the  present  net  earnings  of 
the  property.  While  production  Is 
being  maintained  at  nearly  high 
water  mark.  It  is  held  up  only  by  mill- 
ing a  much  larger  quantity  of  rock 
than  formerly.  The  ground  openel  by 
the  Red  Jacket  vertical  shaft  is  much 
below  the  average  of  the  mine  as  a 
whole.  About  5000  men  are  employed, 
as  against  nearly  7000  in  1899.  The 
work  of  installing  machinery  of  the 
most  powerful  type  continues,  though 
on    a    diminished    scale. 

The  Tamarack  is  but  little  more  than 
holding  Its  own  with  copper  at  the 
pre.sent  price.  The  deep  shafts  of  this 
mine  have  all  proven  disappointing, 
and  while  a  large  production  is  secured 
from  shafts  3  and  5.  the  rock  Is  no 
longer  of  high  grade,  and  is  neces- 
.sarlly  won  at  great  cost.  No.  5  shaft 
being  nearly  a   full   mile  In  length. 

The  Osceola  Consolidated  consists  of 
four  separate  mines.  Of  the.se  the  old 
Osceola  Is  working  only  No.  6  shaft,  at 
the  extreme  south.  No.  3  shaft  was 
drawn  badly,  owing  to  the  leaving  of 
Insufficient  pillars,  and  is  undergoing 
repairs  amounting  to  nearly  a  com- 
plete rebuilding.  The  other  shafts  are 
idle.  3  and  4  having  been  closed  down 
in  1902.  These  can  be  reopened  If  cop- 
per sells  at  13  cents  or  better.  The 
Tamarack  Junior  mine  of  the  Osceola 
company  has  been,  merely  a  scram  for

Feveral  vears  past  and  suspended  pro- 
duction "late  in  190i.  The  two  shafts 
of  this  mine  would  be  of  far  more 
value  to  the  Calumet  &  Hecla  than  to 
the  present  owners.  The  Noilh  Kear- 
sarge and  South  Kearsarge  mines  of 
the  (Jsceola,  on  either  side  of  the  Wol- 
verine, were  open>'d  extensively  dur- 
ing the  year,  no  .'^t oping  being  done, 
leaving  upwards  of  five  miles  of  un- 
stoped  openings,  much  of  which  is 
among  the  best  ever  developed  on  the 
notably  rich  Kearsarge  amygdaloid. 
Dissatisfied  shareholders  are  endeavor- 
ing to  oust  the  present  management  of 
the  Osceola.

market,  though  tie  product  of  this 
mine,  even  at  its  fu  1  capacity,  would  bo 
but  a  featherweii-hi  in  the  scale  of 
American  product! m.  The  percentage 
of  copper  secured  from  the  mine  was 
disappointing,  the  average  being  but 
little  better  than  tl  at  of  the  Atlantic. 

The  Atlantic  b-  managing  to  get 
along,  though  gret  t  economy  is  nece;5- 
sarv.  The  success  of  this  mine  In  liv- 
ing" when  better  n  Ines  die.  has  been  a 
standing  wonder  u  the  mining  world 
for  a  quarter  of  l  century.

The  Champion  if=  now  making  copper 
in  its  own  mill  and  is  stamping  the 
richest  amvgdaloi  1  rock  taken  from 
any  lake  mine.  It  will  make  a  greater 
mine  than  the  Trlmountaln.  Thesa 
three  -'South  Range"  mines  will  make 
more  copper  than  the  Calumet  &  Hecla 
in  time,  and  from  them  will  come  murb 
the  greater  part  of  the  increased  lake 
output  of  the  next  few  years. 

The  Arcadian  has  been  stripped  of 
most  of  Us  magnificent  surface  equip- 
ment, which  has  gone  to  the  Trimoun- 
tain.  A  little  production  is  being  s-?- 
cured  from  the  southern  or  Douglas 
shafts.  „,         ^      . 

The  Winona  is  having  a  mill  test  ot 
its  rock  made  at  the  Atlantic.  111. 
Returns  are  said  to  be  about  1  per 
(ent  copper.  The  underground  open- 
ings are  lookln*  better  than  at  any 
time  since  the  first. 
The  Wyandot  and  Elm  River  proper- 


ties aer  still  prospecting,  without  espec- 
ially encouraging  results. 

The  Mass  Is  feeding  one  head  at  the 
mill.  About  40  per  cent  of  the  output 
is  secured  as  mass  and  barrel  copper 
and  the -mineral  carries  about  100  ounc- 
es   of   silver   per    ton. 

The  Adventure  l..:s  been  milling  rock 
for  several  months.  Minor  defects  in 
the  mill  have  been  remedied.  It  is  now 
apparent  that  the  mine  needs  more  ex- 
tensive underground  openings  if  it  \3 
to  furnish  rock  for  three  stamps.  The 
lodes  operated  by  the  Mass  and  Ad- 
venture companies  are  extremely 
bunchy  and  require  unu.sually  extensive 
openings  to  permit  proper  selection  of 
rock. 

The  Michigan  Is  opening  a  mine  on 
the  Calico  amygdaloid  and  reopening 
the  old  Minnesota  mine  simultaneously, 
while  between  these  two  mines,  140  feet 
apart,  there  is  a  branch  vein,  making 
from  the  Calico  on  the  fifth  level  to  tht. 
Minnesota  contact  vein  at  about  the 
fourteenth  level.  This  branch  vein  is 
almost  fabulously  rich  in  heavy  copper, 
and  Its  slopes  arc  without  question  the 
richest  openings  shown  by  any  Lake 
Superior  mine  at  the  preesnt  time. 

The  Victoria  is  continuing  under- 
ground development,  has  built  a  big 
dam,  and  is  now  building  a  one-miie 
canal  to  utlliez  the  great  water  povvei 
at  Glenn  Falls,  on  the  west  branch 
of  the  Ontonagon  river.  This  power 
will  operate  the  entire  mine  and  mill. 
The  lode  Is  looking  fairly  well,  and 
with  the  advantage  of  the  cheapest 
power  in  the  district,  and  a  manage- 
ment that  deserves  high  commenda- 
tion for  its  rigid  economy,  the  Victoila 
Is  really  a  far  more  promisbig  property 
than  some  of  which  a  great  deal  more 
is  heard.

The  steel  passenger  and  freight 
steamer  Tionesta,  built  at  the  Wyan- 
dotte yards  of  the  American  Shipbuild-

The  hull  is  divided  into  nine 
water-tight  compartments  with  a  capj- 
city  of  900  tons  water  ballast.  The 
Tionesta  has  been  given  quadruple  ex- 
pansion engir»es,  dimension  of  cy  inders 
22  inches  311,^  inches,  45  inches  and  65 
inches  by  42-inch  stroke.  Two  Scoto'n 
type  boilers,  12«-^  by  IVA  feet,  fitted 
with  the  Howden  draft  and  tested  for 
210  pounds  working  pressure.  The  c  jst 
of   the  steamer     is     placed   at  $350,000. 


Everyone  who  has  traveled  the  lakes 
remembers  the  steamers  India.  China 
or  Japan,  and  the  Tionesta  is  the  first 
of  a  fleet  which  will  replace  the  older 
cla.ss  of  boats  on  the  route  between 
Lakes  Erie  and  Superior.  It  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  Anchor  line  to  furniah 
convenience  and  comfort  to  its  patrons, 
rather  than  to  cover  the  route  In  the

THE  WEATHER. 


United  States  Agricultural  Department, 
Weather  Bureau,  Duluth.  Synopsis  of 
weather  conditions  for  the  twenty-four 
hours,  ending  at  7  a.  m.  (central  time), 
Jan  3.— The  Lower  Mississippi  depression 
has  moved  to  Eastern  Lake  Erie,  causing 
warmer  weather  In  the  lake  region  and 
Ohio  valley,  and  rain  or  snow  in  most 
districts  east  of  the  Misslsssippi  river, 
heavy  in  most  Atlantic  «tates.

It  is  t»elleved  that  Dr.  Herran  would  very 
gladly  sign  a  treaty  ana  nave  It  out  of 
the  way.  hut  his  superiors  at  home  are 
timid,  appreciating  the  fact  that  almost 
any  step  taken  by  th-  m  may  furnish  a 
ground.  ,;.ist  or  unjust,  for  further  revo- 
lutionary movements.  It  was  supposed 
at  one  time  that  puch  a  resolution  as 
Senator  Morgan  proposes  to  offer  on  Jan. 
5  would  bring  Colombia  to  terms;  but 
some  diplomatic  observers  think  they 
have  dl.wovered  signs  of  a  secret  under- 
standing between  Colombia  and  the  two 
republics  Interested  in  the  Nicaragua 
route,  thf'  three  luiving  combined  to  pre- 
vent the  United  States  government  from 
using  any  one  of  them  as  a  club  to  tteat 
either  or  both  the  others  into  submission. 
If  this  is  the  fact,  it  will  add  once  more 
embarassment  to  the  many  overhanging 
the  operation  of  our  government  on  the 
Isthmus.

XNTI*TRUST   MEASURE. 

A  very  stringent  lair  for  the  regTila- 
tion  and  control  of  trusts  and  mono- 
polies has  been  ptx)iposed  by  Seixator 
Hoer,  of  Massachusetts,  in  a  bill  which 
he  asked  to  introduce  berore  the  sen- 
ate adjourned  for  the  ho4lda>-3.  The 
bill  will  go  directly  to  the  committee 
on  judiciary,  of  which  Senator  Hoar 
is  chairman,  and  he  will  endeavor  to 
ixave  it  reported  to  the  senate  at  an 
early  date.  It  is  possible  tliat  it  will 
be  strongly  opposed  by  some  mem- 
bers of  the  committee,  In  wiilch  event 
a  favorable  report  mayyiot  be  secured. 
The  chances  that  the  bill  will  not  get 
through  the  present  congress  and  its 
fate  will  depend  upon  the  next  con- 
gress. 

At  first  glance  it  would  appear  to  be 
a  very  effective  measure  to  eliminate 
the  principal  trust  evils  and  to  pro- 
tect the  people.  The  attorney  general 
is  invested  with  extensive  powers  to 
prosecute  offenses  under  the  act  and  is 
provided  with  a  fund  of  $500,000  for 
that  purpose.  The  most  complete  in- 
formation regarding  the  business  of 
corporations  doing  foreign  or  inter- 
state business  is  demanded,  and  it  is 
declared  that  every  person,  corpor- 
ation, joint  stock  company  or  other  as- 
sociation engaged  in  commerce  with 
foreign  nations  or  among  the  several 
states  who  shall  enter  Into  any  con- 
tract, combination  or  conspiracy,  or 
who  shall  give  any  direction  or  au- 
thority to  do  any  act,  for  the  purpose 
of  driving  out  of  business  any  other 
person  engaged  therein,  or  who  for 
such  purpose  shail  In  the  course  of 
such  commerce  sell  any  article  or  pro- 
duct at  less  than  its  face  market  value, 
or  at  a  less  price  than  it  is  accus- 
tomed to  demand  or  receive  therefor 
in  any  other  place,  under  the  condi- 
tion, contract,  or  undertaking  tliat  it 
shall  not  be  sold  again  by  the  pur- 
chaser, or  restrain  such  sale  by  tlie 
purciiaser,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $5000  or  by  imprisonment  not 
to  exceed  one  year,  or  l>oth,  said  pun- 
ishments, in  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

One  Important  provision  is  that  all 
books  of  these  corporations  .shall  be 
subject  to  Inspection  by  the  attorney 
general  of  the  United  States  or  any 
agent  he  may  designate.  Equally  im- 
portant is  the  provision  that  any  cor- 
poration twice  adjudged  by  the  courts 
to  have  violated  the  provisions  of  the 
law  shall  no  longer  be  allowed  to  en- 
gage in  commerce  with  foreign  nations 
or  among  the  several  states. 

The  action  of  congress  upon  this  im- 
portant measure  will  be  watched  with 
interest.  There  cannot  be  any  reason- 
able objection  to  It  from  honest  cor- 
porations, as  they  would  not  be  injured 
by  its  enforcement. 

WIRELESS  TELEGRAPHY. 

The  advent  of  the  wireless  telegraph 
system  has  revealed  the  necessity  of 
laws  and  regulations  for  the  propv.- 
safeguarding  of  the  new  plan  for  tl  e 
transmission  of  messages.  An  interna- 
tional agreement  in  this  matter  is 
highly  desirable,  and  the  German  gov- 
ernment has  already  issued  invitation.i 
to  the  various  governments  to  se.n.i 
delegates  to  an  international  conference 
to  con.sider  the  question.  There  are  a 
number  of  important  reasons  why  it 
is  desirable  to  adopt  international 
regulations  to  control  the  use  of  wire- 
less telegraphy.  As  soon  as  the  first 
success  of  the  system  of  sending  moj- 
sagea  through  the  air  without  the  use 
of  intermediary  means  was  assured,  it 
became  apparent  to  military  men  that 
sooner  or  later  It  would  be  necessary  Vj 
apply  certain  checks  on  the  operators 
of  the  instruments.  The  recent  achieve- 
ment of  Marconi  in  sending  wireless 
messages  across  the  Atlantic  has  em- 
phasized this  feeling  and  convince! 
European  governments  that  theiii 
should  be  no  more  delay  in  devising 
means  for  the  control  of  the  system. 

It  is  not  thought  that  there  will  be 
objection  to  the  plan  for  International 
co-operation  for  the  regulation  of  wir-i- 
less  telegraphy.  There  is  a  commercial 
side  to  the  question  which  will  apjejl 
to  those  interested  in  the  subject: 
There  are  five  or  six  corporations  In 
the  United  States  that  have  invested 
large  sums  of  money  in  plants  for  the 
development  of  this  system,  and  none 
of  them  will  be  averse  to  the  adoption 
of  If  ws  that  will  protect  their  interests. 
The  same  thing  is  true  of  Canada,  and 
of  European  countries.  The  scheme  is 
to  draft  proposed  laws  which  will  not 
only  conserve  the  interests  of  those  en- 
gaged in  promoting  wireless  telegraphy. 
but  which  will  protect  the  govern- 
ments as  well.  For  instance,  certain 
rights  will  be  accorded  to  corpora- 
tions which  go  into  the  business  of 
putting  up  sending  and  receiving  sta- 
tions with  the  idea  of  attending  to 
whatever  business  they  may  get.  It  la 
proposed  to  prohibit  another  concern 
from  coming  along  and  erecting  a 
dynamo  in  the  immediate  vicinity  and 
thus  break  up  the  operations  of  the 
pioneer  company.  If  things  of  this  sort 
were  permitted  there  would  be  no  end 
to  the  opportunities  to  blackmail.  A 
company  proposing  to  establish  com- 
munications between  England  and  the 
United  States  might  establish  a  station 
at  the  eastern  end  of  Long  Island.  A 
powerful  dynamo  located  near  by  coula 
derange  the  whole  system.  It  Is 
against  situations  of  this  kind  that  the 
conference  will  be  asked  to  provide. 
The  plan  is  to  discuss  certain  proposed 
laws,  and  after  an  agreement  has  been 
reached  as  to  the  most  comprehensive 
and  desirable  .<«et  of  regulations,  to  have 
each  country  place  them  on  Its  staute 
books.  This  will  insure  uniformity  all 
over  the  world,  which  is  the  point  that 
is  absolutely  essential  to  success.

THE  ILLITERATE. 

A  reader  of  The  Herald  writes  in  ref- 
erence to  aff  article  in  these  columns  on 
Dec.  30  on  the  application  of  "the  edu- 
cational test"  to  immigrants  that  the 
figures  given  convey  a  wrong  Impres- 
sion. 

From  data  furnished  by  the  commij- 
sioner-general  of  Immigration  it  is 
found  that  the  total  immigration  in  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1902,  was  64S,- 
743,  an  increase  of  33  per  cent  over  tho 
previous  year.  The  total  number  of 
illiterate  was  165,105.  The  percentage 
of  illiterate  in  the  total  immigration 
over  14  years  of  age  was  28.7.  In  1901 
the  percentage  of  illiterates  was  28.4.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  propor- 
tion of  the  total  immigration  coming 
from  Eastern  Europe  has  increased, 
while  that  from  Western  Europe  con- 
tinues to  diminish,  and  that  the  total 
illiteracy  has  also  slightly  increased. 
The  percentage  of  the  Immigration  to 
the  South  and  West  is  also  slightly 
diminished,  showing  that  the  tendency 
to  concentrate  in  certain  states  and 
cities  is  as  strong  as  ever.

These  are  the  figures  given  out  by  the 
government  Immigration  bureau,  and 
they  must  be  accepted  as  correct.  The 
showing  is  highly  favorable  to  the 
Scandinavian,  Scotch,  Finnish,  Bohemi- 
an, English,  Irish,  French  and  German 
immigrants. 

AN  OBJECT    LESSON. 

That  It  is  of  but  little  use  to  buck 
against  the  enormous  railroad  intereots 
of  the  country,  under  the  present  laws, 
grows  more  and  more  apparent.  A 
case  which  represents  the  situation  in 
many  cities  of  the  country  Is  now  be- 
fore the  interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion. It  is  the  outcome  of  a  movement 
on  the  part  of  certain  business  men  in 
the  city  of  Knoxvllle,  Tenn.,  to  secure 
coal  for  the  people  there  at  rates  more 
reasonable  than  those  charged  by  the 
local  dealers.  The  amateur  dealers  at 
Knoxvllle,  like  those  in  almost  every 
other  city  in  which  a  similar  move- 
ment has  been  started,  find  that  the 
regular  dealers  have  the  inside  track, 
aiiid  that  the  railroads  are  on  the  side 
of  the  old-timers.  In  other  words,  the 
railroads  refuse  to  furnish  the  cars 
needed  to  supply  the  amount  of  coal  re- 
quired by  the  independent  dealers. 
There  are  coal  mines  near  Knoxvllle 
which  yield  practically  all  the  fuel  used 
In  that  city.  When  the  coal  strike  oc- 
curred those  In  charge  of  the  coal  busi- 
ness at  Knoxvllle  put  up  prices  a  couple 
of  dollars  a  ton.  It  now  sells  for  $1.50. 
Some  of  the  citizens  of  Knoxvllle  got 
together  and  organized  the  Live  and 
Let  Live  Coaling  company,  which  pro- 
posed to  furnish  coal  for  $4  a  ton,  aivl 
to  turn  over  all  profits  to  the  Young 
Women's  Christian  association  of  that 
city.  A  castiron  agreement  among  the 
regular  dealers  kept  the  price  up  in 
spite  of  the  organization  of  the  new 
concern.  When  the  Live  and  Let  Live 
company  gave  Its  orders  for  coal  it 
found  that  It  could  get  the  use  of  only 
two  or  three  cars  a  day.  The  railroads 
protested  that  the  independent  com- 
pany was  receiving  as  many  car.s  as 
any  other  single  coal  firm  in  the  city. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  inde- 
pendent company  represented  as  many 
potential  buyers  as  all  the  other  firms 
put  together,  those  behind  it  thought 
that  it  should  have  the  use  of  as  many 
cars  as  were  at  the  service  of  all  the 
regular  firms.  The  railroads  refused 
to  look  at  the  matter  In  this  light,  so 
the  Live  and  Let  Live  company, 
through  R.  W.  Austin,  has  filed  a  com- 
plaint against  the  Southern  Railroad 
company  with  the  United  States  inter- 
state commerce  commission.  It  is  al- 
leged that  the  road  is  violating  the 
provisions  of  the  interstate  commerce 
act  In  that  it  is  favoring  the  regular 
coal  dealers  of  Knoxvllle  with  better 
shipping  facilities  than  are  accorded 
to  the  philanthropic  concern. 

Those  who  are  well  posted  on  the 
Intricacies  of  the  law  believe  that  the 
protest  of  the  good  people  of  Knoxvllle 
will  not  be  sustained  by  the  commis- 
sion, as  they  will  hold  that  there  Is 
no  violation  of  law.  It  is  not  the  fault 
of  the  Interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion. That  organization  Is  a  nonentit> 
at  best.     It  is   laws   that  are  needed. 


An  attempt  to  act  under  laws  that  do 
not  exist  is  a  ftrce.^ 

The  New  York  bureau  of  mediation  and 
arbitration  appears  to  exist  for  the  pur- 
pose of  keeping  a  pubUc  record  of  strikes 
—which  means  a  record  of  its  own  fall, 
ures.  It  publishes  the  fact  that  thirty- 
seven  strikes  wer.;  begun  In  the  third 
quarter  of  this  ytiar.  involving  10,000 
workmen,  but  makes  no  mention  of  any 
which  were  averted  by  its  efforts.  This 
is  just  about  what  voluntary  arbitration 
generally  amounts  to  In  the  states  which 
have  public  provision  for  It.  What  is 
needed  is  compuls<Ty  arbitration. 


The  country  learns  through  the  iiPcre- 
teiry  of  agricultun  that  the  prices  of  cat- 
tle on  the  hoof  li:  the  West  have  fallen 
40  per  cent  since  September,  and  are  now 
close  to  normal.  This,  he  claims,  fulfills 
his  prediction  of  some  months  ago  that 
by  Christmas  the  American  people  would 
be  buying  beef  at  about  the  old  figures. 
But  he  quotes  prices  being  paid  by  the 
meat  packers  to  the  cattlemen,  and  not 
those  made  by  ihe  packers  and  other 
dealers  to  consumers.  No  decline  in  tlie 
retail  prices  of  m-ats  in  Duluth  has  been 
noticed. 


The  offer  of  two  Southern  ladles  to  erect 
a  memorial  table-  to  Miss  Winnie  Davis 
in  Dr.  Connell's  >hurch  In  Philadelphia 
has  been  withdrawn,  but  the  tile  commit- 
tee has  been  instructed  by  a  unanimous 
resolution  of  the  church  that  "no  such 
application  to  ins  rt  tiie  or  tablet  to  the 
memory  of  any  respectable  man  or  wo- 
man shall  ever  ."i  declined  for  political, 
parental  or  social  reasons,  nor  because 
of  the  locality  in  which  the  deceased  may 
have  been  born  ir  dwelt."

Jan.  3.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.^— The  year  VJiyZ  far  surpassed 
all  previous  records  secured  in  the  Lake 
Superior  iron  ore  industry,  in  point  of 
output  and  otherwise.  The  expansion  of 
iron  mining  in  this  district  has  been  mar- 
velous, and  can  best  he  understood  by  re- 
ferenece  to  the  taidea  following,  although 
mere  figures,  when  they  run  Into  th 
millions,    give   but   a   faint   impression   of 

fiiCtS. 

Ore  was  first  discovered  in  workable 
qualities  in  the  lake  district  at  what  is 
now  the  Jackson  mine,  Negaunee,  in  1S41, 
when  the  glitter  of  specular  ore  was  not- 
ed beneath  an  uprooted  stump.  The  first 
decade  ol  mining  wa.s  markf'd  by  very 
limited  i)rogre.«s.  owing  to  lack  of  trans- 
portation faeililies.  A  ffW  hundred  tons 
sent  to  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  furnaces 
for  test  gave  suri^risiiig  results,  and  the 
founders  were  most  anxious  to  secure  ore 
of  such  unparalleled  purity,  but  the 
freight  ratis  were  prohibitory,  and  re- 
mained so  until  the  compi'-lion  of  the 
first  ship  canal  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  in 
1S54.  A  little  pig  iron  had  been  made  in 
crudi-  forces  and  bloomeries  near  the 
nines,  but  the  production  of  l>oth  ore  and 
fini.shed  iron  was  trivial,  hence  the  real 
history  of  the  Lake  Superior  inn  raiiges 
may  bt-  said  J  begin  with  1S54.  What 
has  been  aecomplished  in  the  fifty  years

of  this  ore  surplus  by  furnacemen  was 
doubtless  wise,  it  does  not  follow  that 
an  additional  three  to  ten  million  tons 
will  be  desired  by  the  ironmasters,  and 
there  seems  no  particular  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  American  output  of  pii 
iion  from  lake  ores  will  be  very  mud 
greater  in  1903  than  in  the  year  just 
closed.  This  statement  must  not  be  taken 
as  a  hint  that  the  iron  business  is  being 
overdone,  for  such  is  not  the  case,  but 
there  is  a  physical  limit  to  the  aballty 
of  any  Industry  to  increase,  and  while 
and  steel  will  increase  indefinitely,  meas- 
ured from  decade  to  decade,  it  should 
the  production  and  consumption  of  iron 
not  be  forgotten  that  the  Iron  trade  ad- 
vances by  leaps,  and  not  by  a  steady 
progress  from  y.ear  to  year.  About  all 
that  can  be  pre'dlcted  of  I'.m  with  safety 
is  that  the  lake  ore  production  will  be 
somewhere  between  twenty-live  and  thir- 
ty millions  of  gro.ss  tons,  with  a  likeli- 
hood that  the  actual  tonnage  will  be 
closer  to  the  lower  than  the  higher  figure; 
ill  short,  all  that  can  be  expected  is  that 
19<<3  will  about  duplicate  the  figures  of 
1902. 

It  is  now  nearly  two  years  since  the 
formation  of  the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration. The  era  of  consolidation  be- 
gan in  l>i98,  and  by  the  end  of  the  follow- 
ing year  a  great  majority  of  the  princi- 
pal mines  of  the  five  ranges  had  been 
consolidated  in  a  half  dozen  powerful 
groups.  In  19'-»1  the  Steel  trust  swallowed 
al  of  these  consolidations.  The  advent 
of  such  a  colossus,  springing  into  life 
fuIWgrown,  like  Minerva  from  the  brain 
of  Jove,  excited  the  liveliest  apprehen- 
sions of  all  competitors  and  gave  rise 
to  harrowing  fears  on  the  part  of  those 
engaged  in  the  actual  work  of  mining, 
from  the  superintendents  down  to  the 
men  working  underground.  'ITiese  fears 
have  been  largely  dissipated  by  the  con- 
duct of  the  iron  mining  end  of  the  trust. 
There  have  been  numerous  changes  and 
a  few  high-salaried  men  have  been  let  out 
of  their  jobs,  but  on  the  whole  just  as 
many  men  are  needed  now  to  run  things 
as  before,  and  salaries  average  higher. 
The  saving  is  secured  in  other  ways  than 
at  the  expense  of  salaries  and  wages.  An 
average  saving  of  6  cents  per  ton  in  the 
cost  of  mining  the  ore  produced  by  the 
trust  in  1902  would  mean  $l,<:i0"J.'XJ0.  which 
would  far  more  than  pay  the  salary  of 
every  man  engaged  in  tne  management  of 
the  various  properties,  and  economies 
that  have  resulted  in  the  saving  of  con- 
siderably more  than  6  cents  per  ton  have 
been  put  into  effect.  Everything  has  been 
systematized,  and  the  machine,  despite 
its  great  size  and  power,  is  running  with 
very  little  noise  and  the  minimum  of 
friction.  Not  only  are  salaries  good,  but 
wages  are  higher  than  have  been  paid 
at  the  iron  mines  for  a  decade.  From  the 
standpoint  of  the  workingman  the  trust 
has  been  an  unmixed  blessing,  for  it  has 
not  only  raised  wages,  but  has  given  the 
assurance  of  steady  work  the  year  round, 
on  all  of  the  older  ranges.  The  steam- 
shovel  mines  of  the  Mesaba  are  still 
forced  to  cio.se  down  during  the  winter, 
which  is  and  must  continue  unavoidable. 
The  local  feeling  toward  the  trust,  which 
was  at  first  one  of  fear  and  of  hostility, 
concealed  because  of  fear  only  has  great- 
ly changed,  and  is  now  one  or  confidenc« 
and  friendliness.  A  common  miner  can 
appreciate  good  treatment  just  as  well  £is 
any  other  man.  and  this  he  has  had  and  is 
still   getting   from   the   trust. 

In  addition  to  the  wage-workers  and 
salaried  men  there  is  another  class  af- 
fected by  the  trust.  This  is  composed  of 
the  independent  mining  companies.  Such 
have  had  very  little  to  say,  mainly  be- 
cause there  didn't  seem  to  be  anything  to 
say  that  it  wasn't  much  wiser  to  leave 
unsaid,  and  there  have  been  no  collisions 
This  has  not  prevented  a  large  amount  of 
deep  thinking  on  the  part  of  the  indepen- 
dent companies,  and  they  have  all  ar- 
rived at  practically  the  same  conclusiun, 
which  is,  that  the  independent  mines  must 
expand  or  go  out  of  business  eventually. 
Just  now,  there  is  enough  for  all,  but 
when  business  gets  bad,  as  it  will  some 
day,  the  trust  will  have  to  book  orders, 
and  it  can  book  them  at  prices  that  will 
put  the  independent  mines  out  of  busi- 
ness, temporarily  at  least.  The  mines 
must  have  furnaces  and  mill  connections, 
and  the  independent  mills  and  furaces 
must  have  mine  connections.  In  other 
words,  the  Independents  must  lose  their 
independence  and  do  on  a  small  scale 
what  the  trust  has  done  on  a  large  plan, 
or  be  swallowed  by  the  trust,  sooner  or 
later.  It  is  Decause  of  this  conviction 
on  the  part  of  the  independent  mines, 
which  is  founded  upon  fact  and  logic, 
that  some  of  them  are  selling  out,  as  in 
the  ca.se  of  the  Champion  mine,  which 
was  sold  to  the  Clairton  Steel  company 
onlv  two  weeks  ago,  while  others,  like  the 
Cleveland-Cliffs  company  are  branching 
out  into  the  manufacture  of  iron.  The 
Cleveland-Cliffs  remains  the  principal  in- 
dependent interest  of  the  lake  district, 
and,  while  already  a  large  producer  of 
charcoal  pig  is  building  a  mammoth  new 
furnace  at  Marquette.  This  company  also 
owns  a  railroad  and  Immense  tracts  of 
hardwood  lands,  and  has  very  extensive 
plans  for  the  future.  In  brief,  the  inde- 
pendent iron  mine  of  the  lake  field  may 
be  divided  into  three  classes— the  Cleve- 
land-Cliffs kind,  which  expands  to  pro- 
tect its  own  life;  the  Champion  sort, 
which  wisely  sells  out  at  a  good  price  at 
a  good  time,  and  the  little  fellows  who 
are  so  small  that  thev  are  overlooked. 

The  visible  supply  of  ore  of  Bessemer 
grade  remains  stationary.  The  failure  to 
find  ore  measures  of  this  grade  is  not  re- 
assuring. ,  .   ,  , 

In  Canada  the  Michipieoten  range  is 
rot  making  good  the  promise  of  its  open- 
ing. On  the  Atikokan  range,  north  of 
the  Vermilion  and  Mesaba.  n  large 
amount  of  exploratory  work  is  imoer 
way  with  encoumraging  results.  The  ore 
of  "this  district  Is  titaniferous  as  a  rule, 
but  it  is  thought  that  large  deposits  of 
hich-grade  Bessemer  ores  may  be  opened 
fL'K'.'j?.      *"  HORACE  J.  STEVENS.

anv  year  preceding  1897.  The  conclusion 
Is  irresistable  that  while  the  Steel  trust 
has  expanded  marvelously.  the  indepen- 
dent concerns  have  fully  held  their  own. 
and  the  figures  of  iron  ore  tonnage 
achieved  last  year  by  concerns  entirely 
unaffiliated  with  the  trust  afford  the  best 
po.ssible  proof  that  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation  does  not  monopolize 
the  iron  ore  trade,  despite  Its  business  in 
that  Ihie  having  reac.-ed  a  size  that  the 
wildest  vi.=iouii.ry  could  scarcely  have 
dreamed  of,  five  years  ago. 

Sundry  figures  given  in  the  way  of 
forecasts  of  the  probable  production  of 
iron  ore  for  1903  have  recently  appeared 
in  the  trade  press.  Without  exception 
these  have  indicated  considerably  in- 
creased production  for  this  ■■•ear.  the  es- 
timates ranging  from  thirty  to  thirty-five 
millions  of  tons.  The  mines  could  cer- 
tainiv  furnish  even  as  much  as  35.0^.<>tX» 
tons  "this  vear.  and  the  lake  marine  could 
probably  handle  30.00'>.0<iO  tons  and  pos- 
sibly more.  If  the  necessity  arose,  but  it 
is  doubtful  whether  the  1903  o;itput  will 
be  materially  greater  than  that  of  the 
year  just  closed.  The  best  authorities 
agree  that  the  season  of  navigation  of 
1902  just  closed  and  with  the  largest  ac- 
cumulation of  Iron  ore  ever  known  at 
lower  lake  port?.

As  far  as  the  world  of  sports  Is  con- 
cerned the  year  o:  1902  will  go  down  to 
history  as  a  very  ordinary  year.  There 
were  many  notable  performances  made, 
as  there  are  every  year,  but  In  only  one 
or  two  Instances  do  they  deserve  more 
than   passing  notice. 

The  striking  exc  plions  to  this  criticism 
were  furnished  by  the  college  athlete  and 
the  harness  horse.  In  athletics  Arthur 
Duffy,  the  wonJeriul  little  sprinter  frum 
Georgetown  uni\erslty,  accomplished 
what  had  baffled  athletes  for  more  than 
a  decade  and  sucoeeded  in  running  the 
100  yards  dash  in  it  3-a  seconds.  But  even 
this  record  is  paled  a  little  because  of  the 
fact  tkat  Duffy,  atli.r  Innumerable  trials, 
was  never  able  to  fpeat  the  performance. 
The  record  itself  warj  made  under  excep- 
tional circumstanc<'s  and  will  doubtlttss 
stand    for    many    y -ars. 

In  the  world  of  the  harness  horse  first 
honors  should  go  to  Dan  Patch,  unques- 
tionably   the   greaust    pacer  of   the   year.     ^__.    _

A  cloiie  observer  "f  events  in  the  sport- 
ing world  could  no:  help  but  note  an  ex-

.•sports.  There  was  a  time  when  the  pro- 
fessional athlete  was  supreme  and  the 
amateur  was  looke  1  upon  as  a  very  poor 
imitator.  But  wihin  the  last  tlecade, 
and  especially  witl.in  the  last  few  years, 
popular  sentiment  hus  set  itself  in  anoth- 
er direction  and  the  public  looks  more 
to  the  amateur  athlete  to  furnish  its 
amusement. 

Indeed,  one  doe?  not  have  to  stretch 
a  point  in  saying  that  the  professional 
athlete  is  now  looked  upon  as  being  in  a 
Certain  sense,  engiged  in  a  disreputable 
bu.^lness.  An  excet  tion  to  this  rule  must 
hf  made  liT  the  case  of  basvbill  players, 
who,  in  spite  of  their  professionalism, 
still  hold,  and  pro  >ably  will  continue  to 
hold,  the  enthuslas  ic  support  of  the  peo- 
ple. 

In  the  pugilistic  world,  however,  the 
prize  fighter  is  retarded  as  belonging  to 
a  lower  stratum  i  f  society,  whether  he 
likes  it  or  not.  T  lus  for  Instance,  Mc- 
Govern  and  Young  Corbett  have  been 
driven  out  of  thr -e  states  where  tiiev 
have  attempted  to  bring  off  their  battle 
for  the  featherwe  ght  championship  of 
the  world. 

In  the  realm  of  amateur  sports,  and  es- 
pecially that  of  C'llege  athletics,  public 
interest  ha^  bee«  growing  with  great  ra- 
pidity. There  never  was  .such  enthusiaf^m 
shown  before  ad  in  the  great  inter-col- 
legiate football  nnatches  and  regattas. 
Th'i  revival  of  the  old  Olympic  games  is 
another  indication  of  the  same  upward 
trend.  The  resumition  of  these  Hellenic^ 
gimes  has  proved  a  jmwerful  stimulus  in 
all  countries,  and  has  furnished  them 
with  the  first  mians  for  international 
competition  in  which  every  nation  is 
placed  on  the  sam.'  footing. 

IT  there  have  been  but  few  records 
made  this  year  the  athletic  spirit  has 
spread  greatly  throughout  the  world,  and 
there  is  a  decided  elevation  In  the  spirit 
of  healthy  sport.

The  pacers  come  in  for  the  most  praise 
this  year,  the  most  notable  performance 
of  the  vear  being  that  of  Dan  Ptitch  at 
Readville,  when  he  equaled  Star  Pointers 
record  of  l.oSVi,  made  on  this  same  track. 
Dan  Patch  made  several  attempts  to 
beat  these  figures,  but  he  could  not  ac- 
complish the  feat.  As  he  is  only  six 
years  old,  there  are  many  predictions 
that  he  will  break  the  record  before  an- 
other year.  Next  to  Dan  Patch,  the  most 
consistent  pacer  of  the  year  was  Prince 
Alert.  This  remarkable  animal  paced 
one  mile  in  2.00,  and  then  made  a  new 
world  record  of  .67*i  for  tha  half  mile. 
... 

PUGILISM. 

In  the  pugilistic  world  no  new  cham- 
pions appeared.  James  J.  Jeffries  fought 
a  battle  with  Robert  FitZiSimmon.s  on  July 
26,  and  won  in  the  eighth  round.  Thw 
was  the  only  fight  for  the  heavyweight 
championship  and  Jeffries  still  retain.^ 
his  honors.  Robert  Fitzsimmons  techni- 
cally holds  the  middleweight  champion- 
ship of  the  world,  although  he  has  been 
fighting  In  the  heavyweight  class  only  for 
several  years.  Boxing  critics  now  are 
inclined  to  give  this  honor  to  Tommy  Ry- 
an because  Fitzsimmons  has  not  defended 
his    title. 

The  lightweight  championship  of  the 
world  still  belongs  to  the  negro  fighter, 
Joe  Gans.  A  new  aspirant  for  the  honor 
has  appeared  in  the  jjcrson  of  Jimmy 
Brilt,  the  Pacific  coast  champion,  but 
as  the  latter  refuses  to  fight  the  negro 
he  is  denied  the  hi)nor.  Young  Corbett 
(William  Rothwelb.  holds  the  feather- 
weight championship  by  virtue  of  his 
defeat  of  Terry  McGovern  in  November, 
1901.  Harry  Forbes  is  the  bantam  cham- 
pion. 

Pugilism  In  1902  was  particularly  bar- 
ren of  results.  Not  only  has  there  been  a 
marked  diminution  of  the  public  interest 
in  the  sport,  but  a  hostile  sentiment  has 
sprung  up  against  it  in  many  parts  of 
the  United  Stales.  This  is  clearly  indicat- 
ed b^'  the  opposition  which  McGovern 
and  loung  Corljett  have  met  in  their  at- 
tempts to  bring  off  their  second  fight  for 
the  featherweight  championship.  The*' 
Were  prevented  from  fighting  by  the  au- 
thorities of  three  different  states.  Young 
Corbett  himself  was  forbidden  to  engage 
in   four   fights   in    imi2.

GOLF. 

Golfers  received  but  one  distinct  sur- 
prise during  the  year.  That  was  in  the 
men's  amateur  championships  at  Chicago 
in  July,  when  Louin  N.  James,  of  Chicago, 
now  a  freshman  at  Princeton,  overthrew 
Walter  Travis,  who  everyone  thought  was 
unbeatable  in  this  country.  James,  how- 
ever, has,  strangely,  been  unable  to  sus- 
tain the  reputation  he  made  then.  He 
has  taken  part  in  no  important  tourneys 
since,  and  at  the  Princeton  tournament 
he  was  unable  even  to  qualify  for  the 
Tigers'  team  to  represent  them  at  the  in- 
tercollegiate  meet. 

Miss  Genevieve  Hecker.  of  New  York, 
won  the  women's  championship  at  Brook- 
line.  Majss.,  for  the  second  year  in  suc- 
cession, thus  proving  that  sne  is  a  real 
champion.  Her  chief  opi>onent  was  Miss 
Bessie  Anthony,  the  woman  champion  of 
the  West.  Miss  Hecker  has  competed  In 
several  tournaments  since,  winning  the 
nationial  honors,  and  has  had  no  difficulty 
in   holding   her  own. 

The  professional  championship  of  the 
United  States  was  won  by  Willie  Ander- 
son at  the  annual  tournament  in  Cleve- 
land.

FOOTBALL. 
Although  there  was  no  method  of  de- 
termining the  intercollegiate  football 
championship  of  the  I'nited  States,  critics 
have  universally  given  that  honor  to  the 
Yale  eleven.  Yale  clearly  won  the  cham- 
pionship of  the  East,  beating  both  Har- 
vard   and    Princeton    by    decisive    scores. 


contest  held  during  the  year.  This  was 
between  the  United  States  and  England. 
The  American  team,  which  was  captained 
by  Foxhall  Keene,  was  defeated  in  the 
majority  of  games.  The  polo  champion- 
shijj  of  the  United  States  was  won  by  the 
Dedham  team,  of  Massachusetts,  at  the 
national  tournament  held  in  August  at 
Saratog.i-  The  Bryn  Mawr  team,  of  this 
state,  finished  in  second  place  and  earlier 
In  the  season  b^at  the  team  that  won  the 
championship.

CYCLING. 

There  were  a  multitude  of  cycling  rec- 
ords broken  during  the  year  both  by  the 
amateurs  and  professionals.  But  in  spite 
of  this  fact  there  wtre  not  many  notable 
performances  made,  the  majority  of  the 
records  being  due  more  to  better  tracks 
and  similar  advantages  than  to  any  de- 
velopment on  the  part  of  the  riders 
themselves.  As  a  matter  or  raci  o'cling 
fell  off  in  the  public's  interest,  and  the 
most  herculean  efforts  which  have  be«n 
made  to  revive  It  have  not  suice.^ded  to 
any  great  extent.  Many  of  the  profes- 
sional records  made  during  the  year  have 
been  discredited  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  mea8urem<'nt  of  the  tracks  has  fre- 
quently been  found  to  be  inaccurate  and 
the  timers  incompetent. 

The  amateur  championship  was  won  by 
Marcus  L.  Hurley,  of  New  York,  and 
the  professional  championship  by  F.  Kra- 
mer. Hurley  made  the  amateur  records 
for  the  one-fourth  mile,  one-half  mile, 
two-thirds  mile,  and  five  miles.  Among 
the  professionals  Frank  Kramer  holds 
nearly  every  record  from  one-fourth  mile 
to  twenty-five  miles, 

ten5ci^. 

The  tennis  records  for  the  year  are 
about  equally  divided  among  the  I'nited 
States  and  England.  The  international 
tourn.'iment  for  the  Davis  trophy,  which 
was  held  at  Brooklyn  in  August,  was  won 
by  the  Americans  on  points.  Whitman 
and  Larned,  for  the  United  States,  were 
victorious  in  the  singles,  l)ut  the  famous 
Doherty  brothers  captured  the  doublee 
for  the  English,  beating  Ward  and  Davis 
In  decisive  fashion.  Two  weeks  later  the 
Doherty  brothers  again  proved  their  su- 
periority In  the  doubles  by  defeating 
Ward  and  Davis  once  mor.-  at  New  port. 
The  final  match  between  W.  A.  Larned, 
for  the  United  States  and  the  younger 
Doherty  for  first  honors  in  the  singles, 
was  the  most  thrilling  in  the  tournam*  nt. 
Doherty  had  just  beaten  Whitman,  who 
had  previously  beaten  Larned.  but  when 
Doherty  faced  I..arned,  the  title  holder, 
he  unexpectedly  went  down  to  deieat. 
This  left  Ami'rica  champion  In  the  sin- 
gles, with  England  In  the  lead  in  the 
doubles.  In  the  American  championships 
Ward  and  Davis  won  the  doubles  and 
W.  A.  Larned  the  singles. 

MIN6R*SP^RlS. 

The  chess  championship  of  the  world 
was  won  by  Dr.  Emanuel  Lasker.  at 
Hanover,  he  defeating  all  comers  without 
much  trouble. 

In  cricket  there  was  no  internntional 
contest.  Tne  onlv  one  which  approached 
It  was  the  contf  st  between  the  Philadel- 
phia eleven  and  the  Halifax  team.  The 
Philadelphians  won  with  th.^  greatest  of 
ease.  Th*^  Philadelphians  also  won  the 
series  with  N<w  York  later  in  the  year. 

Th<'  wrestling  champjonsriTp  of  the 
world  is  as  much  In  dispute  as  ever.  Tom 
Jenkins,  the  Englishman,  has  generally 
been  accorded  that  honor,  but  his  defeat 
Dec.  25  by  Dan  McLeod  gives  the  honor 
to    the   latter. 


The  only  other  claimant  for  the  cham- 
pionship is  the  Michigan  team,  which 
won  first  honors  in  the  West.  1  here  was 
no  method  of  bringing  these  two  teams 
together  on  the  gridiron,  but  Coach  Yost 
of  Michigan  was  wiliing  to  concede  the 
superiority    of    the    Yale    eleven,    which 

ought  to  be  sufficient.

YACHTING. 
The  last  year  was  the  off  year  for  the 
races  for  the  America's  cup.  Consequent- 
ly there  was  very  little  done  in  the  yacht- 
ing world  beyond  arranging  for  the  next 
series  of  contests  for  the  trophy,  which 
the  to  take  place  next  August.  The  only 
yachting  event  of  importance  this  year 
was  the  Seawanhaka  cup  contest,  on  Lake 
St.  Louis,  near  Montreal.

New  York,  Jan.  1.— The  old-f.ishioned 
plaids  have  come  in  again  under  the 
new  and  more  elegant  titie  of  "lar- 
taons."  Trimmed  with  plain  cloth  or 
velvet,  in  the  color  doniincini  in  the 
gown  stuff,  some  entire  plaid  costumes 
in  soft  wools  are  seen.  They  are  used 
mainly  for  walking  purpo.^es.  When 
well  made  they  are  fetchin;?  on  slim, 
graceful  figures,  but  since  the  majority 
of  the  plaids  are  very  large,  they  have 
a  contrary  effect  on  short,  stout  wear- 
ers, making  them  seem  l>oth  awkward 
and  badly  gowned. 

The  sharp  line  betv/een  the  right  and 
the  wrong  thing  can  be  drawn  only  by 
the  indivitiual.  A  style  may  be  new  and 
fashionable,  but  we  should  think  well 
before  we  adopt  it  for  ourselves.  Far 
better  effects  are  often  oblamed  wiln 
things  which  have  grown  the  hiinorabU- 
fungus  of  time  than  with  a  novelty 
v%hi.h  lendeis  us  ridiculous. 

Foi-  those  wiio  can  carry  them  oil 
with  distinction,  the  wow!  lartans  re- 
producing the  markings  of  liie  Scotcii 
clans  aie  very  beautiful.  The  original 
colorings  are  usually  too  crude  for  im- 
itation, though  some  gay  silks  and  vel- 
vets employed  for  shirt  waists  display 
the  more  harmonious  combniations  of 
the  real  tartans.  These  snirt  waists, 
with  durable  suit  gowns  for  accom- 
paniment, are  worn  by  stylisn  shoppers 
who,  if  the  shirt  is  of  velvet,  sometimes 
Introduce  a  fragment  of  the  same  ma- 
terial in  the  trim  tailor  uat.  Some- 
times the  crown  is  of  the  plaid,  some- 
times the  puffed  biim,  the  hat  itself 
usually  taking  a  Hat  toque  siiape.

White  lace  or  satin 
vests,  the  last  embroidered  m  delica  e 
colors,  and  a  modeiate  use  of  the  nevv 
gemmed  buttons  are  often  the  only 
decorations  used.  The  model  of  the 
gown  is  in  any  of  the  styles  favored  for 
maidenhood.

For  less  expensive  skating  gowns, 
w  hich  yet  aspire  to  a  certain  elegance, 
liberty  velveteen  is  a  rich  and  deceiving 
texture.  Only  the  connoisseur  can  dis- 
tinguish the  better  grades  from  the  real 
thing.  The  touch  of  a  good  fur  helps 
out  the  pretention. 

Plain  cloth  is  also  much  worn  by 
smart  skaters,  whose  individual  meth- 
ods of  obtaining  coquettish  effects  are 
worthy  of  study.

And  such  tempting  trimminigs  as  the 
shops  are  showing.  Every  sort  of  em- 
broidery is  to  be  seen,  and  many  are 
the  ways  it  is  used.  Wool  embroidery 
worked  on  canvas  bands  is  new  and 
fashionable,  and  so  also  are  the  Orien- 
tal embroideries,  the  I'hinese  and  Ji.p- 
arsese  designs  worked  in  fine  gayly- 
colored  silks  on  satin  and  silk  bands. 
Then  there  are  the  effective  bead  em- 
broideries which  are  much  used  on 
cloth,  velvet  and  even  on  many  of  the 
filmy  evening  gowns.  The  braid  trim- 
mings are  more  elaborate  than  they 
have  ever  been,  aryj  many  of  them 
are  combined  with  velvet  and  lace. 
Silk  cords,  spikes  and  tassels  in  varied 
designs  are  among  the  trimming  nov- 
elties, and  cloth  appli<iues  are  decidedly 
the  vogue.  Buttons  are  the  fashion  la 
all  sizes  and  used  in  many  rsiew  ways. 
The  button  in  its  relation  to  dress  is 
now  more  for  ornamental,  than  u-e 
And  many  of  the  newest  buttons  are 
artistic  enough  to  be  rightly  regarded 
as  an  ornament.  As  for  the  laces,  they 
are  used  lavishly  as  trimmings.  There 
is  a  r'?vival  of  the  antique  altar  lace, 
and  deep  bands  of  it  decorate  the  pale 
tinted  cloth  gowns  which  are  so  much 
in  fashionable  favor  just  now.  Itaiiau 
filet  lace,  both  in  separate  motifs  and 
bands,  is  also  the  mode,  and  very  many 
of  the  laces  have  their  designs  traced 
lr>  colored  silk  threads.  A  trimming 
much  the  vogue  used  in  combination 
with  a  dark  cloth  gown  consists  of  a 
band  of  velvet  with  lace  designs  ap- 
pliqued  upon  it  at  short  spaces  apart, 
and  each  one  of  the  lace  designs  em- 
broidered in  silk  threads.  Stitched 
silk  bands  in  graduated  width  trim  a 
number  of  the  Imported  black  lace 
gowns,  and  the  effect  is  unusually 
smart. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  favor  of 
the  all-black  gown,  particularly  the 
black  net  or  black  lace  costume,  which 
is  capable  of  successfully  serving  duty 
on  .so  many  occasions.  As  a  restaurant 
diniier  gown  such  a  costume  is  always 
in  good  taste,  while  for  the  informal 
reception  and  for  theater  wear  it  la 
Just  dressy  enough  to  be  correct  and 
yet  sufficiently  incon.'-picuous  to  make 
the  wearer  feel  comfortable — she  know- 
ing she  is  well  dressed  and  yet  not 
overdres.'-ed  for  the  occasion.  Then 
the  transforming  possibilities  of  the  all- 
black  gown  appeal  to  the  woman  who 
often  feels  the  truth  of  that  popular 
song,  "Its  all  going  out  and  nothing 
coming  in."

A  black  chantilly  lace  costuuie 
which  was  trimmed  with  bands  of 
black  silk  in  different  widths  when  it 
came  home  from  the  dressmakers,  had 
its  effect  changed  many  times  by  some 
touch  of  color  being  introduced  at  the 
neck,  the  corsage,  the  cuff  and  the 
belt,  and  yet  it  looked  new.  entirely 
transformed,  in  fact,  when  the  average 
woman  would  have  thought  it  was  just 
about  ready  to  make  its  last  appear- 
ance.

The  decollete  bodice  was 
of  the  faintest  shade  of  blue  brocade 
scattered  with  delicate  pink  ro.ses  and 
faint  green  leaves.  The  long,  sweepine 
train  was  of  the  brocade  and  hung  in 
graceful  folds  from  the  lower  part  of 
the  back  of  t)ie  bodice.  Between  the 
skirt  proper  and  this  train  of  brocade 
silk  was  a  billowy,  foamy  ma.'-s  of 
white  tulle  Viiled  with  white  point 
desprit  and  lined  with  white  liberty 
silk.

gowned  without  being  extravagant. 

Magnificence  is  llie  keynote  of  the 
costuming,  and  when  the  entering 
wraps  are  thrown  back,  bodices  cut  to 
the  lowest  limit  are  revealed.  These 
aie  held  on  by  the  merest  excuse  for 
shoulder  straps — a  wisp  of  tulle 
slipped  through  diamond  clasps,  a 
chain  of  rosebuds,  a  scrap  of  velvet  oi 
ribbon.  Sometimes  with  a  white  lace 
or  velvet  gown  the  entire  shoulders 
are  out,  the  line  of  the  rounded  neck 
slipping  below  them  In  the  old- 
fashionf.d  way.  With  this  the  bertlia 
fall,  which  covers  the  tops  of  the  arms 
alone,   is   the  only  artifice  for  sleeves. 

Comparing  such  styles  with  the 
but  here  and  there  in  the  orchestra 
the  ribald  mind   interrogates: 

"Must  one  show  all  one's  collar  bones 
to  get  into  society?" 

Even  the  toilettes  of  very  young 
girls  are  cut  low  to  some  degree, 
though  the  best  models  in  these  show 
a  charming  simplicity  in  make  and 
material. 

White  chiffon  with  Greek  borders  of 
gilt  braid  was  the  combination  ef- 
fective in  the  toilette  of  one  fair  maid 
who  wore  a  unique  head  dress.  This 
was  a  long  bow  of  white  gauze,  folded 
to  imitate  ribbon,  with  a  fall  of  gilt 
wheat  ears  at  either  end.  The  ad- 
justment of  the  bow  was  straight 
across  the  head,  which  brought  the 
bunches  of  grain  becomingly  behind 
the  ears. 

This  same  simplicity  is  often  dis- 
played in  the  toilettes  of  the  younger 
matrons,  whose  charms  are  enhanced 
by  plainness.  With  one  opera  gown 
of  ruby  velvet,   worn   by  a  pale,  dark 

woman,  bodice  drapings  of  while 
tulle  were  the  only  ornamentation. 
Two  other  pretty  young  wives,  who 
seemed  scarcely  out  of  their  teens, 
wore  brtdice  decorations  of  artificial 
flowers,  small  water  lilies  with  rubber 
stems  shaping  the  fall  for  white  silk 
and  chiffon  gowns. 

The  wraps  which  muffle  all  this 
loveliness  and  hide  from  street  eyes 
the  diamonds,  pearls  and  other  gems 
worn  in  lavish  profusion,  are  of  one 
sort  as  to  length.  With  the  finer  gowns 
cloaks  are  always  skirt  long,  and  vel- 
vet, white  cloth,  lace  and  chiffon  are 
some  of  their  rich  materials.  The  airy 
textiles  are  applied  to  cloth  and  .silk, 
which,  in  turn,  are  lined  with  some 
delicate  fur,  generally  an  ermine.  In 
this  case  there  is  generally  an  ermine 
tippet  or  scarf.  Marabout  in  the  same 
shapes  gives  a  fairy  touch  to  other 
wraps. 

Of  recent  years  so  great  has  been  the 
change  in  theater  fashions  that  even 
outside  the  opera  one  sees  lowcut 
gowns.  At  an  important  first  night 
the  dress  displays  are  sometimes  very 
impressive  and  low-cut  gowns  in  many 
gala  materials  show  not  only  in  boxes, 
but  here  an  dthere  in  the  orchestra 
chairs. 

The  heads  of  the  wearers  reveal  nu- 
merous styles  *!T  hairdres?Ing,  set  off 
with  wired  bows,  aigrettes,  velvet 
roses.  leaf  sprays  and  combs  of  many 
sorts.  This  holds  good  with  both  the 
elderly  and  the  young,  for  the  theater 
hat,  as  it  was  once  understood,  no 
longer  exists.      If  gray  hair  will  Insiat 


upon  a  bonnet,  the  structure  Is  every- 
where  most   modestly   proportioned. 

Cloth  in  white  or  pale  colors,  faille 
and  velvet,  are  popular  theater  ma- 
terials, with  here  and  there  an  all- 
over  lace  frock  or  one  of  crepe  de 
chine.  This  last  texture,  indeed,  in 
much  variety  of  handwork,  may  go 
with  it.  For  example,  on  one  bewil- 
dering crepe  gown  in  the  tenderest 
pearl — that  misty  tint  whicli  .seems  as 
much  white  as  gray— pin  tucks  had 
been  used  to  imitate  the  petals  .  of 
flowers.  These  radiated  in  swirling 
lines  from  centers  of  white  lace  seeded 
with  black  knots,  the  design  forming 
a  .sort  of  big  Aubrey  Beardsley  sun- 
flower. 

The  elegance  of  these  gowns  depends 
on  all  sorts  of  little  details,  indescrib- 
ably simple  in  themselves.  Even  when 
the  costume  comes  home  from  tho 
dressmaker,  the  woman  of  invention 
can   add   many  novel   touches. 

The  new  Byzantine  and  Blonde  laces, 
fashioned  in  entire  waists,  are  very 
handsome  with  plain  velvet  or  silk 
skirts,  and  such  a  get-up  is  as  suit- 
able  for  opera   as  theater. 

Again  one  sees  odd  bodices  in  plain 
and  flowered  silks,  combined  with  lace 
or  chiffon,  whose  high,  long-sleeved 
cuts  are  made  more  festive  by  the  ele- 
gance of  accompanying  details — the 
hair  ornament,  a  tiny  spangled  or 
painted  fan,  and  immaculate  slteves. 

Many  huge  silk  bags  are  carried, 
some  of  which,  with  their  superbly 
worked  silk  and  brilliant  colors  would 
make  the  plainest  toilettes  gay.  The 
newest  models  in  the.se  are  in  chate- 
laine design,  with  handsome  gilt  and 
silver  trimmings,  often  gem  set.  The 
ostensible  purpose  of  the  bag  is  to 
hold  the  libretto,  fan,  handkerchief, 
glassies  and  smelling  salts.  The  inci- 
dental object  is  distinctly  beautifying. 

Some  women  make  a  fad  of  this 
fashion.  One  night  the  bag  is  of  pom- 
padour embroideries  and  cut  steel 
t>eads.  Another  time  It  is  of  lace 
lined  with  white  silk  and  again  it  is 
of  the  same  material  as  the  wearer's 
gown. 

Some  very  plain  cloaks  of  white 
cloth,  seen  both  at  the  theater  and 
opera,  are  worthy  of  detailed  descrip- 
tion. One  of  these  may  be  owned  by 
any  woman  who  is  not  an  absolute 
pauper,  and  she  has  only  to  visit  a 
good  playhouse  once  to  see  that  white 
evening  wraps  are  the  rage  of  the  hour. 

A  stunning  white  cloth  model  is  in 
loose  sacque  shape,  with  bell  sleeves 
and  a  shaped  .skirt  flounce.  The  rest  of 
the  trimming  is  confined  to  the  .shoul- 
ders, over  which  drops  a  deep  cape 
edged  with  a  flounce  of  kilted  chiffon. 
.\bovc  this  is  a  narrow  line  of  brown 
fur  and  above  that  a  deep  border  of 
guipure  grapes. 

Many  quite  simple  capes  and  coata 
in  pale  tinted  cloths  are  seen  with 
stitched  hands  and  caracul  linings. 

A  scarf  of  gray  chiffon  and  epau- 
lettes of  whito  Irish  point  make  the 
shoulders  apepar  very  low  and  stimu- 
late an  empire  effect  at  the  front  and 
back.  The  wide,  almost  flouncing, 
sleeves  have  several  undersleeves  of 
the  chiffon  and  a  band  of  the  Siberian 
squirrel,    which  lines   the  high   collar 


borders.    A  cravat   of  the   chiffon   and 
Irish   point    finishes   the    throat.

The 
immediate  result  of  this  to  us  is  that 
for  throe  vears  there  has  been  no  epi- 
demic of  vellow  fever  in  our  Southern 
slates  The  last  epidemic  is  e.stimated 
to  have  cost  the  country  in  business  at 
least  $10i).CiOO,000.  Happily  Cuba  is  dis- 
posed to  preserve  the  condition  created 
under  Gen.  Wood  and  the  lower  branch 
of  the  Cuban  congress  has  just  voted 
$40ft.000  to  aid  the  city  governments  in 
maintaining    good    sanitary    conditions.

Rev.  H.  W.  K  :ow!es  Explains 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Kindly  allow  me  space  for  a  reply  to 
the  comment  on  my  warning  to  the 
fans  with  regard  to  future  professional 
baseball  on  Sunday  in  Duluth.  The 
fans,  through  their  spokesman,  think 
that  I  am  "too  previous  "  and  "too  bel- 
ligerent." seeing  that  they  do  not  "con- 
temi)late  Sunday  playing  in  Duluth." 
My  intention  was  only  that  of  any  hon- 
est fighter  who  does  not  care  to  take 
any  advantage  of  an  opponent.  It  was 
a  kindly  warning  to  prevent  any  in- 
vestments or  plans  involving  costs 
which  the  "fans "  might  incur  or  un- 
dertake, on  the  supposition  that  the 
"Civic  Federation"  was  asleep  or  dead. 
If  this  is  unappreciated,  then  the  fans 
are  lacking  in  appreciation  of  true 
manhood.  I  would  not  take  any  oppo- 
nent unawares.  I  have  no  intention  of 
being  belligerent.  The  fighting  spirit  i.^ 
on  the  other  side  fully  as  warm  as  on 
mine.  I  am  contending  for  the  moral 
and  the  civic  right  of  the  law -abiding; 
citizens  to  be  protected  from  the  de- 
moralization of  Sunday  moral  and  civic 
lawlessness.  For  that  stand  I  have  no 
apologies  to  make  either  to  God  or  men. 
It  is  not  a  matter  of  what  any  or  many 
business  may  say.  It  is  a  matter  of 
statute  law.  and  our  respect  for  that 
law.  The  state  law  protects  the  moral 
rights  of  citizens,  who  stand  for  right- 
eousness and  civic  order:  and  the  issue 
is  this:  Are  the  many  who  desire  that 
Sunday  shall  be  a  day  of  rest  and  or- 
derly quietness  In  the  enjoyment  of  its 
permissable  pleasures,  have  their  right 
respected  and  protected;  or.  shall  the 
few  who  have  little  or  no  regard  for 
all  that  the  Puritan  Sabbath,  or  the 
American  Sunday,  stands  for,  and  who 
would  make  it  a  day  of  riotous  de- 
bauch; shall  they  have  the  right  u 
ignore  all  righteousness  and  disregard 
all  laws?  That  is  the  point  of  battle. 
There  I  stand  to  fight  to  a  finish,  and 
can  do  no  other  as  an  American  citizen 
and  a  minister  of  Christ.

Marks  Spot  Where  Stood 

Houses  In  Town  of 

Olyphant. 

Scranton.  Pa.,  Jan.  3.— Abandoned 
workings  of  the  Eddy  Ci^ek  colliery  of 
the  Delaware  &  Hudson  company  be- 
neath the  very  heart  of  the  Olyphant, 
caved  in  yesterday  afternoon  and  en- 
gulfed four  frame  buildings,  covering 
an  aggregate  ground  space  of  6000 
square  feet.  The  settling  was  gradual 
and  people  in  the  alCected  territory 
escaped  without  injury.  A  number  of 
men  and  boys  who  were  at  work  be- 
yond the  fall,  encountered  a  floi>ded  de- 
pression in  the  vein  in  making  their 
way  out  by  a  circuitous  route  and  had 
to  swim  across.      No  one  was  injured. 

In  a  half  hour  O'Brien's  thre^-story 
hotel,  Mrs.  Van  Evans'  double  dwell- 
ing, Mrs.  Jane  Ackerlys  double  store 
building  and  a  one-story  baj-tjer  shop 
were  ground  to  debris  in  the  yawning 
pit,  with  the  uppermost  part  of  the 
mound  forty  feet  below  the  surface. 
O'Brien's  hotel,  which  plunged  first 
into  the  opening,  entirely  disappeared. 
A  few  houses  are  projecting  over  the 
pit.  The  vein  that  caved  in  is  115  feet 
below  the  surface.  The  settling 
started  in  the  street  just  in  front  of 
the  hotel  property.  The  brick  nave- 
ment  was  seen  to  be  working  and  the 
telegraph  poles  and  trees  along  the 
street  were  noticed  to  i»e  wobbling. 
The  cause  was  apparent  and  the  alarm 
was  spread.  Two  sick  guests  were 
removed  from  the  hotel. 

Twenty  minutes  after  the  disturb- 
ance was  first  noticed  the  opening  had 
widened  until  it  reached  across  the 
street  and  half  way  beneath  the  hotel. 
Then  with  a  terrific  crash  the  building 
pitched  forward,  turned  over  and 
landed  on  its  roof  in  the  bottom  of  the 
abyss. 

An  immense  amount  of  earth  from 
the  edge  of  the  hotel  went  down  with 
it.  ar>d  a  moment  later  the  adjoning 
double  dwelling  of  Mrs.  Evans  fell 
over  the  edge  and  was  demolished  on 
the  ruins  of  the  hotel.  The  Ackerley 
store  building  and  the  Evans  barber 
shop  property  slid  into  the  chasm 
about  the  same  time  and  piled  them- 
selves, broken  and  twisted,  on  the  de- 
bris. The  property  damage  Is  estimated 
at  $30,000. 

The  workings  which  caved  were  in 
the  uppermost  part  of  the  worked-out 
veins.  The  timbers,  it  is  explained  by 
the  company  offlcials.  supported  a  thin 
roof  of  rock,  which  in  turn  supported 
stratas  of  sand  and  gravel  extending 
to  the  surface.  The  timbers  rotted,  the 
roof  gave  way  and  the  quicksand  slftei 
through,  carrying  the  gravel  with  it. 
The  water  mains  broke  and  a  torrent 
of  water  poured  through  the  aperture 
and  down  a  45-foot  plain  which  has  its 
heading  just  at  the  point  where  the 
roof  broke  through.  The  surface  ceased 
to    crack   ninety    feet    from   the    river 


New    Year    Opens    With 
Prospects   o!  Excep- 
tional Business. 

New  York,  Jan.  3.— R.  G.  Dun  &  Co.'s 
weekly  review  of  trade  says:     Despite 
the    interruption    of    a    holiday,    taking 
of  inventories  and  other  disturbing  ele- 
ments incidental   to  the  closing  of  the 
old  year,   the  past   week  has   been  for 
from  dull.    Consumers  were  not  percep- 
tibly   lessening    purchases,     while    the 
approach  of  higher  freight  rates  accel- 
erated   shipment    of   goods.     Transpor- 
tation facilities  continue  utterly  inade- 
quate ,the  pressing  need  for  fuel  divert- 
ing rolling  stock  from  other  classes  of 
freight.    New  wage  scales  have  become 
effective,    largely    enhancing    the    pur- 
chasing power  of  the  people.    The  new 
year  opens  with  every  prospect  of  ex- 
ceptional   activity    in    all    branches    of 
business.      Railway    earnir»gs    thus    far 
available  for  December  show  a  gain  of 
7.7  per  cent  over  1901  and  10.9  per  cent 
over  1900,  while  for  the  full  year  there 
are   increases   of   4.1    and    16.5   per   cent 
respectively,  notwithstanding  the  heavy 
loss    of    coal    traffic.      The    declines    m 
clearings    for    the    last    week    are    nut 
actually  as  unsatisfactory  as  the  per- 
centages would  suggest,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  last  year's  figures  include  one 
day  of  January  and  these  of  two  years 
ago    embrace    two    days    in    January, 
when  payments  are  abnormally  heavy. 
The  questions  of  higher  freight  rates 
complicates  the  stuation  regarding  iron 
and  steel,  but  new  orders  are  constant- 
ly coming  forward,  and  the  activity  of 
plants    would    equal    capacity    were    it 
not  for  the  fuel  shortages.     Quotations 
for   all    products   in    this   industry    aiC 
fully  maintained,  with  a  tendency   to- 
ward   still    higher    prices    because    of 
freights  and  fuel.    The  first  advance  is 
expected    to    occur    in    wire    nails,    al- 
though this  is  not  oflflcially  announced. 
No   new   features   have   developed   in 
the  footwear  situation,  prices  remain- 
ing firm  and   order  books  full.     Aside 
from  a  slight  reaction  in  union  backs, 
the  leather  market  is  strong,  hemlock 
sole  receiving  the  additional  support  of 
exceptionally  heavy  exports  to  Europe. 
Domestic   hides  are   dull,   prices  again 
declining.     The  textile  mills  are  busy, 
with   only  a  hand-to-mouth  home   de- 
mand for  cotton  goods,  but  export  buy- 
ing for  China  continues  large.     Farm 
products   weakened   as   visible   supples 
Increased,  and  reports  from  the  West 
indicate    that      much      more      grain    is 
offered  for  shipment  than  the  railroads 
will  accept.    Exports  of  corn  are  stead- 
ily gaining.     For  the  week  at  Atlantic 
ports   2.335,545   bushels    were   sent    out, 
compared  with  only  347,193  bushels  in 
the    corresponding    week    a    year    ago. 
Atlantic    exports    of    wheat,    including 
flour,  amounted  to  only  1.495,061  bush- 
els,   against   2.705,044   a   year   ago.    and 
arrivals  at  interior  cities  were  3,773,265 
bushels,  compared  with  3,736,369  bushels 
last  year.

In  Wheat  Shipments  to  Africa 
and  Australia. 

Portland,  Oregon.  Jan.  S.— One  fourth 
of  all  the  wheat  and  flour  exported  from 
Oregon.  Washington  and  Idaho  for  the 
first  half  of  the  year  has  been  shippid 
to  Africa  and  Australia,  the  former  coun- 
try alone  taking  nearly  one-fifth  of  the 
(■ntire  amount  exported.  I>asT  year  with 
practically  the  same  shipments  to  nil 
ports  the  first  six  months  of  the  year 
shows  the  .African  shii)ments  to  be  but 
one-fiftieth  of  the  total  amount  sent  out, 
while  nothing  was  exported  to  Australia. 
The  total  shipments  to  Africa  from  July 
1  to  Jan.  1  were,  (flour  included),  3,57t>.292, 
while  t*0,ti04  bushels  were  shipped  to  A\is- 
tralia,  making  a  grand  total  of  4,256.896 
bushels  out  of  the  total  shipments  to  all 
ports   of   17,322,G19  bushels. 


CROP  CONDITIONS 

As  Shown  By  Weather  Bur- 
eau's  Monthly  Summary. 

Wiushington,  Jan.  ,1— The  weather  bu- 
reau's monthly  summary  of  crop  condi- 
tions  is  as   follows: 

In  the  principil  winter  wheat  states  the 
month  averaged  cold  with  more  than  the 
usual  amount  of  precipitation.  The  tem- 
perature conditions  were,  however,  not 
unfavorable  to  winter  wheat  until  the 
last  decade,  when  the  states  of  the  upper 
MiHsissipi>i  and  Missouri  valley  experi- 
enced temperatures  ranging  from  zero  to 
2S  degrees  below.  During  this  period  the 
Ohio  valley  states  were  generally  well 
protected  with  snow  covering,  but  In  the 
centntl  Mississippi  and  lower  Missouri 
valleys  the  crop  was  exposed.  Only  slight 
damage,  however,  seems  to  have  resulted, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  month  the  crop 
ai)pears  to  be  very  promising.  Complaints 
of  injury  by  fly  are  not  extensive  and  are 
largely  confined  to  the  Ohio  valley.

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 
Canton— The  government  Indian  insane 
asylum,  the  only  institution  of  its  kind 
in  the  world,  was  formally  opened  and 
dedicated  Thursday.  The  first  patient 
arrived  from  the  Santee  agency  in  Ne- 
braska. His  name  is  Andrew  Hedges. 
He  is  a  fullblood  Saniee,  about  35  yeara 
of  age.  Hedges  is  not  considered  a  seri- 
ous case  and  Dr.  J.  F.  Turner,  the  asy- 
lum physician,  believes  ne  can  be  restored 
to  health  after  a  few  months  of  careful 
treatment.  He  was  brought  here  by  two 
Indian  deputies  from  the  Santee  agency. 
The  asylum  has  been  fitted  in  tirst-ciass 
manner  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  its 
patients,  and  it  is  exjiected  that  from 
fifty  to  seventy-five  will  be  brought  liere 
the  next  sixty  days. 


Pierre— The  matter  of  stock  losses  is 
finding  its  way  into  i)rint,  and  from  some 
reports  cattle  are  already  dying  from 
hunger.  That  may  be  the  condition  In 
the  eastern  part  of  the  state,  but  it  is 
not  so  in  this  section.  For  a  few  miles 
back  from  the  river  the  snow  is  deep 
enough  to  prevent  grazing,  but  farther 
to  the  north  and  west  no  such  trouble 
exists. 

McCoshen,  of  Watertown,  has  resigned 
his  position  as  adjutant  of  the  Second 
regiment  of  the  state  guard  to  take  the 
place   of  quartermaster.

A  wife  and 
ten   sons  survive    him.

NO  REDRESS. 


Judge     V/indom     Offers 

None  to  Mrs.  George 

lietz. 

Even  the  most  able  and  delightful 
blonde  trouble-promoters  are  requested 
to  cut  out  the  pernicious  horse-whip- 
ping  yearning. 

In  police  court  yesterday  Judge  VVin- 
dom  found  that  a  man  who  was 
v.iiipped  across  the  face  by  a  woman 
and  who  then  knocked  her  down  waa 
not  guilty  of  assault. 

In  announving  this  finding  the  court 
raid: 

■'VV'hen  a  woman  so  far  forgets  her- 
self as  to  start  out  with  a  hor.sewhip 
for  the  express  purpt>se  of  taking  the 
law  into  her  own  hands,  and  then  gets 
hurt  in  the  operation,  she  is  in  no  po.s:- 
tlon  to  appear  in  this  court  asking  for 
redress. 

•'If  she  wants  a  remedy,  let  her  taks 
it  out  of  the  satisfaction  she  gets  out 
of  the  affray,  and  not  invoke  the  same 
law  she  violated  in  starting  out  on  the 
escapade. 

"From  the  evidence  given  in  this 
case,  if  a  proper  application  is  made 
I  certainly  wlil  bind  the  complainii*^ 
witness  over  to  keep  the  peace. 

"Such  procedure  as  this  will  not  be 
tolerated.  If  the  defendant  did  this 
woman  any  wrong  she  could  have  ap- 
pealed to  the  law  for  redre.ss.  She  did 
not  do  that — she  did  not  seem  to  think 
she  needed  the  assistance  of  the  law 
in  making  the  attack,  and  it  is  in  poor 
grace  for  her  now  to  asit  for  redress 
in  this  court  when  she  appeared  to 
think  she  got  the  worst  of  it." 

The  case  was  that  in  which  Mrs.  Ida 
Tletz,  wife  of  a  well-known  music 
dealer,  caused  the  arrest,  of  M.  L. 
Parker,  charging  that  he  had  assaulted 
her. 

The  evidence  was  that  Mr.  Parker  did 
knock  her  down  after  she  had  cut  his 
face  open  with  a  rawhide  riding  whip 
and  was  seeking  to  Iar»d  a  second  slash. 
The  defendant  was  discharged  from 
custody,  and  It  is  understo<id  that  he 
will  have  both  Mrs.  Tietz  and  her  hus- 
band placed  under  bonds  to  keep  the 
peace.  He  says  that  both  have  threat- 
ened to  kill  him. 

The  trouble  occurred  in  the  Metro- 
politan block  on  Tuesday  evening,  ani 
the  testimony  involved  many  seething 
features  which  did  not  enter  into  the 
points  of  law  Involved  in  the  case.

Cigarmakers'  Unions  Will 

Fight  Against  Prison 

Made  Cigars. 

Marquette— Notice  has  been  received 
that  the  International  Cigarmakers'  union 
is  to  bring  suit  for  an  injunction  cLgalnst 
the  board  of  control  of  the  branch  i)cni- 
tentiary  here,  restraining  it  from  permit- 
ting the  manufacture  of  cigars  on  section 
3  of  article  18  of  the  state  constitution. 
1  he  decision  of  the  cigarmakers'  union 
to  appeal  to  the  courts  Is  the  result  of 
aJi  investigation  by  Business  .\gent  Dihle 
of  the  Detroit  locals.  On  a  recent  visit 
to  the  prison  he  learned,  it  is  stated,  that 
a  large  part  of  the  cigars  made  by  the 
ccnviets  under  contract  were  distributed 
throughout  the  state.  He  communicated 
his  findings  to  G.  W.  Perkins  of  Chicago, 
president  of  the  International  Cigarmak- 
ers' union,  who  instructed  him  to  com- 
Hiunlcate  with  the  thirty  <liffertnt  unions 
of  Michigan,  asking  their  sui)port  in  a 
light  again.st  the  further  manufacture  of 
the  Marquette  prison  cigars.  This  sup- 
port has  been  readily  given.  In  the  mean- 
time, it  is  stated,  Dihie  wrote  to  the  pris- 
on board.  Its  ancwer  was  not  considered 
favorable  and  now  Dihle,  with  the  sup- 
port of  all  the  unions  In  the  state,  will 
fight  the  board  by  starting  a  suit  for  in- 
junctiop..  About  130  convicts  are  employed 
in  the  prison  shop.  Each  rolls  from  2<X) 
to  700  cigars  daily,  the  number  depending 
on  experience,  and  the  average  daily  out- 
put is  eTi.tHiO.  "The  men  have  formed  a  sort 
of  union  that  is  known  as  No.  15,  Fourth 
distrk't  of  Michigan.  The  International 
union  is  said  to  feel  contident  it  can  stop 
the  manufacture,  as  an  action  similar  to 
this  was  won  against  the  board  of  contiol 
of  the  Jackson   prison  some  time  ago. 

Vernon  P.  Chappel,  ex-treasurer  of 
Schoolcraft  county,  who  a  yeat  ago  at 
Manisticiue  was  convicted  for  the  embez- 
zlement of  several  thousand  dollars  of  the 
county's  funds  was  sentenced  to  the  Mar- 
quette penitentiary  for  live  years,  has 
been  paroled  by  Governor  Bliss.  Chappel 
used  the  money  in  speculation.  In  place 
of  it  he  deposited  mining  stocks  pur- 
cha.sed  for  a  larger  sum,  but  which  was 
insufficient  when  the  .stock  market  de- 
clined to  make  go»Kl  the  shortage.  He 
had  no  intent  to  defraud  the  county  and 
much  sympathy  has  been  expressed  for 
him.  Before  the  parole  was  issued  the 
governor  commuted  the  sentence  to  two 
years. 

Escanaba— The  I.  Stephen.son  company 
has  decided  to  embark  in  the  business  of 
making  jxiper.  I^arge  mills,  not  exceed- 
ed in  capacity  bv  any  in  the  Northwest, 
will  be  built  at  Boney  Falls,  on  the  Esca- 
naba river  and  constructi(Ui  work  will 
begin  in  the  spring.

THE  POSITION  OF  CASTRO 

IS  GROWING  DESPERATE 


Revolutionists  Are  Rapid- 
ly   Advancing    In 
Three  Columns. 


Are  Hourly  Expected  In 

Immediate  Vicinity 

of  Caracas. 


President   Castro   Insists 

on  Holding  Out  Until 

Defeated. 


New  York,  Jan.  5.— Actorclin?  to  tho 
Herald's  correspondent  in  W'lllemsttii 
the  revolutionists  are  advancing  to 
three  columns  on  Cien.  Castro's  army. 

A  desperate  fisrht  occurred  Saturday 
night,  within  ei^ht  miles  of  the  city  of 
Caracas,  resulting  favorably  to  the  rev- 
olutionists. They  are  cutting  all  the 
telegraph  lines,  tearing  up  the  railroad 
tracks,  and  are  hourly  expeL-ied  in  the 
Immediate  neighborhood  of  the  city.  A 
condition  of  extreme  panic  prevaiU 
among  tho.'se  who  have  heretofore  be- 
lieved that  Castro  was  invincible. 

A  coznmittee  of  the  most  prominent 
citizens  has  gone  to  President  Castro 
and  made  repre.sentations  of  how  hope- 
lessly untenable  is  his  iiosition.  Hut  he 
insists  on  holding  on  until  his  force.s 
are  defeated  in  a  decisive  batlle.  It 
eeeips  that  this  cannot  be  far  distant. 

President  Castro  is  already  plannin.ii  j 
what  he  shall  do  when  the  inevitable 
tomes,  bu  the  will  make  ;i  desperate 
light  before  quitting,  as  he  has  no 
chance  to  escape.  The  only  alternativ,i 
is  imprisonment. 

The  correspondent  adds  that  ni>  at- 
tempt is  now  being  made  by  the  allies 
to  conceal  the  fact  that  they  are  afford- 
ing ass  stance  to  the  revolutioni.sls.

with  satisfaction  her*'.  The  blockade 
i.s  underst<K>d  to  be  working  injury  to 
American  interests,  therefore  the  de- 
sire is  strong  to  see  the  protocol 
(which  will  include  a  provision  for  the 
termination  of  the  blockade)  speedily 
agreed   upon. 

Mr.  Howen's  advices  from  i'aracas 
show  that  conditions  there  are  very 
much  disturbed:  that  internal  revolu- 
tionary troubles  have  intensified  and 
that  I'retsident  Castro  is  .sorely   beset. 


Berlin,  Jan.  5.— threat  ISiilain  and 
Germany  came  to  an  undei standing 
four  days  ago  to  enfouie  the  blockade 
fif  the  Venezuelan  coast  precisely  as 
though  the  neigotiations  for  arbitra- 
tion were  not  going  on.

GERMANY 


Is  Making    Steady    Pro- 
gress as  a  Shipbuild- 
ing Nation. 

New  York,  Jan.  5.— Germany,  accord- 
ing to  the  Tribune's  correspondent  in 
London,  is  steadily  making  progres  as 
a  ship  building  nation.  In  ceasing  to 
take  British  materiiils.  the  German 
builders  for  a  time  lost  money,  but  the 
tremendous  impetus  which  the  ship- 
building industry  has  received  since 
1SD5,  largely  owing  to  the  intluence  of 
the  emperor,  has  made  those  tempor- 
ary losses  good  and  both  the  iron  and 
ship  building  trades  are  now  equ.al  to 
more  than  has  yet  been  done  in  the 
country.  At  present,  however,  Ger- 
many is  hejivily  handicapped  by  the 
fact  that  the  uon  making  centers  lie 
far  from  the  sea  coast  and  a  much 
closer  alliance  l>etween  the  ship  build- 
ing and  iron  making  industries  will 
have  to  be  effected  before  she  can  hope 
to  compete  seriously  with  Great  Bri- 
tain. The  German  ship  building  yards 
were  very  active  during  1902,  but  the 
tendency  to  inci^ease  productive  capa- 
city of  establishments  which  charac- 
terized other  industries,  was  not  no- 
ticeable to  any  extent.  This  probably 
accounts  for  the  absence  In  the  trade 
of  the  stagnation  so  general  in  Ger- 
many at  the  present   time.

Postoffico  Inspectors  are  here  checking 
up  the  accounts  of  the  abandoned  of- 
fice. A  large  number  of  people  pub- 
licly avow  that  they  will  not  accept 
the  negro  woman  as  postmistress  un- 
der any  circumstances,  despite  tho  in- 
convenience which  is  being  suffered. 


Wayne  Cox,  husband  of  Minnie  Cox, 
the  negro  mistress,  who  Is  a  clerk  in 
the  railroad  mall  sfirvlce.  passed 
through  here  on  his  regular  run  last 
night,  but  would  not  di.scuss  the  mat- 
ter. He  has  been  in  the  government 
service  fourteen  years  and  bears  a 
good   record. 

An  authorized  statement  from  the 
mayor  says  conditions  are  such  that  he 
would  not  advise  Mrs.  Cox  to  open  the 
postofflce.  The  mayor  stated  that  if 
the  situation  at  any  time  showed  that 
the  woman's  life,  liberty  or  i)ioperty 
were  jeopardized,  he  would  swear  in 
a  sufficient  number  of  men  to  afford 
her  ample  protection.  The  under- 
curient  of  excitement  extends  to  sur- 
ounding  towns.  A  large  number  of 
strangers  are  here  and  more  are  ar- 
riving by  every  train.

AN   EARLIER   REPORT. 

St.  Paul.  Jan.  5.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  finish  of  one  of  the  tight- 
est little  fights  in  the  history  of  the 
state  is  likely  to  come  at  the  Republi- 
can caucus  tonight. 

It  now  seems  very  probable  that  there 
will  be  no  difficulty  In  landing  Dr.  L. 
W.  Balxock  for  speaker  of  the  house 
of  representatives  on  the  first  ballot, 
or  at  least  on  early  ballot. 

The  Babcock  people  are  extremely 
confident,  one  and  all,  and  the  Johnson 
people  are  desperate. 

The  action  of  the  Hennejiin  delega- 
tion Saturday  night,  when  the  unit  rule 
was  abrogated,  and  nine  out  of  th*^ 
fifteen  members  declared  for  Babcock 
was  a  body  blow. 

The  importance  of  this  action  lay  not 
so  much  in  the  number  of  Babcocic 
votes  gained,  but  in  the  moral  effect. 

Johnson  is  now  without  the  backing 
of  his  home  delegation  In  his  contest 
for  the  speakership.  Nine  of  the  Hen- 
nepin county  members  have  signed 
their  names  to  pledges  to  vote  for  Bab- 
cock. and  this  is  regarded  as  disposingf 
of  any  doubt  there  might  have  been  in 
the  .'situation  and  as  insuring  Dr.  Bab- 
cock's  success. 

Since  the  governor  was  at  last  driven 
out  into  the  open  and  induced  to  taka 
a  decided  stand  in  the  matter  against 
Babcock,  he  has  been  working  over- 
time and  with  the  shocking  disregard 
of  the  Sabbath. 

Yesterday  afternoon  he  was  deeply 
en.gaged  in  a  conference  w  ith  Johnson, 
at  the  Windsor,  and  It  is  said  that  the 
object  of  the  conference  was  to  attempt 
to  have  Johnson  retire  and  give  h;a 
place  in  the  field  to  a  new  man. 

It  was  recognized  that  he  could  not 
possibl.v  win,  and  the  only  hope  wa3 
a  dark  horse. 

Johnson,  however,  positively  refused 
to  get  out  of  the  way,  and  this  dis- 
poses of  all  chance  of  a  dark  hor.*;o 
movement.  It  will  be  a  fight  to  the 
finish  lietween  Babcock  and  John- 
son, and  unless  almost  everybody 
around  St.  Paul  is  very  much  mis- 
taken, Babcock  will  win. 

The  op))osltion  has  not  relaxed  its  ef- 
forts, however.  Emissaries  of  the 
administration  met  every  train  that 
arrived  in  the  city  Saturday  and  yes- 
terday and  took  members  In  tow  withi 
the  purpose  of  working  upon  them  be- 
lore  anybody  el.se  had  a  <hance. 

It  was  even  stated  yesterday  even- 
ing that  the  governor  himself  had  been 
seen  to  meet  a  train  to  capture  a 
houso  member  or  two.  While  this  was 
not  so  well  substantiated  as  some  of 
the  other  reports,  some  of  the  more 
po.sltlve  Babcock  people  declared  that 
the  governor  was  trotting  from  train 
to  train  as  actively  as  any  hotel  run- 
ner in  St.  Paul. 

There  is  little  Interest  !n  any  of  the 
other  contests,  so  great  Is  the  in- 
terest In  that  for  the  speakership.  The 
new  legislature  was  pretty  well  rep- 
resented on  the  ground  last  night, 
probably  two-thirds  of  the  members 
being  In  the  city,  and  It  was  expected 
that  they  would  all  be  here  tonight.

The  mayor  stated  that  if 
the  situation  at  any  time  showed  that 
the  woman's  life,  liberty  or  jiroperty 
were  jeopardizeil,  he  would  swear  in 
a  suffitient  nunilier  of  men  to  aff'ud 
her  ample  protection.  The  under- 
current of  e.\cilenient  extends  to  .sur- 
ounding  towns.

The  importance  of  this  action  l.iy  not 
so  much  in  the  number  of  Babcock 
votes  gained,  but  in  the  moral  effect, 

Johnson  is  now  without  the  backing? 
of  his  home  delegation  in  his  contest 
for  the  spr'akership.  Nine  of  the  Hen- 
nepin county  members  have  signel 
their  names  to  pledges  to  vote  for  Bab- 
cock. and  this  is  regarded  as  disposinar 
of  any  <loubt  there  might  have  been  in 
the  situation  and  as  insuring  Dr.  Bab- 
co<k's  success. 

Since  the  governor  was  at  last  driven 
out  into  the  open  and  induced  to  taka 
a  decided  stand  in  the  matter  against 
Babcock,  he  has  been  working  over- 
time and  with  the  shocking  disregard 
oi  the  Sabbath. 

Yestfiday  afternoon  he  was  deeply^ 
enga.ejed  in  a  conference  with  Johnson, 
at  nie  Windsor,  and  it  is  said  that  the 
ol'ject  of  the  conference  was  to  attempt 
to  have  Johnson  retire  and  give  hia 
place  in  the  field  to  a  new  man. 

It  was  recognized  that  he  could  not 
possibly  win,  and  the  only  hope  wa3 
a  dark  horse. 

Johnson,  however,  positively  refu.sed 
to  get  out  of  the  way,  and  this  dis- 
poses of  all  chance  of  a  dark  horse 
movement.  It  will  be  a  fight  to  the 
finish  between  Babcock  and  John- 
son, and  unless  almost  everybody 
around  St.  Paul  is  very  much  mis- 
taken, Babcock  will  win. 

The  opposition  has  not  relaxed  its  ef- 
forts, however.  Emissaries  of  the 
administration  met  e'.ery  train  that 
arri^ed  in  the  city  Saturday  and  yes- 
terday and  took  members  in  tow  \\itl* 
the  purpose  of  working  upon  them  be- 
lore  anybody  else  liMd  a  chance. 

It  was  even  stated  yesterday  even- 
ing that  the  governor  himself  had  been 
seen  to  meet  a  trnin  to  capture  a 
houso  member  or  two.  While  this  was 
not  so  well  substantiated  as  some  of 
the  other  reports,  some  of  the  more 
positive  Babcock  people  declared  thnt 
the  governor  was  trotting  from  tr'aln 
to  train  as  actively  as  any  hotel  run- 
ner in  St.  Paul. 

There  is  little  Interest  In  any  of  the 
other  contests,  so  great  Is  the  in- 
terest in  that  for  the  speakership.  The 
new  legislature  was  pretty  well  rep- 
resented on  the  ground  last  night, 
probably  two-thirds  of  the  members 
being  in  the  city,  and  it  was  exi>ected 
that  they  would  all  be  here  tonight.

Heads  of  Steel  Corporation 

Mines  In  Session 

Here. 

Representatives  of  the  mining  prop- 
erties operated  by  the  United  Stale.s 
Steel  coipoiation  met  and  conferred 
with  Prsident  T.  F.  Cole  at  the  com- 
parjys  offices  on  the  sixth  lioor  of  the 
W'olvin  building  this  afternoon,  discuss- 
ing technical  mining  and  difficult  feata 
in  the  work  being  carried  on  at  this 
time.

President  Cole  of  the  operating  com- 
panies of  the  steel  corporation  presided 
at  the  confernce.  and  there  were  pres- 
ent bside  the  hads  of  several  depart- 
ments of  the  corporation  located  in 
Duluth,  W.  A.  McGonagle.  assistant  to 
the  pre.sldent  of  the  Duluth,  Mi.ssabe  & 
Northern  road:  John  Pi  ngilly,  C'harlos 
Trezona  and  N.  Cowling,  of  the  Ver- 
milion range  mines;  P.  Mitchell.  Will- 
iam Carmichael,  A.  J.  Sullivan,  M.  S. 
Hawkins.  K.  11.  Trezona  and  J.  H. 
Hearding.  of  the  Mesaba  rarsge  mines; 
J.  H.  McLean,  of  the  Gogebic  range; 
O.  C.  Davidson  and  J.  S.  Wall,  of  the 
Menominee  range,  and  W'.  H.  John- 
stone, of  the  Marquette  range. 

The  conference  began  early  in  the 
morniing  and  was  in  ses.sion  practically 
till  4  o'clock  this  afternoon.  All  the 
improvements  in  mine  working  Inaug- 
urated in  the  past  year  were  reported 
upon,  and  the  whole  conference  assist- 
ed in  the  solving  of  difficult  problems 
in  minirtg  which  have  ari-sen  recently.

Is  Doing  Great   Damage 

in     Vicinity    of 

Seattle. 

Seattle,  Jan  6.— The  flood  situation  In 
the  district  south  of  Seattle  does  not 
seem  to  be  greatly  improved  this  morn- 
ing. The  first  casualties  as  a  result  of 
the  rising  of  the  waters  are  reported 
Horn  O'Brien,  on  the  Northern  Pacific, 
between  Seattle  and  Tacoma.  There  the 
water  is  six  or  eight  fc^t  hlgner  and 
last  night  it  was  rushi.ng  past  the  houses  i 
with  the  swiftne-ss  of  a  mountain  cur- 
rent. Martin  Cummings  and  F.  H.  O- 
Shaunessy  Were  rescuing  peoi>le  from 
second  story  window.s  when  their  boat 
capsized  and  both  were  drowned.  From 
O  Reilly's  comes  the  news,  that  tho 
water  had  receded  about  six  inches,  but 
half  the  tow.n  is  compelled  to  go  about 
in  boats.  No  traliis  are  running  through 
the    flooded    district.  ^     ..     ^.    , 

Deschutes  river  is  raging  and  the  high- 
est volume  of  water  is  pouring  over  the 
falls  known  in  yc-ar.s.  The  city  was  in 
total  darkness  Saturday  and  Sunday 
nights  owing  to  the  floodI;ig  of  the  elec- 
tri''  light  and  power  house  at  Tumwater. 

TTie  greatest  loss  by  the  flood  has  been 
the  bottling  works  belonging  to  the  brew- 
ing company,  which  was  wrecked  Friday 
night  and  damaged  to  the  extent  of  ^.- 
000.  Fine  weather  today  will  probably 
avert   any    further  calamities. 

THINK  HE  ROBBED  SULLIV.\N. 
Des  Moines,  Jan.  5.— A  man  who  fives 
his  name  as  Jim  Borden  has  been  arrested 
at  Erldvville,  suspected  of  being  one  of 
the  men  who  robbed  P.  Sullivan  of  $1800 
near  Hamilton  Friday  night.  The  robber, 
who  was  wounded  by  Sullivan,  is  still 
alive,  but  his  condition  is  critical. 


Washington,  Jan.  5.— As  soon  as  the  sen- 
ate met  today  Mr.  Hoar  (Mass.),  gave 
notice  that  he  would  address  the  senate 
tomorrow  on  his  anti-trust   bill. 

A  concurrent  resolution  was  adopted 
providing  for  the  preparation  of  all  laws 
exacted  by  the  various  states  relating  to 
trusts  or  to  combinations  in  restraint  of 
tiade  and  for  the  regulation  and  re- 
organization    of     corporations. 

Mr.  Culberson  (Texas),  introduced  a 
joint  resolution  providing  for  the  admis- 
sion of  anthracite  coal  iree  of  duty.  He 
said  there  was  a  reat  .scarcity  ot  coal 
and  this  would  te;id  to  relieve  the  peo- 
ple   who   now    Were   suffering    for    fuel. 

He  asked  for  immediate  consideration 
of  the  resolution,  but  Mr.  I'iatt  (<;onn.j 
objecteil.  saying  there  was  no  duty  on 
anthracite    coal. 

Mr.  Vest  (Mo.),  denied  the  statement, 
.saying  the  construction  of  the  law  was 
such    as   to   impose  a    duty. 

A  resolution  offered  by  .\Ir.  Stewart 
(Nev.).  was  agreed  to  directing  the  cer- 
retary  of  war  to  Inform  the  senate  as  to 
the  effect  of  a  sy.stem  of  railroads  In 
the  Philippine  islands  in  maintaining;  law 
and  order.  He  also  offered  an  amendment 
to  the  arm.v  appropriatio.n  bill  providing 
for  the  construction  equipment  and  oper- 
ation by  the  secretary  of  war  of  railroads 
In  the  Philippines  for  th<*, purpose  of  pro- 
tecting life  .-ind  property  and  maintain- 
ing a  stable  government  and  further  pro- 
viding for  the  constructing  oi  not  less 
than    *>■'•  miles   each    year,    for    ten   years. 

The  resolution  referring  to  the  petition 
of  W.  R.  Hearst,  charging  the  existenci^ 
of  illegal  combinations  or  conspiracy 
among  certain  railroads  in  the  shlpmtut 
of  anthracite  coal  and  railing  for  the 
evidence  accumulated  by  the  attorney 
general,  which  was  introduced  by  Mr. 
Jones  (Ark.)  before  the  holidays,  was 
called  up  and  discussed  by  Messrs.  Lodge. 
McComa.s.  Spooner.  Hoar.  I^^oraker  and 
Cullom.  Republicans,  ana  Messrs.  Jones 
(.\rk.).  Tillman  and  Eacon.  Democrats. 
The  Republican  senators  contended  that 
if  the  attorney  general  was  prosecutiKg 
\.hf  case  the  .senate  ought  not  to  inter- 
fere In  the  matter  by  calling  for  the  evl- 
deice 

Mr.  Jones  maintained  that  the  senate 
had  a  right  to  all  the  evidence  in  pos.<»e.3- 
slon  of  tne  attorney  general.  The  resolu- 
tion had  not  been  dlspo.se(3  of.  when  at  2 
o'clock  the  omnibus  statehood  bill  was 
taken  up.  In  the  absence  or  Mr:  Quay, 
Mr.  Foraker  had  charge  of  the  bill. 

Mr.  Nelson  (Minn.)  addressed  the  senate 
against  the  bill  and  in  favor  of  a  sing.e 
state  composed  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian 
Territory. 

Senator  Ma.son  of  IllinolK  Introduced  a 
bill  to  provide  for  the  temporary  opera- 
lion  of  cial  mines.  It  provides  that  heremf- 
ter  w^henever  any  coal  nnne  is  unoperat- 
ed  and  continues  to  be  unoperated  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  hights  ol  the  people,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  g^-neral 
to  apply  to  any  judge  of  a  United  States 
court,  for  a  receiver  for  the  mine  who. 
if  appointed,  shall  serve  until  such  time 
as  the  court  shall  find  by  decree  that 
neither  the  general  welfare  nor  public 
necessity  require  the  further  operation 
of  said   m^ne  by  such  received. 

Senator%^odge  Introduced  a  bill  sus- 
pending foT-  a  period  of  90  days  the  dunes 
on  coal  imported  into  the  United  States. 

Senator  Vest  Introduced  a  resolution  di- 
recting the  committee  on  finance  to  pre- 
pare and  report  a  bill  removing  the  tariff 
on  anthracite  coal.  He  asked  for  Its  im- 
mediate consideration,  but  on  objection 
it  went  over  until   tomorrow.

Ship- 
jiers  ail  over  the  country  are  greatly 
Interested  in  these  rates,  and  especially 
the  Western  men.  who  have  to  use  the 
road.«  classified  as  the  roads  west  of  the 
Mississiiipl. 

The  increase  in  freight  rates  which 
went  into  etTect  Jan.  1  is  from  5  to  m) 
jier  cent.  On  manufactured  goods  the 
rate  in  some  instances  has  been  iu- 
cnased  40  per  cent  i)n  Eastern  roads, 
and  50  per  cent  on  some  Western  roads. 
The  average  inciease  is  about  10  per 
«ent.  It  is  estimated  that  if  the  ratco 
are  niainiained  for  the  year  it  will 
mean  an  im-rease  in  revenues  by  the 
railroiids  of  from  *ir>0,0(ui,OoO  to  $2ti0.oOO.- 
000,  even  if  the  volume  of  freight  dotj 
not  im  rease  at  all. 

The  railroad  men  claim  that  some 
freight  rates  have  been  unreasonably 
low  in  the  past.  as.  for  instance,  the  rate 
on  live  slock  from  Kansas  City  to  Chi- 
cago, which  has  been  i:,'  lents  per  HX> 
pounds,  which  is  said  to  have  been  be- 
low the  actual  cost  of  service  per- 
formed. 

The  rate  on  flour  from  the  Twin  Cities 
to  the  Atlantic,  which  was  announced 
to  take  effect  Dec.  8,  did  not  become 
active  until  Jan.  1,  and  the  shippers. 
i»  ho  intend  to  pay  under  protest  and 
make  claim  for  rebate,  are  pleasantly 
surprised.  The  rale  whuch  went  into 
effect  with  the  new  year  is  a  flat  rate 
from  Chicago  to  New  York  of  16.7  a 
hundred  for  export  and  1*'.4  for  domes- 
tic, and  from  Minneapolis  to  Chicago  of 
5.v^  on  export  and  6.6  on  domestic  a  hun- 
dred. 

The  railroad  managements  justify  the 
Increased  rates  by  the  statement  that 
the  increased  wages  and  the  increased 
expenditures  for  improveemtns  nece.s- 
sary  to  a  perfect  service,  or  as  near 
peifect  as  can  be  possible,  will  be  met 
by  the  revenues  derived  from  that 
source.  The  Chicago  conference  will

Nay  Be  Late. 

Officials  of  the  Diiliith,  Missabe  & 
Northern  and  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
railroads  are  becoming  somewhat  appre- 
hensive regarding  the  delivery  of  large 
orders  of  cars  made  last  year  for  deliv- 
ery in  March  and  April.  The  former  has 
4«10  coming  and  the  latter  500,  and  all  were 
contracted  for  delivery  not  later  than 
April.  From  reports  received  from  the 
manufacturers  it  is  likely  that  the  deiv- 
fie.<5  will  not  begin  until  later  than  that. 
The  delay  beyond  May  1  will  be  rather  ser- 
ious to  the  range  roads,  as  the  heavy 
transportation  of  ore  commences  shortly 
after  that  time,  and  it  takes  some  time  to 
get  the  rolling  stf>ck  in  proper  running 
order  and  limbered  up  so  a.«  to  be  use!  to 
the  best  advantage.  The  re<iuisition  for 
the  1!»"4  equipment  have  not  been  made  up 
as  yet,  and  probably  will  not  be  until 
some  time  in  June  or  July.

The  H:iilway  Aage  places  Minnesota 
sixth  in  the  list  of  states  in  the  I'nlted 
States  arranged  according  to  the  number 
of  miles  of  railroad  track  built  in  the 
past  year.  The  number  of  miles  complete,! 
in  1W2  in  Minnesota  is  216.23.  and  the  work 
was  done  by  fourteen  roails.  The  mile- 
a.ire  in  the  case  of  Minnesota  is  a  better 
showing  than  is  ma<le  by  any  of  the 
states  where  railroad  lines  are  af  estab- 
lished an  institution.  The  states  of  Texas 
and  Arkansas,  and  Indian  Territory.  Ok- 
lahoma and  New  Mexico,  how  new  mile- 
age to  the  amount  of  from  350  to  550  miles 
in   1!<03. 

Aside  from  the  new  lines  put  in  the  new 
country  in  the  Southwest  in  the  past  year 
and  the  new  mileage  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Ttxas  oil  wells,  Minnesota  leads  the  coun- 
try mileage  in  extensions  of  roads  already 
operating.  Among  the  roads  building, 
large  stretches  of  additional  track  were 
the  Great  Northern,  the  Chicago-Great 
Western,  the  Omaha,  the  Milwaukee  & 
St.    Paul.

It  contains  the  usual 
number  of  jokes,  much  valuable  Informa- 
tion relative  to  the  care  of  infants,  a  rec- 
or-l  page  in  blank  for  baby's  early  days, 
and  problems  that  will  help  to  pass  away 
manv  a  long  evening.  Here  is  one:  A 
child  a.sked  her  father  how  old  fee  was. 
and  the  father  replied:  'i  am  just  six 
times  as  old  as  you  are.  but  in  twenty-four 
years  you  will  be  one-half  as  old  as  1."

Although  the  municipal  court  business 
for  1902  was  unusually  good,  the  receipts 
in  fines  and  fees  were  slightly  below  the 
figures  of  tne  two  years  preceding. 

The  total  receipt.^  fur  the  year  are  $19,- 
821.10  as  compared  with  Jli»,9(W.0(J  for  liWl 
and  |11»,'J45.92  for  VMi. 

Of  this  $19,824.10  the  city  got  by  far  the 
greater  proi)ortioh.  but  quite  a  sum  was 
turned  over  to  th.  state  treasurer.  This 
was  for  fines  inipo.sed  for  violation  of  the 
pure   food   and   similar  state   statutes. 

The  record  moiitli  for  the  year  just 
clo.sed  wag  September.  During  this 
month  $1,822.84  was  turned  over  to  the 
clerk  of  court   in   tines   and   fees. 

The  record  mouth  for  the  municipal 
court  was  August.  1!»(K».  during  which  the 
receipts    amounted    to    $2,atil.ll. 

The  fact  that,  wliile  the  court  had  more 
general  business  than  ever  before,  the 
tines  do  not  aggrejiate  as  much  as  in  for- 
mer years,  does  aot  Indicate  lighter  fin- 
ancial penalties.  A  glance  over  the  rec- 
ords show  that  I  he  crimes  for  which 
fines  were  impos -d  were  of  a  more  ser- 
ious nature  during  1900  and  1901  and  last 
year. 

Had  the  same  ri mount  of  serious  crim- 
inal business  continued  during  the  past 
year  the  receipt  record  for  the  court 
would  have  undoiilitedl.v  been  shattered.

LUMBER'S 
BESTYEAR 

So    Says    an    Authority 
on  the  Year  Just 

Closed. 


Enormous     Business   In 
Manufacture  of  Mill- 
ing Machinery. 


Indicative   of  Large    In- 
crease    In    Lumber 
Milling  Capacity. 


"Probably  the  year  1902  was  the 
most  satisfactory  to  the  lumber  trade 
at  large  of  any  year  in  its  history," 
says  J.  E.  Defebaugh,  a  recognized  au- 
thority on  lumber,  in  the  Chicago 
Record-Herald.  "That  Is  to  say,  the 
satisfactory  conditions  were  moie 
evenly  distributed  among  all  branches 
of  the  Industry  and  In  all  parts  of 
the  country.  Conditions  of  supply  and 
demand  have  pushed  the  prices  of  lum- 
ber upward  rapidly,  but  it  is  not  easy 
to  get  the  consumer  to  consent  to  the 
advances.  There  has  been  a  great  deal 
of  grumbling  from  the  consumers  about 
prices,  but  it  was  the  sort  which  a 
man  makes  at  drouth  or  floods.  Peo- 
ple outside  the  lumber  business  and  a 
few  of  the  least  well  informed  within 
it  talk  about  lumber  trusts  or  combin- 
ations, but  the  better  informed  know 
that  there  is  nothing  of  the  sort  as 
yet  in  the  lumber  trade,  and  the  prices 
of  today  are  solely  the  result  of  an 
extraordinary  demand  which  cann.t 
yet  be  fujly  met  by  the  productive 
capacity  of  the  country." 

The  season  of  1902  has  been  a  remark- 
able year  in  sawmill  and  planing  mill 
machinery  lines.  This  has  been  due  to 
two  influences — one,  the  desire  of  im- 
proving the  mills  so  as  to  maintain 
or  increase  their  cut,  necessitating  a 
greater  number  of  Improvements  and 
a  vast  volume  of  repair  work,  and, 
second,  the  large  number  of  new  mills 
which  have  gorie  into  commission,  par- 
ticularly in  the  South  and  West.  A 
fair  proportion  of  the  new  machinery, 
however,  has  come  into  the  white 
pine  North,  and  the  indications  point 
for  an  excellent  trade  in  mill  machin- 
ery in  Northern  Minnesota  the  coming 
year. 

If  nothing  else  was  known  of  the  de- 
velopment of  the  lumber  business  of 
the  past  year  than  the  activity  In 
Machinery  lines,  it  Is  claimed  to  be 
absolutely  proven  that  the  producing 
capacity  is  being  steadily  increased. 
Many  mills  have  been  abandoned  in 
older  localities.  Some  have  been  dis- 
carded entirely,  while  others  have  been 
moved  bodily  to  other  locations,  and 
the  machinery  of  others  has  gone  into 
nearby  mills. 

With  the  output  of  new  machinery 
larger  than  ever  before,  the  increase  in 
capacity  of  old  plants  and  the  large 
amount  of  repair  work  that  has  been 
going  on,  it  is  claimed  to  be  safe  to 
predict  a  larger  aggregate  lumber  out- 
put in  1903  than  in  1902  or  of  any  pre- 
ceding year.  The  needs  of  the  coun- 
try are,  of  course,  increasing,  but  it  is 
conceded  that  there  may  be  many  years 
hereafter  when  the  requirements  will 
not  be  so  large  as  at  present.  The 
country  has  been  unusually  prosperous, 
and  the  scanty  stocks  throughout  the 
year  have  called  for  a  heavier  output 
than  ordinarily  in  order  to  supply  the 
demand. 

Besides  the  Plummer  &  Ash  ntw 
mill  at  Virginia,  now  under  the  pro- 
cess of  constructon,  it  is  understood 
that  the  Backus-Brooks  company,  of 
Minneapolis,  which  recently  bought  a 
large  tract  of  timber  in  the  Rainy 
River  district  from  Frank  Sheldon  for 
$79,600,  will  probably  build  a  mill  to 
saw  the  tmber  within  a  few  years.  The 
newly  purchased  timber  adjoins  some 
other  limber  that  the  lumber  company 
has  bought  in  that  district  at  different 
intervals  during  the  past  few  years. 

The  Edward  Hines  Lumber  c«*m- 
pany,  which  had  about  260.000,000  feet 
of  Lumber  sawed  at  Duluth,  Superior 
and  Ashland  last  sea.son,  is  said  to 
have  closed  contracts  for  about  the 
same  amount  the  coming  season.  The 
entire  cut  of  the  Hines  Lumber  com- 
pany for  1902  is  estimated  at  540.000.000 
feet,  the  largest  amount  manufactured 
by  any  or»e  lumber  concern  in  the 
country. 

The  Musser-Sauntry  company  began 
this  week  the  hauling  of  logs  over  the 
Omaha  road  from  Hawthorne,  W'is.,  to 
the  St.  Croix  river,  below  Stillwater. 
AbovA  20.000,000  feet  are  to  be  moved 
this  winter.  A  number  of  Iowa  firms 
owning  Northern  Minnesota  pine  are 
shipping  carloads  of  logs  over  the 
Northern  Pacific  road  to  Stillwater, 
where  they  are  dumped  Into  the  rvcr 
and  floated   down  to  the  mills.

ers,   the    Democratic    candidate    for    vice 
president  of   the  United   States     in      IWM. 
The  idea  has  originated  with  Democratic 
po'.iiicinns  who  think  that  this  nomination 
•would  bring  to  the  support  of  their  presi- 
dential   ticket    the    "labor    vote"    of    the 
country.      It    is    hardly    likely    that    they 
have  consulted   Mr.    Mitchell   on   the  sub- 
ject, or  that,  if  they  did  so,  he  gave  It  any 
encouragement.     The  talk  of  Mr.  Mitchell 
US  a  vice  presidential  candidate  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  The  Herald,   decidedly  unwise, 
and   calculated   to    prove   injurious    to   his 
Influence  as  a  labor  leader.     Mr.  Mitchell 
cannot  afford  to  become  an  active  parti- 
cipant In  poHiics.     As  head  of  the  United 
Mine       Workers     he   has   accomplished   a 
great   work   In    securing   a    settlement    of 
the  anthracite  coal  strike  by  arbitration. 
He    has    shown    himself    an    able    leader, 
wise,     sagacious    and    conservative,     and 
the  miners  have  placed  the  most  complete 
confidence    in    his   judgment    and    advice. 
That    he    appreciates    the    importance    of 
kis  piesfnt  position  and   the  rosponslbil- 
ily  rc^Llng  upon  him  was  recently  lemon- 
strated  by  his  refusal  to  be  a  candidate  for 
president  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor.      His    entry    Into    pontics    would 
weaken  his  inflitfr.ce  with  the  miners  ai'd 
with     the     public    generally,     who    have 
learned  to  admire  and  respect  him.  Those 
who   urge   Mr.   MitcheH's   nomination   for 
vice  pre?ident  on  the  Democratic  or  any 
other  ticket  arc  not  his  friends. 


THE  DiVORCE  PROBLEM. 

The  judges  of  the  state  courts  of 
Michigan  have  been  discussing  the 
question  of  divorce  at  recent  meetings 
and  trying  to  agree  on  some  plan  that 
would  reduce.  If  not  remedy,  the  evil. 
Judge  Mayne,  of  Charlevoix,  took  the 
ground  that  to  make  marriage  more 
difficult  would  greatly  lessen  the  num- 
ber of  those  who  seek  the  settlement 
of  their  troubles  in  the  courts.  The 
specific  reforms  suggested  by  Judge 
Mayne  are:  a  three  weeks'  Interval  be- 
tween the  procurimg  of  a  licen.se  and 
the  marriage  ceremony,  together  with 
two  publications  of  the  license;  an 
increase  of  the  age  limit  to  20  years  and 
IS  years  for  males  and  females  respec- 
tively, except  in  cases  where  the  judge 
of  probate  considers  advisable  or  ur- 
gent, and  requiring  the  applicant  for 
a  license  to  show  a  moral  charact'*r 
and  ar»  ability  to  support  a  family. 
Judge  Mayne  would  restrain  parties 
from  applying  for  divorce  until  they 
have  lived  apart  for  one  year.  He 
would  withhold  a  decree  for  six  months 
after  the  application,  and  he  would 
enjoin  the  parties  from  marrying  again 
for  another  six  months.  In  the  case 
of  the  offending  party  he  would  make 
the  injunction  for  two  years.  Judge 
Newnham  advised,  if  criminal  charges 
are  contained  in  the  complaint,  imme- 
diate prosecution  of  the  defendant 
upon  the  criminal  charge  as  soon  as  the 
divorce  is  granted. 

With  all  due  respect  to  the  lean»ed 
legal  gentlemen,  their  sugges- 
tions seem  hardly  practical  ex- 
cept in  a  few  cases.  If  mar- 
riages were  made  more  difficult,  the 
experience  of  Cuba,  Porto  Rico  and 
Mexico  would  probably  be  repeated. 
When  marriage  Is  made  difficult  or  ex- 
pensive In  those  countries,  the  people 
do  not  take  the  trouble  to  marry. 
They  live  together  without  ceremony, 
and  the  results  are  well  known.  Then, 
again.  If  Michigan  made  stringent  laws 
for  marriage  and  divorce.  Interested 
parties  would  go  to  other  states.  There 
Is  but  one  solution  of  the  question, 
and  that  Is  a  federal  divorce  law  ap- 
plying to  all  states.  Uniformity  would 
go  a  great  way  towards  solving  the 
problem. 


Strikes 

and  Arbitration 

in  France. 


An  Intere  sting 
study  Is  found  in 
the  report  of  the 
labor  bureau  of 
France  on  strikes 
and  arbitration  In 
that  country  during  the  year  1901.  The 
results  of  the  application  of  the  laws  of 
oonclllat'on  and  arbitrtion  are  clearly 
shown.  The  law  operated  in  1901  In  142 
disputes,  in  only  six,  however,  before 
cessation  of  work.  The  number  of  strikes 
for  the  year  was  523,  the  proportion  in 
which  the  law  was  applied  thus  being 
17.15  per  cent,  the  proportion  in  19iK)  hav- 
ing been  2o.94  per  cent,  and  23.6S  per  cent 
on  an  average  for  the  eight  years  before 
1901.  The  Initltive  of  recourse  to  the 
law  was  taken  67  times  by  the  workmen, 
6  by  the  employers,  3  by  the  workmen  and 
employers  together;  the  justices  of  the 
peace  were  officially  called  upon  in  67 
strikes,  and  9  strikes  terminated  by  direct 
reconciliation  Immediately  after  the  first 
step  and  before  the  formation  of  commit- 
tees. The  attempt  at  agreement  was  re- 
pulsed 61  times;  51  times  by  the  employers, 
4  by  the  workmen,  and  6  by  both  parties. 
After  the  repulse  of  the  attempts  at  re 
conciliation,  7  disputes  ended  either  by 
the  workmen  completely  abandoning 
their  demands  or  by  partial  satisfaction 
of  those  demands.  Strikes  were  declared 
or  continued  in  54  cases,  after  conciliation 
hiad  been  attempted.  There  were  72  dis- 
putes for  the  adjudication  of  which  con- 
ciliating committees  were  appointed,  33 
of  the  oisputes  being  Immediately  ter- 
minated by  these  committees.  The  pro- 
position to  have  recourse  to  arbitration 
was  made  In  19  cases  after  the  repulse 
of  oonclllatlon,  being  accepted  8  times 
and   refused   11    times,    of    which    5    were 


INVASION  OF  THE  EAST. 

The  American  man  of  business  has 
Invaded  the  valley  of  the  Euphrates. 
Where  he  has  not  planted  himself  might 
consistently  be  asked,  and  It  would 
be  hard  to  answer,  but  this  Invasion  of 
the  legendary  birthplace  of  the  hu- 
man race,  where  primitive  methods 
are  one  of  Its  characteristics.  Is  of 
more  than  usual  interest.  The  issue  of 
Commercial  Relations  throws  an  In- 
teresting light  upon  the  results  of 
this  American  Invasion — for  it  is  the 
American  and  not  the  European  busi- 
ness man  who  Is  making  the  chief  im- 
press on  the  East  at  this  point.  The 
extensive  migration  of  people  from  the 
the  Euphrates  district  to  the  United 
States  has  established  a  line  of  com- 
munication and  communion  between 
the  two  widely  sundered  parts  of  the 
world,  and  returning  travelers  have 
brought  back  with  them  American 
ideas  and  specimens  of  American 
handicraft  which  have  thereby  ac- 
quired an  extraordinary-  vogue.  The 
cheap  wares  prepared  for  so  many 
years  in  Europe  to  supply  this  special 
mai-ket  are  no  longer  what  appeal  to 
the  class  of  consumers  who  are  able 
to    buy    better,    and    the    integiity    of 

American  manufacturers  and  mer- 
chants, as  well  as  the  superior  quality 
of  the  wares  they  ship  to  Asia  Minor, 
has  come  to  mean  a  great  deal  there 
for  future  commerce. 

There  are  many  drawbacks  to 
American  trade.  Including  the  serious 
handicap  of  Turkish  rule,  slowness  of 
the  malls  and  high  cable  rates,  but  In 
spite  of  these  much  has  been  accom- 
plished. An  American  consul  took  to 
Harpoot  with  him  the  first  bicycle 
ever  seen  there,  when  the  consulate 
was  established  in  1900.  Within  a  year 
a  dozen  wheels  were  whirling  along 
the  highways  in  the  neighborhood,  and 
now  an  American  bicycle  agency  is  in 
full  blast  and  its  business  growing 
steadily.  A  Yankee  agent  introduced 
agricultural  implements  of  our  make, 
and  the  primitive  tools  of  the  natives 
are  disappearing  before  these.  Drill 
sowing  for  grain  is  running  out  the 
ancient  broadcast  method,  and  the  peo- 
ple are  taking  note  of  the  great  in- 
crease of  crops  under  the  new  regime 
aa  compared  with  the  old.  But  the 
mechanical  reaper  promises  to  revolu- 
tionize the  grain  industry  more  than 
any  other  one  thing,  perhaps;  a  ma- 
chine used  experimentally  last  sum- 
mer proved  Its  capacity  to  do  the  work 


of  forty-five  men  trained  in  their  art 
aa  it  still  survives  from  the  time  of 
Ruth,  and  will  do  alnK>st  double  that 
stint  when  the  horses  and  drivers  be- 
come accustomed  to  it. 
In  short,  here  seems  to  be  virgin 
soil  which  promises  much  to  the 
shrewd  and  sage  developer.  The  crying 
need  of  commerce  is,  of  course,  an  ade- 
quate transportation  system.  There  is 
practically  no  way  of  getting  goods 
from  the  sea  to  inland  points  other 
than  by  resorting  to  the  primitive  beast 
of  burden.  Pack  mules  are  still 
threading  their  slow  course  where  the 
looomotive  ought  to  be  shooting  like  a 
noisy  rocket.  When  the  railroad 
comes,  it  will  be  no  longer  a  typical 
fact  of  record  that  a  consignment 
which  cost  only  $14.50  to  ship  from 
New  York  to  Samsoun,  cost  $55  to  pack 
from  Samsoun  to  Harpoot. 

There  certainly  is  a  gerat  future  for 
the  United  States  in  these  countries. 


Will  wonders  never  cease?  The  Mar- 
coni and  Armstrong  wireless  telegraphy 
systems  transmit  electrical  disturbances 
through  the  atmosphere  and  the  earth 
itself.  Now  comes  Albert  Gallatin  Whit- 
ney, of  Chicago,  a  grandnephew  of  the 
famous  inventor  of  the  cotton  gin,  with  a 
scheme  to  tap  the  ethereal  regions  for 
electricity  by  means  of  a  cable  projected 
25t)  miles  above  the  surface  of  the  earth. 
He  claims  that  after  forty  miles  of  wire 
lias  made  the  ascent  it  will  be  pulled 
taut  by  gravitation  acting  away  from  in- 
stead of  toward  the  earth.  Mr.  Whitney 
is  keeping  his  method  of  getting  the  cable 
up  the  first  forty  miles  a  secret,  but  says 
he  is  convinced  from  successful  experi- 
ments that  it  can  be  easily  accomplished. 
A  company  has  been  formed  to  push  the 
enterprise,  land  purchased,  ofllces  opened 
and  stock  issued.  It  is  expected  that  all 
will  be  in  trim*for  the  first  demonstration 
by  next  May. 


A  report  from  London  says  that  Eng- 
land will  soon  have  a  coal  situation  not 
unlike  that  In  the  United  States.  The 
London  Mall  says  that  the  South  Wales 
coal  trades  is  face  to  face  with  a  crisis 
unequalled  since  the  disastrous  trouble 
of  1S9S.  After  weeks  of  negotiation  con- 
cerning the  basis  of  agreement  for  1903 
the  owners  and  men  are  farther  apart 
now  than  they  have  ever  been,  and  there 
is   little   prospect  of  an  agreement. 


That  was  an  interesting  estimate  made 
In  a  paper  read  to  the  American  associa- 
tion for  the  advancement  of  science  that 
greater  New  York  in  WW  will  have  a 
population  of  4,963,000  and  in  li>20  a  popula- 
tion of  6,191,250.  Other  estimates  were: 
Philadelphia  in  1910,  l,e97,4<X>,  and  In  1920, 
2.002.932;  greater  Chicago  in  1910,  2,374,229, 
and  In  1920,  3,475.2<)9.  To  Chicago,  of 
course,  those  last  figures  seem  ridiculous- 
ly small. 


The  Topeka  State  Journal  says:  "Fol- 
lowing the  discovery  that  lemon  juice  will 
kill  typhoid  germs,  perhaps  some  scien- 
tists will  find  out  what  will  kill  such 
germs  as  may  be  lurking  in  the  lemon." 
Has  the  Journal  tried  the  experiment  of 
mixing  a  little  sugar  and  whisky  with 
the   lemon? 


Myron  T.  Herrick,  the  Cleveland  bank- 
er, has  agreed  to  become  a  candidate  for 
the  Republican  nomination  for  governor 
of  Ohio.  Congressman  Dick  is  also  look- 
ing in  the  same  direction.  Both  are 
friends  of  Senator  Hanna  and  he  is  placed 
in    an    awkward   position. 

The  new  special  delivery  stamps  are 
similar  to  the  old,  ecxept  that  the  letter 
carrier  who  runs  with  the  letter  In  his 
hand  in  the  old  stamps  is  mounted  on  a 
bicycle  In  the  new  ones.  But  It  Is  hardly 
Hkely  the  letters  will  come  any  quicker 
on  account  of   the   change. 


The  patent  office  has  refused  to  register 
trade-marks  which  include  the  name  of 
the  president  of  the  United  States,  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  against  public  policy. 
It   Is   a   sensible  decision. 

The  Ithaca  News  declares  that  Mar- 
conigram  is  "a  barbarous  word."  That 
may  be,  but  it  honors  the  inventor  and 
Is  already  in  general  use,  and  protests 
against  it  will  avail  nothing. 

Pittsburg  Is  talking  about  building  ele- 
vated roads,  and  the  Boston  Globe  says 
that  if  Pittsburg  is  wise.  It  will  build 
them    underground. 

The  German  naval  budget  for  1908  pro- 
vides for  the  building  of  ten  new  war- 
ships.

BOTEl  GOSSIP  I 

James  McCarthy,  former  postmaster  at 
Stillwater,  and  a  prominent  figure  In 
Minnesota  state  politics,  who  is  now  en- 
gaged in  business  connected  with  the  lum- 
ber industry  in  the  vicinity  of  Duluih,  is 
about  the  St.  Louis  hotel  frequently,  and 
among  the  habitues  of  that  lobby  holds 
the    palm    for  atory    telling. 

Mr.  McCarthy  is  modest  regarding  his 
story-telUng  powers,  but  his  friends  make 
up  for  it,  and  they  affirm  that  he  was 
the  originator  of  the  follnwing  narrative; 
that  it  was  a  fact  and  though  many  saw 
it  he  was  the  only  one  who  saw  the 
hunror  of  the  situation;  and  that  there 
have  been  many  impij.'<ter3  latterly  who 
have  iatte.muted  to  stfeal  his  thunder  by 
changing  the  locale  and  claiming  the 
story  as   their  own. 

An  epitome  of  Mr.  McCarthy's  bear 
story: 

"It  was  back  in  the  days  of  thick  woods, 
when  a  lumber  camp  .stood  about  where 
the  postoffice  te  now  located  In  Still- 
water, and  1  was  a  member  of  the  camp 
which  was  working  the  territory.  We  had 
had  a  young  fellow  with  us  all  winter  who 
w,as  quite  a  sprinter,  and  he  used  to  gei 
out  on  the  ice  road  an.l  do  stunts  after 
working  hours  occasionally  to  show  what 
he  could  accomplish,  and  the  boys  became 
more  and  more  strongiy  convinced  as  he 
displayed  signs  of  prowess  in  fnis  direc- 
tion, that  he  was  the  r.-al  thing  on  legs. 

"Well,  it  went  along,  and  Mr.  Runner 
was  doing  his  stunts  very  little  while, 
when  spring  started  ti  loom  up,  and  a 
little  settlement  sprang  up  behind  on  the 
track  of  the  woodsmen  in  a  clearing.  The 
boys  were  getting  a  little  money  and  were 
spending  it  freely  around  the  seltU  nient, 
when  one  day  a  languul-looklng  stranger 
happened  along. 

"He  loafed  around  the  'Cash-all-checks' 
saloon  la  day  or  two  and  displayed  a  lot 
of  money,  "and  incidtntally  told  a  few 
of  the  boys  that  he  w:ls  a  runner.  Thfe 
cau.sed  a  sensation,  ami  the  news  spre.iil. 
It  was  argued  a  coupl.-  of  days  and  then 
the  stranger  wars  appro  iched  on  the  ques- 
tion of  his  assertions.  He  cjuietly  repeat- 
efl  them,  and  added  that  if  anyone  had 
any  serious  doubts  he  had  a  matter  of 
$4250  in  his  'kick'  that  he  would  venture 
on  the  result  of  a  contest  between  him- 
self and  the  'lumberjack'  wonder,  just  to 
show  i)roper  respect  f^r  his  judgment. 

"This  announcement  was  greeted  with 
joy  and  nudges  and  winks  by  the  lumber- 
jacks, and  they  scurried  around,  raking 
up  all  the  winter's  money  and  placing 
It  on  their  pal.  The  race  was  a  great 
event.  The  whole  camp  turned  out;  only 
to  be  disappointed,  for  the  stranger  won 
by  a  neck,  and  they  lost  their  winter's 
wages  in  something  like  2  minutes  and 
20  seconds. 

"The  boys  were  pr-ttv  sore  and  they 
tiilked  it  over  and  sized  the  thing  up  till 
they  finally  decided  they  had  been 
'trimmed'  by  the  'lumberjack'  sprinter 
and  the  smooth  etranj^t  r,  who  had  gotten 
out  of  town  as  soon  as  he  had  collected 
his  wagers.  So  they  went  to  the  wonder 
of  the  camp  and  told  him  plainly  of  their 
suspicions:  in  fact,  th>*y  said  plainly  he 
had  thrown  the  race,  roifghly  grabbed  him 
and  faced  him  toward  a  lonely  trail  into 
the  Interior  of  the  stale  ana  told  him 
to  git,  and  tendered  ihe  additional  infor- 
mation that  if  he  returned  he  would  dec- 
orate the  lower  end  of  a  hemp  cord. 

"He  'got,'  though  he  protested  his  in- 
nocense  in   vain. 

"The  man  hadn't  gone  more  than  a  cou- 
ple of  miles  when  a  big  bear  loomed  up 
in  his  path  and  made  for  him.  He  turned 
and  ran.  He  forgot  all  about  the  threat 
of  the  men  at  camp,  and  his  path  was  in 
that  direction,  with  the  bear  about  two 
jumps  behind  him.  The  bear  was  making 
a  lot  of  noise  and  the  man  was  howling 
and  shouting,  and  tlie  racket  caused  the 
men  in  camp  to  come  out  to  see  what  was 
going  on. 

"Their  surprise  wai!  great  when  they 
saw  the  pair  come  bounding  down  the 
hill    and    through    the    camp. 

'Just  as  the  man  and  the  bear  reached 
the  middle  of  the  camp,  the  former  runner 
turned  his  head  and  shouted: 

"  'You    d n    cuss.s,    if    that   b'ar    gits 

me,  I  s'pose  you'll  accuse  me  of  thro  win' 
this    race,    too.'  " 

This  isi  not  all  there  is  to  the  story,  for 
when  Mr.  McOarthy  tells  It,  It  is  at  this 
point  that  an  adjournment  of  the  .ses- 
sion is  taken  for  refrshments.  Those  in- 
terested say  that  it  is  due  Mr.  McCarthy 
from  the  public  press  to  establish  his  au- 
thorship  to   the  story.

Among  the  politicians  Mr.  McCarthy 
will  be  rememoered  for  years"  to  come 
through  an  appropriate  and  clear  para- 
phrase he  delivered  at  ti  caucus  of  dele- 
gates before  the  state  Di  mocratlc  coaven- 
tkm  about  eight  years  ago,  which  has 
become  more  or  lees  of  an  epigram  in 
the  state  of  Minnesota.  The  caucus  was 
held  in  the  Merchant's  hotel  and  the 
candidates  were  numerous,  but  Adolph 
Biermann  seemed  to  hive  the  lead  for 
the  nomination  for  comptroller. 

Opi>osition  arose  from  several  quarters, 
but  Mr.  McCarthy  was  trying  to  hold  it 
down  as  much  as  pos.sible.  He  talked  to 
every  point  of  the  compass,  and  then 
he  went  before  the  caucu.s.  Many  names 
were  presented  and  It  looked  bad  for 
Biermann.  A  Swede  had  been  named  to 
run  on  the  Republioan  ticket,  and  this 
was  the  basis  of  Mr.  McCarthy's  re- 
marks. 

"Gentlemen,"  he  said,  "I  come  here  to 
urge  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Biermann. 
He  is  a  man  who,"  and  then  he  continued 
through  the  list  of  "who's"  till  he  came 
to  his  argument,  which  was  just  this: 

"Gentlemen,  we  mu.st  fight  fire  with 
fire.  The  Republicans  put  up  a  Swede; 
we  must  fight  a  Swede  with  a  Swede." 

Thev  did,  and  Mr.  Biermann  was  elected.

The  records  at  the  city  hall  show  that 
kuilding  permits  aggregating  $1,720,535 
■were  issued. 

A  conservative  estimate  places  the 
real  value  of  improvements  at  $'2,250,000. 
Thi.s  is  $530,000  over  the  figures  on  the 
building  inspector's  books,  but  any 
person  that  has  ever  built  a  house,  no 
matter  how  modest,  knows  what  "ex- 
tras"  do  to  the  first  estimates. 

Then  it  is  a  well  established  principle 
In  building  to  save  everything  po.^sible 
in  the  way  of  permit  fees  and  the  cost 
of  .structures  are  usually  put  in  at 
about  one-fourth  less  than  the  figures 
of  the  architects'  original  estimates. 

The  building  during  the  past  year  haj 
•been  most  remarkable.  The  record- 
breaking  figures  are  made  up  mostly  of 
Improvements  to  wholesale  and  retail 
t'stablishments  to  ac<iuire  more  floor 
space  in  order  to  take  care  of  tremen- 
dously increased  business. 

The  building  of  fiats  and  dwellings 
during  the  past  year  has  also  been 
something  enormous. 

Most  of  the  building  during  the  year 
represent.^  Duluth  capital  invested  in 
r>iiluth  material,  furnishing  stealy  em- 
l>loyment  to  Duluth  labor.

John  Grahek.  an  Austrian  miner,  22 
years  of  age,  who  was  convicted  of  man- 
slaughter in  the  first  degree  at  the  last 
term  of  district  court,  was  this  morning 
sentenced  by  Judge  Dibell  to  fourteen 
years  at  hard  labor  in  the  state  prison  at 
Stillwater. 

Grahek  was  accused  of  murdering  Eliaa 
Seatavitch  at  Ely.  Oct.  6,  1902.  A  dance 
was  in  progress  at  the  home  of  one  of  the 
mine  bosses  and  Grahek  and  two  com- 
panions, who  had  not  been  invited,  at- 
tendeil  the  festivities.  Their  presence  was 
resented  and  there  ensued  some  scuffling, 
the  testimony  showing  that  Grahek  drew  a 
revolver  announcing  that  he  was  not 
afraid.  The  owner  of  the  house,  not 
wishing  trouble  on  his  premises,  ordered 
all  the  company  out  ond  the  scuffling  was 
renewed  outside  the  door.  During  the  me- 
lee Grahek  fired  the  shot  which  fatally 
wounded  Seatavitch,  the  injured  man 
staggering  into  the  house,  where  he  ex- 
pired. 

Grahek  was  indicted  for  murder  in  the 
.second  degree  by  the  grand  jury.  At  his 
trial  he  made  a  strong  plea  of  self  de- 
fense, claiming  that  Seatavitch  had  him 
bv  the  throat  and  was  pushing  him 
against  the  ft-nce  when  the  shot  w.is  fired. 
The  defendant  appeared  unmoved  in  court 
when  sentence  was  renderd  this  morning. 
When  he  was  lirst  brought  to  the  county 
jail  he  could  scarcely  speak  a  word  of 
English,  but  he  had  picked  up  enough  of 
the  language  to  understand  the  court 
this  morning.  He  said  he  had  nothing 
to  say  why  sentence  should  not  be  Im- 
posed. 

Judge  Dlbei:  was  quite  brief  in  his 
questittning  of  the  defendant,  learning  his 
age  and  occupation. 
In  imposing  sentence  he  said: 
"It  is  the  Sentence  »ind  judgment  of 
the  court  that  you,  John  Grahek,  as  a 
punishment  for  the  crime  of  manslaught- 
er in  the  first  degree,  of  which  you  have 
bet-n  found  guilty  by  the  jury  and  of 
which  vou  now  stand  convicted,  be  con- 
fined and  imprisoned  in  the  Minnesota 
state  prison  at  Stillwater,  Minn.,  at  hard 
labor  for  the  period  of  fourteen  years. 

As  soon  as  sentence  was  renaered  Gra- 
hek was  remanded   to  jail. 

In  rendering  sentence.  Judge  Dib._ll 
neither  gave  Grahek  the  minimum  nor  the 
maximum  punishment  for  manslaughter 
in  the  first  degree.  Tho  law  provnles  in 
this  case  for  a  punishment  of  not  less 
than  five  vears  nor  more  than  twenty 
years.  Patrick  Rivers  who  was  convict- 
ed over  a  vear  ago  of  manslaughter  in  the 
first  degree,  having  stabbed  to  death  Tom 
Hogan.  was  given  the  limit,  of  twenty 
V  f  *i  rs 

Attornevs  Baldwin  &  Baldwin,  before 
centence  was  rendered  this  morning,  an- 
nounced that  an  application  had  been 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  court  for  a  new 
trial  stipulation  should  be  made  with  the 
coun'tv  attorney  that  the  argument  should 
he  heard  bv  the  court  on  or  before  Jan.  31. 
The  defendant  has  asked  that  the  ver- 
dict be  set  aside  and  a  new  trial  granted 
on  the  ground  that  he  did  not  have  a 
fair  trial,  that  there  was  a  misconduct  on 
tlie  part  of  the  prevailing  party,  and  that 
there  were  errors  in  law  at  the  trial  and 
excepted   to   by   the   defendant.

Blanche  Walsh  has  again  come  into 
her  own.  Whatever  may  be  thought 
of  "The  Daughter  of  Hamikar"  as  a 
play,  the  part  of  Saiammbo  gives  this 
gifte>d  actress  a  role  of  the  character 
for  which  she  seems  best  fitted.  Her 
last  appearances,  here  were  in  "Janice 
Meredith,"  in  which  she  gave  any- 
thing but  pleasure  to  her  aclmireis, 
and  in  "La  Madeline,"  a  Frenchy 
problem  play  that  left  a  very  bad  taste 
in  the  mouth.  Her  return  to  the  classic 
style  of  drama  is  a  welcome  one.  The 
play,  however,  is  not  one  above  the  or- 
dinary. 

"The  Daughter  of  Hamilcar"  is  the 
work  of  Stanislaus  Stange.  who  adapt- 
ed "Quo  Vadis."  and  he  found  the  basis 
for  his  drama  in  Flaubert's  novel, 
though  he  changed  the  story  materially 
in  the  dramatization.  The  scenes  ar^ 
lai.l  in  Carthage  at  the  time  when  the 
Romans  were  threatening  that  city  or* 
one  hand  and  its  own  mercenary  armies 
on  the  other  hand.  Matho,  leader  of 
the  mercenaries  or  "barbarians,"  as 
the  Carthagenians  term  them,  sees 
and  falls  in  love  with  Saiammbo, 
daughter  of  Hamilcar,  commar>ler-in- 
chief  of  the  Carthagenian  army.  He 
braves  the  wrath  of  the  gods,  and 
amid  the  thunder  and  firey  flashes  of 
the  god  Moloch,  steals  from  the  temp'.e 
the  sacred  veil  of  Tanit,  goddess  of  the 
moon,  believing  that  he  can  thereby 
become  the  master  of  Saiammbo.  He 
presents  the  veil  before  her.  but  she 
spurns  him  and  laur»ches  curses  upon 
him  for  his  .sacrilege. 

Despair  comes  over  the  city  with  the 
discovery  of  the  despoiling  of  their 
great  goddess,  and  it  is  declared  that 
the  life  of  the  firstborn  must  be  offered 
up  to  Moloch  as  a  sacrifice  to  appease 
him.  Hannibal,  a  son  of  Hamilcar  and 
brother  of  Saiammbo,  supposed  to  have 
been  sacrificed  to  Moloch  in  his  in- 
fancy but  in  reality  concealed  by  his 
father,  is  discovered  and  he  is  selected 
for  the  sacrifice.  Saiammbo  is  frantic. 
She  learns  that  the  only  way  to  save 
him  is  to  go  to  the  camp  of  the  bar- 
barians and  offer  herself  to  Matho  in 
return  for  the  veil.  For  the  boy's  sake 
she  goes. 

The  most  powerful  scene  of  the  play 
occurs  in  the  tent  of  Matho.  She  tells 
him  she  has  come  for  the  veil  and  he 
seizes  her  in  his  arms  and  pours  out  his 
A  Cuatijred  i  love,  but  she  spurns  him  and  tells  him 
'  she  hates  him.  She  pleads  in  vain  for 
the  veil,  and  finally  offers  herself  to 
him  as  the  price.  At  that  proof  of  de- 
votion to  her  brother  his  heart  is 
touched,  in  spite  of  his  great  desire  to 
possess  her.  He  gives  her  the  veil  and 
tells  her  to  go  as  freely  as  she  came. 
She  departs  overcome  by  his  unex- 
pected magnanimity. 

The  veil  is  restored  barely  in  time  to 
save  her  brother,  and  theu  she  learns 


of  a  plot  to  entrap  and  kill  Matho. 
The  realization  comes  to  her  that  she 
loves  the  barbarian,  who  acted  nobly 
toward  her,  and  she  seelts  to  save  him. 
She  canno  ttell  him  of  the  danger  that 
threatens  him,  for,  in  his  anger,  he 
would  fall  upon  the  city  with  his  army 
and  destroy  it.  She  arranges  a  meet- 
ing, confesses  her  love  for  him,  and 
urges  him  to  fly  with  her.  While  she  is 
urging  him  they  are  surprised  aui 
Matho  captured.  He  believes  that  slie 
has  entrapped  him,  and  Is  led  away 
cursiing  her  for  the  treachery  of  which 
he  believes  her  to  have  been  guilty. 

The  tragedy  which  has  been  hanging 
over  Saiammbo  and  Matho  from  the 
very  beginning  falls  in  the  final  act. 
She  is  seated  upon  a  terrace  with  ail 
Carthage  doing  honor  to  her  as  its 
savior,  but  denying  her  the  one  thing 
for  which  she  asks— the  life  of  Matho. 
From  there  she  sees  the  man  she  loves 
released  from  prison,  to  be  tortured  by 
the  people  of  the  city  as  he  is  ddriveu 
through  the  streets  to  the  temple  of 
Moloch,  where,  if  he  reaches  it  alivo, 
he  is  to  belong  to  the  priests  of  the 
god,  to  be  sacrificed  as  they  may  elect. 
He  reaches  the  steps  of  the  platform 
upon  which  Saiammbo  has  been  seated 
and  there,  after  hearing  again  from  her 
that  she  truly  loves  him,  he  dies.  Sai- 
ammbo in  turn  falls  dead  across  his 
body. 

Like  the  Sardou  roles  in  which  Miss 
Walsh  has  frequently  appeared,  Sai- 
ammbo is  a  creature  of  strong  passions, 
but  it  differs  from  them  in  that  she  i3 
a  woman  of  purity  of  character.  Youth, 
beauty  and  tragic  power  are  demanded 
by  the  part,  and  all  of  these  Miss 
Walsh  Is  able  to  bring  to  It  In  full 
measure. 

The  company  supporting  her  is  of  the 
finest.  Charles  Dalton's  Matho  is  a 
magnificent  piece  of  work,  and  he  wa-i 
no  less  a  star  of  the  production  than 
Mi.ss  Walsh.  He  has  the  great  phy- 
sique required,  a  voice  that  ;s  in  keep- 
ing with  his  frame,  and  is  a  powerful 
and  convincing  actor.  To  mention  all 
deserving  would  be  to  repeat  the  cast, 
for  there  was  not  a  weak  spot  in  It. 

The  mounting  and  dressing  of  the 
plav  Is  on  a  very  elaborate  scale  ana 
In  keeping  with  what  Wagenhals  and 
Kemper  always  do.

YOUNGEST  SOLDIER 


Who  Served    In    the    Union 
Army  In  1860. 

Marion.  Ohio.  Jan.  5. — Notice  of  the 
death  of  William  Taylor,  of  Shamokin, 
Pa  ,  which  went  over  the  wires  re- 
cently with  the  statement  that  he  had 
entered  the  army  when  12  years  9 
months  and  2  days  of  age,  and  was 
probably  the  youngest  soldier  whj 
served  Uncle  Sam  in  the  civil  war,  de- 
velops the  fact  that  his  record  does  not 
compare  for  youth  with  thsit  of  E.  H. 
Dodge,  of  this  city. 

Five  days  after  Mr.  Dodgre's  12th 
birthday  he  volunteered  at  Adrian, 
Mich.,  as  a  drummer  boy  in  the  three- 
months'  service.  A  few  weeks  later  he 
was  enlisted  with  a  Michigan  regiment. 
At  the  expiration  of  his  time  he  re- 
enlisted  for  two  years  with  the  same 
regiment,  and,  having  served  his  time: 
again,  re-enlisted  with  K  Company, 
Forty-seventh  O.  V.  I.,  for  three  years. 
In  all  he  saw  four  years  and  three 
months'  serivce,  and  during  the  latter 
part  of  his  last  enlistment,  having 
grown  strong  enough  to  do  so,  gave  up 
his  drum  for  a  musket.

Philadelphia,  Jan.  5.— The  answer  of 
G.  B.  Markle  &  Co.,  Independent  coal 
operators,  to  the  demands  of  the  miners 
was  made  public  here  yesterday.  Tho 
answer  will  be  suhmitted  to  the  an- 
thracite strike  commission,  which  re- 
assembles in  this  city  today.  It  was 
written  by  John  Markle,  managing 
partner  of  the  firm. 

The  statement  is,  in  part,  as  follows: 
"The  present  firm  was  formed  on  Dec. 
30,  1SJJ9,  for  the  purpose  of  mining  coal 
upon  lands  held  by  the  firm  under  lease 
from  the  Union  Improvement  compai>y 
for  thirty  years  from  Jan.  1,  1890,  and 
from  the  Highland  Coal  company  for 
thirty  years  from  Jan.  1,  1892.  The 
mines  are  situated  at  or  near  Jeddo. 
and  the  firm  operates  the  following  col- 
lieries, viz.:  Jeddo  No.  4,  Highland 
No.  2  and  Highland  No.  5.  The  firm 
employs  about  2400  men,  and  many  of 
its  employes  reside  in  the  village  of 
Freeland,  about  two  miles  distant,  and 
Hazleton,  about  seven  miles  distant 
from  Jeddo.  The  lessees  erected  and 
own  all  the  improvements  upon  the 
property,  including  breakers,  stores, 
shops  and   tenemer>t  houses. 

"From  the  time  of  my  first  connection 
with  the  business,  in  1880,  there  have 
always  been  a  resident  physician  and 
assistant  physicians  upon  the  property 
until  recently,  with  the  exceptlor*  of  a 
short  interval.  The  firm  selected  tJie 
head  physician,  who  chose  his  assist- 
ant, and  we  collected  75  cents  a  month 
for  the  married  men  and  50  cents  a 
month  for  the  single  men  over  21,  and 
the  amount  collected  was  paid  over  Lo 
the  physiciari  without  charge  or  deduc- 
tion therefor.  This  arrangement  was 
not  compulsory  upon  the  men  or  fam- 
ilies. 

"In  the  early  part  of  1898  my  wife 
employed,  at  her  own  expense,  a 
trained  nurse  to  look  after  the  sick, 
and  later,  when  this  nurse  retired, 
another  nurse  from  St.  Duke's  hospital 
in  Bethlehem  took  her  place,  who  in- 
troduced the  system  of  district  nursing 
in  the  borough  of  Jeddo  and  in  the 
neighboring  villages. 

"Stores  for  the  sale  of  general  mer- 
chandise and  of  miners'  supplies  have 
always  been  maintained  upon  the  prop- 
erty, and  have  beer*  and  are  an  accom- 
modation to  the  men  and  their  fam- 
ilies. The  men  have  never  been  re- 
quired to  deal  there. 

"By  the  terms  of  the  coal  leases,  G.  B. 
Markle  &  Co.  are  required  to  pay  all 
the  taxes  upon  the  property.  The  taxes 
paid  by  the  coal  operatohs  constitute 
the  largest  portion  of  the  taxes  col- 
lected in  the  county." 

Continuing,  the  ariswer  says  a  slid- 
ing scale  basis  of  labor  had  been  agreed 
upon  in  1875  and  had  from  that  time 
been  generally  in  force  in  the  Lehigh 
region.  In  September,  1897,  a  com- 
mittee of  miners  presented  certain  de- 
mands to  the  firm.  An  agreement  was 
then  in  existence  between  the  company 
and  men  to  settle  differences  by  arbitra- 
tion. The  company  replied  to  the  de- 
mands and  received  no  further  com- 
munication from  the  miners.  Work  at 
the  mines  continued  uninterrupted  until 
the  latter  part  of  1900,  when  John 
Mitchell  made  his  headquarters  at 
Hazleton  and  endeavored  to  organize 
the  Markle  employes. 

In  September,  1900,  another  list  of 
grievances  was  furnished  the  fiim  the 
company's  answer  being  that  if  the 
men  were  not  satisfied  with  the  reply 
the  officers  would  be  willing  to  arbi- 
trate. The  next  communication  from 
the  men  demamSed  arbitration,  but  tho 
committee  selected  by  the  employes  re- 
Dorted  that  the  latter  had  broken  their 
agreement  with  the  company  by  strik- 
ing before  their  grievances  had  been 
submitted  to  arbitration. 

Finally,  on  Oct.  27,  1900,  a  committee 
of  the  men  appealed  to  the  firm  for  an 
adjustment  of  the  differences.  This  was 
accomplished,  and  on  Oct.  29  work  was 
resumed  at  the  mines. 
The  answer  further  states: 
"Between  1900  and  1902  many  requests 
were  made  for  the  correction  of  alleged 
grievances  which  were  all  taken  up  and 
considered  and  acted  upon;  but  neithei 
individually  nor  collectively,  orally  or 
in  writing,  did  the  men  make  any  com- 
plaint in  reference  to  the  method  of 
collecting  the  dues  for  the  doctors  or 
the  prices;  nor  was  attention  called  to 
any  perfect  defect  in  respect  to  ven- 
tilation; or  unfair  treatment  at  the 
store;  nor  as  to  the  size  of  the  car«, 
nor  as  to  the  slope  cleaning,  or  the 
decking  until  April.  1902,  and  we  had 
every  reason  to  believe  that,  taken  as  a 
whole,  the  men  were  entirely  satisfied 
with  the  condition  of  their  employment. 
"In  the  coures  of  the  hearings  at 
Scranton,  complaint  was  made  of  the 
size  of  the  cars,  but  in  reality  the  size 
has  not  been  changed.  as  will  be 
proved  by  the  testimony  of  the  build- 
ers, who  will  be  produced.  It  was  also 
alleged  that  the  docking  was  excessive, 
but  the  accountant  will  testify  that  it 
was  less  than  2  per  cent.  Objecion  was 
also  made  that  the  full  10  per  cent  ad- 
vance was  not  given.  The  manner  in 
which  the  advance  was  computed  was 
repeatedly  explained  to  the  men,  and  k 
will  be  shown  by  the  expert  accountant 
that  it  was  correctly  calculated." 

Referring  to  the  appointment  of  the 
commission,  Mr.  Markle  says: 

Aa  we  had  not  been  parties  to  the 
correspondence  under  which  the  an- 
thracite strike  commission  was  appoint- 
ed, and  the  strike  declared  off,  we  were 
not  willing  to  permit  our  men  to  return 
to  work  without  a  distinct  understand- 
ing that  they  would  abide  by  the  award 
to  be  made  by  the  commission.  Notice 
was  accordingly  posted  that  those 
wishing  to  secure  employment  should 
call  at  the  office  and  should  bring  with 
them  the  grass  checks  which  they  had. 
When  this  notice  was  posted,  we  were 
Informed  that  some  of  the  men  object- 
ed, upon  the  ground  that  the  men 
should  be  taken  back  in  a  body,  and  the 
rumor  was  started  to  the  effect  that 
they  would  be  required  to  sign  an  iron- 
clad agreement,  as  a  condition  of  going 
to  work.  Many  of  the  notices  weie 
torn  down,  pickets  were  stationed  In 
the  neighborhood  of  the  offlce  and  along 
the  lines  of  road,  to  prevent  the  men 
from  coming  to  the  office,  where  they 
might  have  defined  the  truth,  and  ar-

The  net  earnings  of  the  evicted  men 
for  the  year  1901.  according  to  the 
statement,  varied  from  $350  to  $1000.

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Jan.  6.— Circulars  have 
been  received  from  George  W.  Darr,  ex- 
Senator  William  Flinn,  John  Stevenson, 
Jr.,  and  J.  P.  Whitla  by  stockholders  of 
the  Sharon  Steel  company,  showing  some 
of  the  details  of  the  melon  cutting  in- 
dulged in.  Stockholders  are  requested  to 
deposit  their  shares  in  the  Union  Trust 
company  before  January  8  and  receive 
receipts  for  the  United  States  Steel  Cor- 
poration bonds.  The  circular  shows  that 
the  Sharon  cash  Investment  was  said  to 
have  been  $11,000,000,  exclusive  of  the  iron 
ore  properties,  which  cost  the  company 
$300,000  and  which  its  officers  valued  at 
$5,000,000.  The  capital  of  the  company 
Is  $6,(»00.000,  while  bonds  of  $3,500,000  are 
outstjanding,  Indicating  a  floating  debt 
of  $l,5fiO.0OO.  The  .stockholders  receive  a 
little   over    two    to   one. 

The  amount  actually  exceeds  that  as 
the  bonds  are  guaranteed  by  the  United 
States  Steel  corporation,  which  gives  them 
a  premium  of  at  least  $100  per  bond.  The 
arrangement  by  which  the  corporation 
acquires  the  property  without  a  bond  issue 
of  Its  own  will  probably  be  a  surprise 
to  those  who  have  been  watching  the  deal. 
Improvements  to  be  made  at  Donora  to 
cost  anywhere  from  $8,000,000  to  $10,000,000 
so  that  the  Mellons  and  H.  C.  Frick  re- 
ceive at  least  $22,000,000  for  property,  on 
which  it  Is  estimated  less  than  one-third 
of  that  amount  has  been  expended. 

The  circular  is  Interesting  in  its  detail 
and  follows: 

On  November  2,  1902.  the  undersigned 
entered  into  a  written  agreement  with 
A.  W.  Mellon,  R.  B.  Mellon  and  W.  H. 
Donner,  whereby  said  parties  agreed  to 
complete  the  organization  pf  the  Uniap

In  case  we  should  deliver  less  than  the 
full  amount  of  said  stock.  The  amount 
of  stock  of  Union  to  be  received  in  pay- 
ment for  the  stock  of  Sharon,  howev-er. 
was  further  dependent  upon  the  result  of 
an  audit  of  the  books  of  the  company 
as  to  Its  cash  investments  and  net  assets, 
which  provisions  of  said  agreement  so  far 
as  they  relate  to  the  amount  to  be  paid 
for  the  stock  of  Sharon  are  as  follows: 

"The  parties  of  the  .second  part  (William 
Flinn,  George  W.  Darr,  John  Stevenson,

"The  amount  of  stock  to  be  received 
by  the  parties  of  the  second  part  and 
their  associates  shall  be  Increased  or 
diminished  by  the  amount  of  the  invest- 
ment in  Sharon,  ascertained  as  above 
provided,  as  shall  be  found  by  the  auditor 
to  exceed  or  fall  short  of  the  sum  of 
$11,000,(100. 

"It  is  further  understood  that  each 
party  hereto  hereby  guarantees  to  the 
other  that  the  assets  herein  described 
are  net  assets  after  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  current  liabilities." 

Since  the  making  of  this  agreement, 
however,  the  pl.^n  has  been  materially 
changed  by  a  further  contract  wherebv

In  case  the  cash  investment  of  Sharon 
ascertained  as  therein  provided  shall  fall 
below  $11,000,000,  the  amount  of  bonds  to 
be  received  by  the  vendors  hereunder 
shall  be  reduced  by  the  amount  that  the 
said  cash  investment  shall  fall  short  of

It  is  further  provided  in  said  agreement 
that  all  disputes  as  to  questions  of  fact 
arising  thereunder  shall  be  settled  by  ar- 
bitration.

Jan.  5.— The  beautiful, 
young  wife  of  Frank  Tucker,  superin- 
tendent of  the  city  infirmary,  and  for 
twenty-flve  years  one  of  the  most 
prominent  Republican  politicians  in  the 
county,  has  eloped  from  Cincinnati  with 
Richard  Smith,  42  years  old,  a  married 
man  many  years  her  senior,  superinten- 
dent of  his  brother  James'  machine 
shop.

They 
are  supposed  to  have  fled  on  last  Tues- 
day afternoon. 

The  night  before  Smith  went  to  the 
honn>  ot  Mrs.  Tucker,  at  808  West 
Eighth  street,  at  the  hour  of  niidniglit 
in  a  carriage.

Jone-s.  were  sleeping  in  a  room  adjoin- 
ing that  of  Mrs.  Tucker.  The  latter,  in 
obedience  to  the  rough  commands  of 
Smith,  opened  the  door,  and  he  stalked 
inti>  her  bedroom,  threatening  her  life, 
that  of  her  husband  and  her  mother 
and  sister  if  she  did  not  get  dresseJ 
and  go  with  him.

CHINOOK 


Brings  Railroad  Business 

to  a  Standstill  at 

Tacoma. 

Tacoma.  Wash.,  Jan.  5.— Business  was 
at  a  standstill  o.i  the  Northern  Pacific 
yesterday,  not  a  train  leaving  the  city 
and  the  railroad  officials  are  unable  to 
maki*  any  definito  statement  as  to  the 
future.  The  chinook  still  provalls  and 
water  is  pouring  down  the  cascades  in 
torrents.  At  Martin,  on  the  east  side  of 
the  tunnel  there  is  a  washout  of  nearly 
300  fett,  while  several  places  between 
the  tunnel  and  Kllensburg  :ire  under  wat- 
t-r  or  the  tracks  covtTod  dvi'p  in  mud. 

There  are  five  washouts  on  the  main 
line  between  Castle  Rock  and  Keiso. 
There  are  innumerable  slides  all  the  way 
from  Oosmospolis  to  the  ti-rminus  on  the 
Gray's  Harbor  branch.  The  Auburn  cut- 
off is  under  water  for  one  mile.  Nearly 
a  mile  of  track  is  gone  in  one  place  <m 
Green  river.  Five  or  six  other  washouts 
are  reported  between  I..ester  and  Pal- 
mer. The  big  washout  at  Martin  is  fol- 
lowed by  a  succesasion  of  washouts  and 
landslides  all  the  way  to  iUllensburg.  The 
south  bed  branch  is  tmder  water  and 
coupled  with  slides  from  \Villai>a  to  the 
terminus,  making  the  road  impassible. 

The  company  has  two  passenger  trains 
tied  up  at  Maywood  and  are  taking  the 
best  care  possible  of  the  passengers. 
There  are  slides  ahead  and  washouts  be- 
hind, and  arrangements  are  l)eing  made 
to  get  supplies  to  the  trains.  There  is  no 
way  to  get  the  passengers  out  at  present 
owing  to  the  washing  out  of  all  the  road 
bridges  in  that  section.  Not  a  county 
road  can  be  followed  a  single  direction. 
One  passenger  train  is  bound  up  at  Les- 
ter, where  the  passengers  are  also  being 
cared  for  by  the  railroad.  No  communi- 
cation is  possible  either  way  until  the 
water  shall   have   abated. 

The  Great  Northern  is  in  exactly  slna- 
ilar    predicament. 

RECONCILIATION 

Between  Crown   Prince   and 
Princess  Is  Possible. 

Vienna.  Jan.  5.— Reports  have  been  re- 
ceived here  from  sources  closely  connect- 
ed with  the  court  of  Saxony  of  a  possible 
reconciliation  between  the  crown  princess 
of  Saxony  and  her  husband.  The  family 
of  the  crown  princess'  unborn  child,  de- 
siring its  birth  to  occur  untier  conditions 
permitting  of  proper  identification,  and 
to  prevent  possible  substitution,  whicii  It 
is  supposed  the  princess  might  attempt 
if  the  crown  princes  family  attempted 
to  claim  the  child.  The  crown  princ^'  is 
reported  as  even  now  unwilling  to  aban- 
don the  belief  that  the  unborn  child  may 
be  his  own.  While  King  George  angrily 
insists  that  his  sons  taithless  wife  be 
cast  adrift.  It  is  understood  that  the 
crown  prince  places  no  olistacles  in  the 
wav  of  a  reconciliation  should  his  wife 
be  willing  to  come  back.

Two  Actions  Are  Begun, 
Both  Charging  De- 
sertion. 

Two  new  divorce  actions  were  started 
in  district  court  Saturday  afternoon. 
Lena  Hietala  asks  a  decree  of  divorce 
from  Herman  A.  Hietala,  and  Alice 
Wade  wishes  permanent  separation 
from  Hampton  Wade,  on  the  grounds 
of  desertion.

She  alleges  that  the  defend- 
ant went  to  Wakefield,  Miih.,  where  he 
worked  In  the  mines  and  where  he  re- 
sided when  she  last  heard  of  him. 

Plaintiff  asks  for  an  absolute  decrtt 
of  di^^t:;e.  Her  attorney  is  David  M. 
De  Vo-^  - 

In  the  Wade  divorce  action,  the  plain- 
tiff alleges  that  she  is  49  years  of  age 
and  defendant  is  57  y/'ars;  that  they 
were  married  In  Murhpysboro,  Jackson 
county,  111.,  Jan.  1,  1871,  and  lived  to- 
gether continuously  up  to  Aug.  31,  1901, 
when,  without  cause,  the  defendant  left 
iier  and  never  returned;  that  he  did  not 
since  offer  to  contribute  to  her  support. 

In  her  complaint  the  plaintiff  alleges 
that  six  children  resulted  from  the  mar- 
riage, the  youngest  one  being  now  16 
years  of  age.  She  alleges  that  she  does 
not  know  the  whereabouts  of  the  de- 
fendant. 

The  decree  is  asked  for  on  the 
grounds  of  desertion.

Albert  Withers  Is  Fined 

$50  For  Not  Obeying 

Subpoena. 

Albert  T.  Withers,  a  colored  witness, 
who  was  arrested  yesterday  and  cited 
to  appear  this  morning  and  give  cause 
why  he  should  not  be  punished  for 
contemiit  of  court,  will  spend  the  next 
sixty  days  in  the  county  Jail.  He  will 
also  have  to  pay  a  fine  of  $50.  This 
sentt-.ice  was  imposed  during  the 
muining  ses.sion  of  distiict  court,  by 
Judge  Dibell. 

County  Attorney  John  McClintock, 
who  wa.s  first  sworn,  stated  that,  when 
the  last  grand  jury  met  an  attempt 
was  made  to  have  Timothy  Kiley  in- 
dicted for  as.sault,  it  oemg  claimed 
that  he  had  made  threats  against  an- 
other man  with  a  loadwi  revolver.  He 
said  that  Withers  had  been  summoned 
by  subpoena  to  appear  befoi-e  the 
g'land  jury,  his  testimony  being  re- 
garded as  very  necessary  to  make  out 
a  case,  but  that  he  ALX  not  appear  dur- 
ing the  sessions  of  the  gi"and  jury  and 
could  not  be  found  in  the  city. 

Withers,  when  asked  if  he  was  ready 
for  his  hearing,  said  he  had  no  money 
to- engage  a  lawyer  and  might  as  well 
go  ahead  and  tell  the  circumstances. 
When  sworn  he  stated  that  the  .sub- 
poena had  been  served  on  him,  but 
that  he  could  not  read  It  and  after- 
wards lost  the  paper.  He  acknowledged 
that  the-  deputy  sheriff  read  the  sub- 
poena, but  claimed  that  he  did  not 
fully  understand  it.  He  admitted  that  i 
he  understood  that  lie  was  to  appear 
befor<e  the  grand  jury  as  a  witness, 
but  lie  did  not  realize  the  seriousness 
of  the  offense  in  not  obeying  the  sum- 
mons. He  made  the  plea  that,  at  the 
time  the  subpoena  was  served,  he  had 
lo.st  his  position,  had  no  friends  or 
relatives  and  was  starving,  that  when 
the  position  of  second  cook  on  the 
steamer  India  was  offered  to  him  he 
could  do  nothing  else  but  accept,  in- 
tending to  return  to  Duluth  and  ap- 
pear before  the  grand  jury.  He  claimed 
that  he  could  not  fill  the  r'osition  on 
the  India  and  was  let  off  at  the  Soo, 
where  he  remained  wonting  as  porter 
in  saloons  until  he  had  enough  money 
to  get  back  to  the  head  of  the  lakes. 
He  told  the  court  that  on  his  return 
he  worked  for  a  time  in  West  Superior 
and  then  got  a  job  at  the  Merchants' 
hotel,  where  he  began  work  last  Tues- 
da;-. 

Judge  Dibell  held  that  the  evidence 
showed  the  defendant  was  guilty  of 
contempt  of  court  in  that  he  had  a 
reckless  regard  of  the  subpoena,  al- 
though it  was  evident  that  he  did  not 
leave  the  city  to  shield  anybody.  The 
court  held  that  contempt  of  court 
should  be  puni.«!hed  although  the  pun- 
ishment should  be  mitigated  by  cer- 
tain circumstances,  as  in  Withers' 
case.        Sentence    was    then    Imposed. 

Withers  took  his  'punishment  to 
heart  and  wept  bitterly  as  he  was  led 
out  of  court.

Contemplating  Its  Past

New  Y^ork,  Jan.  5.— Henry  Clews'  weekly 
financial  review  says:  The  year  opens 
under  somewhat  different  auspices  than 
in  1902.  Then  the  top  of  the  "boom'  was 
not  in  sight.  Today  it  has  been  fairly 
passed;  at  least  so  far  as  Wall  street  i.? 
concerned.  While  the  industrial,  commer- 
cial and  agricultural  interests  of  the 
country  continue  enjoying  greit  prosper- 
ity, Wall^street  Is  soberly  contemplating 
its  past  excesses.  The  period  of  Intoxica- 
tion is  over;  the  depression  following  has 
also  fairly  passed  off.  but  the  rank  and 
file  are  still  pondering  over  the  extra- 
ordinar.v  doings  of  the  last  few  year.*? 
and  endeavoring  to  return  to  more  normal 
conditioni5.  The  result  is  a  somewhat  con- 
fused  though  not  unpromising  outlook. 

A  look  into  trtide  conditions  shows  that 
the  volume  of  business  continues  on  an 
enormous  scale.  The  growth  of  popula- 
tion and  the  spread  of  prosperity  among 
the  masses  mean  a  great  consumption  of 
the  necessarieu  and  comforts  of  life,  to 
say  nothing  of  luxuries  in  demand  by  the 
wealthy.  The  spirit  of  lavlshness  is 
abroad  In  sharp  contnist  with  a  former 
splrjjl  of  economy;  and  this  alone  is  a 
tremendous  trade  stimulant.  In  many 
cases  production,  rapidlv  as  it  in?  increas- 
ing In  various  lines,  has" failed  thus  far  to 
overtake  consumption,  and  so  prices  con- 
tinue high.  All  the  chief  Industries  are 
(actively  employed;  and,  if  profits  are 
declining,  the  volume  of  orders  shows  no 
diminution.  Everyone  has  been  expecting 
a  reaction  In  the  iron  trade;  yet  the  great 
steel  corporation  is  (still  rushed  wltb  or- 
ders and  has  plenty  of  bu.siness  in  sight 
for  months  to  corne  in  spite  of  increased 
competition;  the  development  of  the 
country  and  new  uses  for  iron  settln.t; 
aside  all  calculations  based  upon  former 
standards.  •  The  tsame  is  true  in  many 
other  lines  of  industry,  old  establishments 
■  ind  new  ones  being  fully  emplove<i,  Mith 
no  immediate  prospect  of  oversupplv.  In 
the  agricultural  field  similar  condition.-* 
prevail.  Another  crop  failure  like  that  of 
1901  would  have  been  dis.astrous.  Instead, 
we  have  been  favored  with  large  <rops 
and  good  prices,  so  that  the  farmiii:;  1 
claL-!.ses  are  unusually  well-to-do.  Through- 
out the  West  there  is  great  ictivity  and 
astonishing  development.  This  i.-?  demon- 
strated by  the  congested  condition  of  traf- 
fic on  all  the  principal  railroads,  as  well 
as  by  the  fact  that  the  freight  moved  on 
the  Great  Lakes  in  1J102  was  about  27  per 
<ent  greater  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Just  how-  soon  the  progrevs.»ive  movement 
will  exhaust  it-?elf  cinnot  be  foretold: 
but  these  activities  are  marvelous  testi- 
mony of  the  vigorous  growth  of  the 
country.  There  are  indications,  how- 
ever, that  the  pendulum  has  swung  al- 
most to  :ts  limit,  one  b^ing  the  specula- 
tion in  real  estate  throughout  the  coun- 
try. ICxperlence  shows  that  all  great 
trade  movements  are  followed  bv  heavy 
Investme.its  In  real  estate  after  everv 
other  field  has  been  exploited.  There  is 
no  reason  to  believe  otherwise  than  that 
the  same  rule  will  hold  true  a^jain.  In- 
creasing importations  must  not  be  lost 
of  as  depression  abroad  encourages  the 
shipment  of  products  at  prices  that  must 
sooner  or  later  compete  with  our  own. 
The  presejit  outlook,  however,  is  for  an- 
other good  season,  to  be  continued  at 
least  until  the  next  harvest,  and  that  will 
be  a  ^jlvotal  test;  for  good  crops  inver- 
lably  insure  good  times,  while  a  partial 
failure,  should  It  come  this  sea.son,  will 
certainly    precipitate     reaction. 

As  for  condition  within  the  stock  mar- 
ket, they  show  distinct  improvement.  Of 
course  national  presperlty  is  the  bed-rock 
of  values  on  the  stock  exchange;  specula- 
tive excesses  of  the  last  few  years  natu- 
rally produced  the  recent  sever*'  reaction. 
But  Wall  street  has  commenced  discount- 
ing all  the  good  features  again,  anil  is 
now  recovering  from  the  forced  contrac- 
tion that  followed  the  Inflation  of  1901 
and  1902.  There  is  still  a  large  mass  of 
undigested  securities  to  be  disposed  of, 
and  while  money  continues  high  stocks 
cannot  do  excessive  climoing.  Neverthe- 
less, the  liquidation  of  the  last  three 
months  has  done  good;  credit  is  in  better 
shape  and  money  promises  to  be  easier 
following  the  large  annual  disbursements 
and  a  return  of  currency  from  the  interi- 
or. Our  indebtedness  abroad  has  been  re- 
duced, and  exports  of  corn  and  cotton 
should  soon  Increase,  thus  diminishing  the 
tendencies  for  gold  exports  that  later  on 
will  have  to  be  reckoned  with.  Another 
consideration  remains  which  need  not  be 
forgotten.  The  market  Is  in  control  of 
strong  hands,  and  concentration  In  bank- 
ing, railroads  and  Industrials  has  created 
a  resisting  force  of  great  and  unknown 
capacity.  Tl:^  vast  power  can  be  readily 
used  to  restrain  downward  movements; 
its  effectiveness  in  stopping  a  sjieculative 
mania  has  already  been  demonstrated 
during  the  last  three  months;  and  so  long 
as  It  Is  used  for  steadying  purposes,  rath- 
er than  promoting  questionable  ventures, 
the  effect  on  the  stock  market  will  be 
beneficial.  January  should  witness  a 
more  active  market.  There  is  much  leap 
reason  for  suspense;  prices  have  had  a 
sharp  decline,  and  the  ojiportunities  for 
trading  promise  to  be  safer  and  more 
attr.actlve  than  In  the  last  two  months. 
Conservatism,  however.  Is  still  the  wisest 
course. 


Treaty  Discussed  By  Pres- 
ident and  Various 
Senators. 

W'ashington,  Jan.  6.— Senator  CuIIom, 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  foreign  re- 
lations, had  an  extended  conference  with 
the  president  today  concerning  the  Cuban 
reciprocity  treaty  which  is  pending  be- 
fore his  committee.  It  is  the  jiurpose  to 
have  a  meeting  of  the  committee  on  Wed- 
nesday to  consider  the  treaty.  He  hopes 
that  it  may  be  reported  from  the  com- 
mittee to  the  ser.ate  either  the  latter  part 
of  this  week  or  the  lirst  of  next  and  as 
soon  as  possible  after  that.  He  will 
move  for  Its  consideration  by  the  sen- 
ate. Senator  Cullom  believes  that  while 
some  opiK)sltion  to  the  treaty  has  de- 
veloped  It  will   be   ratified. 

L<ater  Senators  Aldrich  of  Rhode 
Island  and  Foraker  of  Ohio  had  inter- 
views with  the  president,  during  which 
the  status  of  the  Cuban  treaty  waa 
discussed  briefly.  Both  senators  ara 
confident  that  the  treaty  will  be  rati- 
fied. 

President  Roosevelt's  confidence  in 
the  success  of  the  treaty  has  not  been 
shaken  in  the  least  by  the  rumors  cf 
opposition.  In  fact,  during  the  past 
few  days  he  has  received  assurances, 
from  some  of  those  senators  who  last 
spring  opposed  the  Cuban  legislation 
that  they  would  support  the  treaty.  It 
is  understood,  also,  that  many  of  the 
beet  sugar  men  have  withdrawn  their 
opposition  to  the  ratification  of  'the 
treaty.    This  action  they  have  indicate  I 


to  the  president  and  to  eenatoiB  wha 
stood  with  them  last  spring  in  the  fight 
against  the  proposed  Cuban  legislatiou. 
It  is  pointed  out  by  administration 
senators  there  is  no  likelihood,  as  pre- 
viously suggested,  that  in  the  event  of 
the  extension  to  Cuba  of  tariff  conceo- 
sions,  Germany,  France  or  other  Euro- 
pean nation.s,  will  ask  for  similar  ad- 
vantages under  the  fi.vored  nation 
clause.  They  might  request  that  simi- 
lar concessions  be  granted  to  them,  it 
la  said,  but  they  could  not  ask  for  or 
demand  them  as  a  matter  of  right. 
Their  request  would  be  a  subject  for 
consideration.  Reciprocity  treaties  may 
bo  made  between  only  two  nations 
without  reference  to  the  favored  nation 
clause.  Any  tariff  arrangement  made 
between  the  United  States  and  Cuba, 
therefore,  if  concluded  in  the  form  of 
a  treaty,  could  not  be  regarded  by  any 
other  nation  as  the  basis  of  a  demand 
upon  this  country  that  it  be  afforded 
advantages  equal  to  those  granted  to 
the  Cuban  republic.

U.  H.  iJrlggs,  of  St.  Paul,  father  of 
the  movement,  speaking  of  the  Duluth 
idea,  says: 

"I  think  if  the  Duluth  fans  will  con- 
sult the  map  they  will  .see  that  a  cir- 
cuit with  Winnipeg  and  Fargo  is  im- 
practicable if  not  totally  impossible. 

"Note  the  jump  from  Winona  to 
Winnipeg— over  600  miles— at  $12  rail- 
road fart-  per  man.  The  extreme  juniu 
on  thf  circuit  first  propo.se.l  would  b'i 
from  Duluth  to  Green  Hay— about  half 
that    (lidtance. 

"When  you  arrive  at  Green  Bay  yon 
are  onl.v  twenty-five  miles  from  the 
next  t<r,\  n  on  the  circuit,  whiie  on  tin, 
other  hand,  your  next  town— Fargo — is 
:;jU  mill.';;  away. 

■"If  it  is  thought  undesirable  to  take 
in  Oshkosh  and  Green  Bay  or  other 
towns  in  that  vicinity,  take  on  Ashland 
and  Washburn.  1  am  informed  that 
Washburn  could  furnish  the  required 
11400  people  per  week. 

"In  that  case  I  should  strongly  favor 
Wa.shburn  and  Ashland  for  that  would 
reduce  the  liansijortation  expen.-?es  of 
the   league. 

"Another  ubstacle  in  the  way  of 
Winnipeg  and  Fargo  is  the  fact  that 
they  are  in  the  Northern  league,  which 
has  four  paying  teams— namely,  Winni- 
pes  Fargo.  Crookston  and  fJrand 
Forks.  It  would  be  impossible  to  get 
Winnipeg  and  Fargo  without  taking  in 
tilt  other  two. 

"Would  it  not  be  a  good  thing  for  the 
fans  of  Duluth.  Superior,  Chippewa 
Falls  nn  1  Kau  Ciaire  to  get  together 
and  organize  the  league.  If  they  do  tiii.^ 
and  elect  some  executive  oHicer  there 
would  be  no  trouble  in  getting  four 
good   towns.

Shows   No    Regret 

For  His  Erring. 

The  recreant  husband  of  Mrs.  Lillc> 
W.  Hayden,  of  Duluth,  who  was  lo- 
cated in  .Seattle  by  tht>  wife  whom  he 
had  deserted,  is,  apparently,  a  brazen 
individual.  He  displays  no  feeling 
over  what  he  has  done  and  when^  kc 
was  upbraided  by  his  wife  for  pas^lug 
another  woman  off  as  his  wife,  merely 
laughed  and  Siid  it  was  "the  custom 
in   this  ^^'estern  country." 

The  Seattle  Times  of  Dec.  30  said  of 
their    meeting: 

"Mrs.  Lille  Hayden,  who  had  hei* 
husband  arrested  yesterday  afternoon 
on  the  charge  of  adultery,  visited  him 
at  the  county  jail  this  morning.  She 
made  a])plication  to  Chief  Deputy  Cor- 
coran for  permission  to  see  and  talk 
to  her  husband,  whic-h  was  granted 
with  the  proviso  that  one  of  the  jailers 
should  be  present.  She  consented  to 
that  arrangement,  and  added  that  she 
did  not  know  that  he  would  be  glad  to 
see  her,  but  that  she  desired  to  take 
a  peep  at  him,  anyway. 

"MrK.  Hayden  was  taken  down  stairs 
and  shown  into  the  hospital  ward, 
where  her  husband  occupied  a  cot 
near  the  door.  The  meeting  was  some- 
what tame  and  devoid  of  any  special 
feeling  or  incident  until  Hayden  made 
an  insinuating  remark  regarding  his 
wife's  conduct  since  he  left  Duluth. 
Mrs.  Hayden's  anger  was  aroused  by 
the  terms  and  she  told  him  that  he 
"was  a  contemptible  liar,  and  the  best 
thing  he  could  do  was  to  die.' 

"After  Mrs.  Hayden  left  her  husband 
she  talked  with  the  jail  officials  quite 
freely    about    her    troubles. 

•■  'We  have  a  little  7-year-old  .girl." 
she  said,  "who  talks  of  her  papa  a 
great  deal,  and  I  do  not  like  to  return 
to  Duluth  and  tell  her  the  truth  about 
him.  1  would  very  much  prefer  to  go 
back  and  tell  her  that  her  papa  is 
dea  I.  for  that  would  end  all  of  our 
trouoles.  (^ur  little  girl  and  myself 
have  often  talked  about  the  time  when 
papa  would  return  from  ihe  ivloiuiike 
with  lots  of  money  and  the  good  times 
we  would  tht«n  have.  Do  you  know 
when  I  upbraided  him  for  pa.sslng^  an- 
other woman  off  as  his  wife  he  merely 
laughed  and  said  "it  is  the  custom  in 
this  Western  country  to  do  that 
way."  ' 

"Mrs.  Hayden  8tate<l  that  her  hus- 
band tcld  her  that  the  'other  woman' 
has  returned  to  her  home  in  Maine  and 
has  not  been  in  Seattle  for  some  days.'* 

In  an  edittuial  the  following  day.  the 
times  said  scathingly: 

"That  man  Hayden  lies  when  he  says 
that  it  is  the  custom  of  this  country 
to  maljitain  an  unlawful  wife  here, 
while  a  lawful  wife  remains  back  East.

The  only  contract  I  haye 
is  with  the  people  of  the  state  of  New 
York  to  serve  them  for  two  y»>ars,  and 
that  1  propose  to  do  to  the  best  of  my 
ability."

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington.  Jan.  5.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  president's  first  recep- 
tion for  the  year  1903  passed  off  with- 
out any  unusual  incident.  The  day  was 
an  ideal  one  and  crowds  were  out  in 
force.  It  was  the  first  opportunity 
offered  the  general  public  to  see  the 
renovated  White  House,  and  the  pub- 
lic did  not  neglect  its  opportunity. 

There  are  many  people  in  Washing- 
ton who  have  made  It  their  ar»nual 
practice  to  attend  the  first  executive 
reception  of  the  season.  Among  theso 
an  incident  of  just  twenty  years  ago 
is  brought  vividly  to  memory  today. 

It  was  on  the  1st  of  January,  1883, 
that  President  Arthur  suddenly  left 
the  receiving  lines  and  ordered  th? 
rooms  closed.  The  reception  came  to  a 
sudden  end,  and  the  reason  for  it  was 
thus  recorded  in  the  Post  of  Jan.  2: 

"Minister  Allen,  representing  the 
Hawaiian  kingdom  in  this  counliy, 
arrived  at  the  executive  mansion  at  11 
o'clock  and  seemed  to  be  in  his  usual 
health.  Being  the  oldest  member  of 
the  diplomatic  corps  he  took  precedence 
in  waiting  upon  the  president.  After 
shaking  hands  with  the  latter  he 
mingled  for  half  an  hour  with  the 
throng  in  tlie  east  room.  Just  before  12 
o'clock  he  went  to  the  cloak  room  to 
secure  his  coat  and  hat,  and  his  car- 
riage was  called,  his  purpose  being  to 
call  next  upon  the  secretary  of  state, 
when  he  suddenly  staggered  and  fell. 
Instantly  several  per.sons  gathered 
about  the  prostrate  man,  who  was  sub- 
sequently lifted  and  placed  on  a  sofa 
and  Surgeon  General  Wales,  of  th.> 
navy,  who  was  in  the  house  at  the 
time,  was  summoned.  Gen.  Basil 
Norris  responded  to  the  call  also,  but 
neither  could  afford  relief  to  the  afflict- 
ed man.  who  died  a  few  minutes  after 
12  o'clock." 

In  18S3  the  Hawaiian  kingdom  was 
diplomatically  speaking,  the  most  im- 
portant represented  in  Washington. 
His  Excellency  Elisha  Humt  Allen  had 
served  in  the  capacity  of  minister  for 
a  quarter  of  a  century*.  Because  of  his 
long  service  he  was  the  doyen  of  tlie 
diplomatic  corps  and  took  precedence 
over  the  representatives  of  all  the 
great  European  powers.  Today  Hawaii 
is  a  part  of  the  United  States,  and  no 
representative  of  any  other  minor  r?- 
public  or  kingdom  ever  again  headed 
the  diplomatic  corps,  for  the  reason 
that  the  big  powers  are  now  represent- 
ed in  Washington  by  ambassadors,  who 
form  a  small  coterie  by  themselves,  and 
if  all  of  them  should  be  first  recognized 
by  the  president  on  the  morning  of 
Dec.  31,  they  would  still  take  prece- 
cence  over  ministers,  even  though  some 
of   the   latter   might   have    served    fo* 

half  a  century.

A  good  story  Is  told  on  the  represen- 
tative of  a  leading  "Western  newspaper 
In  connection  with  this  shocking  ter- 
mination of  that  New  Tear's  reception. 
The  gentleman  was  then  principal  re- 
porter of  a  local  newspaper,  but  as  he 
is  still  here  and  the  newspaper  he  now 
represents  so  ably  is  one  of  the  best, 
his  name  is  properly  omitted.    But  the 


story  is  too  good  to  remain  unrelated. 

New  Year's  day  is  a  very  easy  one 
for  the  newspaper  men  of  Washington, 
and  for  nearly  everyone  else  except  the 
army  oflicers  and  other  government 
servants,  who  are  directed  to  attend 
the  president's  recejui'in;  so,  perhaps, 
to  make  certain  the  chief  magistrate  of 
the  nation  will  have  a  full  house,  rain 
or  shine.  That  event  is  in  fact  the 
only  thing  that  ever  really  "happens  ' 
on  the  first  day  of  the  new  year  in 
Washington.  This  was  as  true  in  ISsG 
as  it  was  in  1823,  and  it  is  quite  at* 
true  now.  The  result  is  that  with  the 
exception  of  an  account  of  the  pre.si-  i 
dent's  reception  there  is  little  news  to 
burden  the  wires  from  Washington  on 
the  day  that  Janus  looks  forward. 
Each  recurring  New  Years  day  llie 
same  thing  happens;  the  same  long 
lines  of  members  of  the  diplomatic 
corps,  in  their  court  re;;alla,  the  execu- 
tive, legislative  and  Judicial  branches 
of  the  government,  veterans  of  all 
wars  persons  prominent  In  society  and, 
last  of  all,  the  dear  puljUc  generally, 
tediously  pass  the  president  for  several 
hours  to  exchange  greetings  of  the  new 
vear.  There  Is  a  great  similarity  be- 
tween these  receptions.  With  the 
names  of  the  presidents  and  other  dig- 
nitaries a  few  fresh  samples  of  milli- 
nery described  and  an  account  of  a 
reception  written  thirty  years  ago 
would  very  well  describe  the  one  held 

on  Thursday,  1903. 

«    •    • 

This  was  the  theory  of  the  reporter 
above  mentioned.  Twenty  years  ago 
he  left  his  office  early,  secured  copies 
of  the  paper  of  just  one  year  before, 
changed  the  account  of  the  reception 
which  it  contained— altering  only  such 
names  as  were  necessary.  He  prepared 
about  two  columns  of  this  matter,  cu: 
up  into  suitably  sized  "takes."  and  di- 
rected his  messenger  to  take  his  copy 
around  to  the  oftice  from  time  to  time 
until  the  story  was  all  In  the  office.  All 
his  work  was  done  an  hour  or  so  before 
ti»e  reception  began.  The  reporter, 
full  of  consciousness  of  duty  well  per- 
formed, proceeded  to  his  hoom,  where 
several  friends  had  foregathered,  locked 
the  door,  and  proceeded  to  pass  the  aft- 
ernoon m  the  seductive  game  so  ad- 
mirably described  by  Gen.  "Bob" 
Schenck.  The  game  was  not  large,  but 
It  pos.sessed  plenty  of  interest.  The 
afternoon  waned.  No  news  from  the 
outside  world  passed  the  frowning  dooi, 
and  the  party  was  wholly  oblivious  oi 
everything,  but  the  game.  About  3  In 
the  afternoon  the  messenger,  having 
followed  Instructions,  had  carried  the 
last  chunk  of  copy  to  the  office,  when 
he  brought  back  a  note  from  the  city 
editor.  It  was  brief,  but  it  was  very 
much  to  the  point.  It  read  simply: 
"When  do  we  begin  to  get  your  story 
on  the  death  of  the  Hawaiian  minis- 
ter?" The  reporter  not  comprehending 
the  sensational  circumstances  of  the 
minister's  death,  procrastinated  for 
half  an  hour,  and  then  excused  himself 
for  a  few  "hands."  and  went  out  to 
look  up  the  news.  When  he  found  out 
what  the  facts  were  he  was,  in  the 
parlance  of  the  "row,"  "simply  par- 
alyzed." He  did  not  commit  suicide 
quite,  but  when  he  recovered  forty- 
eight  hours  afterward  he  sent  a  super- 
fluous note  to  the  city  editor.  It  was  "is 

resignation.

Postmaster  General  Payne  Is  confi- 
dent that  free  rural  delivery  will  even- 
tually pay  for  Itself.  At  the  present 
time  the  cost  of  a  restricted  rural  free 
delivery  is  about  $'<.0<JO,t>00.  This  is  just 
the  amount,  in  round  numbers,  the 
postal  receipts  of  the  country  were  In 
1862.  When  the  entire  country  Is  sup- 
plied with  a  rural  free  delivery  the 
total  cost  will  be  in  round  figures 
$25,000,000,  or  $4,000,000  more  than  the 
total  receipts  of  the  postofllce  depart- 
ment as  late  as  1872.  With  the  exten- 
sion of  rural  free  delivery  to  all  parts 
of  the  United  SUtes.  it  Is  hoped  that 
foreign  postage  will  be  reduced  from  o 
cents  to  2.  The  postmaster  general 
believes  such  a  reduction  would  in- 
crease the  costal  receipts.  The  present 
cost  of  sending  foreign  mail  prevents 
anything  like  active  correspondence 
among  poor  people  who  have  relatives 
and  friends  on  the  other  side,  and 
American  business  houses  cannot  send 
their  circulars  abroad  without  a  too 
great  expense.  But  the  two  directions 
In  which  the  postmaster  general  is 
moving  will  inevitably  result  in  a  free 
delivery  of  mall  throughout  the  Unlteu 
States  and  the  ability  to  send  letters  to 
Europe  as  cheaply  as  they  are  now- 
transmitted  between  states  of  the 
Union. 

The  growth  of  the  postoffice  depart- 
ment Is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  in- 
crease of  the  business  of  the  country  or 
Its  growth  in  population.  Back  of  the 
desk  at  which  the  post  master  general 
sits  is  a  tabulated  statement  showing' 
the  business  done  by  the  postoffice  de- 
partment for  every  year  aince  its  estab- 
lishment. 


"The  increase  in  the  total  postal  re- 
ceipts almost  stagger  me  every  time  1 
look  at  that  table."  said  Postmaster 
General  Payne.  "Every  year  the  in- 
crease In  our  receipts  Is  greater  than 
were  the  total  receipts  of  the  depart- 
ment at  the  close  of  the  civil  war.  The 
more  we  reduce  the  postage  rate  the 
greater  the  receipts  seem  and  the  more 
nearly  we  are  able  to  balance  accounts 
for  the  service  rendered.  In  two  de- 
cades we  have  more  than  trebled  postal 
receipts.  The  table  also  shows  that 
during  the  civil  war  the  postal  re- 
ceipts of  the  United  States  government 
steadily  increased,  being  larger  whin 
the  v.ar  closed  than  when  it  began. 
This  shows  what  a  small  factor  the 
South  is  in  postal  revenues  of  the 
countiy.  Our  estimated  increase  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  1903  is  greater 
than  were  the  total  postoffice  receipts 
at  the  beginning  of  the  war.  Modern 
business  methods  have  made  the  post- 
office      department      up-to-date.        Our

We  have 
as  a  result  of  the  phenomenal  increase 
in  the  postal  bu.siness  some  grievous 
inequalities  in  the  matter  of  calarles. 
Tlie  mbost  striking  example  of  an  un- 
derpaid employee  on  the  continent  is 
in  this  department.  The  superinten- 
dent of  the  money  order  division 
handles  $300,000,000  a  year.  His  salary 
is  $3000  a  year.  It  Is  a  most  difficult 
and  exacting  job.  I  have  written  per- 
sonal letters  to  senators  and  members 
of  the  house,  but  the  salary  is  at  the 
old  figure — one  dollar  for  each  hundred 
thou.sand  for  which  he  is  respon- 
sible."

During  the  past  few  days  some  sen- 
sational newspapers  have  printed  col- 
umns of  attacks  upon  the  postoffice 
department,  growing  out  of  the  orders 
issued  concerning  the  kind  of  letter 
boxes  to  be  used  on  rural  delivery 
routes.  From  time  to  time  a  com- 
mission has  been  named  to  examine 
all  samples  submitted  and  select  thosie 
regarded  as  most  suitable.  These  coni- 
mi-ssions  have  had  three  objects  in 
view,  simplicity  of  construction,  safety 
for  contents,  and  cheapness  of  cost. 
The  boxes  selected  have  given  general 
satisfaction  not  only  to  the  people 
along  the  routes,  but  the  carriers  as 
well.  The  only  people  who  registered 
a  "kick"  are  manufacturers  or  in- 
ventors of  other  boxes  who  failed  to 
.secure  the  adoption  of  ther  devices. 
These  people  have  succeeded  in  induc- 
ing .some  newspapers  to  attack  the 
postoffice  officials,  and  especially  A.  W. 
Machen,  superintendent  of  the  free  de- 
livery service.  Mr.  Machen  was  ap- 
pointed to  his  present  position  by  Mr. 
Cleveland.  No  man  ever  filled  the 
place  before  him  with  the  credit  which 
attaches  to  his  administration.  He  has 
made  the  service  over  whch  he  pre- 
sides the  most  perfect  of  Its  kind  In 
the  world,  and  there  is  not  a  country  in 
the  postal  union  that  has  not  attempted 
to  follow  the  lines  he  has  laid  out.  No 
man  ever  filled  an  Important  public 
office  without  calling  down  upon  him- 
self the  snarls  of  Jealous  outsiders. 
Two  or  three  years  ago  an  attack  was 
made  upon  Mr.  Machen  almost  Identi- 
cal in  form  with  the  present  one.  The 
house  committee  on  postoffices,  of 
which  Mr.  Loud,  of  California,  wax 
then  chairman  and  im  now,  investigated 
the  charges,  and  the  result  was  a  com- 
plete and  thorough  vindication.  The 
rulral  free  delivery  service  has  come  to 
stay,  and  the  man  who  has  done  more 
to  make  lt.s  operation  effective  and 
useful  and  in  the  highest  degree  credit- 
able to  the  governmnt  is  Mr.  Machen, 
who  is  today  the  subject  of  scurrilous 
and  unwarranted  attacks  instigated  by 
patriotic  citizens  who  are  angry  be- 
cause the  postoffice  department  fails 
to  appreciate  their  inventive  genius 
at  the  value  they  place  upon  it  them- 
sel  ves.

Chicago.    Jan.    6.— Four   persons    lost 
thtir  lives  in  a  fire  at  the  Hotel  Somer- 
Bet,  an  S-story  brick  structure  at  Wa- 
fcash  avenue  and  Twelfth  street,  early 
today.     Three  of  the  victims,   Mrs.   E. 
T.  Perry,  aged  35,  and  her  two  daugh- 
ters, 8  and  9  years     old     respectiv<ly, 
were  burned  or  suffocated  to  death  lr» 
their   room   on   the   fourth   floor.     The 
fourth    victim,   a  woman   whose   name 
has  not  been  learned,  jumped  from  the 
window  of  a  room  i>n  the  .«ame  floor  to 
the  street  and  was  fatally  hurt.     Will- 
iam  A.   Parker,  a  guest,   jumped   from 
the   window   of  a  room   on   the   fourth 
floor  to  the  roof  of  a  2-slory   building 
adjoining    the    hotel.      He    sustained    a 
broken  ankle  and  severe  bruises.     The 
financial  loss  was  about  $2000. 

A  short  time  after  It  was  di.^'covered 
thai  lives  had  been  lost.  William 
Clemons.  a  porter,  was  arrested.  The 
poliee  explain  that  from  what  could 
be  learned  from  |)anic-slricken  guests, 
the  fire  originated  mysteriously. 
<'lemons  was  awake,  it  is  said,  at  the 
time,  and  the  police  will  hold  him  until 
the  fire  has  been  investigated.  Th<  re

It  is  thought  that  Mrs.  Perry  flist 
became  aware  of  the  fire  and  aroused 
her  aaughters.  The  latter,  however, 
appear  to  have  been  <iuickly  overcom-.\ 
b<.th  having  been  found  in  their  beds, 
while  the  body  of  Mrs.  Perry  lay  on  the 
lloor  near  the  window. 

T-e  elevator  conductor  ran  his  car  to 
thf  top  lloor,  shouting  q  warning  and 
carrying  many  of  the  guests  from  the 
building.  , 

\lthough  the  woman  and  her  uaugii- 
ters  who  perished  in  the  fire  wero 
registered  at  and  known  about  the 
hotel  under  the  name  of  Perry.  Edward 
Si'unders  a  coachman  employed  on  the 
South  Side,  declared  them  to  be  his 
wife  and  daughters,  and  gave  th-: 
names  of  the  children  as  Rita  and 
Marie.  It  was  learned,  however,  that 
Saunders  was  known  in  Toronto  a:* 
Perry,  and  assumed  the  former  name 
when  he  came  to  Chicago. 

The  young  woman  who  died  In  tne 
ambulance,  and  who  was  ))artially  iden- 
tified as  ]-:thel  Saunders,  is  now  be- 
lioved  to  be  another  daughter  of  Mrs. 
Perry.

LUCKY  MICHIGAN  MEN 

Two  Escape  Drowning  In  Torch  Lake  By   Super- 

human  Efforts,  While  Another  Falls  Forty 

Feet  and  Is  Not  Seriously  Hurt. 


Houghfon.  Mi<h.,  Jan.  G.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Through  sheer  pluck  and 
presence  of  mind,  Edward  Gagnon 
saved  himself  and  Arlhur  Mitchei;, 
both  of  South  I^ake  Linden,  froi.i 
drowning  in  Torch  lake  while  out  skat- 
ing yesterday.  They  broke  through  the 
Ice  in  the  center  of  the  lake,  where  the 
water  is  very  deep.  Gagnon  caught  the 
edge  of  the  ice  and  held  himself.  After 
lloun<iering  around  Mivhell  sank. 
When  sinking  the  sev^-oiul  time.  Mit- 
chell raught  Gagnon's  leg  and  clung  on. 
Cagnon  was  hard  put  to  save  himsell 
from  bting  pulled  under  with  the  half 


drowned  man  clinging  to  him.  Gagnon 
slowly  worked  himself  to  firmer  ice, 
and  benumbed  and  exhausted  managed 
to  pull  himself  and  companion  out  of 
the  water. 

Where  he  might  have  been  dashed  to 
death  in  a  fall  from  a  trestle,  Colon 
I'rice,  an  employe  on  railroad  building, 
escai)fd  with  a  cold  bath  and  a  bruise 
on  his  head  yesterday.  He  was  on  a 
bridge,  near  Lake  Linden,  guiding  a 
tiinlKM-  plant  that  was  being  hoisted.. 
The  rope  broke  and  Price  was  precipi- 
tated into  the  stream  forty  feet  below. 
He  slruek  on  his  head  in  two  feet  of 
water  and  had  a  hard  struggle  to  sav.; 
himself  in  his  dazed  condition  from 
drowning. 


MRS.  CHAMBERLAIN  TACTFUL 


Pretoria,  Transvaal,  Jan.  6.— All 
doubts  as  to  whether  the  Boers  would 
participate  in  the  entertainments  given 
in  honor  of  Colonial  Secretary  Cham- 
berlain and  Mrs.  Chamberlain  were  dis- 
sipated by  the  appearance  of  Gt-ns. 
Botha,  Dclarey,  Cronje  and  Smutz  at 
the  garden  party  given  by  the  gover- 


nor yesterday.  The  attendance  of  the 
town  Boers,  however,  was  not  larfv 
Mrs.  Chamberlain  is  tactfully  aiding 
the  secretary  in  his  pacification  mis- 
sion. When  Gen.  Cronje  was  introduced 
she  at  first  did  not  catch  his  name,  but 
immediately  after  she  heard  it  war, 
Gen.  Cronje.  Mrs.  Chamberlain  sent  for 
him  and  engaged  in  a  lengthy  conver- 
sation with  the  noted  general. 


Washington,  Jan.  6.— In  the  senate  to- 
day Senator  Hoar  addressed  that  body 
on  his  anti-trust  bill. 

Senator  Hoar  bi'gan  his  address  with 
the  assumption  that  all  though  iiil  men 
are  agreed  as  to  the  necessity  of  legis- 
lation, state  or  national,  for  the  control 
of  trusts,  he  said  that  as  ytt  there  had 
been  only  apprehension  and  alarm,  but 
no  serious  injury,  except  in  the  case  of 
tb»"  recent  coal  strike,  on  account  of 
trusts.  On  the  contrary,  the  progress  of 
our  material  prosperity  had  bten  greater 
in  the  past  lew  years  than  ever  before 
had  been  known  and  our  workmen  were 
better  off.  Still  there  is,  he  said,  actual 
peril,  and  It  is  none  the  le.«s  real  be- 
cause it  involves  only  the  future  and  not 
the     present. 

The  senator  then  took  ui>  the  discus- 
sion of  the  effect  of  the  control  of  vast 
wealth  by  inoi  vidoals,  saying  that  m 
such  a  svstem  there  was  much  to  threat- 
en republican  liberty.  Most  of  the  vast 
fortunes  of  the  present  day  had  been  ac- 
cumulated   within    thirty    years. 

•Is  there  anvthing  to  render  it  unllke- 
Iv,  '  he  asked,  that  u  one  of  the  vast  for- 
tunes has  grown  from  a  hundred  thoMs- 
and  to  a  hundred  million  or  a  thousand 
million  in  thirtv  vears,  that  in  the  nands 
of  the  next  i)ussessor  in  another  thirty 
or  fifty  years,  the  hundred  million  may 
become  a  hundred  thousand  million,  or 
the  thousand  million  a  thousand  thou- 
sand million?  Is  there  anything  to  stop 
the  accmulation  of  these  snowballs. 
Cannot  the  same  power  and  business 
altilitv  and  capital  that  can  control  all 
the  petroleum  in  the  country  by  and  by 
control  all  the  coal?  Can  it  not  control 
the  railroad  and  the  steam  carrying 
trade?  Can  t  not  buy  up  and  hold  in  one 
man's  grasp  the  agricultural  and  grazing 
lands  of  new  and  great  states  and  the 
cnal   mines  and  silver  mines  and  cupper 

mines?"  ^,  . 

But  great  as  were  the  possibilities  or 
the  accumulation  of  great  wealth  by  in- 
dividuals lie  did  not  find  in  such  accu- 
mulation the  same  peril  that  is  found  in 
corporate  control  of  such  we.-ilth.  This 
was  true,  he  said,  because  the  natural 
man  dies  and  his  estate  is  distributed  un- 
der the  law,  while  the  corporation  lives 
forever.  It  never  goes  through  the  pro- 
bate court,  he  saiO.  Its  internal  traiis- 
a<-tions  were  kept  secret.  It  is  not  zeal- 
ous for  its  own  honor  or  reputation,  t  x- 
cept  as  far  as  Its  honor  or  reputation  is 
essential  to  its  g*  ttiug  money.  It  has  no 
soul  and  no  conscience.  In  general,  the 
men  who  are  most  ])owertul  In  its  man- 
agement can,  if  thpy  see  fit,  avoid  re- 
sponsibility to  public  opinion,  i  ney  al- 
ways exp.  ct  to  avoid  personal  liability 
for'  obligatons." 

The  .senator  sad  that  now  the  great 
corp-^rations  are  in  good  hands,  but  sup- 
pose some  Napoleon  of  finance  should 
c(une  into  the  control  of  a  thousand  mil- 
lion dollars,  would  not  that  possibility  be 
a  real  public  danger,  ►juch  a  power  can 
make  wars  or  it  can  prevent  wars.  It 
can  threaten  a  community  with  a  coal 
famine,  a  wnoat  famine,  .ind  it  c'ln  exe- 
cute Its  threats.  He  had  no  fear  but  the 
American  people  could  meet  such  emer- 
gencies, but  it  were  better  to  forestall 
them. 

Mr.  Hoar  then  took  up  the  question  of 
the  trusts  as  they  now  exist,  pointing 
out  what  h<*  conceived  to  be  their  chief 
evils,  as  fol'.ows: 
First— Destruction  of  competition. 
Second— The  management  of  local  In- 
dustries by  absentees  in  the  interest  of 
absentee  capital.  . 

Third— Destruction  of  lor;\l  niib'.lc  spirit. 
Fourth— Fraudulent     capitalization. 
Fifth— Secrecy. 

Sixth— Manapjement  f#r  tlie  private 
benefit  of  the  officials. 

Seventh— The  power  to  corrupt  elec- 
tions, and  in  some  cases  to  corrupt  the 
courts. 


Eighth— The  want  of  pL-raonal  responsi- 
bility   to   public   sentim.  lit. 

Ninth— Ihe  absence  oi  personal  liabili- 
ty   to    public    sentiment. 

Tentli— The  holding  oi  vast  properties 
in  mortmain— in  the  deid  hand— if  we 
may  use  the  ancient  phrase  of  the  Eng- 
lish law.  But  it  has  Hi'  enough  tor  'Hi 
purposes  of  power  to  serve  the  will  tnai 
wields  it.  It  Is  dead  oily  to  the  Inllu- 
ence  of  anv  nerve  whl.  li  comes  from 
the   brain   of   heart   of  tiie   people.

G.  W.  Armstrong  moved  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed,  consisting  of  two 
members  from  each  district,  to  select 
candidates  for  the  various  positions.

Babcock  Won  Out  By  Two  to 
One. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  6.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Dr.  L.  W.  Babcock,  of  Wa- 
dena, will  be  the  next  speaker  of  the 
Minnesota  hou.se  of  representatives. 

He  won  out  at  the  caucus  of  the  Re- 
publicans of  the  houpe  last  night  by  a 
vote  of  just  two  to  one,  and  tlie  vote 
of  the  house  today  was  simply  a  rati- 
fication of  that  action. 

The  situation  lined  up  practically  as 
forecasted  in  these  columns  yesterday 
evening. 

In  ihe  afternoon  the  Johnson  sup- 
porters had  a  caucus  at  the  Windsor, 
with  the  governor  in  an  adjoining  room 
if  he  was  not  actually  present.  The 
move  to  withdraw  Johnson's  name  and 
thus  avert  a  hopeless  fight  failed,  and 
the  caujcus  decided  to  stand  by  .Tohn- 
.son  to  the  finish.  What  that  finish  was 
to  be  everybody  knew.  A  body  of  leg- 
islators could  hardly  be  so  much  one 
way  as  they  were  in  this  case  without 
this  situation  being  very  apparent. 

Johnson  made  a  good  loser.  Alter 
the  roll  had  been  called  it  did  not  need 
a  count  to  tell  who  was  elected,  and 
Mr.  Johnson  did  not  wait  for  one,  but 
got  up  and  moved  that  the  nominatioik 
be  made  unanimous. 

The  crowd  in  the  galleries  aa  well  as 
on  the  floor  of  the  house  was  strongly 
Babcock,  and  references  to  him  wer« 
greeted  with  cheers  and  applause.  The 
disturbance  that  was  created  by  his 
election  made  the  rafters  of  the  old 
state    house    ring. 

S  D.  Peterson,  of  New  Ulm.  called 
the  meeting  to  order,  and  R.  J.  Wells, 
of  Breckenridge,  read  the  report  of  the 
joint  committee  on  caucus,  which  sug- 
gested P.  C.  Deming,  of  Minneapolis, 
for  chairman  of  the  caucus,  George  B. 
Perley  and  Reville  Chinnock  as  sec- 
retaries, and  recommended  that  ballots 
be  taken  by  the  call  of  the  roll.  These 
suggestions  were  adopted  by  the  cau- 
cus, after  which  Mr.  Deming  took  the 
chair.  He  also  took  the  occasion  to 
make  a  speech.

Named  For  Judge   By  Gover- 
nor o!  Iowa. 

Des  Moines,  Jan.  6. — The  career  of 
Gen.  Josiah  Given,  who  yesterday  was 
commissioned  by  Governor  Cummins 
to  be  judge  of  the  district  court  in  the 
Des  Moines  district,  has  been  a  re- 
markable one.  He  was  born  in  Penn- 
sylvania seventy-five  years  ago,  but 
wa.s  reared  in  Ohio  and  was  a  prose- 
cuting attorney  there  more  than  fifty 
years  ago.  He  tried  to  get  into  the 
Mexican  war  as  a  drummer  boy,  but 
failed  and  enlisted  as  a  private  and 
served  in  the  notable  canipaignis.  He 
was  also  an  Ohio  .soldier  in  tiie  rebel- 
lion. 

Twenty-one  years  ago  he  was  elected 
to  the  circuit  court  here,  later  to  the 
district  bench,  and  fifteen  yars  ago  was 
appointed  to  the  supreme  court  to  suc- 
ceed Joseph  K.  Reed,  now  of  the  United 
States  court  of  land  claims.  He  re- 
mained on  the  supreme  bench  until  a 
year  ago,  when  he  retired  by  prefer- 
ence, and  has  sine  devoted  himself  to 
teaching  in  a  law  school.  At  one  tine 
Gen.  Given  was  a  prominent  candidate 

for  the  nomination  for  governor  of 
Iowa.  While  on  the  district  bench  years 
ago  in  this  city  he  was  regarded  as  a 
model  judge. 

He  accepts  a  place  on  the  bench 
again  by  solicitation  of  Governor  Cum- 
mins and  will  hold  only  until  fall,  when 
the  successor  to  Judge  Holmes  will  be 
elected.  He  was  not  a  candidate  for 
appointment,  but  those  who  were  can- 
didates got  into  such  a  bitter  fight  and 
I  became  .so  vicious  against  each  other 
j  that  the  whole  bar  of  the  city  was 
brought  to  the  lighting  point. 

In  the  dilemma  the  governor  invited 
Gen.  Given  to  occupy  the  bench  that 
he  might  not  be  put  to  the  necessity  of 
choosing  between  the  rival  candidates. 
At  the  same  time  the  Republican  coun- 
ty primaries  have  been  called  already 
for  March  6  to  name  a-  candidate  for 
judge,  and  this  brings  on  a  sharp  local 
fight  as  once  for  the  place.

Simplified  Classifi- 
cation Card. 


Duluth  will  not  feel  to  a  perceptible 
degree  the  incrca.se  in  freight  rates 
which  went  into  effect  Jan.  1.  It  is 
estimated  by  conservative  persons  ac 
quainted  with  the  rate  i)r  )fession  thai 
the  increase  all  over  the  ountry  will 
be  practically  10  per  cent  over  last 
year. 

The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  rates 
on  classified  freight,  with  very  tew  ex- 
ception.s,  have  not  been  t  hanged.  In 
some  cases  there  has  been  a  notice  of 
increase  on  some  commo.;iiy  which  's 
at  present  classified,  or  tli"  commodity 
is  put  in  a  more  expensi.e  classifica- 
tion. The  classification  tables  are 
changing  rapidly,  but  it  cannot  be  told 
yci  what  the  general  resuli  will  be  fnmi 
the  alteration  of  classified  articles  as  to 
their   rank   as   freight. 

S.  C.  Lewis,  of  the  freight  departmeiu 
of  the  Duluth,  South  Shoi..-  &  Atlantic 
road,  who  is  considered  a  reliable  au- 
thority on  freight  rates,  explained  this 
mcrnlng  the  workings  o!  the  orders 
sent  out  by  the  Central  Ti.ittic  associa- 
tion and  other  similar  organizations. 

••It  is  the  advancing  oi  cominodiiy 
rates,  '  said  he,  "that  has  ween  noticed 
so  far  on  the  bulletins  issued  fiom  tne 
East.  For  instance  the  rate  on  ore 
from  St.  Louis  to  Detroit  is  bulletined. 
There  is  no  comparaliN-  rate  an- 
nounced, but  the  supposition  is  that 
this  is  one  of  the  advant .  s.  The  or- 
iginal figures  for  these  commodity  rates 
were  very  low  and  were  made  because 
the  receiver  could  not  carry  on  busines.i 
at  certain  points  under  the  classified 
rates. 

••For  that  reason  the  commodity  rate 
was  very  low.  Now  the  roads  arc 
bringing  up  the  figures  to  the  regulat 
rale  provided  for  some  commodity  be- 
ing shipped  between  two  given  polnta 
the  burden  of  the  increase  .vill  not  fall 
not  by  any  means  upon  the  consumer 
and  the  public  in  general. 

"There  are  few  of  the  commodity 
rates  in  this  part  of  the  country  which 
will  effect  the  Duluth  business  men  or 
citizens,  and  I  have  not  noticed  a  re- 
vibion  of  any  of  them  sa  -far.!' 


CLASSIFICAT!ON  CARD. 

South   Siiore   Issues  Simple 
One  For  Shippers. 

The  local  office  of  the  Duluth,  Soutii 
Shore  &  AtUmtic  company  has  issued 
a  westbound  freight  r  'e  card  for  the 
year  190o,  which  is  designed  for  the  use 
of  merchants  and  others  who  order 
shipments  from  Eastern  points.  The 
card  gives  the  rates  of  the  six  classi- 
fications of  freight  from  a  .score  or 
more  of  K.i stern  shipj'ing  points,  and 
from  20  contiguous  points  which  take 
tho  rates  of  the  principal  shipping 
jioints. 

The  card  was  compiled  by  General 
Agent  Adson,  of  the  comiiany,  at  Du- 
luth, and  is  a  second  edition,  the  fir.st 
having  betn  a  great  success,  it  being 
an  inv.iluable  handy  manual  of  pri- 
mary rates  and  routes  frpm  the  Ease. 
The  card  also  contaiiis  1  outing  in- 
structions, giving  the  loutes  from  all 
the  central  points,  the  roads  over 
which  fi^ight  ,should  be  ordered.  It 
simplifies  the  matter  of  directing  ship- 
ment for  the  man  who  is  not  in  the 
trattic  business  and  is  consldeied  a 
bf)on  to  the  small  buyer,  who  wants  Ij 
get  his  wares  through  rapidly  and 
cheaply. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  rates  for 
classifications  from  last  year's  card, 
though  it  is  probable  that  there  will  be 
some  changes  in  the  classification  jf 
articles,  which  is  praciically  a  change 
of  rate,  as  a  result  of  the  Increase  an- 
nounced by  the  Central  and  Western 
Traflic  as.sociations.  The  prima  facie 
rate  for  the  six  classifications,  how- 
ever, is  not  changed.

Former     State     Senator     Alonzo     J. 

Whiteman,  of  Dansville,  N.  Y.,  arrived 

in  Duluth  at  11  o'clock  this  morning, 
and  for  the  first  time  in  ten  years  trod 

tne  sacred  precincts  of  the  Zenith  City. 
Mr.  Whiteman  met  E.  Z.  Williams  in 
the  lobby  of  the  Spalding  hotel,  and 
he  was  the  only  person  Mr.  Whitemaii 
knew,  who  was  in  sight  upon  his  ar- 
rival.    Mr.  Whiteman  took  quarters  at 

the  Spalding  and  will  remain  there 
about  two  weeks. 

At  lunch  time  Mr.  Whiteman  recog- 
nized some  familiar  faces  in  the  din- 
ing room,  and  this  afternoon  he  'ex- 
pected to  go  out  and  round  up  his  old 
friends  and  have  a  good  old  time  chat. 
He  is  looking  just  the  same  as  on  the 
day  he  left  Duluth,  ten  years  ago, 
young,  active  and  engaging,  and  ex- 
pects to  have  a  plea.sant  time  renewing 
Old   acquaintances   in   the  city. 

Mr.  Whiteman  will  remain  here  un- 
til he  finishes  some  business  connected 
with  two  law  suits,  one  at  Brainerd 
and  cne  here.  He  says  that  he  doe.^ 
not  calculate  to  ever  return  to  Duluth 
to  live.  Mr.  Whiteman  was  one  of  thp 
best  known  citizens  of  Duluth  ten  years 
ago.  a  jirominent  politician  and  a  hustl- 
ing t)usienss  man.  He  talked  over  old 
times  at  the  Spalding  hotel  this  morn- 
ing: 

"I  am  glad  to  come  back  to  Duluth 
and  see  the  city  looking  so  prosperous," 
he  said.  "I  spent  eleven  very  hapiy 
years  here  and  saw  ihe  city  grow  from 
a  crude  town  to  a  large  and  enterpri;; 
ing  city.  I  first  came  to  Duluth  in  the 
summer  of  1881,  and  stayed  for  several 
weeks  with  my  father  at  the  old  Clark 
hou.se.  It  was  just  after  my  gradua- 
tion from  college,  and  at  that  time 
there  were  stumps  in  front  of  the  Bay 
\  icw  house,  which  was  where  the  Pal  • 
ladio  building  now  stands.  I  liked  the 
city  and  came  back  heie  to  live  in  tho 
spring  of  1882. 

"I  accepted  a  position  in  Bell  & 
Eyster's  bank,  and  my  father  made  a 
special  deposit  with  them  of  $50,000.  1 
remained  with  them  a  year,  and  then 
started  in  business  for  myself  in  pin?, 
lands  and  real  estate.  I  made  lnl§  of 
money  in  legitimate  business  during 
the  next  eight  years,  some  years  mor'^ 
than  $100,000.  I  was  one  of  the  organ- 
iezrs  of  the  West  Duluth  Land  com- 
pany, and  at  one  time  owned  one-third 
of  the  stock.  I  made  more  than  $500,000 
out  of  that  company,  but  I  lost  it  in 
speculation  on  the  board  of  trade  ani 
in  Wall  street. 

"It  was  a  common  occurrence  for  me 
to  buy  or  sell  1.000,000  or  2.000.000  bu.'.h- 
els  of  wheat  in  a  day,  and  1  have  often 
paid  $10,000  a  month  in  commissions 
alone.  I  liked  the  excitement,  and  had 
a  good  time  generally. 

"I  made  my  first  political  speech  in 
the  fall  of  1«82,  when  Baxter  was  the 
Democratic  candidate  for  congresss  and 
Col.  Culver  was  our  candidate  for  rep- 
resentative in  the  legislature.  That 
was  the  year  of  the  famous  Kindred- 
Nelson  campaign  and  things  were 
very  lively  around  this  district. 

"Two  years  later  I  was  a  candidate 
for  the  legislature  against  D.  J.  Knox, 
of  Aitkin,  and  I  felt  very  proud  when  1 
carried  the  city  of  Duluth  by  .'lOO  ma- 
pority.  We  had  a  lively  campaign  that 
year,  and  Charles  d'Autremont  de- 
feated S.  D.  Allen  for  county  attorney 
by  less   than   fifty  vntes. 

"Things  have  changed  a  good  deal 
since  then.  The  city  has  grown  and 
prospered,  and  many  of  the  men  who 
were  prominent  then  are  dead  or  laid 
on  the  shelf.  I  shall  miss  my  old  frien  1 
Warren  Draper,  whose  office  was  next 
to  mine,  and  with  whom  I  played  marsy 
games  of  billiards  when  our  office  hours 
were  over.

January   Session  of  Dis- 
trict Court  to  Begin 
Tomorrow. 


The  January  term  of  district  court 
will  begin  tomorrow  morning,  at  which 
time  it  is  expected  that  the  r*ew  calen- 
dars will  be  ready  for  distribution 
among  the  legal  fraternity. 

In  Judge  Dibell's  room  this  morning 
the  case  of  the  Austrian  Provision  com- 
pany, of  Tower,  against  Anton  Stel- 
anitch,  was  on  trial.  The  plaintiff  com- 
pany ir*  its  complaint  states  that  the 
defendant  was  appointed  treasurer  of 
the  corporation  and  was  to  receive  a 
salary  of  $50  per  month  up  to  April, 
1902;  that  during  the  months  of  April, 
May  and  June  he  raised  his  own  salary 
to  $60  per  month  without  the  consent 
of  the  corporation,  and  drew  the  $10 
extra  per  month  from  the  funds  of  the 
company,  of  which  he  had  charge.  The 
plaintiff  company  further  states  that 
the  defendant  in  June,  1902,  appropriat- 
ed to  his  own  use  $250  of  the  company's 
moneys  and  entered  the  same  in  the 
books  as  $140,  which  he  alleged  to  have 
been  paid  out  for  a  aausage-maklng 
machine  and  safe. 

The    defendant    aoBwered    the    com- 


))laint  by  staling  that  his  salary  was 
not  increased  without  knowledge  and 
consent  of  the  officers  and  directors  ot 
the  association,  and  that  no  moneys 
were  taken  from  the  treasury  for  any 
purpose  without  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  the  company. 

The  action  is  brought  by  the  plain- 
tiff to  recover  $232.58,  which  is  the 
amount  which  the  defendant  i..  alleged 
to  have  appropriated  from  the  com- 
pany funds. 

There  is  present  in  court  a  largo 
number  of  Austrian  witnesses  from 
Tower,  and  an  interpreter  is  used  in 
taking  testimony.

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REDUCING 
THE  FORT 


Commodore  Montgomery 

Tells  of  Operation  at 

Porto  Cabello. 


Not     a     Single     Person 

Was    Killed    or 

Wounded. 


Occupation    of  the   Fort 

Lasted  But  a  Short 

Time. 


La  Guaira,  Venz..  Dec.  23.— (Cones- 
pondenre  of  the  Associated  Press. ^ — 
The  British  Commodore  Montgomery, 
vho  directed  the  Anglo-German  bom- 
bardment of  the  fortifications  at  Porto 
Cabello  on  Dec.  14,  gives  the  following 
account  of  the  operations.  After  de- 
claring that  not  a  sirigle  person  was 
killed  or  wounded  in  the  bombardment, 
the  commodore  says: 

'"Considerable  mi-^^apprehension  exisis 
as  to  the  action  of  the  Charybdis,  of 
the  royal  navy,  and  the  Vineta,  of  the 
imperial  German  navy,  at  Porto  Co- 
bello.  A  British  merchant  ship,  the 
Topaz,  which  was  peacefully  lying  at 
anchur  in  the  harbor,  was  boarded  at 
night  by  Venezuehns,  and  the  crew, 
in  their  night  shirts,  were  hurried 
ashore,  marthed  through  the  streets, 
and  cast  into  a  tilthy  prison,  whore 
they  remained  without  food  or  water. 
Under  a  strong  guard  they  wera 
inarched  back  to  their  ship  the  ntxi 
day  and  compelled  to  lower  the  colors 
flying  at  her  stern. 

"When  I  arrived  at  Porto  Cabello  I 
at  once  demanded  an  apology  and  as- 
surances that  the  act  would  not  be  re- 
peated, and  that  British  subjects  and 
their  interests  would  not  be  maltreat- 
ed or  injured.  In  case  the  deniand.s 
•were  not  complied  with  I  annourx-ed 
that  I  should  bombard  the  fort,  a  thicit 
•walled  structure  within  easy  range  of 
our  guns,  and  another  battery  mount- 
ing a  few  Krupp  guns  some  distance 
away.  In  reply  I  was  informesl  that  a 
mob  was  responsible  for  the  outrage, 
and  that  the  matter  would  have  to  ue 
referred  to  higher  authority.  I  replied 
that  if  a  dog  I  ownied  bit  another  man 
I  should  certainly  be  morally  obligated 
to  give  satisfaction.  Through  the 
American  consul  I  arranged  to  receive 
the  reply  to  my  communication,  which 
had  been  telegraphed  to  Caracas.  If 
he  hoisted  the  American  ensign  I 
should  know  that  the  demand  had  been 
complied  with.  When  the  hour  the  ulli- 
matum  expired  came.  I  saw  the  ensign 
hoisted,  bvit  it  was  hauled  down  again. 
I  wailed  seven  minutes  and  then 
opened  fire  on  the  fort  and  the  battery. 
Before  opening  fire  I  gave  ample  notice 
to  the  military  authorities  to  remove 
the  political  prisoners,  and  as.sured  the 
Inhabilants  of  the  town  that  no  in- 
jury would  be  done  them.  There  was  a 
feeble  response  to  our  fire  from  the  bat- 
tery, but  none  from  the  fort,  the  sol- 
diers in  which  lied  like  rats.  They  left 
behind  a  general,  twelve  other  officers 
and  twenty  soldiers  and  a  number  of 
criminal  prisoners.  After  bombarding 
nineteen  minutes  and  making  very 
good  progress,  we  ceased  tiring  and  a 
guard  was  landed  and  took  possession 
of  the  fort,  receiving  the  surrender  of 
tlie  general  and  his  men.  They  were 
immediately  paroled.  The  criminal 
prisoners  were  held  and  ttirned  over 
to  responsible  authority.  The  occupa- 
tion lasted  but  a  short  time  and  the 
party  returned  to  the  ships.  The  vin- 
eta participated  in  the  bombardment. 
Instead  of  a  number  of  persons  being 
killed,  only  two  were  injured,  and  they 
broke  their  thigh  bones  in  trying  to 
escape  from  the  fort." 

NEW  SCHEME. 


New  Plan   to    Get    Hold 
of  Government 


Lands. 


A  new  plan  of  annexing  government 
lands  has  been  sprung  on  the  authori- 
ties of  the  local  land  ofiice. 

According  to  the  laws  of  the  land 
ottice,  all  soldiers  who  served  more 
than  ninety  days  in  the  army  or  navy 
during  the  civil  war  are  entitled  to  a 
file  lor  160  acres  of  land  and  the 
length  of  time  which  they  served  in  the 
army  is  placed  to  their  credit  on  their 
homestead  duties.  If  they  have  Uiken 
less  than  160  acres  and  proved  up  on 
it  they  are  entitled  to  the  remainder  of 
the  quarter  section  witliout  homestead 
duties. 

An  enterprising  speculator,  who  is 
■vsell  known  at  the  head  of  the  lakes, 
has  been  tracing  out  the  civil  war  vet- 
erans who  served  in  the  old  Mis.^ouri 
National  Guard.  This  was  not  one  of 
the  regular  regiments,  but  belonged  to 
tlie  militia,  and  which  has  not  been 
con.sidered  to  have  the  same  rights  as 
regards  land  as  the  regular  troops. 
The  speculator,  however,  seems  to 
have  his  own  opinions  on  this  matter 
and  has  been  buying  up  the  rights  of 
the  veterans  of  the  regiment  ..and  at- 
tempting to  obtain  lan«l  on  the  scrip 
thus  purchased. 

A  large  amount  of  this  scrip  has 
been  presented  at  the  local  land  office 
during  the  past  month.  The  register 
and  receiver  took  no  action  on  it  and 
made  no  decision  as  to  its  legality,  but 
forwardetl  all  of  it  to  the  authorities 
at  Washington  for  judgment.  The 
gentleman  who  has  evolved  the  plan 
^vlll  attempt  to  show  that  because  the 
regiment  serve^d  in  the  civil  war  along 
■with  the  regular  troops  its  members 
are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  and 
bounties. 

The  great  enhancement  in  the  value 
of  lands  during  the  past  year  or  two 
has  not  only  broken  all  records  in  the 
regular  business  of  the  land  office,  but 
has  caused  that  department  to  be  over- 
run with  speculators  who  are  attempt- 
ing to  obtain  government  lands  with- 
out doing  the  regular  settler's  duties 
and  (informing  to  the  law  in  every 
particular,  and  it  is  only  by  the  great- 
est diligence  and  watchfulness  on  the 
part  of  the  officials  and  employes  that 
they  can  prevent  the  schemers  from 
defrauding  the  government.

months  during  this  period,  and  a  com- 
plete audit  of  the  busine.ss  of  the  asso- 
ciation for  the  fiscal  year  1900-1901. 

To  record  the  transactions  of  the  as- 
sociation three  sets  of  books  are  in  use; 
one  set  containing  the  direct  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  the  I^ake  Avenue 
Bethel,  one  set  for  the  Bethel  brancii, 
and  those  of  the  geneial  fund  kept  by 
the  treasurer.  The  receipts  at  the  two 
Bethels  are  from  lodging,  room  rents, 
baths,  washing  and  the  restaurants. 
The  employes  receiving  the  money  from 
these  several  sources  enter  same  upoii 
sheets,  or  in  small  books  kept  for  the 
purpose,  and  each  day  the  receipts  are 
turned  in  to  the  assistant  superinten- 
dent of  the  house  in  which  they  are 
received.     The  receipts  from  the  baihs  ^ 

and  washing  are  turned  over  to  the  *i*»l':;''.,^ 
treasurer  and  by  him  accounted  for  in 
the  general  fund,  and  the  receipts  from 
lodgings,  room  rents  and  the  restaur- 
ants are  deposited  by  the  assistant  su- 
perintendent of  the  Bethel  and  bran'Jh 
to  the  credit  of  their  respective  ac- 
counts. 

Disbursements  are  made  by  check  in 
nearly  all  instances,  by  the  general  su- 
perintendent, he  having  no  direct  con- 
nection with  the  receipts,  and  the  two 
assistant  superintendents  having  no  di- 
rect connection  with  the  disbursements, 
excent  in  very  small  matters  of  cash 
expenditure.  The  disbursements  to 
cover  the  direct  expense  of  conducting 
the  Bethel  and  branch  are  made  V)y  the 
general  superintendent,  and  all  dis- 
bursements to  cover  general  expense 
are  made  by  the  treasurer  of  the  asso- 
ciation.

Its  pro- 
moters say,  will  smash  the  coal  trust 
and  supply  the  public  with  cheap  fuel, 
through  Boston  as  the  distributing 
point.  The  new  company  will  be  as 
powerful  as  any  ever  organized.  It  is 
backed  by  the  vast  wealth  and  re- 
sources of  the  Rothschilds,  and  has  for 
its  moving  spirits  Englishmen  of 
wealth  who  promise  to  break  the  grip 
of  the  coal  trust  in  the  East. 

Already  the  jdans  are  perfected,  and 
the  first  move  has  beer*  made.  Th3 
name  of  the  comcern,  the  Baltimore  & 
Boston  Barge  company,  gives  little  hint 
of  its  real  status. 

But  behind  it  is  the  entrance  of  Eng- 
lish capital  to  see  what  English  brains 
can  do  with  the  coal  trade,  and  Boston 
has  been  selected  as  the  experimental 
point.      Coal    wharves    and   a    yard    in 
East  Boston,  where  the  big  fleet  of  the 
company's   vessels   can   be   discharged, 
have  been  purchased  for  $125,000  of  the 
John  M.  Morris  Coal  company,  and  as 
much  more  is  to  be  spent  in  improvc- 
■  ments.      The    company    is    to    embark

being  offered  below  the  prices  asked  by

As   a   result    of   a 
Detroit       company 
entering    Into   com- 
petition for  asphalt 
paying  contracts  in 
St.    Paul,    the    as- 
phalt trust   has   made  a   price  of  SI. 85  a 
square  vard  for  asphalt  pavement  in  that 
city.      This     fight    between     the     asphalt 
companies    reduced    the    contract    price  30 
per    cent    below    the   engineers    estimate, 
m  Duluth.  where  there  Is  no  competition, 
the    asphalt    trust    exacts    about    $2.45    a 
square  yard,  that  being  the  price  charged 
for    the    Superior    street    east    pavement 
that  was  begun  last  year  and  will  be  ttn- 
ished    whenever   the    trust    gets   ready    to 
resume  work.     A  difference  of  GO  cents  a 
square   vard  means   a  Large  sum   to  each 
lot  owner,  and  if  St.   Paul  can  get  an  as- 
phalt   pavement    laid    lor    $1.S5    a    square 
yard    why    should   not    Duluth?     No    con- 
tracts   for    asphalt    pavements   should    be 
awarded  in  Duluth  at  a  higher  price  than 
Is  paid  In  St.   Paul.     If  the  asphalt  trust 
will  not  lay  pavements  here  for  the  same 
price,  let  some  other  kind  of  pavement  be 
selected. 


DR.  BaeCOCK'S  VICTORY. 

The  election  of  Dr.   L.   W.   Babrock, 
of  Wadena,  as  speaker  of  the  Minne- 
sota house  of  representatives  was  not 
a    surprise   to    those    who   had    closely 
followed  the  course  of  events  as  related 
in  the  St.  Paul  dispatches  to  The  Her- 
ald during  the  past  few   days.     While 
the   chances   of     Dr.     Babcock     being 
chosen    were    quite    favorable,    it    was 
not  until  Governor  Van  Sant  came  out 
with  a  positive  statement  of  opposition 
to    his   candidacy   that    the   fight    was 
settled  In  Babcock's  favor.    This  result, 
of  course,  was  unexpected  by  the  op- 
ponents of   Babcock,   as   they   believed 
a  positive  statement  of  opposition  by 
the   governor   would   defeat   him.     But 
the    idea   of    the    governor    Interfering 
with    the   organization   of   the    legisla- 
ture was  repugnant  to  many  members 
of  the  house.    Neither  were  they  favor- 
ably impressed  by  f-e  spectacle  of  the 
governor    meeting    legislators    at    the 
trains  and  urging  them  to  vote  against 
Dr.    Babcock   and    in    favor   of    L.    H. 
Johnson,  of  Minneapolis,   the  adminis- 
tration    candidate.       As     The     Herald 
pointed    out    several    \veeks    ago.    the 
i  state   constitutaion    declares    that    the 
I  three  branches  of  the  government— ih- 
executive,   the   legislative   and   the   ju- 
diclal-shall    be    entirely   separate   and 
independent,  and  it  Is  an  unwritten  Irw 
that  one  department  shall  not  Infringe 
In  any  way  upon  the  rights  and   pri- 
vileges of  the  others  or  interfere  with 
them  In  any  way.    When  Governor  Van 
Sant  attempted  to  dictate  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  house  on  the  speakership  he 
violated  all  the  traditions  of  the  high 
oflice  which  he  was  elected  to  fill  and 
lowered  Its  dignity.     Even  had  he  won 
the  fight  against  Dr.  Babcock,  he  would 
not   have  regained   the  prestige  which 
he  lost  by  dragging  the  executive  de- 
partment into   a   fight   that   concerned 
the  legislative  branch  solely.     Now  he 
stands    beaten     and     discredited,    and 
robbed  of  much  of  the  infiuence  which 
ordinarily    attaches    to    the    governor- 
ship. 

A    very    disreputable    campaign    v.as 
waged  against  Dr.  Babcock  by  a  por- 
tion   of    the    Republican    state    central 
committee,  who  have  ewdeavored  to  run 
the  party  In  this  state.    They  concocted 
all   kinds   of   falsehoods   regarding   his 
record  In  the  legislature  and  indulged 
in  the  most  outrageous  misrepresenta- 
tion   of   his    motives     and     intentions. 
With  all   the  power  and  patronage  of 
the  state  administration  at  their  back, 
they  employed  every  trick  and  devicd 
known  to  skillful  politicians  to  defeat 
him.     Under     the     circumstances    Dr. 
Babcock's   election   is   a   great   victory 
for  decent  politics  and  a  strong  rebuke 
to  executive  Interference  In  purely  leg- 
islative affairs.

employers  seems  to  be  to  have  all  the 
big    manufacturers    enter    into    indi- 
vidual  contracts   with   their   workmen 
covering  the  terms  of  pay.   work  and 
other  features.      A  form  of  agreement 
has  been  drawn  with  the  idea  of  pro- 
tecting the  employer  from  sudden  and 
unreasonable    demands    by    his    work- 
men, and  at  the  same  time  is  said  to 
make    liberal    provisions   for    the    em- 
ploye.      The   proposed   contract  Is  be- 
lieved  to  be  just  to  both  parties  and 
suflTiclently    generous    to    employes     to 
cause  them   to  sign  it  very  generally. 
It  is  proposed  that  when  a  workingman 
willfully    breaks    this    agreement    with 
the   Intent   to  Injure  his  employer   he 
shall  go  on  the  blacklist.  His  name  Is 
to  be  sent  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Association  of  Manufacturers,  each  of 
whom  is  to  refuse  employment  to  him 
in   the   future. 

This  Is  the  main  outline  of  the 
scheme  which  this  powerful  organiz- 
ation is  now  said  to  be  working  on.  It 
Is  one  of  the  outcomes  of  the  big  coal 
strike,  which  Impressed  every  em- 
ployer of  labor  with  the  necessity  of 
doing  something  to  preserve  his  rights 
and  property  Interests  from  being 
placed  in  jeopardy  by  a  sudden  strike. 
It  is  not  known  to  what  extent  this 
agreement  has  been  circulated,  or  how 
generally  it  will  be  acted  upon.  The 
labor  leaders  have  heard  of  the  move 


ment  und  are  doing  their  utmost  to 
checkmate  it.  Wherever  the  circular 
has  appeared,  the  employes  have  been 
warned  by  the  officers  of  their  unions 
to  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  con- 
tract. They  have  been  told  that  it 
would  be  suicidal  to  sign  the  agree- 
ment, and  that  If  they  all  hold  out 
against  it  the  whole  scheme  will  fall 
to  the  ground. 

The  laboring  interests  claim  that 
they  have  defeated  similar  movements 
time  and  tlmo  again  and  can  do  it  this 
time.  They  hold  that  in  union  there 
is  strength  and  that  individual  con- 
tracts will  work  ruin.  The  develop- 
ments in  the  present  case  will  be 
watched  with  interest  and  much  de- 
pends on  the  outcome.

While  It  Is  possi- 
ble that  the  reci- 
procity treaty  with 
Cuba  may  go 
through,  as  indi- 
cated   by      several 

Bcnators  who  yesterday  had  long  consul- 
tations with  the  president,  the  remainder 
of , the  trade  treaties  seem  more  than  like- 
ly'to  be  defeated  at   tills  session   of  con- 
gress,  at   least.     Much   missionary    work 
has  been   done   during   the  holidays   and 
while    not    openly    admitted,    it    is    more 
than  probable  that  senators   of  different 
localities  will   pool   their   Interests.     Sen- 
ator Aldrlch  and  other  Eastern  and  New-

the  French  reciprocity  treaty.    They  say 
that    its    adoption    will    seriously    Injure.

Sen- 
ator Lodge  and  other  New  England  sen- 
ators are  open  In  their  opposition  to  the 
ratification  of   the  Newfoundland  treaty. 
They  have  brought  to  Washington  since 
the    session    began    some    of    the    pictur- 
esque,   hard-headed,     hard-handed    \jiOU- 
cester  fishermen,  who  tell  Interesting  tales 
of   the   fishing    Industry   and   how    whole 
communities  along  the  east  coast  are  de- 
pendent upon  the  work  of  the  big  fishing 
fleets.

ANOTHER  FILIPINO  LEADER. 

A  new  native  leader  of  the  Filipinos 
has   arisen   and     he     has    utilized   the 
church   to  aid   him.   as  well  as   things 
secular.

His  name  is  Agllpay  and  he  seized  up  n 
the  overthrow  of  the  friars  as  an  op- 
portunity  to  hoist   himself  into   public 
view  as  a  leader  of  the  church.     He  is 
fighting   the  pope,   however,   and   pro- 
poses  that   his   followers   shall   not   be 
controlled  at  all  by  the  Vatican.     The 
officers  o  fthe  Roman  Catholic  church 
are  contesting  the  leadership  of  Agll- 
pay. and   there  has  been  much   strife 
between  the  two  factions.     There  Is  a 
constant  struggle   over   the   possession 
of  church  property  also.     In  some  sec- 
tions Agllpay  has  converted  nearly  the 
entire  parish  to  his  belief,  and  In  such 
Instances  he  has  laid  claims  to  the  edi- 
fices and  other  property  of  the  Catholic 
church.  Governor  Taft  was  appealed  to 
to  settle  disputes  of  this  sort,   but   he 
evaded  the  delicate  and  diflficult  respon- 
sibilities by  telling  the  contestants  that 
they    should    take    their    troubles    into 
court  for  settlement. 

Agllpay   has   Issued   a   manifesto,    of 
which  the  war  department  has  received 
a  copy.

The  piles  at  the  former 
mill  are  greatly  depleted,  and  while  the 
latter  mill  is  still  cutting,  the  output  u 
so  covered  with  ice  as  to  be  unht  for 
use  until  it  has  had  a  thorough  sea- 
soning. 

The  output  of  the  Jones  mill  and  the 
Red      Cliff      Lumber      company  mill  is  j 
nearly  all  sent  to  Duluth.

Waiters. 


The  acme  of  perfection  in  slot  ma- 
cines  is  supposed  to  h.ive  been  reached 
in  a  new  one  that  has  rome  out  in  New 
York.  It  is  an  antomatic  coin-in-the 
slot  restaurant.  The  owner  of  the  re- 
markable Invention  is  a  close  friend  of 
John  Panton  and  William  White,  of 
this  city  and  a  man  who  has  often 
been  in  Duluth. 

The  machine  will  be  welcomed  with 
joy  by  the  man  or  woman  who  is  al- 
ways in  a  hurry,  who  want  food  and 
want  it  quick,  for  it  does  away  with 
waiters, 

A  description  of  the  new  machine, 
as  given  in  a  New  York  paper,  is  as 
follows: 

We  will  try  and  give  a  brief  pen  pic- 
ture of  the  Automat  as  it  today  exists 
at  S30  Broadway. 

You  enter  from  Broadway  into  a 
room  on  the  .«?ti-eet  floor,  about  100  feet 
long  and  about  twenty-five  feet  wide. 
Your  eye  is  at  once  arrested  by  a  com-

"A  man.  woman  or  child  can 
get  the  quickest  and  most  satisfac- 
tory meal  in  New  York  here  at  any- 
where near  the  price.'  ' 

I  vou  want  a  lobster  "a  la  New- 
burgh."  or  a  chi('«en  soup,  you  feed 
the  right  machine  with  a  coin  of  more 
lmi>ortance  than  a  nickel. 

In  the  upper  right  hand  side  Is  the  j 
soda    and    ice    cream    sofla    automatic  | 
purveyors.  Every  man's  his  own  "prac-  j 
ticing  flzz-ician."    If  he  wants  to  give  j 
his  best  girl  a  glass  of  soda  he  can  get  j 
more  fun  out  of  it  in  the  Automat  than  j 
anywhere  else  on  earth.  Each  drink  is  1 
as"  cold    as    charitv    and    much    larger  | 
than  the  average  drink  of  soda.  There 
are    twenty    syrups    for   selection    and 
the  machine  disgorges  the  right  amount  |

SESSION 


County  Board  Winds  Up 

Old  Matters  and 

Adjourns. 


Considerable    Discussion 

Over  Payment  o!  Bills 

For  Overtime. 


Commissioner     B  e  r  d  i  e 

Makes  a  Speech  of 

Farewell. 


The  closing  session  of  the  old  board 
of  county  commissioners  was  held  yes- 
terday afternoon  and  all  the  business 
that  came  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  old  board  was  practically  cleaned 
up.  The  business  consisted  princi- 
pally of  the  passing  of  bills. 

Sheriff  Uutcharfs  appointments  were 
read,  but  were  laid  aside  for  confirma- 
tion by  the  new  board  today,  it  being 
the  decision  of  the  board  that  it  would 
not   take   up  new  business. 

The  principal  discu.ssion  arose  over 
the  claims  sent  in  from  deputies  in  the 
sheriffs  department  and  clerks  in  the 
register  of  dee  Is  office  for  services 
from  Jan.  1  to  Jan.  6.  The  agsregaled 
claims   amounted   to  $it»6.13. 

The  presentalion  of  the  claims  im- 
mediately raised  the  ijuesiion  of  pay- 
ing employes  of  the  county  offices  for 
overllnie.  Mcst  of  the  commissioners 
held  that  the  payment  of  overtime 
claims  would  be  establishing  a  bad 
prec<.-dent,  for  if  one  clei  k  was  en- 
titled to  oveilime  pay  all  were. 

Kegister  of  Deeds  L.ofgren  explained 
that  the  claim  of  overtime  from  his 
office  had  been  put  in  for  Vvork  done 
Sundays,  on  holidays  and  during  even- 
ings and  that  he  had  to  have  his  work 
cleaned  up  and  considered  it  belter  lo 
pay  overtime  to  an  experienced  clerk 
than  hire  an  exrra  unexperienced 
clerk. 

Oaunty  Auditor  ITalden  and  Trea- 
surer Whipple  protested  that  they  had 
not  as-ked  fur  or  b»en  paid  any  over- 
time in  ihtir  ulTices  this  past  year,  al- 
though there  have  been  occasions 
when  the  employes  of  the  offices  have 
worked  a  great  deil  overtime.  Mr. 
^Vhipple  claimetl  that  his  otfice  had 
collected  more  taxes  the  past  year  and 
done  more  work  at  a  less  exiten.se  than 
ever  before.  He  attributed  much  of  the 
saving  of  labor  to  the  adding  machine 
that  was  put  in  the  treasurer's  otlice. 
The  argument  of  the  commissioners 
was  that  while  they  did  not  wish  to  be 
severe  on  the  clerks  in  the  county  of- 
fices, yet  they  have  better  hours  than 
are  given  in  business  offices,  good  pay 
and  do  ni>t  ha\e  to  work  holidays. 

An  interesting  point  l>rought  out  dur- 
ing tiie  disjus.'^ion  was  that  the  county 
board  should  designate  the  hours  for 
w'orking  and  the  compensation  of  the 
employes  of  the  cotinty  offices,  where- 
as in  the  past  it  has  been  customary 
for  the  board  to  appropriate  certain 
amoimts  for  each  of  the  departments 
and  the  heads  of  the  departments  ar- 
ranged the  clerk  hire. 

County  Auditor  McOlintock  read  the 
law    on    this    point    and    Commissioner 


Kugler  asserted  that  the  board  had 
been  acting  on  the  authority  of  former 
County  Attorney  Phelps  and  that  it 
did  not  fix  the  compensation  of  the 
employes. 

The  bills  were  finally  passed,  though 
not  before  several  of  the  commissioners 
announced  that  they  would  not  favor 
any  more  hills  of  the  same  nature. 

Commissioner  Mclimis  and  Chairman 
Morcom  voted  against  the  allowance 
of   the   bills. 

Commissioner  Kugler  wanted  to 
know  what  constituted  a  day's  work  in 
the  county  ofl^ces  and  (^)unty  Auditor 
Halden  told  him  from  8: 30  to  5  p.  m. 

After  the  business  had  been  disi>osed 
of  Commissioner  Berdie,  whose  term  uf 
office  expired  yesterday,  was  called  on 
for  a  farewell  speech. 

Mr.  Berdie  responded,  thanking  the 
other  members  of  the  board  for  their 
courteous  treatment  duilng  his  term 
of  service.  He  thanked  the  board  for 
the  consideration  it  had  given  his  dis- 
trict and  expressed  the  hopo  that  it 
would  in  the  next  two  years  receive  as 
fair  treatment.  He  spoke  earnestly  of 
the  woi-k  of  the  county  attorney  in  at- 
tempting to  drive  thieve.?,  gamblers 
and  desperadoes  from  the  county,  and 
urged  the  county  board  to  back  him 
up  in  the  matter,  even  if  it  cost  the 
county  a  little  more  money. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  taken  by  the 
commissioners  for  the  able  and  busi- 
nesslike maner  in  which  Chairtnan 
Morrom  had  fulfilled  the  duties  of  his 
office  and  foi*  the  valuable  assistance 
that  had  been  rendered  the  commis- 
sioners by  County  .Attorney  McClintock 
and   his  assistant,  Mr.  Crosby. 

The  old  board  then  adjourned  sine 
die.

During  a  short,  uninteresting  session 
the  council  quietly  launched  a  most 
important  project. 

In  ordering  preliminary  legal  work 
for  the  Railroad  extension,  the  alder- 
men started  an  improvement  similar  lO 
that  of  the  Garfield  avenue  viaduct, 
and  one  that  promises  to  be  strongly 
urged  by  the  big  water  front  commer- 
cial and  industrial  interests  and  fiercely 
fought  by  the  railroad  corporations. 

The  council  resolution  not  only  di- 
rects the  city  attorney  to  investigaie 
the  city's  right  to  condemn  a  rigrit-of 
way  through  some  of  the  most  valuable 
railroad  property  in  the  city,  and  to 
ascertain  the  rights  of  the  city  to  as- 
sess the  improvement  against  the  pi  op. 
erty  to  be  benefited,  but  it  openly  de- 
clares that  the  proposed  extension  is  of 
tiie  most  urgent  public  necessity. 

The  viaduct  would  be  900  feet  long, 
connecting  with  the  Garfield  avenue 
xiaduct.  There  would  be  an  approaeii 
of  400  feet  in  addition  to  this,  making 
a  structure  1300  feet  in  length. 

The  viaduct  would  be  thirty-three 
feet  wide  crossing  over  the  Transfer, 
Omaha  and  Northern  Pacific  liacko, 
but  crossing  the  elevated  Great  North- 
ern tracks  on  the  same  grade. 

It  is  estimated  that  this  improvement 
—with  the  bridge  built  of  steel,  would 
cost  $75,000,  but  if  heavy  timber  con- 
struction should  be  used  the  cost  would 

not  exceed  $15,000.

Alderman  Trevillion  made  a  report  on 
the  alleged  crooked  work  of  the  Globe 
Employment  agency  in  sending  eleven 
men  to  Brule,  Wis.,  when  there  was 
nothing  there  for  them  in  the  shape  ol 
employment. 

In  this  report,  Mr.  Trevillion  stated 
that  the  men  had  paid  the  agency  $2.40 
for  their  tickets  to  Brule,  but  in  com- 
ing back  only  paid  'JO  cents  for  their 
tickets.  It  was  admitted  that  that  was 
an  overcharge  here,  but  the  agency 
ciaimed  that  the  men  could  have  ob- 
tained employment  had  they  so  desired.

Money  Stolen  From 

Duluth  Saloon. 


Claims  Paul  Davis,  Who 
Is  Charged  With   Rob- 
bery, Is  Innocent. 


Case  Will  Be  Investigated 

Before  Davis  Is 

Released. 


The  police  have  a  most  extraordinary 
mystery! 

They  are  perplexed' over  what  appears 
to  be  honor  among  thieves,  but  which 
they  fear  may  be  cleverness  among 
crooks. 

A  thief,  signing  himself  a  friend,  ha^ 
written  Chief  Troyer,  saying  that  he 
robbed  the  Peerless  saloon,  for  which 
robbery  another  man  is  in  jail. 

The  letter  was  received  yesterday 
afternoon,  and  it  reads  as  follows:

:  this  to  save  an  innocent  man  : 

:  any  more  trouble.    Hoping  you  : 

:  will  see  to  his  release,  yours  : 

:  truly,                      A.  FRIEND."  : 


The  Peerless  saloon  was  robbed  of 
$16  on  the  morning  of  Dec.  17.  Three 
otlier  saloons  suffered  the  same  fate, 
apd  the  detectives  working  on  the  cased 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  Paul  Davis 
was  the  burglar. 

He  was  arretted  and  waived  the  for- 
mality of  a  police  court  examination, 
preferring  to  have  his  case  go  directly 
to  the  grand  jury. 

He  is  now  In  the  county  jail  awaiting 
the  meeting  of  this  jury  of  his  peers, 
and  the  mysterious  letter  from  Hibbing 
may  either  be  what  it  purports  to  be- 
an effort  to  clear  an  honest  man,  or  it 
may  be  a  clever  attempt  of  an  accom- 
plice to  get  a  "pal"  out  of  trouble. 

John  Mcl.,ennan,  proprietor  of  the 
Peerless  saloon,  received  $16  in  the 
same  mail  that  brought  the  stiange 
letter  to  police  headquarters. 

Both  letters  were  written  in  a  hand 
desperately  queer,  but  the  thief  forgot 
to  disguise  his  ability  of  composition, 
and  it  therefore  appears  that  he  is  a 
man  of  some  education. 

As  the  man  does  not  offer  to  return 
the  money  taken  from  the  other  saloons 
there  is  likely  to  be  a  general  move- 
ment among  the  others  that  lost  money 
to  prefer  charges  against  Davis. 

Davis  will  not  be  released  from  cus- 
tody until  after  the  grand  jury  has  c<^n- 
sldered  his  case.  If  the  evidence  Is  suf- 
ficiently strong  against  him  he  will  be 
Indicted,  and  would  then  have  to  stand 
trial  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
money  stolen  had  been  made  good.

stories  of  ciime  and  i  iminals.  was  al- 
most a  revelation  ani  unveils  a  condi- 
tion of  life  quite  unknown  to  the  pub- 
lic. 

Born  in  Lexington,  Ky.,  she  told  the 
detectives  of  her  life  there,  surrounded 
by  many  comforts.  Her  parents  were 
respoctalde.  and  when  at  19  years 
age  she  was  married  to  the  man 
her  choice  they  had  every  conlidence 
that  her  life  would  be  prosperous  and 
happy.  But  after  a  few  years  her  hus- 
band died.  She  married  again,  but 
this  second  venture  was  far  from  suc- 
ce.ssful.  She  was  forced  to  leave  her 
husband  and  went  to  live  with  her 
parents,  who  had  moved  to  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  There,  about  three  yeais 
ago.  she  met  Dudley,  the  first  meeting 
with  whom  ,she  says,  marked  the  be- 
ginning of  her  downfall. 

•  rntil  the  day  that  Dudley  came  into 
my  life  1  was  an  honest  woman,"  she 
said,  'but  since  then  my  love  lor  him 
has  been  so  overpowering  that  I  was 
willing  to  do  almost  anything  rathtr 
than  run  the  risk  of  losing  him.  I  gav-i 
up  my  little  daughter  to  my  parents?, 
who  are  now  caring  for  her,  and  went 
to  live  with  this  man,  who  has  betrayed 
me.  He  is  a  coward.  He  is  all  that  is 
bad.     He  taught  me  to  steal  and  lived 

off  the  money  I  was  able  to  make  by 

theft. 

"All  this  I  was  -willing  to  do  for 
him,  because  I  loved  him,  as  I  think 
very  few  women  ever  can  love  a  man. 
But  when  a  few  weeks  ago  he  asked 
me  to  get  money  for  him  in  another 
manner.  I  rebelled  and  left  him.  1 
know  it  was  wrong  to  steal,  and  I 
know  I  am  not  what  I  should  be,  but  if 
1  can  be  separated  forever  from  that 
man  I  can  yet  be  a  good  woman.  I 
suppose  I  will  have  to  spend  some 
time  in  prison,  but"— with  an  angry 
Fhako  of  the  head— "he'll  be  there  too, 
and  when  I  come  out  I'll  be  strong 
enough   to  lead  a  different  life. 

"He  is  responsible  for  all  that  I  have 
done,  and  he  is  worse  than  a  coward 
to  turn  on  me  and  bring  this  shame 
and  imprisonment  to  me.  If  it  wer'- 
not  for  him  I  would  be  a  good  woman 
today. 

"Of  course  I  meant  to  kill  him.  When 
he  came  to  my  room  with  the  detec 
tlves  and  pointed  me  out  as  the  wo- 
man who  had  stolen  for  him  I  dre\^' 
the  stiletto  from  my  breast  and  would 
have  gladly  driven  it  through  his  cow- 
ardly heart.  I  have  been  in  waiting  for 
him  for  a  long  time,  but  even  when  he 
used  to  beat  me  I  couldn't  kill  hint 
because  I  thought  he  still  loved  me, 
although  he  was  .so  cruel  when  I  did 
not  steal  as  much  as  he  thought  I 
ought  to  have  taken. 

"But  now  he  must  suffer,  and  suffer 
to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  law.  if  1 
can  do  anything  to  bring  it  about.  I 
dont  care  what  becomes  of  me  as  much 
as  that  he  shall  be  punished  for  what 
he  has  done  to  me."

At  the  addresses  at  which  she  told 
them  she  has  lived  they  found  that 
fhe  was  known,  though  there  had  been 
no  suspicion  as  to  her  true  character 
or  that  of  the  man  who  posed  as  her 
hu.sband.  Since  coming  to  New  York 
the  couple  have  lived  at  No.  1.56  West 
Fourteenth  street.  No.  206  West  Twen- 
ty-first street,  and  last  at  No.  244  Sixth 
avenue  before  they  separated. 

From  the  woman's  choice  of  words 
and  her  mariner  it  is  evident  that  she 
has  a  good  education  and  at  .some  per- 
iod of  her  life  her  surroundings  have 
been  those  of  refinement.  Well  dressed 
as  she  has  made  a  point  of  being,  she 
admitted  to  the  police  that  it  had  not 
been  difficult  for  her  to  gain  access 
even  to  Sherry's,  where  she  picked  up 
a  diamond  horseshoe  brooch,  which 
was  pawned,  worth  $500.  ar»d  at  the 
Waldorf-Astoria,  where  it  is  suspected 
she  may  have  some  knowledge  of  the 
disappearance  of  a  purse  containing  a 
considerable  sum  of  money  from  a 
woman's  muff.

Washington,    Jan.       6.— If       existing 
plans  carry  out,  some  time  next  month 
the   president  will   send   to   the   senate 
the  nomination  of  Governor  Taft  to  be 
an    associate   justice    of    the       United 
States  suoreme  court  to  succeed  Just- 
ice   Shiras,    who   is   expected    to   retire 
during  that  month.  Governor  Taft  will 
be  succeeded  as  civil  governor  of  the 
Philippines  by   Gen.    Luke   Wright,   at 
present   vice   governor   and    the    latter 
place  will  be  filled  by  the  appointment 
of    W.    W.    Rockhill.    the   present       di- 
rector of  the  bureau  of  Ameiican  re- 
publics.     There  are  already  many  as- 
pirants for  the  place  which  will  be  va- 
cated by  Mr.  Rockhill,  but  so  far  the 
president  has  made  no  choice.      It  ap- 
pears  that   Governor  Taft   was  offered 
a  place  on  the  supreme  oench  on  the 
death    of    Justice    Gray,    but    he    fek 
that    affairs    in    the    Philippines    were 
in  such  a  state  as  to  require  his  own 
personal    attention    and    he    sacrificed 
the    opportunity.       The    president    has 
not    forgotten    his    unselfishness       and 
now  feels  that  the  work  in  the  archi- 
pelago  will   be   in   shape   by   February 
so  that  it  may  well  be  taken  over  by 
Gen.  Wright.      While  Mr.  Rockhill  will 
receive    a    much    higher    compensation 
as   vice   governor   of   the       Philippines 
than  does  as  director  of  the  bureau  of 
American    republics,    still    his    accept- 
ance of  the  fli-st  named  place  involves 
the  relinquishment  of^many  ambitious 
plans  he  had  cherished  looking  to  the 
extension   of   the    present    bureau    into 
an    institution   far  beyond   its   present 
imi>ortance  and  scope.

From  Hudson  River  Will 
Be  Entered  at  Kal- 
amazoo. 

New  York,  Jan.  6.— Hudson  river  ice 
yachtsmen,  according  to  the  News,  are 
preparing  to  enter  their  craft  in  th<?

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THE  NORTH  POLE 

New  York,  Jan.  6.— Walter  Wellman, 
in  a  letter  to  the  World  says  he  knows 
how  the  north  pole  can  be  reached,  and 
\Yill  put  his  knowledge  at  the  service 
of  an  earnest  pole-seeker.  He  writes  aa 
follows:  So  far  as  I  know  the  only 
Arctic  expeditions  planned  for  1903  are 
those  of  William  Ziegler,  of  New  York, 
with  the  north  pole  as  its  objective, 
and  Professor  Alnimdeen  of  Norway, 
designed  to  locate  the  earth's  magnetic 
pole. 

The  latter  is  a  comparatively  easy 
task,  and  should  be  accompii-shed  dur- 
ing the  year.  It  is  highly  important  for 
the  purposes  of  science  that  the  mag- 
netic pole  be  occasionally  visited,  and 
that  studies  be  made  of  the  phenomena, 
of  which  it  is  one  of  the  two  centers. 

The  north  magnetic  pole  lies  in  the 
northern  part  of  North  America,  about 
2000  statute  miles  from  the  north  pole. 
The  south  magnetic  pole,  occupying  a 
relative  position  in  the  antarctic,  ha^* 
never  been  reached  by  man.  Capt. 
Borchgrevinck  having  been  no  nearer 
than  220  miles.  So  many  obstacles  lie 
in  the  way  of  reaching  the  north  po;c 
that  the  feat  is  not  likely  to  be  soor. 
performed.  Many  efforts  during  th ; 
past  century— and  notably  during  tn< 
past  twenty-five  years— failed,  thougii 
man's  approach  to  the  northern  termi- 
nation of  the  axis  of  our  earth  has  been 
narrowed  down  to  a  matter  of  239 
miles. 

The  truth  is,  attainment  of  the  north 
pole  is  a  matter  of  men,  not  of  money. 
Of  course  the  tools  of  the  trade  must 
be  employed— a  ship,  dogs,  sledges,  spe- 
cial food,  etc. — but  beyond  that  the 
prime  elements  are  the  knowledgi, 
gained  by  actual  experience,  special 
adaptation  of  means  to  the  end  in  view, 
muscle,  pluck  and  luck.

The  mystery  surrounding  the  suicidal 
motives  of  Truman  D.  Landon  has 
been  solved. 

The  identity  of  the  woman  for  whom 
he  took  his  life  has  been  established. 

She  is  an  inmate  of  a  resort  located 
at  253  St.  Croix  avenue  and  was  left 
$2500    life    insurance    by    the    suicide. 

To  certain  friends  of  the  dead  man 
she  has  promised  to  give  up  half  of 
the  insurance  for  the  benefit  of  his 
two  children,  whom  he  left  without  a 
cent. 

The  Landon  suicide  occurred  in  a 
boarding  house  at  Proctorknott  on  the 
morning  of  Dec.  28.  A  large  dose  of  car- 
bolic acid  was  taken  and  the  man  died 
within  a  few  minutes  in  terrible 
agony. 

He  left  a  note  saying  good  bye  to  a 
certain  "Lemmie  "  and  urging  her  to 
keep  his  grave  green.  This  note  was 
not  addressed  and  there  was  much 
speculation  as  to  whether  or  not  there 
was  such  a  person  and  whether  or  not 
Mr.  Landon  was  inentally  sound  when 
he  took  his  life. 

To  those  that  Investigated  the  case, 
the  woman  with  whom  he  was  infatu- 
ated said  that  he  had  been  urging 
her  to  leave  the  St.  Croix  avenue  re- 
sort and  marry  him  for  more  than  a 
year.  She  said  she  did  not  care  for 
him  and  was  afraid  to  see  him  as 
several  times  he  had  been  violent  in 
his  arguments  to  induce  her  to 
maiTy. 

On  Christmas — three  days  before  the 
suicide — she  was  sitting  in  the  parlor 
when  Landon  entered  rather  unexpect- 
edly and  presented  her  with  a  $100  dia- 
mond ring.  This  she  is  said  to  be 
still    wearing. 

The  life  insurance  policy  was  made 
out  in  her  name  nearly  a  year  ago  and 
was  forwarded  from  a  Western  city  in 
which  Mr.  Landon  was  then  working. 

The  fact  that  he  left  this  woman 
$2500  and  left  his  children  without  a 
thing  in  the  world,  was  a  great  sur- 
prise to  those  that  knew  Landon  well 
and  they  insi.sted  on  seeing  the  policy. 
It  was  regular  enough  and  after  some 
talk  the  woman  agreed  to  give  the 
children  $1250  and  the  matter  has  now- 
been  placed  in  the  hands  of  an  attorney 
to  bring  this  division  alx)ut.

TO  STRIKES 


Governor  Stone  Devotes 

Considerable  ol  His 

Message. 

Harrlsburg,  Pa..  Jan.  6.— The  Penn- 
sylvania legislature  organized  at  noon 
today  and  will  probably  adjourn  finally 
on  April  IC.  The  Republicans  have  a 
majority  on  joint  ballot  of  144.  This 
assures  the  re-election  of  United  Slates 
Senator  Boies  Penrose  by  the  joint 
convention  of  the  senate  and  house  on 
Jan.  21.  Henry  F.  Walton,  of  Plula- 
delphia.  was  elected  speaker  of  th.^ 
hou.se  and  John  M.  Scott,  of  Philadel- 
phia, was  chosen  president  pro  tern  of 
the  senate. 

Hoth  bodies  will  take  a  recess  to- 
morrow until  Jan.  19,  to  allow  the  pre- 
siding officer  to  prepare  the  standing 
committees.  The  Republicans  and 
Democrats  will  both  caucus  tonight  for 
I'nited  States  senator.  Boies  Penrose 
will  be  nominated  by  the  Republicans 
and  Col.  James  M.  Guffy,  of  Pitttsburg, 
by  the  Democrats. 

The  message  of  the  governor  was 
tran.'iTiitted  to  the  legislature. 

Governor  Stone  devotes  considerable 
Bpaco  to  the  anthracite  coal  strike.  He 
Eaye  the  strike  of  the  anthracite  miners 
and  their  associate  workmen  was  the 
most  important  and  far  reaching  event  of 
Its  kind  that  ever  occurred  In  the  state, 
end  that  the  expenses  incurred  by  he 
etate  In  connection  with  the  di;=turbances 
caused  by  the  strike  will  exceed  $1.000.(XW. 

The  governor  urges  the  passage  of  a 
law  to  prevent  future  labor  disturbances, 
as  follows: 

"In  my  judgment  a  compulsory  arbit- 
ration law  could  and  should  be  pas.-;ed 
for  the  settlement  of  dlfhcultles  between 
employer  and  employe.  Such  a  law  is 
entirely  constitutional  and  feasible  from 
a  police  standi)oint.  looking  upon  strikea 
on  strikes  as  injurious  to  the  public, 
harmful  to  society  and  destructive  to 
life  and  property.  They  are  generally 
pt-ttled  aftt  r  all  harm  has  been  done. 
Why  should  they  not  be  settled  before 
the  harm  Is  done  and  before  large  losses 
occur  to  life  and  property?  All  recognize 
strikes  as  existing  evils  and  as  dangerou.s 
to  the  i)ubHc  good,  and  while  mindful 
of  the  rights  of  both  employer  and  em- 
ploye, adjust  them  from  a  higher  stand- 
point, namely  for  the  good  of  society, 
the  preservation  of  public  peace  and  life 
and  proptrt.v.  ^Vhen  a  large  strike  Is 
settled  we  delude  ourselves  with  the 
thought  that  no  more  will  occur.  Sve 
should  contemplate  them  as  likely  to 
again  occur  with  the  same  results  as  In 
the  past.  Without  criticising  employers 
or  employes,  without  blaming  either,   we 


Governor    Ramsey   Here 
For  Mesaba  Iron  Com- 
pany Meeting. 

Alexander  Ramsey,  the  war  governor  of 
Minnesota,  and  one  of  the  venerable  pi- 
oneers of  the  state,  arrived  in  Duluth  this 
afternoon  trom  St.  I'aul  accompanied  by 
Alexander  Uamsty  Furne.«s.  The  govern- 
or, who  is  the  president  of  the  Mesaba 
Iron  company,  came  to  attend  a  meeting 
of  the  organization  which  will  bo  held  to- 
morrow morning.  fTovernor  Ramsey  la 
halo  and  hearty  and  said  he  was  feeling 
line. 

"I  have  only  come  to  attend  a  meetmg 
of  the  comi)any,  of  which  1  have  been 
the  head  for  the  past  twenty  years,  and 
come  up  here  every  year  at  this  time  to 
g<i  thnnigh  the  routine  of  the  meeting.  I 
<lon"t  know  of  anything  of  especial  in- 
terest to  bi>  tran.-sacted.  and  I  do  not  think 
there  will  be  any  changes  In  policy  or 
the  company  and  certainly  not  In  the 
officers. 

"I  have  been  coming  to  Duluth  for  a 
.erreat  many  years,  and  when  1  first  vis- 
ited it  there  was  but  one  house  here. 
There's  (piite  a  difference  now."  said  the 
fild  governor  as  he  looked  out  of  the  win- 
dow at  his  apartments  in  the  SjxiKling 
hotel,  over  at  the  railroad  yards  toward 
the    lake. 


Managers  of  athletic  teams  represent- 
ing high  schools  throughout  the  statr 
will  be  members  of  the  faculty  in  the 
future. 

This  was  one  of  a  number  of  new  atlt- 
letic  rules  adopted  by  the  Minnesota 
State  Educational  association  in  St. 
Paul  last  week,  and  it  will  be  strictly 
enforced  at  the  local  school  as  well 
as  at  the  other  large  high  schools  of  the 
state. 

Uther  rules  which  wjU  cause  consid- 
erable discussion  amoi^  local  people 
interested  in  high  school  athletics  are 
those  passed  in  regard  to  football  with 
the  view  of  making  it  less  dangerous 
and  of  more  benefit  to  those  who 
piay  it. 

Among  these  is  one  which  revises 
the  rule  of  the  committee  on  fo(jtball 
rules  placing  the  distance  to  be  gained 
on  three  downs  at  ten  instead  of  live 
yards,  as  has  been  the  fashion  since 
the  game  began. 

The  object  of  this  rule  is  to  induce 
more  open  playing  and  do  away  wiili 
the  mass  forma  tioris,  the  force  and 
roughness  of  which  the  educators  be- 
lieve to  be  the  most  dangerous  part  of 
football. 

Another  rule  along  the  same  lines  is 
one  limiting  the  length  of  the  halves 
in  the  game  to  tweniy-ttve  minutes. 
This  was  passed  for  the  reason  that 
many  of  the  high  school  teams  play 
ball  in  such  condition  that  halves  ot 
longer  duration  are  injurious  to  the 
players.  Both  of  these  rules  were 
passed  by  the  Northwestern  league,  an 
organk'-ation  of  the  small  colleges  in 
thi.--  part  of  the  country. 

They  were  not  passed  absolutely,  as 
was  the  rule  about  the  managers  of  the 
teams  and  some  of  the  eligibility  rules 
were,  and  were  left  pra<tlcally  In  the 
hands  of  the  students  by  the  provi- 
sion that  they  were  to  be  in  effect 
unless  the  captairjs  of  the  teams  agreed 
otherwise. 

All  players  on  the  teams  must  be  in 
school  at  least  one  term  before  they 
are  allowed  on  an  aggregation.  This, 
it  is  expected,  will  further  do  away 
with  professionalism. 

While  the  eligibility  and  the  rules 
regarding  the  managers  and  the  lengtli 
of  the  halves  will  probably  be  adhered 
to,  it  is  extremely  doubtful  whether 
sucli  a  wide  diversion  from  the  old 
game  as  the  proposed  10- yard  rule 
would  be. 

Local  players  were  asked  about  the 
new  rule  this  morning  and  they  were 
united  in  the  opinion  that  it  was  not 
only  a  useless  one.  but  one  that  would 
spoil  the  game  without  helping  it  in  the 
least. 

"It  would  ruin  the  game,"  said  Capt 
Potter  of  the  high  school  football  team. 
"Almost  any  team  could  keep  one  mu"n 
stronger  than  itself  from  ever  scoring. 
It  would  lead  to  a  blocked  game  and 
a  large  amount  of  punting.  The  game 
would  then  depend  <m  the  kicking  abil- 
ity of  the  full  back  and  on  his  ability 
to  drop  kick  goals  from  the  field  rather 
than  upon  the  prowess  of  the  entire 
team,  as  Is  now  the  ca.^e. 

"1  don't  believe  that  It  would  make 
the  game  any  safer,  as  most  of  the  ac- 
cidents in  football  come  from  the  hard 
tackle  of  a  runner  going  at  a  high 
speed  rather  than  from  the  mass  plays, 
where  each  player  cushions  the  fall  oi 
the  other." 

Other  m.embers  of  the  team  looked 
at  the  matter  In  much  the  same  light. 
In  the  Twin  Cities  the  Innovation  is 
hailed  as  absurd.  All  of  the  football 
authorities  there,  including  the  news- 
l)at»ers,  roast  it  mercilessly. 

There  is  little  danger  of  the  rule  go- 
ing into  effect  as  it  is  left  In  the  hand.< 
of  the  captains  of  the  teams.  It  will 
doubtless  be  a  dead  letter  law. 

There  is  some  talk  that  the  commit- 
tee of  the  Eastern  colleges,  which 
makes  the  football  rules  for  the 
country,  will  pass  the  measure.  It  will 
be  brought  before  them  for  considera 
tion.  but  football  authorities  regard  its 
passage  as  extremely  doubtful.

Come  Up  at  March 

Term. 

The  suit  to  compel  the  Duluth-Superior 
Traction  company  to  operate  modorii, 
double-truck  cars  on  all  main  lines,  will 
probabl.v  come  up  In  the  district  court 
during  the  March  term. 

This  delay  i.s  caused  by  the  argument  of 
the  streel%  car  company  that  douole- 
truck  cars  are  not  In  general  use  except 
In  inter- urban  traffic. 

The  franchise  through  which  the  city 
brings  suit  to  compel  the  running  of 
double  truck  cars  on  the  West  Uululh 
and  other  main  lines,  says  very  specifi- 
cally that  the  company  shall  have  its 
rolling  stock  as  modern  and  improved  a£ 
that  in  general  use  elsewhere.

Attorney    General   Knox 
Replies  to  the  Ques- 
tions Asked. 

"Washington,  Jan.  6.— Attorney  Gen- 
eral Knox  has  addressed  identical  let- 
ters to  Senator  Hoar,  chairman  of  the 
senate  judiciary  committee,  and  Repre- 
sentative Littlefleld.  chairman  of  th'i 
.gub-committee  of  the  house  judiciary 
committee,  giving  his  views  on  the 
subject  of  tru.sts.  These  letters  are  in 
reply  to  communications  sent  him  by 
^^enator  Hoar  and  Mr.  Littlefleld,  ask- 
ing the  views  of  Mr.  Knox.  The  letters 
embrace  three  subjects,  the  questions 
whieh  have  been  decided  by  the  courts, 
the  questions  which  are  pending  in  tlie 
courts  and  suggestions  respecting 
further  legislation. 

Mr.  Knox  auggests  legislation  direct- 
ed against  those  who  give  and  receive 
advantages  enabling  discrimination  in 
prices  as  against  competitors.  This  to 
take  the  for  raof  penalizing  the  trans- 
portation of  goods,  and  federal  courts 
should  be  given  the  power  to  restrain 
such  transportation.  He  says  the  pres- 
ent is  not  sufficient  to  meet  existing 
conditions.  The  operation  of  any  law 
on  the  subject,  he  thinks,  should  be 
limited  to  common  carriers  subject  to 
the  act  to  regulate  commerce. 

An  additional  provision  should  be 
made,  he  says,  to  reach  corporations, 
combinations  and  associations  which 
produce  and  manufacture  wholly  with- 
in a  state,  but  whose  products  or  sals 
enter  into  interstate  commerce.  It 
should  relate,  first,  to  such  concerns 
as  fatte  non  rebates  on  transportation, 
and,  second,  to  concerns  which  sell 
below  the  general  price  of  a  commodity 


PAVILION  FOR  BLIND. 

It  frequently  happens  that  the  chance 
visitor  to  the  congressional  library  at 
Washington  misses  seeing  one  of  its 
most  interesting  sights,  a  room  at  the 
end  of  a  long  passage  on  the  groun  1 
floor,  a  room  quite  unlike  any  other  in 
the  library,  or,  for  that  matter.  In  any 
other  librar>',  says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle. 
It  is  the  reading  room  for  the  blind,  a 
cheery,  vaulted  apartment  with  wails 
of  pale  salmon  color  and  rugs  of  dull 
green.  A  piano  across  one  corner  gives 
a  homelike  appearance  to  the  room. 
Opposite  it  stands  a  beautifully  carved 
table,  which  is  "a  joy  forever"  to  the 
sensative  fingers  which  often  run  over 
its  polished  surface.  A  desk,  several 
leather  covered  chairs  and  a  long  read- 
ing table  complete  the  furniture.  At 
one  end  of  the  room  are  the  book 
shelves,  with  their  ponderous  volumes 
in  raised  letters  or  point  print. 

The  books  in  this  library,  unlike  those 
for  the  general  public,  are  allowed  to 
be  circulated  and  are  delivered  and 
called  for.  The  supply,  however,  i.s 
quite  inadequate  to  the  demand.  One 
indefatigable  reader,  who  had  just  fin- 
ished a  mental  tour  of  the  library,  wa3 
heard  to  give  a  deep  sigh  and  declare 
"Well,  I  suppose  I  shall  have  to  be.giii 
all  over  again  with  Rolnnson  Crusoe.  ' 
This  celebrity,  be  it  remarked,  occupies 
three  huge  volumes  in  raised  letters. 
"The  Marble  Faun"  also  requires  three, 
while  some  of  Dickens'  works  cover 
five.  Their  cost  is  from  $2.50  to  $3  each. 
These  books  are  printed  in  rai.sed  letters 
in  Braille  point  or  in  New  York  point. 
The  point  system  requires  about  one- 
third  the  space  of  the  old  raised  letters, 
and  is  much  more  easily  read. 

Adjacent  to  the  reading  room,  or  as  Ic 
is  called  the  Pavilion  of  the  Blind,  is  a 
smaller  one,  where  visitors  may  retire 
for  rest  and  recreation.  It  is  supplied 
with  a  comfortable  lounge  and  tables 
where  lunch  may  be  eaten,  if  brought. 
Embossed  maps  and  charts  hang  on  the 
walls  and  are  studied  with  great  inter- 
est by  the  sightless.  There  are  checker- 
boards, with  alternate  squares  rtiugh- 
ened  and  half  of  the  checkers  made 
square  and  there  are  card  decks  with 
raised  points  in  the  corners.  Blind 
persons  are  possessed  of  such  wonder 


ful  memories  that  they  usually  make 
good  whist  players  and  many  of  tli» 
young  women  who  frequent  the  blind 
room  could  give  points  to  old  players  In 
whist  and  che.ss.  An  illustration  o" 
their  ability  to  memorize  was  shown  i:i 
the  case  of  a  blind  girl  who  one  day 
heard  a  i-oem  read  aloud  in  the  pa- 
vilion. She  appeared  S(j  delighted  with 
it  that  the  reader  offered  to  repeat  it 
slowly  to  her  that  she  might  take  it 
down  in  point  print.  "Oh,  I  have  already 
written  it,"  .said  the  girl,  and  she  reaJ 
it  from  her  paper  without  an  error, 
much  to  the  visitor's  amazement. 

A  delightful  feature  of  the  pavilion  la 
the  free  readings  which  are  given  there 
five  afternoons  of  the  week,  Wednes- 
days being  reserved  for  a  musicale. 
Many  distinguished  people  from  various 
parts  of  the  country,  as  well  as  resi- 
dents of  Washington,  have  contribute! 
to  these  entertainments,  among  them 
Hopkinson  Smith,  Thomas  Nelson 
Page,  Walter  Wycoff,  Paul  Lawrence 
Dunbar,  Mrs.  Seton  Thompson.  Mrs. 
Reginald  de  Koven  and  Lillian  Whit- 
ing. During  an  engagement  played  la 
Washington  Ellen  Terry  gave  a  mati- 
nee performance  of  "The  Amber 
Heart,"  for  which  she  sent  tickets  to 
the  pavilion  for  as  many  blind  who 
wished  to  attend.  This  she  did  after 
having  been  assured  that  the  blind 
really  enjoy  a  theatrical  performance-, 
their  vivid  imaginations  and  quiclt 
minds  readily  supplying  what  is  un- 
seen. 

A  chronicle  of  the  blind  room  would  be 
incomplete  without  at  least  a  passin.< 
reference  to  the  "Romance  of  the  Pa- 
vilion," as  it  is  called.  Some  yeai» 
ago  a  young  girl,  finding  herself  bc- 
comign  blind,  refused  to  permit  her 
lover  what  she  considered  the  sacrificj 
of  a  union  with  her.  She  went  to  a 
distant  city,  leaving  him  in  ignorance 
of  her  whereabouts.  Finally  she  drifted 
to  Washington  and  became  a  regular 
attendant  at  the  pavilion.  In  due  course 
of  time  her  lover  happened  while  on  a 
visit  to  the  capital  to  enter  the  reading 
room  for  the  blind  in  the  congi esisonal 
library.  There  he  beheld  the  girl  of  his 
heart,  whom  he  still  loved  and  had  lonjf 
sought.  And  this  time  the  meeting  did 
not  end  in  farewells.

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FIERCE  BLIZZARD  RAGES 
THROUGHOUT  NORTHWEST 


Storm  the  Worst  In  Years 
In  Some  Localities. 

Trains  Delayed  and  Wires 
Are  Generally  Down. 


HOAR  HAS

MESSAGE  OF  THE  GOVERNOR 
READ  TO  THE  LEGISLATURE 


Massachusetts  Senator  In- 
troduces Second  Anti- 
Trust  Bill. 


St.  Paul.  Jan.  7.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  blizzard  which  set  in  in 
both  Dakotas  last  night  has  swept 
acro.ss  Minnesota  into  Wisconsin  and 
today  prevails  over  the  entire  North- 
west. At  Crookston,  Minn.,  the  lack 
of  earlier  snow  has  modified  the  sever- 
ity of  the  storm,  and  the  trains  are  but 
slightly  delayed.  It  was  only  10  above 
zero  at  Morris.  Minn.,  this  morninfe, 
but  the  storm  was  the  worst  in  many 
years.  In  Southern  Minnesota  it  Is  even 
worse.  Albert  Lea  reporting:  business 
practically  suspended  because  of  the 
blizzard,  which  has  delayed  all  trains. 

Reports  from  the  telegraph  companies 
show  that  the  wires  all  through  the 
Northwest  are  badly  crippled.  In  some 
of  the  Western  states  no  details  can 
be  learned,  as  the  wires  are  all  down, 
and  a  number  of  places  have  been  cut 
off  from  communication  with  the  oute;- 
world.  A  number  of  towns  in  Mon- 
tana aikl  the  Dakotas  are  snow-bound, 
and  it  is  feared  that  great  damage  will 
be  done  to  stock.  Railroad  tralfic 
throughout  the  Northwest  is  seriously 
crippled.  Almost  every  train  into  St. 
Paul  this  morning  was  from  two  to 
liine  hours  late. 

The  storm  is  said  to  be  the  worst  ex- 
perjented  in  many  years;  the  wind  is 
blowing  a  gale,  and  the  snow  is  drift- 
ing so  that  it  is  impossible  for  trains 
to  get  through  in  some  places. 

Walertown.  S.  D..  reports  the  worst 
storm  for  fouiteen  years,  beginning  at 
6  o'dork  last  night  and  still  raging. 
Much  stock  ha.s  probably  peri.shed.  hut 
the  casualties  carmot  be  learned  now. 
All  trains  are  tied  up.  The  chimney 
of  the  Skinner  hotel  blew  down,  nearly 
killing  the  hired  girl.  All  business  i3 
at  a  standstill. 


Council  Rluffs,  Iowa,  Jan.  7.— Last 
night's  wind  storm  destroyed  temporar- 
ily every  electric  light  circuit  in  the 
ei'ty.  blew  in  a  large  number  of  plate- 
glas.«!  windows  and  did  other  dama.2:e. 
The  heavy  wind  continues  today,  with 
a   light    fall    of   snow.     The    storm    13 


general    throughout    Northwest    Iowa, 
with  the  temperature  falling  at  noon. 

Kansas  City.  Jan.  7.— A  gale  has  pre- 
vailed in  this  part  of  the  state  for  the 
past  twelve  hours.  As  a  result,  trams 
are  more  or  less  delayed  and  telegrapn 
and  telephone  service  has  been  crippied 
slightly,  a  number  of  poles  in  outlying 
districts  having  been  blown  down.  No 
serious  damage  is  reported.

It  authorizes  the  attorney  genera', 
of  the  I'nited  Stales  to  file  a  certiHcate 
in  any  such  case  pending  in  any  circuit 
court  of  the  United  States  to  the  effe.t 
that  the  ca.se  is  of  general  public  im- 
portance. A  copy  of  the  papers  in  the 
case  is  to  be  given  to  each  of  the  cir- 
cuit judges  of  the  court,  and  it  is 
thereupon  to  be  given  precedence  over 
other  cases  and  to  be  a.ssignei  for 
hearing  at  the  earliest  practicable 
date. 

The  hearing  is  to  be  before  not  fewer 
than  three  circuit  judges,  or  if  there 
are  not  go  many  in  the  circuit,  one 
district  judge  may  be  substitute.!.  In 
case  the  judges  disagree,  the  case  is 
to  be  certified  to  the  supreme  court  of 
the  United  States  for  review.  App'-ais 
to  the  supreme  .ourt  in  the  oruinary 
manner  aiso  are  allowed.

Woodward  was  subsequently  arrested.

The  police  offi- 
cials learned  that  Woodward  had 
bought  arsenic  a  few  days  prior  to  the 
boys'  disappearance  and  upon  having 
been  indicted  by  the  grand  jury  v.as 
placed  on  trial  and  convicted  of  mur- 
der in  the  first  degree.  After  being 
sentenced  by  Judge  Garrison  an  ap- 
peal was  made  to  the  pardoning  board 
on  the  ground  of  insanity,  but  the 
board  lefused  to  take  any  action. 

Counsel  for  the  prosecution  claims 
that  Woodward  had  poisoned  the  boys 
for  the  pun»ose  of  robbery.  When  they 
left  home  the  boys  had  $10  in  their 
posses?ion,  but  when  the  b<K3ies  were 
found  the  pockets  of  the  clothing  did 
not  contain  a  penny.

BRITONS  ARE  UNEASY 


Obstacles   Which  Germany   U  Putting  In  Way  of 

Settlement  of  Venezuelan  Affair  Are  Viewed 

With  Suspicion  By  the  English. 


New  York,  Jan.  7.— A  growing  feeling  of 
Impatience  at  Berlin  over  the  prospect  of 
a  prolonged  delay  in  regard  to  a  settle- 
ment of  the  Venezuelan  claims  Is,  accord- 
ing to  the  Tribune's  London  correspond- 
ent,   noted    susv>iciously   by   a  good   many 

writers  of  the  press.  The  Gorman  em- 
bassy in  London  is  reported  as  refkct- 
Ing  the  opinion  of  the  Berlin  foreign  of- 
fice that  an  award  must  he  made  within 
three  months  from  the  opening  of  pro- 
ceedings at  The  Hague  tribunal. 

The  slightest  indication  of  resentment 
on  the  i)art  of  American  press  over  Ger- 
man strictures  on  the  Monroe  doctrine 
would  be  a  .>jignal  for  a  vigorous  denuncia- 
tion of  the  British  foreign  office  for  per- 


severing in  an  alliance  which  has  been 
disliked  from  the  outset  even  with  evi- 
dence of  a  lack  of  excitement  of  America. 
There  are  warnings  from  the  pro\-inciai 
press  that  I/ord  Lansdowne  must  make 
strenuous  efforts  to  remove  the  olietacles 
which  Germany  is  placing  in  the  way  of  a 
speedy  settlement,  and  there  are  ahso 
elaborate  arguments  In  demonstration  ot 
the  position  that  British  interests  will  be 
served  best  by  a  frank  acceptance  of 
the  Monroe  doctrine  as  a  safeguard 
against  European  schemes  oi  annexation, 
or  of  a  partition  of  the  Western  hemi- 
sphere. 

The  fate  of  the  Balfour  government 
would  be  sealed  if  Germany  with  Great 
Britain  supporting  her,  were  involved  in 
complications  with  the  Uinted  States. 


Delhi,  India,  Jan.  7.— The  viceroy. 
Lord  t'urzon  of  Kedelston,  and  Lady 
Curzon  and  the  duke  and  duchess  of 
Connaught.  today  reviewed  the  re- 
tainers of  the  ruling  chiefs  in  the  dur- 
bar arena.  The  variety  of  costume 
and  paraphernalia  afforded  one  of  the 
most  striking  pictures  of  the  durbar 
festivities.  Contingents  from  all  parts 
of   greater    India   participated,    mostly 

retaining  the  distinctive  features  of 
their  cust<>ms.  The  flags  and  other 
emblems  of  the  state  of  Out(h  were 
carried  on  camels  and  eJephants,  ac- 
companied by  armed  men  on  stilts, 
while  Arab  irregulars  danced  past  the 
viceroy  to  the  music  of  their  own  in- 
struments. The  famous  gold  and  sil- 
ver guns  of  the  state  of  Baroda  at- 
tracted much  attention.  The  ancient 
Mahartta  tlags.  descended  from  the 
Mogul  emperors,  were  borne  past  on  an 
elephant  carriage.  The  martial  Raj- 
puts were  clad  in  mail  armor. 
State   bards,    camel     kettle       drums. 


richly  caparisoned  elephants  and 
horses  and  agile  swordsmen.  many 
shouting  battle  cries,  followed  one  an- 
other in  quick  succession.  A  royal  ele- 
phant carriage  two  stories  high  .showed 
how  the  T>alace  ladles  accompanied  the 
princes  of  bygone  days.  The  retinue 
of  the  state  of  Kashmir  included  a  fine 
detachment  of  cuirrassiers  and  a  huge 
giant. 

The  great  Sikh  states  were  represent- 
ed by  large  soldit-r-like  bodies  of  men 
armed  with  mace.s.  spears,  matchlocks 
and  hand  grenades.  Kach  contingent 
was  headed  by  an  elephant  bearing  a 
gorgeous  howdah  in  one  of  which  the 
sacred  book  of  the  Sikhs  occupied  the 
place  of  honor.  The  book  was  guard- 
ed by  the  chief  priest.  The  venerable 
chief,  Naba,  e'i'^rted  by  men  mounted 
on  richly  c;J«.  ,">-<*ned  horses  and  ac- 
companied by  nounds  and  hawks,  was 
a  striking  feature  of  the  display,  which 
for  wealth  of  coloring,  diversity  of 
comi>onent8  and  the  number  of  spec- 
tators may  be  considered  to  have  been 
the  most  brilliant  of  the  durbar  dis- 
plays. 


Philadelphia,  Jan.  7.— The  strike  com- 
mission began  its  work  promptly  at  10 
o'clock  today.

foreman,  employed  by  the  Lehigh  &. 
Wilkesbarre  company,  was  the  first 
witness.  He  testified  that  strikers  bleu 
up  a  dam  near  the  Ashley  colliery  witii 
dynamite. 

Robert  S.  Reed,  outside  foreman  of 
No.  18  colliery  of  the  Lehigh  &  Wilkes- 
barre Coal  company,  testified  that  he 
was  knocked  senseless  while  riding  on 
a  mine  locomotive  which  was  dynamit- 
ed. 

George  W.  Jasper,  a  coal  and  iron 
policeman,  employed  at  Sta.^ton  eoilierj' 
of  the  Lehigh  &  Wilkesbarre  company, 
told  of  the  destruction  of  the  fence  sur- 
rounding the  property  and  the  partial 
ciornolition  of  a  trestle  outside  the 
lence. 

Mrs.  Thomas  B.  Jordan,  of  Lost 
Creek,  Schuylkill  county,  whose  hus- 
band worked  during  the  strike,  leslifie  1 
that  she  was  so  annoyed  by  the  strik- 
ers that  she  was  forced  to  come  to  Pnil- 
adelphia.  Later  when  she  moved  back 
the  jiersecution  continued.  She  said  she 
was  boycotted  by  tradesmen. 

Miss  Maud  Lelser,  a  school  teacher 
of  Springfield,  Northumberland  county, 
said  she  was  dismissed  at  the  instance 
of  the  strikers  because  her  brother  was 
employed  by  the  I'nion  Coal  company. 

Robert  McCay.  an  engineer,  employed 
by  the  Lehigh  Valley  Coal  company, 
n.  ar  Wilkesbarre,  said  a  committee  of 
miners  attempted  to  have  his  daughte.- 
dismissed  as  a  school  teacher  because 
he  worked  during  the  strike. 

I.  E.  French,  chief  of  the  coal  anJ 
iron  police  of  the  Lehigh  &  Wilkes- 
barre Co.,  produced  a  box  of  dynamite* 
which  was  found  on  the  company's 
tracks,  near  Ashley. 

Thoma.s  Wa.smiski,  a  clerk  for  Pardee 
&  Co.,  te.stified  that  he  was  attacked  by 
a  crowd  on  Sept.  16,  the  night  of  hi3 
wedding,  and  forced  to  seek  .^safety  i.i 
the  narochial  residence.  Later  he  took 
refuge  in  a  colliery  and  his  bride 
walked  home,  the  mob  refusing  to 
allow  the  driver  of  his  carriage  to  take 
her  home.  During  the  night  his  home 
was  stoned.

THE  NEW  CAPITOL. 

The  work  on  our  new  capitol  has  not 
progressed  as  rapidly  as  was  antici- 
pated. It  was  confidently  expected 
that  this  legislature  would  assemble  In 
the  new  building,  and  that  the  sum 
appropriated  by  the  last  legislature 
would  be  sufllcient  to  complete  the 
structure.  While  the  work  has  pro- 
gressed as  rapidly  as  possible  under 
the  circumstances,  it  will  take  eighteen 
months  more  to  complete  It  and  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  to  do  the 
work,  as  sugge.sted  by  the  commission, 
will  amount  to  $1,500,000.  This  includes 
the  entire  cost  of  completion  for  occu- 
pancy, and  also  the  purchase  price  of 
the  necessary  piece  of  real  estate  at 
the  souteast  corner  of  tbe  present  site. 

There  are  many  reasons  for  the  de- 
lay and  the  increased  expense.  For  the 
exact  information  and  data  1  refer  you 
to  the  report  of  the  commission.  Prices 
of  labor  and  material  have  greatly  ad- 
vanced, contractors  having  plenty  of 
work  were  slow  to  bid.  thus  le.ssening: 
competition,  and  when  bids  were  re- 
ceived they  were  often  so  high  that  re- 
jection was  necessary.  New  plans  had 
to  be  prepared  looking  toward  more 
economy  of  construction  m  order  to 
come  within  the  appropriation.  This 
took  time  and  every  article  used  or  to 
be  used  was  Increasing  in  price.  These 
are  some  of  the  difficulties  under  which 
the  commission  had  to  labor.  Much 
progress,  however,  has  been  made. 
'The  dome  has  been  completed.  The 
grand  entrance  .steps  and  platforms, 
and  walls  and  ballustrades  (built  of 
Minnesota  granite)  are  nearly  finished. 
Roofing  and  skylights,  interior  fire- 
proof floors  and  partition  walls  are  In 
place,  the  structural  work  being  thus 
completed.' 

The  building  Is  enclosed  and  the  steam 
plant  is  furnishing  sufficient  heat  to 
enable    work    to    progrress    during    the

BUROLARS  ROUNDED  UP 

Posse  of  Citizens  of  Eagle,  Wis.,  Corral  a  Gang  of 

Safe  Blowers,  Shoot  One  and 

Capture  Another. 


Eagle,  Wis.,  Jan.  7.— As  a  result  of 
an  early  morning  encounter  between  a 
posse  of  Eagle  citizens  and  a  gang  of 
four  burglars  and  safe-blowers  four 
miles  from  this  village,  one  robber  was 
shot,  probably  fatally,  another  was 
captured  and  the  other  two  escaped. 

At  2  o'clock  this  morning  the  rob- 
bers broke  into  the  Witham  livery 
barn  here  and  stole  a  horse  and  a 
double  cutter,  starting  at  once  toward 
Mukwonago,  where  it  is  supposed  they 
hoped  to  catch  a  train  or  commit  a 
robbery. 


Half  an  hour  afterward   tiie 


livery  stable  owner  discovered  the  theft 
and  started  after  the  robbers  with  a 
party  of  four,  overtaking  them  near  a 
clump  of  woods  and  calling  on  them  to 
surrender.  The  robbers  at  once  opened 
fire,  which  was  returned  by  the  posse, 
with  the  result  that  one  was  heard  to 
scream,  and  later,  on  their  attempting 
to  escape,  fell;  another  was  captured, 
and  the  other  two  escaped  to  the  woods. 
The  man  who  was  captured  had  on  his 
person  two  bottles  of  nitro-glycerlne 
and  a  complete  set  of  burglar  tools  and 
two  revolvers.  Officers  have  been  sum- 
moned from  Waukesha,  and  the  woods 
will  be  surrounded  by  farmers  until  the 
sheriff  arrives. 


SUICIDE  EXPLAINS  MATTERS 


New  York,  Jan.  7— William  Vchslage, 
37  years  old,  an  optician,  formerly  of  San 
Francisco,  but  for  the  last  three  months 
a  resident  of  Mont  Clair,  N.  J.,  committed 
suicide  at  the  home  of  his  brother-in-law, 
David  H.  Mcllvain,  shortly  after  mid- 
night Monday  night  by  shooting  himself 
in  the  left  breast.  Vehslage  had  writ- 
ten a  number  of  letters,  one  of  which, 
addressed  to  the  coroner  and  reporters 
was  as  follows: 
"William   Vehslage   has   ended   his   life 


by  shooting.  He  comes  from  a  respectable 
family;  was  a  practical  optician,  but, 
unfortunately,  wais  attacked  by  asthma 
In  a  very  severe  form.  My  wife  was 
faithful  and  true  to  the  end.  and  spent 
her  money  on  me.     Friends  did  much  to 

relieve  me,  but  all  was  useless.  I  regret 
exceedingly  the  way  In  which  I  terminate 
my  life,  but  1  have  had  twenty-two  phy- 
sicians. I  traveled  to  all  altitudes,  but, 
no  m:itter  what  was  done,  it  was  use- 
less. 1  suffered  greatly  and  request  that 
my  rcm.'ii.Ts  be  put  away  quietly.  I  leave 
j  a  true  and  faithful  wife."

Health  Authorities. 

A.  A.  Forbes,  of  Woodland,  was  ar- 
raigned in  police  court  this  morningf 
charged  with  violating  quarantine  reg- 
ulations. 

He  entered  a  plea  of  not  guilty  and 
the  hearing  was  set  for  next  Friday- 
morning. 

The  health  authorities  quarantined 
Mr.  Forbes'  home  on  account  of  a  ca.so 
of  smallpox. 

He  tore  the  quarantine  cards  off  the 
house  and  defied  the  health  authorities 
to  replace  them. 

They  were  replaced,  however,  and 
this  morning  Health  Commissioner 
Robinson  vi.sited  the  house  himself, 
confirming  the  diagnosis  of  his  assist- 
ant physician  that  the  patient  had  a 
well-developed  case  of  the  much-dread- 
ed disease. 

The  case  promises  to  be  one  of  more 
than  ordinary  interest  when  it  comes 
up  for  hearing  Friday. 

Mr.  Forbes  has  an  impression  that 
he  is  being  persecuted  for  an  article  h«- 
once  wrote  against  vaccinition. 

The  health  authorities  say  that  thera 
is  absolutely  nothing  to  that,  and  ihat 
they  are  simply  enforcing  the  quaran- 
tine regulations  as  a  protection  to 
other  people  in  the  community  and 
society    in    general.

Secret. 


Sixteen    Divorce    Cases 

Coming    Before   the 

Court  Tomorrow. 


The  January  term  of  district  court 
began  at  10  o'clock  this  morning,  wlih 
Judge  Ensign  in  charge  of  the  calendar. 
There  was  a  fairly  large  representation 
of  the  bar  at  the  calling  of  the  navv- 
calendar  this  morning.  Out  of  th', 
eighty-two  civil  actions  noted  on  the 
calendar  eleven  were  continued,  by  cou- 
Bentj  two  were  stricken  and  two  have 
been  settled  and  dismissed.  The  rest  of 

the  cases  will  be  tried. 

There  are  sixteen  actions  for  divorco, 
and  these  will  come  on  for  trial  begin- 
ning tomorrow   morning. 

The  grand  jury  for  the  present  gen- 
eral term  of  court  convened  at  11 
o'clock  this  morning.  Seventeen  out  ot 
the  twenty-three  jurors  summoned  ap- 
jieared.  One  juror  was  excused  as  ha 
was  over  the  age  limit  and  was  ex- 
empt from  jury  service. 

After  being  sworn  in  district  court 
room  No.  2.  the  grand  jury  was  charged 
by  Judge  Cant. 

The  court's  remarks  were  brief  and 
consisted  princlpall.v  of  outlining  th-: 
duty  of  the  jurors  as  laid  down  by  thi 
law.  He  laid  special  emphasis  on  the 
secrecy  of  the  transactions  in  the  grand 
jurv  room,  and  warned  the  jurors 
aga"inst  divulging  any  of  their  proceed- 
ings after  completing  their  work  and 
being  discharged.  He  told  them  to  go 
at  their  work  fearlessly,  without  favoi, 
and  to  Investigate  any  irregularities 
that  they  might  know  which  are  in 
transgression  of  the  crimmal  laws.  The 
court  appointed  A.  VV.  Frick  as  fore- 
man of  the  grand  Jury. 

The  grand  jury  retired  at  10:30  o'clock 
to  organize,  elect  a  clerk  and  take  up 
such  matters  as  may  properly  come  be- 
fore them.  So  far  as  known,  the  courc 
stated  this  morning,  there  is  nothing 
outside  the  regular  criminal  business  to 
come  before  the  grand  jury  for  Its  ac- 
tion.

TRAVELING  j^DITOR  PLAN 

Proposed   By    Commissioner 
Patterson  Is  Discussed. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

In  the  i-ssue  of  The  Herald  of  Jan.  i 
I  notice  an  important  suggestion  by 
County  Commissioner  E.  M.  Patterson.  He 
would  have  an  inspection  of  township 
and  school  districts,  to  be  able  to  tell 
how  money  is  spent  in  the  districts.  He 
believes  that  there  ought  to  be  a  pro- 
vision made  for  a  sort  of  traveling  aud- 
itor, or  local  public  examiner  in  this 
county,  to  look  ov^^r  the  accounts  of  the 
various  school  districts,  and  townships; 
that  it  would  result  in  large  savi.ig  to  the 
settlers,  who  are  called  upon  to  pay  much 
more  than  they  should  for  township  and 
school  purposes,  because  of  slipshod  and 
careless  methods  that  prevail  in  many 
districts. 

When  a  school  or  township  organization 
takes  place,  its  officers  elected  and  quall- 
ried.  are    according  to  law,  authorized  to 
lew  taxes  and  issue  Ijonds.     Who  ought 
to  know  what  amounts  are  necessary  to 
I  carry   on  its  schools,   or  the   running  ex- 
penses of  the  township?    When  they  is.-ue 
'  bonds  with  coupons,  th«-  county  auditor  s 
j  certificate    validates    the    bonds,    so    tnat 
'  I   cannot  agree  with  Mr.    Patterson  that 
'  nobodv    outside    of    the    territory    knows 
much  "about  it.     He  also  claims  that  the 
system    is    too    lax,    compared    with    the 
county,  which  has  all  of  its  affairs  scrut- 
inized" closely.  .    .     u 

It  has  often  occurred  to  me  that  the 
affairs  of  the  county  were  not  so  closely 
scrutinized  at  the  Ume  It  was  bonded  for 
$250  000  for  the  purpose  of  building  roads, 
and  the  question  has  often  arisen  since: 
Where  are  the  roads? 

I  do  not  know  what  the  taxpayers  of  this 
county  think  of  a  walking  delegate,  such 
a  Mr  Patterson  suggested,  but,  for  my 
part,  I  fall  to  see  where  It  would  be  any 
material  benefit  over  the  present  system.

Legislature  Meets  at  Noon 
and  Is  Duly  Or- 
ganized. 

Springfield,    111.,   Jan.    7.— The   senate 

met  at  noon  and  was  called  to  order  by 

Lieutenant  Governor  Northcott.     After 

prayer.  Justice  Carter  of  the  supreme 

court  administered  the  oath  to  the  new 
members.  The  senate  then  proceeded 
to  the  organization,  and  the  offlcera 
and  employes  selected  in  the  Republi- 
can senate  caucus  Tuesday  night  were 
elected.  Shortly  after  the  assembling 
of  the  senate  the  house  was  called  to 
order.  Governor  Yates'  message  was 
read  In  both  houses.  The  governor 
recommended  an  increase  in  the  num- 
I  ber  of  inspectors  of  factories  and  mer- 
cantile institutions,  in  order  to  prop- 
erly enforce  the  laws  regarding  child 
labor  and  sweat  shops. 

"The  state  board  of  arbitration,"  he 
said,  "has  rapidly  grown  in  Import- 
ance until  It  now  ranks  among  the 
most  potent  factors  in  the  Industrial 
world.  The  arbitration  law,  as  first 
enacted,  proved  to  be  defective  in 
many  respects,  leaving  the  board  prac- 
tically without  power  to  do  anything. 
From  time  to  time  the  law  has  been 
amended  until  now  it  Is  quite  common- 
ly looked  upon  as  being  In  advance  of 
all  other  state  arbitration  laws.  The 
result  accomplished  inspired  general 
public  confidence.  It  has  saved  millions 
of  dollars  to  employers  and  employes. 
The  preservation  of  industrial  peace  Is 
of  such  high  Importance  to  all  of  the 
people  that  an  agency  which  contri- 
butes so  much  to  that  end  as  this 
board  has  contributed,  and  as  It  wiil 
contribute  in  the  future,  ought  to  re- 
ceive the  most  liberal  consideration  at 
the  hands  of  the  general  assembly." 


City  officers  have  Klii>ped  up  on  the 
icy  sidewalk  problem. 

Urgent  demands  on  the  administra- 
tion are  Hooding  the  city  hall,  and  Ihe 
officers  are  just  as  anxious  as  the 
citizens  and  taxpayers  to  have  the 
walks  free  from  snow,  but  under  the 
existing  charter  they  have  very  little 
authority  in  this  direction.

In  speaking  of  this  Mayor  Hugo 
says: 

"The  time  has  come  when  -we  must 
do  something  toward  cleaning  off  our 
walks  in  the  winter  time.  The  condi- 
tion of  the  sidewalks  at  the  present 
time  Is  causing  no  end  of  trouble  and 
Injuries   are  very   fr.  quent. 

After  due  considei  ation  we  have 
come  to  the  conclusi  >n  that  the  only 
way  to  solve  this  jm  >blem  is  to  have 
the  city  do  the  work  and  assess  the 
cost  of  cleaning  agaii  st  the  property. 

"I  believe  that  •  •  lA'  man  should 
first  have  the  rle:j(it  ttijlook  after  his 
own  property,  btitfaat^  he  has  had  a 
reasonable  length  of  ime  to  clean  the 
snow  off  and  fails  \n  do  so.  then  I 
say,  let  the  cleaning  be  done  under 
the  direction  of  th.  department  of 
public  works  and.  lh<j  assessment  le- 
vied the  same  as  for  any  other  im- 
provement." ^

The  report  shows  that  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year,  Dec.  31,  11H)2,  the  total  liabili- 
ties of  St.  Louis  county  were  $060,173.01,  its 
total  assets  were  ^72,486,017.58,  and  its  as- 
sets   over    liabilities,    J71.s2r),!vl2.57. 

In  .submitting  his  report  to  the  board 
Mr   Halden  made  the  following  remarks: 

"I  herewith  submit  the  footings  of  the 
financial  report  (details  to  be  furnished 
later)  for  the  year  1!W2,  and  I  wish  to  con- 
gratulate the  board  on  the  success  of  their 
efforts  to  cut  down  the  expenses  of  the 
county,  and  yet  maintain  a  high  point  of 
efficiency   in    the    various   departments. 

"1  would  first  call  your  attention  to  the 
county  revenue  fund.  For  the  year  liKtl, 
the  disbursements  from  this  fund  amount- 
ed to  «U6,!>-J0.44;  for  the  year  li)02,  $142,410.50. 
On  the  face  of  the  reports,  a  saving  of 
$440«),  but  in  reality  it  is  much  more  than 
that,  when  you  take  into  account  the 
large  election  expenses  that  are  put  upon 
the  county,  under  the  nfw  election  law, 
both  for  county  and  municipal  elections. 
These  expenses,  of  course,  were  extra 
for  19<i2.  and  you  have  saved  enough  to 
pay  this  extra  expense. 

"As  the  cities  and  towns  on  the  ranges 
are  grrjwing  rapidly  there  must  necea- 
saril.v  be  an  increase  in  their  municipal 
court  expenses  which  are  borne  by  ihe 
county.  In  fact  there  must  be  ever  ui- 
creasing  demands  made  upon  the  commis- 
sioners in  such  a  large  and  rapidly  grow- 
ing county.  But  In  spite  of  all  these  cir- 
cumstances you  show  a  decrease  in  dis- 
bursements  for   county  expenses. 

"In  the  county  road  fund  the  showing  is 
remarkable.  You  startea  nuo  the  year 
with  an  overdraft  of  $4051.K7,  you  have 
made  this  good  out  of  your  small  tax 
levy  and  have  a  balance  to  your  credit 
this  year  of  $2435,  and  it  Is  safe  to  say  that 
never  in  the  history  of  the  county  was 
so  much  good  work  done  on  county  roads 
with  so  little  expenditure  of  money."

An  attempt  at  dai-ing.  daylight  burg- 
lary was  cleverly  frustrated  yesterday 
urternoon. 

Two  Bowery  rounders  sought  to  steal 
$300  from  a  woodsman  and  put  up  a 
fierce  tight  for  it. 

The  attempt  occurred  between  3  and 
4  o'clock  in  Charles  Jacobson's  saloon, 
opposite  the  Union  depot,  on  Michigan 
street. 

Frank  Joston,  just  in  from  a  camp 
near  Knife  River,  accidentally  exhbicea 
his  large  roll  of  bills  in  the  bar  room. 

John  Gilbert  and  Dan  aullivan  saw  it 
and  made  plays  for  robbery  which  in- 
volved more  than  ordinary  boldness. 

Shortly  afterward  Mr.  Joston  started 
toward  the  rear  of  the  saloon,  going 
through  a  narrow  passage  way. 

The  two  loughs  followed  him,  and 
getting  him  in  the  far  end  of  the 
passage  way  with  his  back  turned,  de- 
juunded  his  money. 

The  woodsman,  employing  some  strat- 
egy, said  he  would  give  them  some 
money  if  they  would  let  him  turn 
ftround. 

They  let  him  do  it  and  he  knocked 
iown  the  larger  of  the  two  thieves. 

The  other  thief  jumped  in,  and  was 
fretting  slightly  the  better  of  Joston, 
when  the  bartender  and  another  man 
Interfered.  Then  the  two  thieves 
fought  the  three  men  all  the  way  into 
the  barroom.  One  of  them  got  Joston 
up  against  the  bar,  exclaiming: 
••We'll  get  that  money  yet." 
The  bartender  ran  out  and  .summoned 
Anton  Schulte  and  two  depot  police- 
men. 

The  thieves  were  still  full  of  fight  and 
even  buckled  into  the  officers  in  their 
efforts  to  escape  from  the  saloon. 

After  a  rather  strenuous  time  th-^ 
ofhcers  finally  got  them  into  the  patrol 
■\vagon  and  to  the  central  slulion. 

Owing  to  a  slight  misundei-standing 
the  two  men  were  locked  up  in  polite 
court  this  morning  as  disorderly,  and 
each  was  sentenced  to  serve  thirty  days 
In  the  county  jail  at  hard  labor. 

THE  D  AKOTAS. 


Duluth  has  a  new  record  for  small 
fire  losses. 

During  the  year  of  1902  flames  de- 
stroyed but  $48,000  worth  of  property. 

This  loss  is  $138,316  less  than  the  loss 
for  1901,  which  aroused  such  favorable 
comment  in  insurance  circles. 

The   new   record   is   considered   most 
remarkable  for  a  city  of  over  60,000  in 
habitants. 

About  the  only  other  cities  in  Du- 
luths  class  that  have  come  near  this 
record  in  recent  years  are  Manchester, 
N.  H.,  and  New  Bedford,  Mass. 

There   were   229  alarms   last   year  as 

compared  with  225  for  the  year  before. 

The  loss  on  buildings  last  year  was 

$18,989.30,    and    this    was      covered      by 

$867,900  insurance. 

The  loss  on  contents  of  buildings 
during  the  year  was  $29,012.85,  and  the 
insurance  on  contents  $211,465. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  property  loss 
for  the  year  is  only  within  15  or  20  per 
cent  of  the  premiums. 

The  report  of  the  chief,  which  goes 
into  the  smallest  details  in  a  most  tno- 
rough  manner,  indicates  that  the  warn- 
ings against  chimney  fire  alarms  have 
had  but  little  effect,  and  it  is  probable 
that  during  the  coming  year  more  se- 
vere steps  will  be  taken  to  prevent 
these  alarms. 

Chief  Black  says  that  there  is  no 
danger  from  the  fire.'«,  and  the  depart- 
ment is  useless  in  such  cases.  The 
runs  are  often  extremely  dangerous  to 
the  firemen  and  frequently  costly  to 
the  apparatus.

CONDITIONS 

For  Settling    the  Vene- 
zuela Dispute  With- 
out Arbitration. 

Berlin,  Jan.  7.— That  portion  of  the 
joint  reply  of  the  powers  to  Venezuela, 
suggesting  a  settlement  without  arbi- 
tration only  goes  so  far  as  to  offer  to 
treat  for  a  settlement  out  of  court  after 
the  payment  of  cash  or  the  giving  of  a 
suthcient  guarantee  for  the  payment  of 
$335,000  to  each  power.  This  reservation 
remains  as  the  taxed  and  only  condition 
precedent  to  arbitrat  on  or  negotiations 
direct  for  a  supplementary  agreement. 
The  German  government  would  mui'h 
prefer  to  close  up  the  matter  by  nego- 
tiations, through  Minister  liowen,  while 
the  blockade  tontinues,  than  withdraw 
the  blockade  and  adjust  the  claims 
through  The  Hague  arbitration  court.

Cas.«!eHs,  Col.,  Jan.  7.— The  town  of 
Webster,  a  summer  resort  five  mil-^.s 
above  Cassells,  in  Platte  Canon,  has 
been  totally  destroyed  by  fire.  The  fire 
started  by  a  spark  from  a  passing  loco- 
motive, which  set  fire  to  the  Webster 
hotel,  and  soon  the  fiames  spread  to 
adjacent  barns  and  outhouses.

The 
governor  said  that  for  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1904,  new  revenues  amount- 
ing to  $5,500,000  would  be  necessary. 

Referring  to  the  relations  between 
capital  and  labor,  the  goverfior  said: 

I  believe  that  wherever  the  neces- 
saries of  life  are  involved  in  dispute 
between  employer  and  employe,  power 
should  be  conferred  upon  those  affected 
to  apply  to  the  courts  for  relief,  and 
that  no  power  should  be  possessed  by 
either  capital  or  labor  to  deprive  the 
people  of  that  which  is  necessary  tor 
their  welfare,  but  that  ample  authority 
should  be  lodged  in  the  judiciary  to 
properly  enforce  its  mandates,  and 
that  such  disputes,  whenever  they 
arise,  should  not  be  permitted  to  in- 
terfere with  those  rights  which  are 
paramount  and  necessary  for  the  well- 
being  of  the  people.  Proper  legislation, 
therefore,  should  be  accorded  for  this 
arbitration  either  by  amendment  or 
by  the  enactment  of  new  legislation. 

The  fratK-hise  tax,  the  governor  as- 
serts, is  inequitable  and  a  source  of 
annoyance  and  constant  litigation. 
Some  corporations  can  bear  the  burden 
without  serious  results  following,  but, 
he  says,  the  increase  in  demand  for 
many  public  utilities  have  brought  into 
existence  many  corporations  which 
cannot  bear  the  excessive  burden 
which  is  imposed  under  the  present 
law.  The  only  safe  and  conservative 
way  of  assessing  such  corporations,  he 
contends,  is  upon  their  earning  capa- 
city.   Continuing,  the  governor  .says: 

It  appears  to  me  that  in  provldinB 
new  revenues  advantage  should  be 
taken  of  a  more  liberal  mortgage  tax 
and  the  resumption  of  privileges  that 
were  surrendered  to  localities  under  the 
so-called  franchise  tax  law. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  rate 
of  taxation  upon  mortgages  shall  not 
exceed  4  mills  annually,  and  be  In 
lieu  of  all  other  taxes,  the  mortgages 
to  be  asse.ssed  locally,  two-thirds  of 
the  amount  collected  to  go  into  the 
local  treasuries  and  one-third  to  the 
state,  excepting  only  from  the  operat- 
Ir^  of  these  law  mortgage  bonds  held 
by  savings  banks,  fraternal  orders, 
local  building  and  loan  associations, 
life  insurance  companies  and  chai it- 
able  religious  and  educational  bodies. 
For  further  revenues  I  recommend  a 
tax  of  10  cents  on  each  notary  certifi- 
cate which  will  produnce  $750,000,  and 
a  tax  of  10  cents  per  $100  for  the  re- 
cording of  all  transfers  of  properly, 
real  or  personal,  to  be  known  as  a  re- 
cording tax,  which  from  the  best  avail- 
able  data  at  hand  will  produce  $1,200  - 
000  annually,  making  the  total  result 
$5,480,000  in  new  revenue.

as  to  the  customs  tariff  tonnage  dues, 
light  dues  or  other  details  Itivolved,  and 
the  Colombian  government  Insists  that 
with  our  right  to  charge  what  we  please 
in  canal  tolls  and  In  all  these  other  cases, 
we  can  reimburse  our  treasury  for  a  large 
share  of  the  money  it  pays  to  Colombia 
in  annuities.  In  addition  to  thia  the  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  a  year 
now  paid  by  the  Panama  railroad  to  J.he 
Colombia  government  for  its  franchise  i5 
mer^red  in  the  six  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars annuity  demanded  and  as  the  canal 
ownership  carries  with  it  under  the  exist- 
ing compact  the  substantial  ownership 
and  complete  control  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany with  the  reversion  of  its  charter 
terms  about  sixty  years  hence.  This 
treaty  feature  is  equivalent  to  a  perpet- 
ual railroad  franchise  at  the  same  terms 
as  heretofore.  There  is  certainly  consid- 
erable ju.stice  in  Colombia's  terms  and 
the  outcome  undoubtedly  will  be  a  com- 
promise on  the  amount,  and  the  treaty 
will  be  signed. 

SENATOR  HOSR'S  BILL. 

Seantor  Hoar  has  endorsed  his  anti- 
trust bill  with  a  strong  speech  to  tlie 
.senate.  It  will  go  to  the  judiciary 
committee,  and  if  it  ever  emerges  from 
that  august  body  the  Massachusetts 
senator  may  consider  himself  lucky. 
In  the  eyes  of  the  administration  the 
bill  is  too  radical,  and  it  will  have  to 
be  liberally  amended  before  it  will  re- 
ceive the  support  of  the  party  leaders. 
That  the  bill  will  not  receive  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  president  seems  to 
be  a  foregone  conclusion. 

The  administration,  it  is  stated, 
takes  the  position  that  the  president, 
having  pointed  out  to  the  congress  the 
general  character  of  legislation  de- 
sired, he  will  not  and  ought  not  to  be 
expected  to  go  further.  The  president 
and  his  advisers  have  seen  the  folly  of 
attaching  to  any  measure  the  unquali- 
fied approval  of  the  administration  so 
that  it  can  be  made  the  target  witii 
which  the  shots  of  the  opposition  can 
be  directed.  They  do  not  propose  to 
be  entrapped  Into  such  an  attitude.  A 
memljer  of  the  president's  cabinet  said: 
"The  Hoar  bill  is  acceptable  to  the  ad- 
ministration. It  is  not  put  forward  by 
the  administration.  The  Cullom  bill  is 
acceptable  to  the  administration. 
Neither  is  it  the  product  of  the  officera 
of  the  administration.  What  the  ad- 
ministration wants  la  legislation  re- 
straining corporations  and  aggrega- 
tions of  capital  which  oppress  the  con- 
sumers of  the  necessaries  of  life  or 
threaten  to  create  a  monopoly  and  op- 
press the  people  by  exorbitant  prices. 
Senator  Hoar  has  embodied  in  his  bill 

the  sentiment  and  most  important 
points  of  all  bills  put  forward,  which 
he  believes  can  l>e  made  effective  in 
law  and  not  successfully  attacked  in 
the  courts. 

Senator  Hoar  Is  one  of  the  ablest 
constitutional  lawyers,  and  has  prj 
pared  his  bill  with  great  care,  but  the 
fact  remains  that  it  is  doubtful  if  the 
two  houses  of  congress  will  get  to- 
gether at  this  session  on  any  measure 
antagonistic  to  the  great  monied  cor- 
porations.

Massage.

Rough  and  ready 
methods  are  some- 
times    adopted     by 
.surgeons,    at    criti- 
cal moments  when 
a      patient      seems 
certain  to  expire,  in  spite  of  all  ordinary 
treatment.      Frequently    they    are    highly 
8ucce.ssful   and   many   important    possibil- 
ities are  demonstrated.    One  of  the  latest 
successes  In  prompt,  although  severe  ac- 
tion,   was    the    revival    of    the    heart    by 
ma.-i.sage.   where  its  movements  had  been 
stopped.     A    case    has    been    reported    by 
Dr.  E.  A.  Starling  at  a  recent  meeting  of 
the    British    Society    of    Anesthetists.      In 
an   operation    for  appendicitis   on   a    man 
aged    6o    under    nitrous    oxide    ^nd    other 
anesthesia,     both     pulse     and     respiration 
ceased  together,  and  artificial  respiration 
and  traction  on   the   tongue  failed  to   re- 
vive them.    Then  the  surgeon.  W.  Arbulh- 
not  Lane,  pushed  his  hand  up  against  the 
abdominal  wound  and  gnisped  the  motion- 
less   heart    through    the    diaphragm.      He 
squeezed    it    and    felt    it    start    pulsating, 
though  no  radical  pulse  could  be  felt.  Arti- 
ficial   respiration    and    other   restoratives 
were  continued,  and  in  about  twelve  min- 
utes  natural   respiration   reappaared   and 
the  pulse  became  perceptible  at  the  wri.st. 
The  operation  was  then  completed  with- 
out the  use  of  the  anethetic.  and  the  pa- 
tient made  a  good  recovery.    The  case,  the 
Lancet   remarks,    "justifies   us  in   saying 
that,   if   during   laparotomy   the   patients 
heart    stops,    the    case    should    never    be 
abandoned  as  hopeless  until  manual  com- 
pression   of   the    heart   through    the    dia- 
phragm  has  been   performed."     Progress 
in  surgery  and  treiitment  has  been  won- 
derful, but  massage  of  the  heart  seems  to 
be  about  the  limit  in  handling  the  vital 
organs.

annuity  to  be  paid.  The  United  States  is 
ready  to  pay  $10<>,'X)0  yearly  thereafter  for 
the  life  of  the  concession.  Colombia 
■wants  $COO,000  a  year.  This  difference  of 
A  half  minion  dollars  In  the  annual  pay- 
ment would  not  be  so  serious  If  the  con- 
cession were  Jo r  a  brief  term.  The  pres- 
ent draft  of  the  treaty,  however,  makes 
the  term  of  the  lease  one  hundrea  years, 
with  the  privilege  of  renewal  Indefinitely 
at  the  sole  option  of  the  United  States. 
Six  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  one 
hundred  years  would  be  $60,000,000,  exclu- 
sive of  loss  of  Interest.  This  seeme  like 
a  very  large  sum  to  spread  over  so  long  a 
period  In  annual  Instalments.  Against 
this  plea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  grand 
total,  however.  Cokjmbla  argues  that  she 
has  granted  us  concesslorus  of  very  great 
value.  It  Is  true  that  the  treaty  as  pre- 
pared calls  for  the  concession  to  the 
United  States  of  the  customs  adminis- 
tration and  revenues  at  the  two  terminal 
points  as  well  as  the  light-house  service, 
with  no  reetrlctlons  upon  our  government

BY  PIECE-WORK. 

A  plan  has  been  formulated  for  build- 
ing the  big  battleship  Cincinnati,  at  the 
Brooklyn  navy  by  piecework  among 
the  men.  and  why  not?  There  is  no 
doubt  that  such  a  scheme.  If  adopted, 
would  effect  a  great  saving  in  time 
and  money,  and  at  the  same  time  en- 
able the  navy  yard  to  make  a  far  bet- 
ter showing  than  if  the  work  wa* 
carried  on  under  the  present  system 
of  work  and  pay.  The  propo.sltlon  to 
put  the  workmen  of  the  Connecticut 
on  piecework  is  expected  to  arouse 
some  opposition,  but  it  Is  believed  that 
after  those  most  interested  have  been 
shown  the  good  results  from  the  sys- 
tem in  operation  elsewhere,  they  will 
agree  that  it  is  a  wise  move.  Brooklyn 
navy  yard  officials  have  already  had 
some  experience  with  this  method  of 
work,  as  the  clothing  department  of  the 
>ard  is  run  on  this  basis.  The  war  de- 
partment has  also  tried  It  successfully, 
all  the  army  small  arms  and  accoutre- 
ments that  are  made  at  the  arsenals 
being  made  under  the  piecework  sys- 
tem. The  experience  of  the  army  ofll- 
clals  is  that  it  reduces  the  cost  of  labor 
from  20  to  25  per  cent  and  produces 
results  fully  as  good  as  those  under 
former  conditions. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  navy 
department  Is  required  to  keep  a  strict 
account  of  the  cost  of  the  Connecticur, 
and  sulmiit  to  congress  an  itemized 
statement  of  the  same.  Admiral  Bowles 
is  interested  in  doing  everything  pos- 
sible that  will  keep  the  figures  down 
to  the  lowest  mark.  The  piecework 
system  is  in  effect  in  all  the  private 
yards  where  the  construction  of  gov- 
ernment warships  is  under  way.  it  hav- 
ing been  found  to  produce  the  be..it 
results  both  as  to  cost  of  labor  and 
speed  in  construction. 

Admiral  Bowles  believes  that  if  the 
same  method  is  introduced  at  the 
Brooklyn  yard  to  apply  to  work  on  the 
Connecticut  the  comparison  that  Is  to 
be  made  later  between  the  cost  of  the 
government  constructed  vessel  and 
sister  ship  that  is  being  built  at  the 
Cramps'  will  be  more  favorable  to  the 
former  than  If  the  per  diem  system  13 
continued  in  effect.  He  believes,  also, 
that  the  men  at  the  Brooklyn  yard  who 
are  interested  in  making  a  success  of 
the  present  test  of  the  ability  of  the 
government  to  build  a  big  warship 
cheaply  will  indorse  his  proposition  to 
go  on  piecework.  The  industrious 
hustlers  of  the  pay  roll  will  certainly 
accept  It  with  enthusiasm,  as  it  will 
offer  them  a  chance  to  make  more 
money  than  is  possible  to  earn  at 
present. 

The  matter  has  beeu  presented  to 
Secretary  Moody  and  he  Is  In  favor 
of  It,  and  there  is  a  possibility  that  it 
may  be  adopted.  There  certainly 
seems  to  be  no  reason  why  the  plan 
should  not  be  tried.

Trade  Union   Held  For  Damages. 

Philadelphia  I.,edgor:  A  decision  of 
great  possible  Importance  is  announced 
from  liondon  in  the  Taft  Vale  Railway 
Company  against  the  Amalgamated  So- 
ciety of  Railway  Servants.  The  verdict 
is  in  favor  of  the  company  against  the 
union,  which  is  held  responsible  for  "ma- 
licious molestation'"  and  interfering  wth 
the  business  of  the  railway  by  p  cketlng. 
intimidation  of  employes  and  other 
means.  This  case  has  been  pending  for 
a  long  time  and  has  now  reached  a  de- 
cision In  the  high  court  of  justice.  The 
act  of  parllam«nt  permitting  the  incor- 
poration of  trades  unions  was  designed 
for  their  benefit,  but  it  is  seen  that  such 
incorporation  carries  with  it  accountabil- 
ity. Though  the  question  of  damages  is 
reserved  bv  the  court,  the  liability  of  the 
union  for  damages  resulting  from  the  en- 
f.ircement  of  a  strike  is  established  b.\ 
the  verdict.  Thl.«  Is  sufficient  rea.son  for 
the  objection  generally  held  by  labor 
leaders  in  this  country  to  the  proposition 
that  labor  unions  should  be  Incorporated.

The  twine  was  sold  at  2\i  cents  per 
pound  cheaper  than  twine  sold  by  job- 
bers. This  will  proVe  an  aatual  saving 
of  ^125.000  to  the  farmers  or  MinnesoLa, 
who  purchased  twine  the  present  sea- 
son, and  if  you  consider  the  reduced 
price,  at  least  1  cent  per  pound,  of  ali 
twine  sold  m  the  state,  some  18.0U0,000 
pounds,  caused  by  competition  with 
prison  twine,  there  is  a  further  saving 
of  $iSO,000,  or  a  total  for  the  year  oi 
$305,000. 

Not  only  has  the  twine  been  of  a  su- 
perior quality,  and  thus  great  saving  to 
the  purchaser  resulted,  but  there  has 
been  a  clear  saving  to  the  state  of 
$64,000,  which,  added  to  the  $33,000, 
makes  a  clear  gain  in  two  years  in 
favor  of  twine  plant  of  $77,000. 

This  splendid  showing  was  made  pos- 
sible by  the  adoption  of  business  meth- 
ods and  placing  at  the  head  of  the 
prison  a  thorough  business  man.  and 
one  who  fully  understands  the  dutiea 
required  of  him.  So  well  has  the  twmt 
plant  been  managed  that  there  is  now 
to  the  credit  of  the  revolving  fund 
$600,000. 

The  financial  showing  for  the  entire 
prison,  too.  Is  most  excellent,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  following  statement: 

For  1900  there  was  a  deficit  of  $ol.S8 
for  each  convict. 

Fur  1901,  $16.32,  while  for  1902,  the  year 
wholly  under  the  management  of  War- 
den W'olfer,  there  was  a  gain  of  $.0.o7 
for  every  prisoner   in   the  institution. 

I  have  gone  somewhat  into  detail  lu 
order  that  you  may  be  advised  as  to 
the  excellent  record  made  in  the  state 
prison  during  the  past  two  years. 

The  prison  Is  overcrowded  and  addi- 
tional cell-room  must  be  provided  for  at 
this  session  of  legislature,

books,  and  for  1901-1902  from  the  books 
of  the  board  of  control.  These  figures 
show  that  the  board  of  control  not  only 
purchased  $53,505.83  worth  of  supplies 
less  than  durir»g  the  former  year,  but 
nearly  $7000  worth  less  from  other 
states.  These  facts  certainly  disarm 
the  criticism   suggested. 

The   board  has  saved   to  the  state  a 
very    large   sum    of    money,    as   will    be 
shown  by  the  following  table:

The  number  of  wards  of  the  state 
vill  increase  with  our  growth  and 
•we  must  provide  for  their  care  and 
maintenance.  It  is  a  problem  diffi- 
cult of  solution,  and  in  this  connection 
I  desire  to  quote  from  my  message  of 
two  years  ago: 

•I  particularly  call  your  attention  to 
the    projiosed    law    which    the       board 
urges  your  honorable  body  to  enact  re- 
garding  each   county   from   which   pa- 
tients  are  committed   to   pay   $1.50   per 
week  for  each  patient  for  the  purpose 
of  partially  defraying  the  expenses  of 
his  care  and  maintenance.      While  this 
vould    not.    to    any    great    extent    de- 
crease   the    cost,    it    might    have       a 
tendency  to  the  exercise  of  greater  cau- 
tion   in    making    committments.    Other 
states  have  similar  laws  and  1  am  in- 
fornu-il  that  good  results  follow.  Many 
times  mildly     insane     patients.       who 
could  and  should  be  carea  for  at  home 
l)v  fiiends  and  relatives  are  sent  to  our 
hospitals.    Under    the   policy  of   paying 
the  whole  of  the  expense  for  the  care 
of  the  insane  regardless  of  their  finan- 
cial comlition  great  abuses  have  arisen, 
for    often    weakminded    persons,     or 
those    who    are    old    and    feeble,    being 
somewhat  demented,  are  permitted    to 
beiome   inmates   of   these   institutions, 
•whereas   they  should   have   been   cared 
for   by   those   who   are  in   duty   bound 
to  .support  them  and   not  have      been 
sent    to   our   hospitals.       This   practice 
must  in  some  way  be  stopped." 

After   two  years   of  observation  and 
careful    investigation    I    am      satisfied 
that   if  the   course  outlined   above  can 
be  adopted  that  it  would,  in  a  measure, 
settle   the  question   ever   present   with 
•us   of    new    buildings.    I   would   go  fur- 
ther   this    year   and    state    that    in    my 
Judgment  where  the  i>atient  or  his  Im- 
mediate relatives  are  able  that  he  or 
thev    should    pay    the    amount    named 
and'  not  the  county.      In  all  other  dis- 
eases (and   insanity  is  a  form  of  dis- 
ease), the  patient  if  sent  to  a  hospital 
for    treatment    pays    the    entire    cost. 
Then    I   am   satisfied,    too.   that    .scores. 
if    not    hundreds,    of   harmless    people, 
are  in  our  hospitals  that  should  be  kept 
at   homo  and   would   be  if  this  plan  is 
enacted  into  law-.      The  hoard  of  con- 
trr>l    in   its   report   urges    this    xilan   or 
one  similar,  and  I  trust  that  you  will 
frive  the  matter  most  careful  considea-- 
atlon. 

STATE  PRISON  AND   BIND- 
iNG  TWINE  PLANT. 


Owing  to  public  criticism  concerning 
the  management  of  the  state  prison, 
and  e.si«jcially  of  the  binding  twine 
plant,  as  soon  as  it  was  jKJssible  to 
make  a  change,  Hon.  Henry  Wolfer 
was  reappointed  warden.  The  new 
management  took  immediate  steps  to 
remt-dy  some  of  the  evils  complained 
of.  That  it  was  most  successfully  ac- 
complished is  shown  by  the  following 
facts: 

During  1901  there  was  manufactured, 
in  round  numbers,  5.500,000  pounds  of 
twine.  This  was  sold  at  an  average  oZ 
about  2  cents  per  jiound  below  the 
prices  at  which  twine  of  ev^iual  grade 
and  quality  was  sold  by  jobbers  and 
manufacturers  to  the  dealers  of  the 
state,  which  would  make  an  actual 
saving  of  $100,000  to  the  purchasers  of 
prison  twine. 

The  profit  to  the  state  on  binding 
twine,  in  round  numbers,  was  $33,000. 

The  showing  for  1902  gives  better  re 


At  the  last  general  session  a  bill  was 
passed,  now  known  as  the  board  of 
control  bill,  and  pursuant  to  its  pro- 
visions a  board  was  appointed  and  im- 
mediately entered  upon  the  discharge 
of  its  duties.  The  wisdom  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  board  of  control  system  has 
been  amply  \-indicated.  A  brief  year  of 
the  administration  of  the  board  has 
jiassed  and  its  work  has  surpassed  the 
most  sanguine  expectations  of  its 
friends,  i'rompted  by  the  same  abiding 
faith  that  recommended  its  creation, 
which  has  been  strenghtened  a  hun- 
dred-fold by  its  splendid  work  during 
the  past  year,  it  is  safe  to  predict  that 
the  board  of  control  system  will  be 
permanently  maintained.  The  success 
of  this  system  in  Wisconsin  and  Iowa, 
coupled  with  its  effective  work  in  oui 
state,  will,  in  my  judgment,  eventually 
result  in  its  adoption  by  every  state  in 
the  Union.  The  system  has  proved  .'^■:' 
satisfactory  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin 
that  Governor  La  Follette  used  the 
following  vigorous  language: 

"Any  party  that  goes  before  the  state 
with  a  plank  in  its  platform  advocating 
the  repeal  of  the  law  will  be  buried,  as 
it  should  be.  in  ignominious  defeat." 

There  seems  to  have  been  a  question 
in  the  minds  of  some  of  the  member-j 
at  the  last  general  session  of  the  legia- 
tature,  and  of    many  other  citizens,  ii3 
expressed  through  the  public  press,  as 
to   whether   the   establishment     of     the 
board  of  control  could  be  Justified  from 
a  humanitarian  standpoint.     If  there  Is 
any  criticlsim   that  was  made  against 
the  establishment  of  a  board  of  control 
that  has  been  forever  set  at  rest  it  is  the 
one  just  suggested.     A  careful   perusal 
of   the   report   of   the   board   of   control, 
showing,  as  It  does,  what  has  been  done 
along  humanitarian  lines,  will  convince 
the  most  skeptical  that  the  care  of  the 
unfortunate    inmates    of   our    state    in- 
stitutions has  received  the  greatest  at- 
tention  at   their   hands.     It    has   given 
practical  attention  to  the  subject  at  the 
different  state  institutions,  and  has  em- 
ployed  an   expert    to   visit   the   institu- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  teaching  em- 
ployes the  proper  method  of  preparing 
food,   and  how  best   to  serve  the  same 
to  inmates.     The  same  class  of  fuod  is 
purchased    for    inmates    as   for   officers 
and  employes.     All  articles  of  food  are 
are  required  to  be  pure,  wholesome  and 
palatable,  and  the  dairy  and  food  com- 
missioner   visits    the    different    institu- 
tions and  examines  the  character  of  tnc 
supplies,    and    sees    strictly    to    it    that 
any  food  product  unfit  for  consumption, 
or  failing  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  law,  is  rejected.    Thus,  the 
intention   of   the    board    to    protect    in- 
mates from  unwholesome  food  products 
is  apparent. 

I  firmly  believe  that  the  Institution 
in  charge  of  the  board  of  control  have 
never  been  in  a  higher  state  of  efli- 
ciency  and  that  the  inmates  thereof  are 
safe  in  the  hands  of  the  board,  and  I  do 
not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  great  sav- 
ing to  the  state  has  been  brought  about 
solely  by  the  new  departure  in  the 
purchase  of  supplies  and  by  enlargea 
and  improved  business  methods,  and 
not  in  the  least  at  the  expense  of 
efficiency. 

The  impression  seems  to  have  gon<» 
out  that  under  the  present  system  our 
home  markets  are  disci  iminated 
against  and  that  markets  outside  of  our 
state  are  unnnece.ssarily  favored.  I  find 
the  following  table  in  the  report,  which 
speaks  for  itself:

The  question  of  insurance  rates  was 
taken  up  and  it  was  found  that  the 
rates  upon  state  property  ranged  from 
85  cents  to  $4  per  $loO  for  three  year^. 
The  board  succeeded  in  obtaining  from 
insurance  companies  the  uniform  rate 
of  1  per  cent  for  three  years,  making  a 
direct  saving  of  more  than  $16,000  on 
this  one  Item  alone. 

It  was  argued  by  many  that  the 
board  of  corrections  and  charities 
should  be  retained  as  it  was  impossible 
for  the  board  of  control  to  do  the  work 
performed  by  the  former.  Look  at 
the  results!  The  board  of  control  de- 
ported 72  non-resident  paupers  and  in- 
sane people  during  the  past  year,  being 
25  more  than  in  the  previous  one  under 
the  board  of  corrections  and  charities, 
saving  the  state  the  support  of  these 
people  for  many  years  to  come,  and  in 
addition  deported  the  whole  number 
of  72  at  a  per  capita  of  $19  less  than 
the  previous  year,  making  an  aggregate 
saving  of  $1369.44. 

In  addition,  the  board  has  Inspected 
212  jails,  pesthouses  and  lockups  as 
against  59  inspected  by  the  board  of 
corrections  and  charities,  and  has  con- 
demned 23  as  against  4  during  the  pre- 
vious year.  A  perusal  of  the  report  will 
show  that  the  total  gross  savings 
amount  to  $171,000,  from  this  deduct  the 
expense  of  the  board  of  control  for  the 
fiscal  year  and  we  have  a  balance,  a. 
the  net  .saving  for  the  year,  of  more 
than    $147,000. 

Another  interesting  table  appears  in 
the  report,  showing  that: 
For  the  year  ending  July  31,  1900, 
there  were  five  institutions  that 
failed  to  live  within  their  year- 
ly appropriation,  aggregating  a 

deficiency  of    k/i 

For  the  vear  ending  July  31,  1901, 
there    were    twelve    institutions 
that  failed  to  live  within  their 
yearly  appropriation,  aggregat- 
ing  a  deficiency  of  more  than      2-000 
For    the    year    ending    July    31,    VMZ, 
there  were  no  institutions  that  did  not 
live    within    the    annual    appropriation 
and  no  deficiency. 

Another  table  in  the  report  shows 
that  the  entire  expenses  of  the  board 
of  control  for  the  fiscal  year  are  $lo00 
less  than  those  for  the  eight  boards 
superseded. 

While  considering  the  work  or 
important    board.    Permit    nie    to 
your  attenUon  to  the  conflict  betwee.i 
it  and  boards  having  in  charge  educa- 
tional  institutions.       It  is  unbusin.«3. 
like,    and    in   a   measure   destroys   effi- 
ciency   to  have  these  institutions  cared 
for  by  more  than  one  board.      Because 
of    the  attempt   to  place   state  educa- 
tional institutions  under  the  manage- 
ment   of    the    board    of    control    nmch 
friction  has  arisen   on  account   of   the 
impo.ssibility  of  determining  where  the 
authority  of  one  board  begins  and  the 
other    ceases.       I   am    strongly   of    the 
opinion    that    the    management   of    the 
univei-sitv   and    normai    schools    should 
be  wholly  removed  from   the  board  of 
control.       It   was  not   the  intention  of 
those  who  originally  favoi-ed  the  mea- 
sure to  include  them.      In  other  states 
separate    boards    control    their    educa- 
tional  institutions.       It  is  not   for  the 
best  interests  of  these  instituticms,  and 
besides,    the    duties    of    the    board    of 
control    are   so    onerous    in   caring   for 
the  other  instittions  that  they  cannot 
properly  perform  the  extra  work  which 
is  placed  upon  them  by  charging  them 
with  the  control  of  the  euucalional  in- 
stitutions.     The  affairs  of  the  univer- 
sity and  normal  schools  will  be  saxe  in 
the  hr.nds  of  the  regents  and  the  nor- 
mal    school    board. 

In  view  of  the  facts  stated,  and  be- 
lieving that  the  best  Interests  of  the 
institutions  so  demand.  I  earnestly  rec- 
ommend the  enactment  of  a  law  re- 
moving the  educational  institutions  of 
our  state  from  the  management  of  the 
board  of  control. 

We  find  the  same  difficulty  In  the 
management  of  the  school  for  deaf  and 
blind  at  Faribault,  and  the  state  pub- 
lic school  for  indigent  children  at 
Owatonna.  Two  boards  are  unnec- 
essary. In  my  judgment  the  board  of 
control  should  have  the  entire  man- 
agement of  these  institutions.  This  is 
In  accord  with  the  original  intention. 

In  the  report  of  the  board  many 
recommendations  will  be  found,  and  I 
commend  the  report  to  you  for  your 
most  careful  consideration.

During  the  past  two  years  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  state  dairy  and  foo^l  com- 
mission has  been  broui^ht  to  a  greater 
state  of  helpfulness  tu  both  the  dairy 
and  mercantile  intere.sts  of  our  state 
than  ever  before  since  its  creation.  At 
least  100  more  creameries  and  25  more 
cheese  factories  are  now  in  operation. 
Every  one  of  the  700  creameries  and 
100  cheese  factories  have  been  inspect- 
ed once  and  many  of  them  twice  during 
the  biennial  period,  an  1  the  excellence 
of  the  dairy  produces  is  in  a  large 
measure  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  de- 
partment in  assisting  creamery  officers 
and  patrons  to  better  methods,  and 
especially  to  the  inspection  and  man- 
agement of  the  state  education  butter 
and  cheese  contests  conducted  monthly 
from  April  1,  1901.  to  May  1,  1902. 

Minnesota  butter. commands  a  prem- 
ium in  the  Eastern  market  of  1  cent  a 
pound,  which  upon  the  output  of  55,000,- 
000  pounds  means  a  net  sjain  for  quality 
alone  of  $550,000.  This  being  true,  how 
earnest  should  be  our  efforts  to  dot 
every  one  of  Minnesota's  82  counties 
with  creameries,  especially  In  the  21  in 
which  none  are  now  in  operation.  No 
better  or  more  promising  dairy  field 
is  now  open  to  the  energetic  husband- 
man than  In  North,  rn  Minnesota, 
which,  with  its  healthful  climate,  pure 
water  and  luxuriant  grasses,  awaits 
their  coming.  .  ,     , 

Gr«at  credit,  too.  Is  d;ie  this  depart- 
ment for  it  not  only  advances  the 
dairy  Interests,  but  gives  encourage- 
ment to  diversified  farniing.  which  is 
so  e.s.sential  to  our  futui-e  prosperity. 

Food  inspections  hav-  been  equally 
meritorious  and  the  results  commend- 
able Approximately  i:  000  food  sam- 
ples have  been  analyzed  by  the  depart- 
ment chemists.  The.sc  samples  have 
been  gathered  from  f\  ery  city,  town 
and  hamlet  in  the  state  by  the  corps  of 
Inspectors,  and  where\er  the  result  ot 
any  analysis  has  demonstrated  the 
illegality  of  any  aricle.  prompt  and 
Tigorous  means  have  been  taken  to 
drive  them  from  the  market.  Thus  the 
people  of  the  state  are  sure  that  the 
food  thev  consume  is  free  from  im- 
purities "or  Injurious  ingredients  and 
the  public  health  thereby  protected.

the  commissioner  against  all  financially 
irresponsible  corporations,  and  such  as 
may  have  been  found  insolvent  or  unreli- 
able or  whose  business  methods  were  of 
a  questionable  or  dishonest  character, 
have,  if  Minnesota  corporations.  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  and  their 
aflaira  wound  up,  and  if  corporations  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  other  states, 
have  been  debarred  from  further  business 
transactions  in  this  state,  thereby  sate- 
guar.jing  the  interests  of  our  people  to  the 
fullest  extent  possible  under  the  existing 
laws.  ^  .   ^ 

There  has  been  collected  and  turned  into 
the  state  treasury  through  the  insurance 
department,  during  the  past  two  years, 
on  account  of  taxes  and  fees,  nearly  one- 
halt  a  million  dollars,  this  being  an  in- 
crease over  the  receipts  ror  the  immea- 
iate  preceding  two  years  of  about  $ciO.- 
<J0(>.  and  over  that  of  a  like  period  ten 
years  previous,  of  nearly  $2(X>,000. 

In  view  of  the  large  revenue  from  this 
department,  and  the  great  importance  of 
the  business  under  its  supervision,  amp.e 
facilities  should  be  granted  by  the  legis- 
lature in  the  wav  of  funds,  to  secure  the 
best  possible  nsults  in  the  way  of  in- 
surance supervision. 

BUREAU  OF  LABOR. 


It  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  community 
where  labor  troubles  are  fewer  than  in 
Minnesota.  While  other  naUons.  and 
many  sections  of  our  own  country,  have 
bees  disturbed  by  serious  strikes  una 
lockouts,  culminating  in  violence  ana 
bloodshed,  and  resulting  in  the  loss  or 
many  millions  of  dollars,  both  to  labor 
and  capital,  our  state  has  been  singularly 
free  from  them.  The  inhuman  employ- 
ment of  children:  the  unlawful  importa- 
tion of  cheap  and  pauper  labor  has  not 
disgraced  the  records  of  any  industry  In 
our  fair  state.  Our  fortunate  condition 
in  this  respect  is  due  to  our  wise  statu- 
tory provisions,  enacted  in  behalf  of  la- 
bor, and  in  the  enforcement  of  these  stat- 

Our  state  received  one  of  the  five  med- 
als which  were  awarded  at  the  Paris  ex- 
position as  first  prize  for  the  best  labor 
laws,  so  that  our  enactments  on  this  suh- 
ject  have  attracted  international  atten- 
tion. ^,  , 

Among  the  many  laws  to  which  we  can 
point  with  pride  are  those  relating  to  chUd 
labor;  laws  regulating  the  education  and 
employment  of  children,  and  prohibiting 
the  emplovment  of  children  in  danger- 
ous or  immoral  occupations;  a  factory  in- 
spection law  second  to  none  in  the  woria; 
laws  for  the  protection  of  health,  lives 
and  limbs  of  the  working  people;  laws  for 
the  protection  of  railway  employes;  the 
8-hour  law,  and  many  others. 

1  wish  especially  to  commend  the  DU- 
reau  of  labor  for  the  diligence  it  has  exer- 
cised in  carrying  out  the  pro\isions  of  the 
factory  inspection  law.  During  ml.  Jto. 
establishments  were  inspected,  emplayuig 
Rr..3H3  people.  During  the  nine  monihs  of 
1?.»2  3502  establl.shments.  employing  99,191 
people,  were  visited,  and  the  significant 
feature  of  this  work  is  the  fact  that  al- 
though nearly  1000  orders  were  issued  to 
the  employes  during  the  iweniy-one 
months  above  mentioned,  the  inspectors 
were  always  courteously  treated,  and  the 
bureau  has  found  everywhere  among  the 
employers  a  most  willing  spirit  to  aid  m 
improving  all  conditions. 

I  shall  heartily  approve  any  measures 
which  have  fur  their  aim  the  improvement 
of  the  conditions  of  the  laboring  people, 
or  which  will  give  them  a  fuller  share  of 
the    fruits   of   their   toll.

VICKSBURG  COMMISSION. 

The  legl.«<lature  of  1902  passed  an  act 
for  the  appointm«-nt  of  four  fommUsioners 
"to  co-optrate  with  the  National  Park 
commission  in  ascertaining  and  exactly 
determining  the  positions  of  Minnesota 
troops  and  organizations  in  the  siege  of 
"Vlcksburg,  and  also  to  t%commend  to  the 
governor  of  the  state  such  subsequent 
legislation  as  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commission,  permanently  and  suirtably 
mark  the  position  of  such  troops  550  as- 
certained, and  worthily  commemorate  the 
valor  and  services  of  Minne.«ota  soldiers 
in  the  campaign  and  siege  of  Vlcksburjf." 

The  commisiiion  was  composed  of  the 
following  gentlemen:  Genenii  John  B. 
Sanborn.  General  U.  F.  Hubbard,  General 
C.  C.  Andrews,  and  Captain  Henry  S. 
Hurler— a  representative  of  esich  Min- 
nesota regiment  and  of  the  battery  en- 
gaged in  the  battles  in  the  vicinity  of 
Vlcksburg.  These  gentlemen  met  July  4, 
in  Vlcksburg,  and  organized  by  eleclins 
General  Sanborn  president  and  General 
Andrews  secretary.  After  a.  careful  sur- 
vey of  the  field  and  a  personal  examin- 
atfof  of  the  park,  the  positions  were  lo- 
cated. 

In  closing  their  report  the  commis.sion 
made    the    following   recommendations: 

"We,  therefore,  re^speclfully  recommend 
that  your  excellencv  in  your  next  mesc-age 
to  the  legislature  ask  for  an  appropriation 
of  r^ii.OOO  to  be  ••xpend.il  in  the  erection 
of  a  .«!uitable  monument  in  Vlcksburg 
National  park,  to  commemorate  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Minnesota  soldiers  that  ren- 
dered military  services  in  that  campaiP'n, 
and  those  who  fill  In  the  assault  and  siege 
of  Vick-sburg  in  isftl,  and  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  Jlu.OOO  for  the  erection  of 
three  permanent  bronze  tablets,  suitably 
inscribed— one  upon  Baldwin's  Ferry  road 
on  the  spot  or  near  where  the  officers 
and  soldiers  of  the  Fourth  Minnesota  In- 
fantry fell  on  M.iy  22nd.  ]S63;  one  on  the 
grave  vard  road  near  the  enemy's  redam. 
where  the  Fifth  Minnesota  Infantry 
made  its  as.sault,  and  a  third  .lesignating 
the  principal  p')sition  occupied  by  tne 
Finst  Minne.«<>ta  battery." 

At  least  three  of  the  commmis.sioners 
live  in  St.  Paul,  and  I  am  sure  would  be 
pleased  to  meet  with  the  committee  to 
whom  their  report  will  be  submitted,  and 
discuss  fully  the  dtsirabidty  of  annropriat- 
ing  the  sum  asked  for,  or  one  sutficient 
for  the  i)urpose  mentioned  in  the  act, 
and  also  as  10  the  time  for  the  commence- 
ment  of   the   work. 

Our  state  is  justly  proud  of  the  record 
made  by  her  valiant  sons  during  the 
great  war  to  save  the  Union.  Very  prop- 
erly t?uitable  monuments  have  been  erect- 
ed at  Gettysburg  and  Chickamauga  com- 
memorating the  brave  deeds  of  her  heroic 
sons.  There  was  no  more  important  vic- 
tory won  than  Vick.sburg.  during  that 
terrible  struggle.  Not  only  the  entire 
confederate  army  surreiKU-red,  but  the 
Confederacy  w.ts  cut  in  twain,  anil  the 
Mississii>pi  river  once  more  was  flowing. 
as  Lincoln  declared  it  ever  should,  "un- 
vexed  to  the  sea." 

Let  this  monument  be  erected  and  tliese 
tablets  placed  that  future  generation.s 
may  know  that  Minnesota  honors  the 
men,  living  and  dead,  who  then  and  there 
made  so  muny  sacrifice.s  that  thi-  nation 
might  live,  it  is  to  these  men  ;ind  thtir 
crimradfs  that  we  owe  all  the  rights  anu 
jirivi leges  that  we  enjoy  under  the  flag 
that   makes    us   free. 


GROSS  EARNINGS  LAW. 

A  matter  of  much  importance  and  one 
In  which  the  people  of  our  state  are  great- 
ly interested  will,  without  doubt,  enlist 
your  attention.  I  refer  to  the  gross  earn- 
ings system  under  which  railway  com- 
I'anie.5  pay  into  the  state  treasury  in  lieu 
of  taxes,  3  per  cent  of  their  ^ross  earn- 
ings. Our  state  seems  committed  to  this 
p<ilicy  and  the  simply  question  fi.>r  your 
consideration  is:  Should  the  rate  now 
fixed  by  law  be  increased?  At  the  last 
g»neral  session  of  your  body,  after  tbi 
most  careful  deliberation  and  thoroUfs'h 
discussion,  it  was  concluded  that  the  ra:e 
shoij^d  be  changed  from  3  per  cut  to  4  per 
cent,  and  a  law  to  that  effect  was 
passed.  This  law,  could  not,  however, 
tPke  effect  and  be  in  force  unless  tne 
same  was  adopted  and  ratified  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  electors  of  the  state  voting  at 
the  election  at  which  the  same  was  sub- 
mitted. 

Pursuant  to  this  n-quirement  of  the  con- 
stitution the  law  reft  rred  to  was  submit- 
ted to  the  electors  of  our  state  at  the  gen- 
eral election  held  on  Nov.  4  iast.  The 
required  majority  was  not  received.  The 
result  is.  however,  not  to  be  regarded  as 
an  exj'ression  of  the  people  against  the 
mtasures.  It  was  due  to  the  fact  thnt 
many  of  the  v<'>ters  did  not  vote  upon  this 
Important  measure  because  their  attention 
had  not  been  called  specifically  to  it,  and 
Its  Import  was  not  sufficiently  understood; 
and  also  the  fact  that  the  measure  ap- 
peared ution  the  general  ballot,  which  led 
to  oversight  and  confusion  on  tht-  part  of 
the  voter:  and  from  the  further  fact  that 
great  doubt  existed  in  the  minds  of  tho 
electors  win  tht-r  the  measure  as  submitted 
did  increase  the  revenue  or  not.  This  re- 
sult suggests  most  emphatically  that 
some  plan  shouM  be  devised  which  will 
require  electors  to  give  attention  to  meas- 
ures requiring  ratification  and  to  proposed 
constitutional  amendments.  Tnder  an  old 
law.  measures  of  this  character  were 
placed  at  the  bottom  of  the  ballot,  but 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  voters  faiied  to 
heed  them,  the  law  was  cnanged  requiring

such  measures  to  be  placed  at  the  top 
of  the  ballot.  It  was  hoped  that  this 
change,  which  gave  measures  of  this 
character  the  most  conspicuous  place  on 
the  ballon,  would  solve  the  difficulty. 
The  result  has  not  been  what  was  anti- 
cipated, and  it  seems  imperative  that  your 
body  should  so  legislate  that  the  attention 
of  voter.s  will  be  more  definitely  called  to 
these  measures.  To  meet  the  difficulty  re- 
ferred to,  1  wouKI  suggest  a  plan, to  which 
I  am  advised  there  i.s  no  legal  objection, 
and  I  submit  the  same  for  your  careful 
consideration.  It  is  to  so  amend  existing 
laws  that  have  proposed  consiitutloTial 
amendment  or  mea.-^ure  requiring  ratiti- 
catiipn,  be  placed  upon  a  separate  ballot, 
and  that  such  ballot  upon  l)eing  voted,  if 
deemed  necessar.v,  be  placed  by  the  jiulges 
of  election  in  a  separate  ballot  l»ox.  This 
plan  seems  to  be  feasilnr  and  I  b'dieve 
would  ffectlvely  meet  the  difficulty  re- 
ferrd   to. 

Before  leaving  the  gross  earnings  sub- 
ject permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to 
an  important  difference  between  the  lan- 
guage in  the  present  law  and  the  law  sub- 
mitted to  the  peoi)Ie  for  adoption  at  the 
last  election.  This  difference  gave  rise  to 
considi;rable  discussion  during  the  recent 
campaign,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
differeice  referred  to  makes  a  radical 
change  in  the  method  of  computing  gioss 
e.irnings.  great  care  should  be  exercised 
in  framing  a  bill  relating  to  this  subject. 
That  the  difference  may  be  full  under- 
stood, I  quote  from  the  present  law  as 
follows: 

"Gross  earnings  •  •  •  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean  all  earnings  on  business 
beginning  and  ending  within  the  state  and 
a  proportion  ba^ed  upon  the  proportion 
of  the  mileage  within  the  state  to  the  en- 
tire mileage  over  which  such  business  is 
dt)ne." 

In  the  law  passed  at  the  last  general 
session  and  submitted  to  the  people  at  the 
late  election  the  term  gross  earnings  is 
declared   and  construed: 

"To  mean  all  earnings  on  business  be- 
ginning and  ending  within  the  state,  and 
a  proportion  of  earnings  on  all  Interstate 
business  passing  through,  into  or  out  of 
the  state  as  the  mileage  operated  within 
the  state  bears  to  the  entire  mileage  op- 
erated by  such  company.'" 

Hence,'  under  the  present  law,  gross 
earnings  upon  interstat*  business  is  ar- 
rived at  by  taking  the  proportion  based 
iMion  the  proportion  of  the  mileage  with- 
in the  state  to  the  entire  mileage  over 
which  business  is  done,  while  under  the 
law  recently  submitted  to  the  voters  the 
gross  earnings  upon  interstate  business  Is 
arrived  at  by  taking  a  proportion  of  earn- 
ings on  all  interstate  business  passing 
through,  into  or  out  of  the  state  as  the 
mileage  operated  within  the  slate  bears  to 
thf  entire  milt  age  operated  by  such  com- 
pany. 

In  the  one  case  the  basis  for  computa- 
tion is  the  proportion  of  mileage  wlihin 
the  state  to  the  '"haul.  "  while  in  the  other 
the  basis  is  the  proportion  of  mileage 
within  the  slate  to  the  actual  mileage  op- 
erated   by    the   company. 

If  in  vour.wisdom.  you  conclude  to  pass 
a  law  Increasing  the  rate.  1  earnestly  rec- 
ommend that  you  adopt  the  language  of 
the  pr«  sent  law,  unless  you  are  thoroughly 
satislied  that  there  are  serious  legal  i>b- 
jeciions  thereto.  In  any  event,  let  the  bill 
be  so  drawn  that  there  can  W  no  .luesiion 
of  an  increase  of  1  per  Cent  above  the 
presfUt  rate. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  officials  and 
others  who  have  given  the  matter  thor- 
ough consideration  have  concluded  that 
a  rate  of  4  |>er  cent  is  just  and  equitable 
and  substantially  exacts  fr.jm  railway 
companies  what  they  would  be  required 
to  pav  if  they  were  subject  to 
direct  "  taxation.  I  recommend  that 
the  rate  be  fixed  at  4  per  cent. 

CONSTITUTIONAL    AMEND- 
MENTS. 


At  the  last  general  session  a  law  was 
passed  providing  for  a  lax  commission 
whose  duty  it  was  to  frame  a  tax  code  for 
our  statf,  and  also  to  prepare  a  bill  or 
bills  providing  for  necessary  constitution- 
al amendments.  Pursuant  thereto  a  com- 
mission was  duly  appointed  which  eom- 
missi  111  made  its  report  and  presented  a 
prop!)sed  tax  code  for  consid  ration  by 
the  legislature.  The  commission  reported 
that  owing  to  constitutional  limitations 
it  was  very  much  hampered  and  restricted 
in  the  preparation  of  the  cod^-  proposed. 
At  the  extra  session,  called  immeUiately 
after  the  filing  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
mission, and  after  the  most  thorough 
consideration  of  the  subject  matter,  it 
was  deemed  wise  to  present  to  tlie  pto- 
ple  of  our  state  for  adoption  or  rejection 
at  the  next  general  election  a  certain  pro- 
posed amendtiient  to  the  constitution. 
The  said  amendment  was  submitted  to 
the  electors  of  the  state  at  the  election 
held  on  the  -ith  day  of  November  last, 
and  owing  to  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
voters  to  vote  upon  the  proposed  amend- 
ment the  same  failed  to  receive  the  ma- 
jority provided  lor  by  the  consi-.ution 
and  was  lost.  The  proposed  amendment, 
if  the  same  had  been  adopted  and  rati- 
fied by  the  voters  of  the  state,  would 
have  removed  many  of  the  restrictitms  of 
which  the  tax  commls.sion  complained, 
and  would  have  enabled  the  legislature 
to  pass  tax  measures  which  seemed  to 
l)e  imperative  and  required  under  i.xist- 
ing  conditions  I  earatstly  recommend 
that  you  provide  for  the  resubmission  to 
the  people  of  the  amendmint  as  submitted 
at  the  last  election.  Should  such  proposed 
amendment  be  submitted  to  the  p«-ople 
and  be  adopted  and  r;itified,  the  door 
would  then  be  open  for  new  methods  of 
taxation.  I'ndcr  such  conditions  th-^  leg- 
islature would  be  enabled  to  pass  a  grad- 
uated income  tax;  also  a  registry  tax  on 
all  mortgages,  a  tax  on  franchises,  and 
if  d-^Ired.  to  pro\idp  for  a  gross  farn- 
ings  svstem  as  to  |iublic  service  corpora- 
tions in  lieu  of  direct  taxation.  In  a 
word,  it  would  permit  tax  reform  and  all 


the  property  In  the  state  could  be  brought 
under  equal  and  uniform  taxation. 

Should  an  amendment  of  the  character 
indicated  be  passed  and  ratified  the  leg- 
islature would  then  be  enabled  to  pass 
such  legislation  as  would  largi-ly  Increase 
the  public  revenues  which,  together  with 
the  proposed  gross  earnings  law  pertain- 
ing to  railway  companies,  would  make  It 
possible  to  do  awa.v  entirely  with  taxa- 
tion for  state  purposes.  Experience  ha« 
taught  us  that  It  is  utterly  lmposslt>lc  to 

fiass  a  code  changing  the  entire  system. 
..egi8latif>n  along  tax  lines  must  come 
by  evolution  and  until  the  constitutional 
limitations  are  removed  in  my  Judgment 
it  would  not  be  wise  to  enter  upon  general 
tax  legislation. 

Would  also  recommend  the  re-Bubmis- 
slon  of  the  amendmont  permitting  the 
Investment  of  school  and  university  funds 
In  the  bonds  of  countries,  school  districts. 
cltle3,  towns  and  villages  to  th  •  amount 
of  15  per  cent  Instead  of  7  per  cent.  The 
security  would  be  ample  and  the  rate  of 
interest  higher  than  can  be  secured  from 
other  sources. 

NORTHERN  "SECURITIES 
COMPANY. 


In  November,  1901,  a  corporation  called 
the  Northern  Securities  company  was  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  New  Jersey 
by  certain  stockholders  of  the  Grt-at 
Northern  and  Xorthern  Pacific  Railway 
companies,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
the  capital  stock  of  those  two  companies; 
thus  effecting  a  consolidation  of  the 
property  and  franchises  of  these  two  com- 
peting lines  of  railway  in  this  state,  in 
violation  of  the  laws  of  Minnesota. 

The  attorney  general  retain«  d  special 
counsel  to  assist  him  in  enforcing  the 
law  of  this  state  and  preventing  such 
consolidation.  An  application  was  made 
on  behalf  of  the  state  to  bring  this  suit 
in  the  supreme  court,  for  the  reason  that 
the  Northern  Securities  Company  was  a 
New  Jersey  corporation,  and  it  was  ques- 
tionable whether  or  not  Jurisdiction  could 
be  obtained  over  such  corporation  In  this 
state.  Ow'ing  to  peculiar  conditions  this 
applicatl.  I  %as  denied,  and  shortly  after 
that,  suit  was  begun  in  the  district  court 
of  Ramsey  countv.  and  an  effort  made  to 
acfiuire  jurisdiction  over  the  Northern 
Securities  Company.  The  Northern  Sec- 
urities Company  and  the  two  railway 
companies  Involved  then  made  an  aupli- 
catlon  to  remove  this  suit  t<i  the  fedtral 
court,  filed  an  affidavit  that  the  com- 
pany did  not  own  any  property  situated 
In  Minnesota  and  was  not  doing  busuusa 
therein,  and  an  order  was  made  transfer- 
ing  the  suit  to  the  federal  court,  where 
it  is  now  being  pressed. 

Before  acquiescing  to  the  removal  to  the 
federal  court,  the  attorniy  general  and 
his  associates  became  convinced  that  It 
would  be  very  doubtful  If  Jurisdiction 
could  be  obtained  over  the  Northern 
Securities  Company  in  the  state  court, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  our  statutes  made 
no  provision  for  service  upon  a  foreign 
corporation,  where  such  corporation  had 
nt  appointed  an  agent  within  the  state 
upon  whom  service  could  be  made,  and 
for  the  further  reason  mat  the  Northern 
Securities  Company  was  not  doing  busi- 
ness In  Minnesota. 

I  have  been  informed  by  counsel  for  tne 
Ptat'  that  prior  to  1899  we  had  on  our 
statute  books  an  act  which  would  enable 
the  state  to  have  made  service  upon  such 
corporation,  but  this  act  was  repealed  in 
1899.  The  Northern  Securities  company 
has  submitted  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
federal  court  after  declining  to  submit  to 
jurisdiction   In   the  state  court. 

A  large  amount  of  testimony  has  al- 
ready been  taken  In  the  federHl  court, 
and  "this  testimony  shows,  among  other 
things,  that  the  stockholders  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific  Railway  company  have  al- 
ready exchanged  more  than  98  per  cent  of 
the  total  capital  stock  of  that  company 
for  the  stock  of  the  Northern  Securities 
company.  It  al.'»o  .shows  that  the  stoi'k- 
holders  of  the  Great  Northern  RaMway 
company  have  already  exchanged  S«)  per 
cent  of  the  total  capital  stock  of  that 
company  for  the  stock  of  the  Northern 
Securities  compan.v,  thus  giving  the  latter 
company  complete  control  of  the  prop- 
erty and  lines  of  railway  of  both  the 
Great  Northern  and  Northern  Pacific 
Railway  companies.  The  te*!tImony  also 
shows  "that  during  January,  19()2,  a  joint 
circular  was  Issued  by  the  officers  of  the 
two  railway  companies,  withdrawing  and 
equalizing  "or  competitive  rate  between 
junction  iwints  in  this  state,  where  the 
distance  was  greater  by  one  route  than 
the  other,  and  requiring  the  freight  to  be 
shipped  by  the  shorter  route  unless  the 
shipper  was  willing  to  pay  difitance  tariff 
or  higher  rates  by  the  other  road.  [  re- 
fer to  this  only  for  the  purpose  of  show- 
ing the  effectiveness  of  this  consolida- 
tion. 

The  executive  officers  of  the  state  are 
doing  and  will  continue  to  do,  all  in  their 
power  to  defeat  this  consolidation.  It 
may  be  that  the  courts  will  decide  that 
the  laws  of  one  state  can  be  evaded  or 
violated  by  means  of  a  corporation  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  another  state; 
If  so,  all  the  benefits  of  the  "more  per- 
fect union."  so  earnestly  sought  by  the 
farmers  of  the  constitution,  and  so  mucii 
desired  by  all  law-abiding  citizens,  will 
not  be  realized.  1  have  an  abiding  faith, 
however,  that  the  laws  of  this  .«tate  will 
be  swtalned,  and  that  the  attempt  to 
evade  them  in  the  manner  stated,  will  bo 
defeated. 

The  law  of  this  state  prohibiting  the 
consolidation  of  competing  lines  of  ael\- 
wav  is  declaratory  of  a  wise  public  policy 
and  any  effort  to  weaken  or  undermine 
it  should  be  defeated,  and  every  effort 
put  forth  to  enforce  and  strengthen  Its 
provisions. 

We  hear  much  these  days  of  "good'* 
and  "bad"  trusts.  I  do  not  wish  to  take 
any  of  your  time  in  discussing  the  fallacy 
or  correctness  of  such  a  term.  I  do  as- 
sert, however,  without  hesitation,  that 
no  trust  or  combin.ition  Is  more  dangerops 
to  the  public  welfare  than  a  combination 
of  transportation  companies,  or  facilities, 
which  either  has  the  power  to  or  does 
stifle  or  remove  competition  in  freight 
and  passenger  business. 

It  seems  to  me  that  few,  if  an.v,  com- 
binations of  trusts  can  be  euccessfull.v 
maintained  unless  they  are  connected 
with,  or  In  such  a  position  that  they  can 
control  the  avenues  and  means  of  trans- 
portation. 

This  Northern  Securities  company  Is 
the  most  ingenious  scheme  ever  brought 
into  existence  to  promote  transportation 
monopoly  and   stifle  competition. 

If  you  agree  with  my  conclusion  In  this 
matter,  you  will  use  ever.v  emans  In  your 
power  to  strengthen  and  aid  the  state 
in  its  efforts  to  enforce  the  laws  alreaiiy 
upon  its  statute  books  against  such  con- 
solidation: and  pass  any  additional  leg- 
islation which  you  may  be  advised  by  the 
legal  representative  of  this  state  Is  nec- 
essary to  accomplish  this  object.  Every 
wen  wisher  of  t>oth  st.ate  and  nation  Is 
seriously  considering  the  complex  prob- 
lems involved  in  the  solution  of  the  so- 
called  "Trust  Question."  The  first  great 
duty  of  a  corporation  through  which  .such 
consolidations  as  are  called  "trusts"  are 
m  ide  possible,  is  to  obey  all  constitutional 
laws  adopted  for  their  regulation  or  con- 
trol; whether  such  regulation  or  control 
can  be  successfully  accomplished  through 
national  legislation  Is  a  question  about 
which  there  seems  to  be  much  difference 
of  opinion.  Each  state,  however,  can 
very  largely  regulate  and  control  cor- 
porations of  its  own  creation.  It  thus  he- 
comes  the  Imperitlve  duty  of  this  state 
to  do  what  It  can  and  "to  adopt  such 
additional  laws  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  accomplishment   or   this  object.

The  state 
of  Washington  has  a  suit  pending  in 
the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States, 
and  by  order  of  the  president.  Attorney 
General  Knox  has  commenced  action 
looking  to  the  dissolution  of  this  company. 
Realizing  the  power  of  corporate  wealth, 
congress  has  appropriated  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  aid  the  legal  officers 
of  the  government  in  prosecuting  this  and 
all  other  illegal  trusts  and  unlawful  com- 
binations. Whatever  the  result  ther"" 
need  be  no  apprehension,  for  there  is  a 
p<iwer  greater  than  corporate  wealth, 
greater  than  even  the  supreme  court  of 
the  United  States,  and  that  is  the  power 
of  the  American  people,  and  when  once 
aroused  no  evil  can  resist  this  mighty 
for^'-e. 

Before  closing  I  desire  to  commend  At- 
torney General  Douglas  and  his  associ- 
ates for  the  able  manner  In  which  they 
are  conducting  this  suit,  and  I  will  state 
that  It  Is  their  intention  to  press  this 
action  until  finally  decided  by  the  court 
of  highest  jurisdiction.

PRIMARY  ELECTION  LAW. 


After  a  trial  of  the  primary  election  law 
the  concensus  of  opinion  seems  to  be  that 


the  law  will  be  a  permanent  method  of 
nominating  candidiites  for  ufllce.  Experi- 
ence has  suggested  amendments  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  fr  im  time  to  time.  Many 
amendments  have  b-en  suggesteil  and  dis- 
lurised  in  the  public  jire.ss  and  otherwise, 
and  undoubtedly  some  of  these  sugges 
tious  are  meritorious.  A  change  in  the 
time  of  holding  the  iirlmarles  seems  to 
meet  with  popular  favor,  and  after  ma- 
ture consideration  I  recommend  that  a 
change  be  made  providing  for  the  hold- 
ing of  the  primaries  late  in  June  or  early 
in  July.  I  also  recommend  that  the  filing 
of  certificates  of  candidates  be  limited 
to  thirty  days  prior  to  the  dale  of  the 
primary  election.  I  am  also  of  opinion 
that  it  would  be  advisable  to  so  amend 
the  law  that  a  person  desiring  to  become 
an  Independent  canilldate  be  compelled  to 
take  the  necessarx  steps  prior  to  the 
primary  election  and  not  afterwards,  as 
he  mav  do  u;ider  the  pst-sent  law.  It 
would  be  well.  also,  for  you  to  consider 
whether  it  would  not  be  wise  to  so  amend 
the  law  that  the  different  tickets  would 
appear  on  one  ballot  rather  than  for  the 
elector  to  call  for  the  ticket  representing 
his  political  views,  as  under  the  pre.*ient 
law.  With  such  an  amendment  the  voter 
would  vote  only  th.  one  ticket  represent- 
ing the  party  with  which  he  affiliates. 
Many  other  amendments  will  probably 
be  suggested  and  will  undoubtedly  receive 
your  careful  consldt  ration.  It  is  desirable 
to  perfect  the  law  a.s  nearly  as  possible 
at  this  session,  as  there  are  many  defects, 
as  experience  has  shown. 

PUBLISHING     EXTRA    SES- 
SION LAWS. 

It  has  been  customary  to  publish  laws 
la  newspaper  supidements  immediately 
after  a  legislative  session,  so  as  to  ac- 
quaint the  courts  and  the  public  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  with  the  new 
enactments.  This  has  been  regarded  as 
essential  and  necessary  because  the  bound 
volumes  of  the  laws  cannot  be  procured 
for  a  number  of  months  after  the  clo.se 
of  the  session.  It  has  been  customary 
to  appropriate  the  sum  of  forty  thousand 
dollars  for  this  purpose.  At  the  extra 
session  a  bill  proviiling  for  an  appropria- 
tion for  this  purpot^e  was  introduced  near 
the  close  of  the  session,  but  owing  to 
there  being  inadequate  time  for  the  full 
consideration  of  tlie  matter  It  failed  to 
pass.  The  publlcat  on  of  the  law,««  was  re- 
garded as  a  necessity  aikl  when  it  was  dls- 
covered  that  the  api.ropriation  was  Inade- 
quate the  auditor,  .^ecr.-tary  of  state  and 
the  governor  pledged  their  recommenda- 
tion for  reimbursement  to  those  who 
were  willing  to  publish  the  laws.  Lpon 
the  faith  of  this  p!-idge  of  recommenda- 
tion the  laws  were  prwbllshcd  and  1  hence 
recommend  that  an  appropriation  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars  tie  made  by  you 
for  the  purposerctf  r-^'mbursing  those  who 
caused  these  law*  tQ  b>-  published  in  tho 
newspapers  of  the  state.

Criticises  Attorney's 

Office. 


This  Brings  Forth  Vigor- 

ous   Objection  From 

Assistant  Crosby. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  convened  at  2:30 
yesterday  afternoon,  and  when  the 
session  adjourned  at  5:30  o'clock  the 
commissioners  were  \vrestlir>g  with 
several  questions.  Adjournment  was 
taken  until  9  o'clock  this  morning. 

Capt.  Morcom  had  practically  no  op« 
position  for  the  office  of  chairman  of 
the  board,  to  which  he  succeeded  him- 
self. John  Armstrong  was  the  only  ap- 
plicant for  the  office  of  county  super- 
intendent of  roads  and  was  the  unani- 
mous choice  of  the  board.  It.  S.  Cow- 
den  was  elected  fireman  of  the  court 
house  and  jail  at  a  salary  of  $65  per 
month;  George  K.  Swan  was  elected 
janitor  of  the  court  house  at  a  salary 
of  $65,  and  John  T.  Russell  was  elected 
watchman  at  the  court  house  at  a  sal- 
ary of  $65. 

After  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of 
the  meetings  in  December,  the  bids  for 
the  printing  and  office  supplies  were 
oper>ed.  read  and  referred  to  the  proper 
committee. 

Assistant  County  Attorney  Crosby 
called  the  attention  of  the  commission- 
ers to  the  state  law  which  says  that 
the  county  board  shall  designate  the 
Tiumber  of  deputies  in  the  office  of  the 
sheriff,  clerk  of  court  and  register  of 
deeds,  and  shall  fix  the  compensation 
of  each.  He  also  r»oted  that  the  maxi- 
mum for  deputy  in  the  sheriff's  office 
is  $1800,  but  that  no  minimum  is  set  on 
the  amount  of  compensation  the  board 
may   fix. 

Communications  were  read  from  the 
different  county  departments  asking 
appropriations  for  the  first  six  months' 
expenses.  Sheriff  W'.  W.  Butchart 
asked  for  $.500  for  a  contingent  or  work- 
ing fund;  County  Auditor  Halden  foi 
$6000;  Clerk  of  Courts  J.  P.  Johnson 
for  $3000;  Register  of  Deeds  Palmer 
for  $4000,  and  County  Treasurer  Whip- 
ple  for   $4000. 

A  communication  was  read  from  the 
city  council,  also  a  similar  one  from 
the  board  of  public  works,  asking  that 
a  committee  of  the  county  board  confer 
with  the  council  committee  ar^d  board 
of  public  works  relative  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  new  road  between  New 
Duluth  and  Fond  du  Lac. 

Chief  Engineer  R.  Angst,  of  the  Du- 
luth &  Iron  Range  road,  presented  the 
plans  for  the  proposed  arrangement;; 
of  spans  for  the  Whiteface  river  bridge 
on  the  Payne  road.  The  estimated  cost 
of  the  bridge  is  $6000. 

The  Duluth  Humane  .society,  through 
its  agent,  H.  C.  Withrow.  asked  ths 
board  for  an  appropriation  of  $300  for 
the  ensuing  year.  The  request  was  re- 
ferred. _  ,   , 

Among  the  reports  of  county  officials 
filed  yesterday  was  one  that  occasioned 
a  little  stir  on  the  board  because  of  a 
certain  clause  aimed  at  the  county  at- 
torney's office,  was  the  annual  state- 
ment of  the  county  board  of  health. 

The  board  was  organized  permanently 
in  August,  1901,  to  protect  the  county 
against  the  possibility  of  an  epidemic 
of  smallpox,  which  was  then  prevalent, 
and  which  threatened  to  put  the  lum- 
bermen out  of  business,  as  the  camps 
wer::  infected  and  the  men  would  break 
out  of  quarantine. 

The  board  claims  to  have  had  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  state  board 
of  health,  the  local  health  authorities 
and  the  loggers,  and  in  this  way  haj 
been  able  to  successfully  cope  with 
any  and  all  Infectious  diseases. 

During  1902  there  were  reported  to 
the  county  board  of  health,  forty- 
three  cases  of  smallpox,  seven  of  dip- 
theria  and  five  cases  ot  scarlet  fever. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  smallpox, 
the  cases  being  confined  to  the  log- 
ging camps,  and  the  last  cases  appear- 
ing in  the  summer  months  of  1902.  The 
report  claims  smallpox  prafiically 
stamped  out  of  the'counly,  there  being 
t)Ut  one  case  at  the  detention  hospital, 
and  this  came  from  Biwabik.  It  is  held 
that  the  organized  towns  do  not  know 
the  law  relative  to  infectious  disease.^ 
and  fall  to  qualify  when  there  are  any, 
1)ut  that  In  such  cases  the  county  board 
of  health  has  been  able  to  render  assist- 
ance. 

One  clause  of  the  chairman's  report 
referred  to  four  diphtheria  cases  on  the

Indian  reservation,  near  Stony  Brook, 
it  being  claimed  that  the  health  board 
was  advised  by  the  county  attorney 
that  it  had  no  jurisdiction  there,  and 
three  of  them  died,  sacrificed  to  a 
technicality  of  the  law.

and  Its  People  Are 

Given. 


Symposium    By    Distin- 
guished Men  In  Amer- 
ica and  England.

Copenhagen.  Jan.  7.— The  Dannebrog 
prints  a  number  of  communications 
from  distingui.shea  persons  in  America 
and  England  regarding  Denmark,  liie 
suLjfct  to  which  they  were  asked  to 
reply  b.  ing  "Impressioris  of  Denmark 
and  Its  People."  The  following  are 
takt-n  from  the  symposium: 

To  AW  American,  Denmark  is  in 
many  respects  most  near  and  dear — a 
precious  little  gem  among  the  nations 
of  the  old  world.  To  us  she  is  one  of 
the  cradles  of  the  Anglo-Saxoa  race- 
that  race  of  which  we  are  a  part  and 
which  .«eems  destined  to  dominate  the 
world.  Blessed  with  a  fertile  soil  and 
mild  Climate,  her  farmers  are  the  lii- 
test,  the  most  industrious  and  the  most 
progreshive  of  agriculturalists— the 
great  wealth-producing  factor  of  the 
nation  and  an  object  lesson  to  the 
whole  world.  Such  prosperous  and 
successful  farmers  are  entitled,  to  as 
large  an  extent  as  possible,  to  own  the 
lands  they  till  instead  of  being  tenants 
and  cotttrs:  and  I  am  glad  to  learn 
that  many  of  them  have,  in  recent 
years,  become  the  owners  of  the  land 
they  cultivate. 

What   Denmark  has  lost   in   territory 
she  has   more   than  made  up   by   agri- 
cultural, commercial  and  Industrial  ex- 
pansion from  within,  so  that  her  mis- 
fortune   has    proved,    through   the    pat- 
riotism and  energy  of  her  i>eople,  to  be 
her    great    fortune      and      deliverance. 
While  we  have  noted  with  gratification 
the  great  progress  Denmark  has  madr; 
in    the    material    and    economic    world, 
we    have   observed    with    greater   piide 
and  rejoicing  the  great  strides  she  has 
made    in    the    political    world.      Many 
obstarl.s    have    been   encountered    ana 
removed.     Slowly,  step  by  step,  peace- 
fully  and    without   force   of   arms,    lias 
the    great    stru.ggU-    for    human   liberty 
been   fought   and   won.     A   free   parlia- 
mentary government,  such  as  P'ngland 
and  Noiwav  possesses,  is  now  the  prop- 
erly and  heritage  of  the  Danish  people. 
The  voice  of  the  people,   through  their 
chosen     representatives,     can    now     be 
heard  and  heeded  in  full  measure. 

The  Danes  are  now  for  the  first 
time  on  a  political  par  with  the  people 
of  the  United  States,  of  Flngland  and 
of  Norwav;  and  the  people  of  Den- 
mark are  bv  blood,  by  culture,  and  by 
menlal  and  moral  vigor,  as  well  quali- 
fied for  self-government  as  the  people 
of  these  other  countries.  It  was  kind 
and  magnanimous  in  your  noble  king. 
in  his  declining  years,  to  break  with 
the  past  and  to  listen  to  the  voice  of 
his  people.  It  cannot  be  said  of  him 
as  wa.«  said  of  that  other  great  Danish 
king:  "King  Chrislian  stod  ved  hojr-n 
Mast  i  Rag  ag  darup:"  but  he  is  en- 
titled to  the  noblest  and  grandest  epi- 
taph ever  inscribed  on  the  monument 
of  a  Danish  king,  and  its  tenor  la 
this: 

"Here  rests  the  mortal  remains  of 
King  (.'hristian  the  Ninth.  He  listened 
to  the  voice  of  his  pv?ople  and  granted 
them  for  the  fust  time  a  free  parlia- 
mentary government." 

Xo  other  Danish  king  has  ever  con- 
ferred so  great  and  far-reaching  a 
blessing  upon  the  Danish  people  as 
King  i^'hrislian  the  Ninth.  Verily 
peace  hath  its  victories  greater  than 
those  of  war.

I  the  educated  intelligence  of  the  whole 
democracy  is  brought  to  bear  upon  the 
problems  "of  agriculture.  I  wish  1 
could  see  more  evidence  as  to  the 
readiness  of  my  countrymen  to  follow 
the  Danish  example.

Denmark  is  one  of  the  foremost 
countries  in  the  world  Jn  educational 
matters.  Education  is  compulsory,  and 
is  given  on  broad  and  liberal  lines. 
Modern  and  classical  studias  receive 
much  attention.  Of  late  English  tK?cu- 
pies  a  more  prominent  place  than  for- 
merly. It  is  realized  that  French  and 
German  are  relatively  less  important 
than  at  one  time.  English  and  Amer- 
ican expression  is  largely  responsible 
for  this.  Danish  public  and  private 
schools  have,  by  tljelr  excellence,  at- 
tracted attention  even  in  the  L  nited 
States.  Two  or  three  years  ago  the  uni- 
versitv  of  Michigan  sent  one  of  its 
professors  to  Denmark  to  study  our 
school  system.  He  praised  the  schools 
(especiallv  some  of  the  private  schools) 
very  highly,  finding  them  in  st>me  re- 
spects superior  to  the  American 
schools. 

An   institution   was     founded       some 
years    ago    by    private    initiatives    anu 
supi>ort.  which  has  been  very  success- 
ful,  and  who.se  report  just  sent  out  is 
1  extremely    interesting.    Miss    Buch     a 
daughter  of  former  Chief  Justice  Buch. 
of    I>enmark,    conceived    the    idea       of 
starting  a  private  school  which  should 
in  a  way  supj>lement  the  public  school 
and    have   a   freer   hand   to   carry   out 
certain  liberal  ideas  in  education.  The 
institution  is  free,   no     tuition      being 
charged.       Admittance  is  controlled  by 
requiring  that  the  applicant  shall  have 
comijleted   a   public  high  .school  course 
and  have  received  the  best  standing  at 
examination.        It     must    be    remem- 
Vifred  that  our  public  school  pupils  are 
from  the  p<x>r  classes,  the  rich  patron- 
izing   private    schools.        Hence        this 
school  is  intended  to  give  the  brightest 
students  fi-om  the  p<iorer  clas.se-s  an  op- 
portunity to  get  a  more  complete  edu- 
cation   than    would    otherwise    be    pos- 
sible.     The  course  includes  be^ideis  the 
ordinary  branches,  swimming,  hygiene, 
shorthand.        typewriting.  practical 

bookkeeping,  needlework.  including 
dressmaking,  household  economics  and 
cooking.  A  physician  gives  instruc- 
tion in  ordinary  disea.ses  and  the  laws 
of  health,  and  a  dentist  examines  the 
teeth  and  gives  rules  regarding  their 
care  The  pupils  are  taught  all  the 
functions  of  the  body,  the  values  of 
foods,  how  to  dress  in  a  sanitary-  man- 
ner, hovy  to  care  for  infants  and  child- 
ren,  etc. 

In  the  kitchen  each  pupil  gets  an  ac- 
count book  for  entering  the  purchases 
used  in  preparing  a  certain  di.sh.  in 
order  that  its  value  in  money,  as  well 
as  its  weight  and  use  in  cooking  may 
be  known.  Economy  in  making  pal- 
ateable  and  wholesome  dishes  is  taught 
as  is  preserving  of  fruits,  washing, 
house  cleaning,  table  decoration,  etc. 
The  pupils  are  divided  into  families 
and  each  member  of  the  family  is 
given  a  v>art  of  the  household  work. 

The  phonetic  method  is  used  in 
teaching  languages  and  great  profi- 
ciency is  attained  in  English  and  other 
languages.  The  school  is  exclusively 
for  giris  from  the  ages  of  15  to  1" 
years  and  the  course  is  two  year.*.

St.  Paul,  Jan.  7.— The  biennial  report 
of  State  Auditor  Dunn  was  presenteJ 
to  the  legislature  yesterday.  The  re- 
port gives  a  detailed  account  of  the 
management  of  the  state's  finances, 
and  makes  several  valuable  recom- 
mendations to  the  legislature,  as  fol- 
lows: 

That  the  legislature  can  safely  fix  a 
tax  rale  of  1  mill  for  state  revenue  for 
the  next  two  years,  providing  building 
approjiiiations  do  not  overrun  $SO0,OOO. 

That  state  taxes,  except  the  1  mill 
school  tax.  should  be  levied  by  specific 
sums  and  the  auditor  allowed  to  make 
the  rate. 

That  the  4  per  cent  gross  earnings 
tax  be  again  submitted  to  the  people. 

That  the  governor,  auditor  and  treas- 
urer be  authorized  to  borrow  more 
than  $100,000  to  meet  state  warrants 
Avhen  there  is  not  sufficient  money  for 
the  current  demands  in  the  revenue 
fund. 

.  That  the  powers  of  the  legislature  in 
regard  to  taxation  be  enlarged  by  con- 
stitutional amendment. 

That  no  effort  be  made  to  impose 
tonnage  tax  on  the  output  of  iron 
mines. 

That  an  inheritance  tax  be  enacted 
which  can  be  sustairied  in  supreme 
court. 

That  counties  whose  valuation  does 
not  exceed  $2.000. ooo  be  authorized  to 
levy  taxes  up  to  a  rate  of  1  per  cent. 

That  townships  be  authorized  to  bor- 
row money  for  road  and  bridge  build- 
ing. 

That  the  limitation  of  six  years  of 
township  bonds  be  extended  to  ten  or 
fifteen  years. 

That  the  amendment  allowing  loans 
to  local  municipalities  and  quasi-muni- 
cipalities  up  to  15  per  cent  of  the  val- 
uation be  agair^  submitted  to  the  peo- 
ple. 

That  the  wolf  bounty  law  be  repealed 
or  an  appropriation  made  for  carrying 
it  out. 

That  future  drainage  ditches  be  built 
only  when  50  per  cent  of  the  lands  ben- 
efited are  state  property. 

That  state  lands  benefited  by  drain- 
age ditches  be  withheld  from  sale  for 
two  years  after  the  completion  of  the 
ditch. 

That  penalties  on  delinquent  taxes  be 
credited  to  the  county  revenue  fund 
the  same  way  as  are  interest  and 
costs. 

That  a  fixed  limit  for  bonded  in- 
debtedness be  imposed  upon  local  di- 
visions. 

That  $20,000  be  appropriated  to  pay 
for  the  publication  of  the  laws  passed 
by  the  extra  session. 

That  mor>ey  be  appropriated  to  pay 
the  attorneys  who  were  retained  to 
secure  an  interest  for  the  state  In  the 
lands  on  Indian  reservations. 

Legislation  to  secure  for  the  state  a 
clear  title  to  the  disputed  land  granted 
to  the  Hastings  &  Dakota  Railroad 
company. 

That  some  plan  be  formed  for  closer 
inspection  of  the  output  of  ore  from  the 
leased   lands  of  the   state. 

A  brief  recommendaf.on  Is  inserted 
for  the  state  board  of  control,  which 
the  auditor  says  is  bound  to  grow  in 
public  favor  "as  long  as  its  work  is 
conducted  along  the  lines  laid  down 
by  its  charter  members  and  is  kept  free 
from  political  entanglements."  Tnx 
reform  is  favored,  but  only  along  the 
line  of  constitutional  amendment.  The 
auditor  does  not  favor  further  tinker- 
ing with  the  present  law.  The  amend- 
ment should  greatly  enlarge  the  powers 
of  the  legislature.  The  past  experience 
has  resulted  in  education,  though  in . 
no  tangible  progress.  The  valuation  of 
the  state  will  increase  steadily  under 
the  present  system,  and  after  all  the 
deductions  have  been  made  the  assess- 
ment for  1902  will  amount  to  $761,000,- 
000.  while  for  1901  it  was  only  $600,980,- 
6I4!  The  report  recommends  strongly 
that  the  legislature  hereafter  make 
specific  appropriations  for  the  univer- 
sity, soldiers'  relief  and  other  main- 
tenance funds,  and  allow  the  auditor 
to  fix  a  direct  levy  that  will  realize  the 
amount  appropriated. 

The  report  shows  that  in  the  past 
eight  years  the  sum  of  $953.60S.S5  has 
been  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  new 
state  capitol. 

The  state  printing  commission,  says 
the  auditor,  has  tried  to  keep  the  cost 
of  printing  within  the  appropriation, 
but  has  found  it  impossible  to  do  so. 
and  will  a.sk  for  a  deficiency  appro- 
I.riation.  The  present  law  is  not  satis- 
factory, and  a  new  one  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  legislature. 

The  state  now  has  982.323  acres  or 
land  unsold,  and  will  get  title  to  some 
300  000  more.  Altogether  the  state  haj 
sold  2  000  000  acres,  and  there  are  60.000 
outstanding   certificates  held   on    these 

The  value  of  state  lands,  past  ani 
nre<ent  is  represented  by  a  perman- 
ent school  fund  of  $14,316,389.  and  a 
permanent  university  fund  of  J1.344.3o0^ 
with  a  prospe<?tlve  return  of  $8,000,000 
from  unsold  lands,  not  counting  tim- 
ber and  mineral,  which  Auditor  Dunn 
believes  will  swell  the  school  fund  to 
$30,000,000.  ^,     ,,„ 

Railway  land  grants  are  practically 
closed  up.  Altogether  the  state  has 
granted  nearly  3,000,000  acres  of  land 
to  the  railroads.  These  grants  have 
all  been  closed  up  with  the  except  on 
of  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  which 
has  still  to  make  indemnity  selections 
in  place  of  land  wrongfully  granted 
and  relinquished,  which  is  mineral  land

"In  addition  to  the  above  collec- 
tions." said  Mr.  Dunn,  "there  re- 
mains uncut  on  outstanding  permits, 
sold  during  the  ye  irs  1^00,  1»01  and  1902, 
about  110,000.000  feet,  from  which  the 
state  will  realize  about -$750,000,  bring- 
ing the  total  amount  of  collections  for 
timber  sold  during  the  last  eight  years 
to   more    than   $2,3oO,000. 

"Lumbermen  all  agree  that  during 
the  last  three  or  four  seasons,  the 
state  has  received  a  higher  price  for 
Its  timber  than  the  same  class  and 
quantity  or  quality  has  brought  to  pie- 
vlous  sellers.  It  should  also  be  con- 
sidered that  the  states  holdings  of 
pine  are  sc:attered  througliout  nearly 
every  township  in  Northern  Minne- 
sota, and  that  22  per  cent  of  the 
tracts  sold  were  second  cuttings,  while 
private  holdings  were  practically  un- 
touched and  in  compact  bodies,  which 
greatly  adds  to  its  value." 

The  report  closes  with  the  following 
valedictory: 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen  of  the  leg- 
islature,   for    the    past    eight    years    I 
have  served  the  state  of  Minnesota  as 
chief  of  the  most  important  of  the  ex- 
ecutive departments  of  the  state  gov- 
ernment, and  have  conscientiously  en- 
deavored  to   discharge   the   duties   im- 
posed   upon    me    to    the    best    of       my 
abilities.

Property  Rights  Wili  Be 

Held  Inviolable  as 

Elsewhere. 

New  Tork.  Jan.  7.— An  Interesting  con- 
versation on  the  policy  the  Belgian  ad- 
ministration in  the  Congo  region  was 
held  Tuetday  with  King  L.eopuld  at  tho 
banquet  given  after  the  king's  reception 
to  the  English  Baptist  mission,  says  a 
dispatch  from  Brussels,  via  London,  to 
the  Times.  Hi.s  majesty  was  asked  to 
comment  on  the  questions  of  policy 
which  had  been  the  cause  of  unfavorable 
comment  in  a  secth)n  of  tho  British  press. 
The  king  assured  the  correspondent  that 
the  rights  of  property  in  the  Congo  will 
ibe  held  as  Inviolable  as  elsewhere.  Ha 
declared  that  those  who  obtained  con- 
cessions have  the  right  to  enjoy  the  fruits 
of  their  enterprise  and  should  be  pro- 
tected from  raiders  like  other  private 
subjects.  It  is  unworthy  of  the  tradi- 
tions of  honest  criticism,  the  king  held, 
to  Imply  that  the  Belgian  administration 
gives  countenance  to  the  acts  of  cruelt/ 
perpetrated  by  its  agents.

On  ac- 
count of  the  great  rush  of  work  at  the 
yards,  the  company  wished  to  tut  down 
"the  time  allowed  the  men  for  dinner  from 
one  hour  to  half  an  hour.  The  men  ob- 
jected that  in  order  to  do  the  heavy  work 
which  fails  to  their  lot  it  was  necessary 
to  have  a  warm  ilinner  and  this  was  not 
possible  where  only  half  an  hour  was  al- 
lowed as  many  of  them  lived  some  dis- 
tance from  the  scene  of  their  work.  Sev- 
eral conferences  were  held,  but  no  terms 
of  agreement  were  arrived  at  which  were 
mutually    satisfactory. 

At  the  conference  last  evening,  at  which 
miister  mechanic  Brous.seau  was  present 
it  was  agreed  that  the  men  would  be  al- 
lowed only  a  half  hour  for  dinner  until 
Feb.  1  after  which  the  full  dinner  noiir 
would  be  allowed  them.

Arizona  that  six  prominent  physicians 
here  today  sent  the  following  dispatch 
to  the  surgeon  general  of  the  marine 
hospital  service: 

•Keliable  reports  from  Guayamas  in- 
dicate that  an  epidemic  of  bubonic 
jdague  at  Topelombampo  and  Gua- 
yamas Is  extending  north.  Cargoes 
from  infected  ports  are  unloading  daily 
at  tJuayamas  and  other  porLs  with  no 
precauti«ms  whatever.  The  mortality 
rate  is  over  50  per  cent  and  the  epl- 
donrj'  is  .spreading  rapidly.  It  is  a 
great  menace  to  Southern  Arizona  and 
should  be  inxestigated  immediately 
and  quarantine  against  the  infected 
ports  should   be  established."

The  Honolulu  cable,  w  hlch  opened  for 
business  Jan.  1,  Is.  of  course,  an  in- 
teresting topic  to  Mr.  Traphagen.  He 
has  not  had  occasion  lo  u.se  it  or  in- 
vestigote  its  value  as  yet,  but  speak- 
ing generally,  he  said: 

"The  cable  will  be  a  great  conveni- 
ence to  the  islands,  and  will  add  ma- 
terially to  the  facilities  for  commerc- 
and  trade.  We  have  been  fifteen  dayo 
from  San  Francisco  until  now.  and 
sometimes  it  was  more,  the  time  being 
based  upon  the  leaving  time  of  the 
steamers.  The  Honolulu  people  will  b. 
very  proud  of  this  cable  service,  and  it 
will  result  In  a  greater  volume  of  busi- 
ness to  those  islands." 

•'The  people  of  the  Hawaiian  islands 
are  just  now  somewhat  anxious  for  re- 
lief from  tlie  system  of  customs  duties 
put  in  force  by  the  United  States.  While 
most  of  the  trade  is  with  the  United 
Stales,  the  custom's  ret  •  ipts  are  In  the 
neighborhood  of  $100.0oii  a  month,  ail  oi 
which  goes  into  tht;  I'nited  States  trea- 
sury, where  it  formerly  went  to  the 
republic  of  Hawaii.  The  conditions 
otherwise  are  unchanged  by  the  annex- 
ation, and  it  Is  otherwise  quite  satis- 
factory to  the  majoritj  of  the  people 
on  the  island. 

•'Honolulu  is  practically  an  American 
city.  Tiiere  are  about  l...iXi(*  white  peo- 
ple, the  majority  of  whom  are  Americans, 
and  the  city  is  cliaractei  i-tlc  of  the  Am- 
erican tvi>e  I  had  soni.  trouble  In  ad- 
jus- ting  iny  buslne:^s  to  the  tropical  city, 
but  am  not  expi-ritjieiiig  any  difficulty 
at  this  time.  I  havo  be  n  there  now  for 
live  or  six  years,  ailMi  expect  to  retain 
the  citv  as   my   home   for  the   future. 

"When  I  tirst  went  to  Honolulu  1  found 
it  lui.'ssary  to  spend  quite  a  time  in  the 
study  of  the  climatic  conditions,  the  ma- 
terials and  other  mat -rial  matters  in  sci- 
eiitiiic  construction  for  those  parts.  But 
it  did  not  require  \  ery  much  time  to 
adjust  nivself.  1  have  put  up  several 
larue  conimtrclal  buildings  and  a  great 
many  re.^ldences.  I  believe  Honolulu  s 
b'llldlnKS.  public  and  private,  will  com- 
pare favorably  with  those  of  any  Ameri- 
can city  of  twice  the  population.  I 
make  this  observatio  i  from  the  traveling 
I  have  done  in  the  Inited  States,  w  iiieh 
has  been  quite  exten:iAe.  The  method  of 
CI  ns  V  Wi^-tion  is  son.A.v'hat  different  in 
residences,  but  the  business  blocks  are 
erected   oil   the   same   general    lines.

Washington.  Jan.  7.— In  the  senate 
today  a  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Stew- 
art (Nev.)  was  adopted,  directing  the 
committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia 
to  make  iiwiuiry  regarding  the  whole- 
sale and  retail  prices  of  coal  in  Wash- 
ington and  to  ascertain  whether  the 
scarcity  of  coal  is  the  result  of  failure 
to  ship  to  Washington  or  whether  there 
is  any  lack  of  prompt  and  efficient  dis- 
tribution among  the  people. 

The  resolution  of  Mr.  Vest,  directing 
the  finance  committee  to  prepare  and 
report  a  bill  removing  the  duty  on  coai, 
went  over  until  tomorrow  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Aldrich,  Mr.  Vest  not  being  present 
today. 

The  militia  bill  then  was  taken  up 
and  Mr.  Mallory  spoke  in  opposition 
to  the  provision  regarding  a  reserve 
force  of  trained  men.  In  the  course  of 
his  remarks  a  discussion  arose,  par- 
ticipated in  by  Messrs.  Tillman,  War- 
ren, Foraker.  Spooner  and  Clay,  over 
the  construction  to  be  put  upon  the 
section,  the  Democrats  contending 
that  the  provision  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  president  powers  belonging  to 
the  states. 

At  2  o'clock  the  militia  bill  was  dis- 
placed by  the  statehood  bill.  M:-. 
Beverldge  then  made  the  point  of  no 
quorum,  necessitating  a  recall.  A 
quorum  being  found  to  be  present,  Mr. 
Beveridge  sent  to  the  desk  and  had 
read  a  number  of  resolutions  favoring 
single  statehood  for  Oklahoma  and  In- 
dian territory. 

Mr.  Bate  (Tenn.)  had  read  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  five  civilized  tribes  oppos- 
ing   statehood    with    Oklahoma. 

A  discussion  followed  regarding  the 
character  of  the  people  constituting  tlie 
five  civilized  tribes.  In  the  course  of 
which  Mr.  Tillman  inquired  how  the  pure 
blood  white  man  got  title  to  so  much 
Indian   land. 

"Some    stealing    has    been 
where,"    said    he,    "and    1 
know   how    it    happened." 

He  later  amused  the  senate  by  Interro- 
gating Mr.  Beveridge  regarding,  "W  hat 
became  of  the  men  who  might  have  mar- 
ried the  Indian  women?"  ^  ,  , 
Mr.  Beveridge  responded  that  he  nau 
not  gone  into  the  matrimonial  phase  of 
the  qut  tion.  After  further  discussion, 
Mr.  Nelson  resumed  his  remarks  in  op- 
position to  the  amnibus  statehood  bill.

LASSOED  A  SNAKE. 

A  Big  Pylhon    Dragged   For 
Miles. 

Snakes!  .,V.ssum  ia  full  of  snakes! 
There's  the  small  green  tree  snake,  and 
a  df-adlv  wound  it  makes,  too,  but  it  is 
not  such  certain  death  as  the  bite  of  the 
cobra.  You  find  them  in  your  bathroom 
ofte.i  enough,  sometimes  in  your  bed. 
but  it  is  a  python  1  w.-.s  going  to  teil 
you    about,    says    the    Newark    News 

Pvthons  are  not  very  plentiful  in  India 
I  .siiopose  thev  are  too  big  to  be  found 
in  g"reat  nunibers.  but  still  there  are 
some  occasionally  near  streams  and 
marshes.  1  once  saw  one  lying  beside  a 
stn-am.  It  had  killed  a  cow.  and  when 
1  calne  on  thu  huge  serpent  it  had  swal- 
lowed the  ht^d  and  forequariero  ot  the 
animal  and  i*ie  hind  part  was  sticking 
out  of  its  mouth.  .    . 

The  noise  of  my  horse  plunging  into  the 
water  disturbed  the  python  and  it  spat 
the    slimy    mouthful      out      and      "made 

But  to  go  back  to  my  tale.  Azim.  who 
was  employed  on  the  tea  plantation  of 
which  1  was  manager,  came  to  me  one 
dav,  saving  that  a  big  python  had  made 
a  meal"  off  a  wild  boar  and  was  lying 
asleep  on  the  edge  of  an  old  charcoal 
i.it  in  the  jungle.  The  wild  boars  of 
India  stand  as  high  as  a  donkey  and 
have  tusks  six  or  eight  inches  from  Up 
to  tip.  These  animals  are  almost  a  matcn 
for  a  tiger  and  fear  nothing  in  the  world, 
man  included.  So  you  may  judge  that  the 
python  had  a  good  meal  probably  after 
much   hard   work  in  getting  it. 

Azim  and  I  set  off  together,  determined 
to  bring  the  big  .snake  home  alive  it  pos- 
sible When  we  reached  the  charcoal 
pit  we  found  the  serpent  all  colled  un  in 
the  long  grass.  It  looked  nearly  as  thick 
ati  a  barrel. 

Azim  had  a  good,  stout  rope,  in  one 
end  of  which  he  made  a  slip  noose.  The 
other  end  I  tied  around  my  wai«t.  I  was 
mounted  and  had  a  revolver.  The  euiJ 
noose  was  hung  on  the  end  of  a  long  bam- 
boo, with  which  Azim,  who  for  once  ap- 
peared a  trifle  frighitened,  proceede<l 
gentlv  to  tickle  the  king  of  snakes.  Tins 
had  lio  effect  on  the  python,  for  he  slept 
on  Tired  and  gorged  he  required  a  more 
vigorous  poke,  and  the  end  of  the  bamboo 
was  struck  against  him  prettv  sharply. 
At  last  he  awakened  and  raised  hirf  great 
head  and  looked  around  sharply.  This 
was  Azlm's  chance  to  drop  the  slip  noose 
over  the  serpent's  neck,  and  I  then  gave 
the  rope  a  jerk,  pulling  the  noose  tignt 
somewhere  about  three  feet  from  the 
pythons  nose. 

Then  I  swung  the  hor.se  around  and  was 
off  at  a  hard  gallop  down  the  track  of 
tne  charcoal  makers.  As  I  swung  around 
the  python  was  drawn  out  to  his  full 
length,  and  a  great  length  it  was,  at  tne 
end  of  the  rope.  Azim  thought  he  was  in 
the  way.  and  in  a  great  fright  threw 
himself  down  at  full  length  in  the  grass. 
I  had  a  great  ride  for  a  couple  of  miles 
with  that  33  feet  of  snake  flesh  towing 
astern.  I  could  not  slacken  up  for  fear 
the  noose  would  slip  off,  so  a  g.ood,  smart  ] 
gallop  it  was  from  start  to  finish.  The  ; 
python  was  only  able  to  wag  the  end 
of  his  tail.  The  pace  was  too  much  for 
him  There  was  no  need  to  use  the  spur^ 
on  my  heels,  for  the  horse  knew  what  he 
had  behind  him  and  was  not  anxiou.s  for 
any  closer  accuaintance.  ! 

"The    way   for   a   half   mile   was    only   a 
rough,   jungle   road  or   track,    which   had  ; 
been    used    bv    charcoal    makers,    and    I 
gave   every    tree    (luckily    there    were   not  j 
many),    a    wide    berth,    fearing    that    the  | 
snake  would  get  his  tail  around  one.  and. 
if  he  had  done  so,  I  and  the  saddle  would 
have   parted  company   in  short   order. 

I  got  the  snake  to  the  bungalow  at  last 
and    the   rone   was   made   fast    to   a   large 
jacktree.    The  long  gallop  had  completely 
done  ..le  pvthon  up,  and  he  lay  as  though 
dead      The"  natives  crowtled  around,   ant* 
as  Is  their  fashion,  abused  the  large  rep- 
tile   ca..ing  it  all  the  bad  names  In  their 
vocabulary.      They    have    a    very    choice 
assortment    of   abusive    terms   In    Hindu- 
stani.     At    last    one    of    the    youngsters, 
more    bold    than    the    rest,    hit    the   snake 
with    a    long    bamboo.      Tlien    the    python 
roused  himself  and  took  to  the  Jacktree 
getting  well  up  In  the  branches,  with   his 
head  and  bodv  lying  extended  on  a  large 
limb,     while    he     took     about    two     turns 
around    the    trunk    with    his    tail.      "W  hen 
more  bamboos   were   useJ   on   him  it  was 
terrifying   to  see   how    he   swung   him  elf 
out.    trying    to    get    some    one    withn    his 
grasp     and    then    throw    himself    against 


the    tree    trunk,    shaking  it   as    though  a 
fierce   gale    was    blowing. 

I  kept  the  snake  five  daj-s  in  a  tea  box. 
but  he  would  not  eat,  although  his  appe- 
t'lte  was  tempted  with  <-hicken8  and  i>iner 
dainties.  He  was  then  shot  and  v^k 
found  to  measure  a  little  over  33  feet 
in    length. 

One  of  my  neighbors  kept  a  somewhat 
larger  jiython  for  some  time.  Two  per- 
sons were  in  the  garden  when  they  taw 
the  tall  of  a  large  snake  disapi)earing 
down  a  hole.  They  laid  hold  of  it  and  be- 
gan hauling  it  back.  One  holding  th« 
tail,  walketl  away  with  it,  while  tho 
other  stayed  at  the  hole  and  hauled, 
and  when  the  head  of  the  serpent  ap- 
peared the  man  at  the  hi>le  clutched  it. 
and  his  comrade  still  held  on  to  the  tail. 
The  snake  could  do  no  harm  under  these 
conditions.  He  jerked  the  men  about  a 
bit.   but  otherwise  he  was  powerless. 

The  captors  had  a  large  board  house 
made  for  It.  They  tied  a  rope  around  its 
neck,  with  an  end  on  each  side,  and  used 
to  take  hi.s  snakeship  for  walks,  a  man 
on  either  side,  one  holding  the  head  and 
one  gripping  the  tall.  They  kept  this  pet 
a  long  time.

against  the  "cornering"  of  the  market. 

The  court  holds  that  under  the  lawa 
of  the  state,  dealers  cannot  be  forced  to 
settle  trades  upon  the  basis  of  an  artifi- 
cial value  created  by  the  cornering  of 
the  market,  and  that  margins  depo.sit- 
ed  in  banks  or  elsewhere  are  wiihin  ti.2 
Jurisdiclion  of  the  courts  in  that  they 
affett  the  right  of  property. 

The  decision  makes  a  distinction  be- 
tween questions  touching  the  disciplin- 
ary rights  of  the  Ijoard,  in  which  ihi- 
latter  has  repeatedly  been  held  to  o-^ 
sovereign,  and  (juestions  of  property 
rights,  and  holds  that  disputes  between 
memters  Involving  linances  can,  if  dt- 
sired  by  either  party,  be  submitted  to 
the  courts  for  decision.

BLIZZARD  IN  KENTUCKY 

Worst  of  Its  Kind  Raged  Over  an  Extended  Section, 

Suspending    Traific    and    Doing 

Considerable  Damage. 


Maysville,  Ky..  Jan.  8.— A  blizzard  ex- 
ceeding anything  of  the  kind  for  years 
raged  here  last  night.  Snow  fell  to 
such  a  depth  as  to  temporarily  suspend 
street  car  traflic,  while  in  many  places 
the  wind  blew  the  snow  into  drifts  of 
several  feet  deep. 


Louisville.  Jan.  S.— The  blizzard  con- 
ditions which  prevailed  yesterday  and 
last  night  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee 
are  in  evidence  today,  although  with 
diminished  force  in  East  Tennessee, 
North  Carolina  and  along  the  Atlantic 
coast.  Snow  is  general  east  of  the 
Mississippi  river,  and  freezing  tempera- 


tures tend  to  the  southern  half  of  the 
cotton  belt.  Snow  fell  all  night  in  the 
mountains  of  East  Tennessee  and 
Western  North  Carolina,  and  train  ser- 
vice through  the  mountains  is  ham- 
pered. 

AH  trairvs  from  the  North  were  late 
arriving  in  I..ouisville  this  morning,  both 
the  Monon  and  Big  Four  Chicago  train.'i 
being  reported  four  hours  behind  time. 
South  of  Louisville  the  railroads  ex- 
perienced no  delay,  as  the  snowfall  was 
light.  The  temperatures  in  Louisville 
at  noon  was  20  degrees,  with  the  fore- 
cast for  continued  cold.

New  York,  Jan.  8.— According  to  the 
Herald's  Colon  correspondent  the  storm 
which  struck  that  city  Tuesday  night 
was  terrific  and  when  it  had  passed  the 
streets  were  strewn  with  wreckage.  The 
Christopher  Colon  and  other  steamers 
that  had  been  snugly  berthed  in  their 
docks  were  tossed  about  in  the  high  sea 
that  was  soon  lashed  up  in  the  bay.  All 
steamers  and  craft  of  large  proportions 
Immediately  weighed  anchor  and  left  their 
wharves  and  put  to  sea  to  escape  the  fury 
of  the  gale.    Sailing  craft  scudded  across 


the  harbor  under  bare  poles,  seeking  safe- 
tv  inside  the  canal.  It  was  an  exceeding- 
Iv  difficult  aod  perilous  trip,  the  skippers 
o"f  these  craft  experienced,  as  in  the  rush 
for  refuge  in  the  canal  several  collisions 
were  narrowly  averted. 

All  along  the  water  front  the  streets 
were  inundated.  The  wind  forced  the 
water  over  the  wharves  and  embank- 
ments, and  the  few  night  pedestrians  hur- 
riedly sought  safety  further  in  the  city.
